The U.S. enemy is described by the North Korean media (known to be extremely 
subserviant to the dictates of Kim Jong Un) as a gross animal; Kim Jong Un visits a pig 
farm; the U.S. enemy is a gross animal; Kim Jong Un visits a pig farm; gross animal; pig 
farm; gross animal; pig farm. (repeat to yourself 10 times - 30 if you're North Korean - 
before proceeding) 


Many have referred to Trump derisively, including animal references / images (pigs 
included). I happen to be particularly aware of a facebook friend who has referred to 
Trump exclusively (pretty much) as Pigboy, ever since December 2016. He posts several 
times a day on this, and has also written political articles for Huffpost, etc. (not sure if the 
Pigboy nickname ever made it that far). I exchanged a few msgs with this person in June 
2016, as he appeared to be in connection with Mikey Day, then a writer for Lorne 
Michaels' "Maya and Marty", a summer show which I was heavily influencing at the 
time, as I documented in fb posts (Day is now a writer at Michaels' SNL). Relatedly, I 
have been influencing every SNL for years, years and years, as I report out on Sundays 
on fb. 


Ever since I posted my October 2016 comedy sketch idea, "Outerspace Lizard Creature 
Barroom Arm Wrestler" ( 
(https://archive.org/.../OuterspaceLizardCreatureBarroomAr...), featuring Trump as a 
Lizard Creature from outerspace, I have been posting / documenting of its significant 
influence on certain SNL sketches, as well as continually bringing up how, if SNL's 
Lorne Michaels had only followed through more literally on my idea to present Trump as 


an Outerspace Lizard Creature, the world would have a greater life expectancy. Because I 
have been harping on this Trump as Outerspace Lizard Creature for some time, since 
October, and Trump as Pigboy began in December (though perhaps there have been 
others calling him Pigboy before this, as we have all seen innumerable variations on 
certain similar ideas re Trump), under the specific circumstances, I have conjectured on 
the possibility that Trump as Pigboy grew in this instance from the limb of Trump as 
Outerspace Lizard Creature, by my fb friend carefully planting a lizard limb in the 
ground on a moonlit night, uttering incantations and watering daily.

I have what I regard as news enough to update my “Steinhoff Trump Un Theoretical,

In 2016, Trump made headlines when he announced he would be 
willing to speak with Un if elected, a statement which had immediately followed the 
initial posting of my domino comedy idea, which includes my imagined Trump character 
describing his conversation with Un (see beginning of this table chain).

Wheel of Fortune skills. (b) In my 4.29.17 Update, I discussed how any kind of anomaly 
in what may be said on UN’s part re North Korea, in itself, presented something worth 
scrutinizing in terms of whether special note on MY part might be warranted. (c) In his 
response to Trump not signing the Paris Climate deal, an article yesterday indicated Un 
used the word “SILLY” as part of his characterization of Trump’s action 
(http://abcnews.go.com/.../north-korea-blasts.../story...). I see the use of the word “silly” 
as being just a little bit of an anomaly, not quite the conventional vernacular for such 
things. (d) I also used the word “silly” in a 5.19.17 post to my nephew re his graduation 
from college, where I stated how I regretted that I was unable to get him a really nice gift 
due to my poverty. Instead, I wrote that “...the second million I reach will be given to 
you as a gift! (I trust this does not sound to you quite exactly as silly it would to one 
unaware of my being a major influence in this world...” (this relates to my being for 
decades an ongoing major influence on billionaires and their billion dollar entertainment 
stuff, as I occasionally post about). Therefore, the word “silly” /or not is directly 
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connected here with the idea of requiring a larger understanding of the CONTEXT. (c) In 
my 5.30.17 Update, I referenced as very significant to the Table when Kim Jong Un 
“pledged to send ‘a bigger gift package to the Yankees’”. One can see where this also 
connects with my 5.19.17 "silly" post to my nephew. (d) My 5.30.17 Update includes

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collage exists. Perhaps I would be suggesting things noted in these Updates exist, in a 
sense, as part of a jazz piece with which to musically interact. 


Two days after my Update the international headline in connection with the ongoing 
nuclear tension was North Korea announcing the U.S. was in danger from their “powerful 
nuclear hammer, honed and hardened over time”. (http://www.express.co.uk/.../North- 
Korea-Kim-Jong-un-US...)

In the July 26th above Update/episode of my Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table

Update- I begin with an apology to those who may have been rubbed the wrong way by 
my having acted in a seemingly preachy manner at the close of my previous update. 
However, this is a shallow apology, as I intend, going forward, to continue to disregard 
whether or not I may be doing something that seems this way, as I always do when in the 
middle of such situations, or any situation really. 


I was pleased by an August 5th news article regarding North Korea, in terms of how 
efficiently it included exactly those things that add up to the basis for inclusion in an 
update of my Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table.

As I’ve stated in previous updates, I begin by looking for an anomaly in a statement by 
North Korea or Trump, as those generating it might therefore anticipate in advance that it 
is likely to reach my attention. The Aug. 5th news article included the words (from North 
Korea), “...shove its stinky face...” This is enough of an anomaly, amidst all the same 
old same old out there inundating us on every subject, as to meet this criteria. Though the 
rhetoric one finds re North Korea, and Trump, may make it a tricky question to determine 
exactly what constitutes an anomaly, “stinky face” works for me. (Tangent-ally, this may 
also impact the bingo card of Scaramucci, for his “the fish rots from the head” remark, 
which may itself relate to his vaguely suggesting to one the Sydney Falco leak-crazy 
character played by Tony Curtis in CalArts former Film School Dean Alexander 
Mackendrick’s movie, “The Sweet Smell Of Success”, where the smell of old fish also 
comes up in the dialog.) 


I must particularly note how the quote out of North Korea also describes the U.S. as 
“brandishing its nuclear club”. A quick Internet search will show that the brandishing of a 
club generally suggests a caveman, i.e., a weapon of early man is specifically referenced. 
A number of recent updates of my “Semi-Imaginary Table” have zeroed in on this precise 
thing, a weapon of early man involving a handle (check for yourself). As with anomalies, 
it may seem a source of confusion that the rhetoric generally being used obscures what 
would automatically qualify as a special remark possibly meant for these updates, 
especially as they of necessity are designed to simultaneously be a fit for the apparent 
intended context. However, as stated in previous updates, I am looking for a 10% 
possibility or so, and do not limit myself to addressing only absolute certainties, given the 
stakes we have here (1.e., a 50% chance your shoelaces may eventually go loose is of less 
significance than a 12% chance your feet might fall off, etc.).

As the one who so very humbly (or perhaps not) brought up, in my Aug. 3rd Update, the 
issue of exactly and precisely where I believed rhetoric should not be at this point in our 
“adventure” together, and as the August 8th political shows I watch on CNN and 
MSNBC television made the subject of Trump’s extreme rhetoric nearly as much their 
focus as they did the Breaking News about the latest nuclear weapon miniaturization 
technology of North Korea’s.... I don't mind saying, this all reminds me a little of a 
recurring segment on The Seth Meyers Show, “Jokes Seth Can’t Tell”, where there are 
jokes a black woman can tell about black people, and jokes a lesbian woman can tell 
about lesbians, but whenever Seth is cajoled by them into telling one, the joke is clearly 
offensive for having come from him rather than from one of them. Trump imitates the 
tone, if not the content, of what sounds a lot like the same kind of rhetoric that has been 
coming out of North Korea for years, and sure enough it is a terrible choice for him on so 
many levels, to put it mildly, if one wishes to be extra careful not to risk escalating the 
crisis towards an eventual point of no return, that is. 


In (one of?) today’s violent (sounding) release from North Korea regarding Guam 
(http://www.cnn.com/.../north-korea-considering.../index.html), which was presumably in 
response to Trump’s recent violent (sounding) rhetoric, at the same time that North Korea 
specifically stated Trump is one with whom they can have no dialog, they also raised the 
possibility, if read a certain special way, that they were picking up on something specific 
in my previous Semi-Imaginary Table Update, as has frequently seemed the case with the 
Updates. And so, possibly to be read as their engaging with me further, while expressing 
the intention of being disengaged from Trump (bearing in mind that, if given the choice, 
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we are aware of those who would sooner engage with a tree than with Trump, I 
personally am aware of such people, but would not be willing to divulge their names). 


In today’s news release, North Korea stated “...(Trump) failing to grasp the on-going 
grave situation. This is extremely getting on the nerves of the infuriated Hwasong 
artillerymen of the KPA [Korean People's Army].” 


This statement, firstly, includes the anomaly I seek (as I mention in previous Updates), 
wherein something is likely to jump off the page in terms of specially getting one's 
attention, compared with the effect of more conventional remarks. I refer to the idea of a 
public expression that Trump is getting on the nerves of the Korean People’s Army. I 
found this to more or less be as much an anomaly as was “stinky face”, as I described in 
my previous Update. And more particular to this Semi-Imaginary Table (where even a 
10% possibility of a legitimately related statement by Trump or North Korea has great 
weight attached) this statement by North Korea can also be read as possibly relating 
directly to the words with which I closed my previous Update: 


“....I never followed the comic strip, but at the moment I would say it contains exactly 
the level of seriousness a person can handle without going crazy!” 


So we would then have North Korea's statement, “...failing to grasp the on-going grave 
situation...” alongside my statement, “...the level of seriousness a person can handle”. 
We would then also have their statement, “... getting on the (Korean People’s Army’s) 
nerves...” alongside my statement, “...without going crazy!”, both as descriptions of the 
effect of the situation on people’s temperaments / sanity. These thoughts from North 
Korea fit, of course, irrespective of whether or not they are meant to relate to my Semi- 
Imaginary Table. One notes, however, that this is now quite far from the first time 
something from North Korea (or Trump) during this crisis has so closely fit with the most 
recent Update here, i.e., it happens time and again, and again, and again... 


As times change and people have different ways to get together than before, and as we 
face an unprecedented crisis together, I would personally recommend a special, bold 
approach to averting catastrophe, one that is not so tethered to past protocols of how to 
behave in “similar” situations as to make impossible a resolution that can realistically 
occur. I am suggesting Trump call upon Bush and Obama, perhaps even a Clinton (or 
two), no preconditions from any side, as a sign of the seriousness North Korea insists 
isn’t there on our side. A video call perhaps. I know it must sound absurd to expect going 
far off the beaten path to avoid the real possibility of a point of no return that risks the 
loss of millions of lives. Or rather, I know it must sound absurd if one is so trapped in old 
ways.

Update- Those who can remember the world as it was August 9th (just as one hopes and 
prays a month from now we will all still easily remember that world) may also recall the 
update to my Semi-Imaginary Table of that date (the official posting dates in North 
Korea, etc., etc., etc. may vary, depending on all of the world’s different time zones, etc.).

“Path” is a common enough word, especially depending on which vernacular one is in, 
such as when discussing what direction one travels in life, or when discussing, in the 
most efficient and timely manner possible, how to locate a restroom when in Yosemite 
National Park. Nevertheless, because of my important timing criteria met in connection 
with these remarks regarding paths, with a two out of three (me and China) when it 
comes to references to OLD paths (you will have difficulty, perhaps find it impossible, to 
get old / beaten paths to come up on this subject, if one should do a search), I must count 
this as meeting my Semi-Imaginary Table criteria for being worthy for inclusion as a 
potential Table reference/influence, that is, I see it as landing within the acceptable realm 
of possibility, if one has been following things here.

Nevertheless, one does 
wish to be mindful about going too extremely deep into conjecture regarding secret 
intended meanings. And yes, I did check for possible peanuts into peanut butter meanings

I would also take this opportunity to mention my observation, as I described in a fb post

We left off in my previous Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table (08.12.17, see 
above comment) with my stating that a set of things specifically, seemingly deliberately, 
prompted me (on behalf of The Table) to focus in on a single word, "Affection".

I now surmise a good likelihood that Trump is, with his speech tonight on Afghanistan,

Update- Sunday I fb posted a video of a real ELEPHANT creating a painting of flowers, 
which he completes by painting the word "Suda" on the canvas. 


Monday, North Korea included in a statement "...look like nothing but a FAT

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Elephants are regarded as THE fat animal. It is common to refer to extremely obese 
people as being "as fat as an elephant".

Update- In my Sept. 6th update of this “Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table”, I 
used general terms regarding death and the neck - “...both directly relate to the idea of 
self-inflicted death involving the neck...” I now note as possibly of interest a Sept. 10th 
news article (http://www.express.co.uk/.../north-korea-news-attack-usa...), in which 
North Korea is quoted as stating, “...wronged the neck of the US...” This anomalous 
manner of expression involving the neck, in addition to being consistent with the kind of 
rhetoric going on, is also consistent with things that make it into this Semi-Imaginary 
Table, for being expressed in a specially noticeable / anomalous manner while at the 
same time relating to something of relevance here (the Sept. 6th Semi-Imaginary Table 
including a specific on necks). 


Of even greater note to me in that same Sept. 10th news article would be where it states, 
“...South Korea and Japan as US ‘chess pieces...” It is nothing new to include reference 
to the game of chess on the subject of matters related to conflict between nations. 
However, I consider this to be of special note here, due to the timing of this chess 
reference by North Korea, having been made within the past week when two of my last 
three Updates include chess significantly as part of the attached collages. 


Based on how things have been going with this Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table, where things range from what I regard as extremely likely inside-references 
occurring at least in part for the sake of this Table, to things with a small possibility of 
this (but enough of a possibility to merit mention, given the stakes of things), I read these 
neck and chess things in a cumulative context, and conclude them as being likely inside- 
references for this Table, or perhaps completely unlikely, though possibly somewhat 
likely, but also somewhat unlikely (one should accustom oneself to being up in the air on 
things at times). 


My attached collage includes, among other things, images from CalArts alum Tim 
Burton’s movie, “Mars Attacks” (referenced in the previous Update) and from 
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Steinhoff’s “Gosk” video, and is not intended as a roadmap to peace, though one may 
take from it what one can.

The 
wording of this new statement, involving a "due price" that needs to be paid, is as close 
as one can get to the vernacular of "postage due" without finding onself accused of being 
a mailman. Based on my experiences getting a read on usages of vernaculars and lexicons 
in just this way, combined with the way things have been with this Semi-Imaginary 
Table, and with some consistency, I read this as a fairly likely inside-reference for the 
benefit of this Semi-Imaginary Table.

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Update- A few things of minor interest regarding North Korea’s choice of words in 
today’s nuclear crisis headline, “...United States is ‘fired up’...” 
(https://www.cnbc.com/.../trump-voices-mild-optimism-about...) 


Though the meaning is clear in the given context, one can also find (through an Internet 
search) idiomatic definitions of the phrase “fired up” as having to do with lighting a 
marijuana pipe or cigarette. As with yesterday’s Update, which had to do with the collage 
that accompanied my Sept. 7th Update, I see how this way of hearing “fired up” would 
relate to the collage that accompanied my Sept. 6th Update, in which one focuses on a 
peace pipe (something often associated with marijuana) being passed between myself and 
American Indians. Therefore I see a possibility that “fired up” is an inside-reference, 
though seeing my point may seem a little like trying to light the campfire using only the 
sight and sound of lightning. 


Of additional possible relevance (though perhaps even more unlikely by many standards) 
would be something regarding a fb comment I made to someone's posting on Aug. 30th 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/posts/10155696031124591:14), in 
which I described how Trump’s Aug. 22nd Respect comment ("I respect the fact that he 
(Kim Jong Un) is starting to respect us") had occurred after the guy in the weed store 
(Aug. 14th) responded to my question on how he would solve the nuclear crisis, that the 
answer is for both sides to respect one another. Whenever I went on job interviews this 
past year or so, I surmised my remarks would invariably, magically make their way into a 
Trump speech or a Seth Meyers joke, in my opinion. I am always influencing people, it is 
no surprise to me (I often influence both generally, and powerful people are always 
bypassing boundaries, it's the center of the chessboard what makes 'em act this way... and 
then there are the malicious folk, but that's another story). When I asked the guy in the 
weed store how to solve the nuclear crisis, I was already anticipating this exchange could 
very easily wind up in such a place, it was almost designed that way, this is something 
I’ve come to understand (it is also how I was once able to figure out the Iraqi general who 
was later to form ISIS was plugged into what I said to a particular person I spoke with as 
part of my routine, but that’s another story). I would add to this story of my weed store 
trip possibly influencing Trump on North Korea, the fact that my next return to the weed 
store following this occurred just yesterday. 


The attached image, from the cover of my self-published “Go Eyes Go!” (see 
archive.org), was on the T-Shirt I wore to the store yesterday, to commemorate 9/11. A 
store in NYC (Printed Matter) had this book on consignment once, and sent the 
remaining copies back to me several days before 9/11, which I received several days after 
9/11. The accompanying image to this image, on the next page of “Go Eyes Go!”, has me 
as Superman by this image, who is able to leap tall... tall... can’t seem to remember... 
okay, someone’s going to have to help me with this...

Update- Yesterday’s update to this Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table (prompted 
by a headline out of North Korea that lent itself to the possibility of being, in part, an 
inside-reference for benefit of The Table) had attached an image from the cover of my 
self-published “Go Eyes Go!” (as I indicated) that I happened to see as 9/11 related, 
perhaps in a very significant way. This morning President Trump sent out a tweet that 
ended with, “Go Congress Go!” (https://www.reuters.com/.../factbox-trump-on-twitter- 
tax...). As one can see, two-thirds of our words match, and in the correct sequence. This 
is worth a LOT of points here at the Semi-Imaginary Table, where even small 
possibilities of inside-references are given consideration. I would also mention, that the 
bookcover image I attached with that Update was something I described as nearly 
identical to one on the book’s following page, where the image is added to by the 
inclusion of me dressed to appear like a Superman. I note this because I am seeing 
Trump’s call to Congress as a sublimated expression, possibly, of the idea that in this 
country, leadership’s Superman-esque powers are actually a fusion of the president’s 
powers with those of Congress, which is why he is smoking the peace pipe with Schumer 
and Pelosi tonight over dinner, so as to render a cooperation of powers contagious, in 
order to ultimately generate world peace through this, as he got up on the good side of the 
bed this morning. (As to the specific issues involved in Trump’s tweeted message, I shall 
for now at this Table render myself as blind as a Lady Justice whose bifocal prescription 
hasn’t been filled since the ‘50s, so as not to devolve into swearing at the 1% and their 
games.)

Update- My read of total’s nuclear crisis statement from North Korea 
(https://www.reuters.com/.../north-korea-threatens-to-sink...), mid-read, was that the part 
where they state, “...should be sunken into the sea...”, suggests a line from the song, 
“Stand By Me”: “...should crumble to the sea...” Reading further, North Korea states, 
“...no longer needed to exist NEAR us...” (my emphasis) This is unusual wording, and 
also can be seen as relating to the song, “Stand By Me”, having to do with how desirable 
it is for one to be in some kind of proximity to the other. In terms of the North Korean 
statement going on to attack countries for siding with the U.S., this further relates to the 
idea of standing with an entity, in a non-literal manner, as is also contained in the song. 


“Stand By Me” is a song regarding which I consider myself to have a special connection, 
and made a collage a little while back meant to show this - 
https://archive.org/details/LimboLennon2016. The collage “asserts” that I was a major 
influence on the album cover that featured Lennon’s version of “Stand By Me” (an 
important single from his "Rock 'n Roll album), and that the presence of my influence 
bears directly on the concept of the song, in terms of a person doing something alongside 
another person without being physically alongside them (for more on Lennon and long 
distance see his mother). The collage also “asserts” that this ties in with my influence on 
the cover artwork for an additional Lennon and Nilsson album, “Pussycats”. 


In the previous Update to this Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, for the 
accompanying collage, I added in one image to the same collage I had used for the 
Update prior to that one: a CLOUD seen through a window. I therefore note, the image of 
a cloud is a most prominent part of both the front and back covers of Lennon’s “Imagine” 
album. 


And so I see something to put together, if one follows (a) the idea that the song “Stand 
By Me” was perhaps deliberately suggested by the choice of words in today’s nuclear 
crisis statement from North Korea, being something Steinhoff would pick up on; (b) 
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Lennon’s “Stand By Me” release is a part of the Steinhoff story that Steinhoff is very, 
very aware of, and relates to two Lennon album cover artworks; (c) the image addition to 
the preceding Update was that of a cloud, a cloud image also being major in connection 
with an additional Lennon album cover artwork. 


In relating in this way to my preceding update, North Korea would be picking things up 
from the same basic image I related Trump as picking up on. I can easily imagine this.

Addendum To Previous Update- I find my previous update from earlier today (above) 
contains what I am now seeing as a glaring omission. That omission would be the 
absence of reference to the collage I included with my Sept. 8th Update, which features 
Paul McCartney very much in relation to the concept of "stand by me". (In my defense, 
efforts to control information regarding Beatles mythology are at a level where one may 
become subconsciously apprehensive that connecting Lennon with McCartney in any 
way is likely a Charles Manson-like misinterpretation of Beatle meaning, if one is 
familiar with his Helter Skelter business.) 
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Update- In terms of the occasionally experienced sense of a delay effect between these 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table update postings and those things read as 
possible responses from Trump and Un (hypothetically, through inside-references in their 
statements, for benefit of this Semi-Imaginary Table, because The Table could Matter), I 
imagine there might be some who have timed it to around NOW that Un might be 
reacting to my Sept. 12th update that included weed store stuff. Those specifically 
looking for something along these lines might then have noticed an element in this 
vernacular seamlessly worked into today’s statement from North Korea 
(http://www.express.co.uk/.../north-korea-missile-wat-usa...): 


“puppet forces disclose again their CHRONIC...” (my emphasis) (unless it later turns 
out it was really the universe’s emphasis) 


I do not claim to have a true understanding of protocols in this realm, yet this does 
somehow cause me to feel compelled to disclose at this time my Thin Mint and 
Strawberry Cough (please note- it is my view that we should not be anticipating a 
disclosure from Trump of this nature, though life is full of surprises). I would add that I 
see various reads of this, even as an inside-reference to my Indians with peace pipe 
collage of Sept. 6th and nothing beyond that, at least not as a weed store reference... and 
then there was "fired up" from North Korea as I described in a previous update (and of 
course there's also the read where it is no inside-reference at all). 


The attached image is an Indian head nickel roach clip that is pretty much identical to one 
I was given by a boss who was John Lennon’s friend, Howard Smith, followed 
immediately by Lennon singing of shoveling smoke with a pitchfork, thus instantly 
lowering the value of roach clips everywhere (I lost it when passing it around at CalArts 
in the ‘70s, in case anyone’s seen it). 
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Update- In the preceding update two days ago of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table, I specifically noted lyrics to Lennon’s song, “Old Dirt Road”, in 
connection with the image I attached. Additionally, I specifically indicated that, 
following an update involving a weed store, which was followed by a statement relating 
to a disclosure of something “chronic” from North Korea, which was followed by a 
disclosure from me relating to Thin Mint and Strawberry Cough marijuana, nevertheless I 
indicated "we should not be anticipating a disclosure from Trump of this nature". 


With Trump’s headline-grabbing usage of the words “Rocket Man” in a tweet today 
(https://www.theguardian.con/.../trump-north-korea-rocket...), one might stop for a 
moment to see where this might possibly connect, if at all, with Lennon’s “Old Dirt 
Road”, in that “Rocket Man” is well known as the title of an Elton John song. It is first of 
all of note that during their period of collaboration, Elton John appeared on a song on the 
same Lennon album as does the song “Old Dirt Road” (trivia: I happened to be present 
when Lennon surprise performed with Elton John Thanksgiving 1974, Lennon's last 
performance) 


Rocket Man lyrics (selections): “...I'm gonna be high as a kite by then...”; “...Rocket 
Man burning out his fuse up here alone...” 


Old Dirt Road lyrics (selection): “...Ain't no people on the old dirt road...”; “... Hey Mr. 
Human...” 


Obviously it would have been better from my point of view if Trump had picked a song 
where the character, rather than being “high as a kite”, is described as being “high as 
when one smokes Thin Mint”. And a song describing someone shoveling water with a 
garden rake also might have been preferred (see previous update to appreciate reference, 
though it may be a long way to go). All things considered, with this being a rare instance 
of my previously indicating a hope for a specific kind of response for the Semi-Imaginary 
Table from over there, I see there being a good possibility this wording involves an 
inside-reference for this Table. I also note that many of the words and phrases one might 
perhaps most wish to diffuse during this nuclear crisis rhetoric, the implications from the 
viewpoint of the Semi-Imaginary Table would be that many are at least partially intended 
for their inside-reference value, not just their scary and mean value.

Update- I begin this update of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table with 
something I believe is a fairly likely inside-reference. In my previous update, yesterday, I 
had reason to include a Lennon lyric, “Hey Mr. Human...” in connection with a 
description of what I regard as a likely inside-reference for the Semi-Imaginary Table 
from President Trump. Today, in Trump’s statement to the United Nations (U.N.), he 
stated (https://www.whitehouse.gov/.../remarks-president-trump...), “...affirming the 
dignity and worth of the HUMAN PERSON...” (my emphasis) While an Internet search 
may show “human person” to be a manner of expression not foreign to Catholics, I am in 
my ‘60s and don’t believe I have ever encountered it previously. Therefore, I hear the 
words “human person” as the kind of thing that occurs in a conversation in which “Hey 
Mr. Human” would then be the appropriate response (perhaps the great conversationalists 
among us will criticize me for this opinion, but that is what I hear; I also believe the next 
person to speak at that point in the conversation might then respond, “Glerp Glop”, 
however, I digress. 


Secondly, I believe when Trump drew international attention yesterday with his tweeted 
video treated to appear as if Hillary was being hit by his golf ball, it was partially 
intended as an inside-reference for the Semi-Imaginary Table. By bringing to mind with 
this action a particular moment in a “Frasier” episode (an extremely popular TV series I 
was an enormous influence on, which was created by someone killed in a 9/11 plane — 
btw, WHY was he in NY and needing to fly out that day? INVESTIGATE please! I have 
my reasons...) in which Frasier switches squash partners (see attached image) at this 
juncture, Trump may possibly have been relating to several recent Update entries: The 
Sept. 17th Update (previous update) included Trump bringing Lennon’s collaboration 
partnership with Elton John into things Semi-Imaginary Table-related; the Sept. 14th 
Update included reference to Lennon’s collaboration partnership with Harry Nilsson. 
Additionally, the Sept. 14th Update included other references to partnerships, 
specifically, regarding a possible North Korea inside-reference to The Table in which 
they interconnect, as part of their expression, Lennon’s “Stand By Me” with the nature of 
United States’ international partnerships with other nations. An additional factor only I 
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could observe is also involved in my arriving at this golf ball as a possibie Table inside- 
reference. In an August 15th posting (not included as an Update) I described how the 
only ones, out of the many I influence, who seem to do something self-injurious in being 
influenced by me, have been W and Trump. At this stage in the Semi-Imaginary Table, it 
seems a little as if things from North Korea have recently been focusing on when I posted 
the image of Indians being passed a peace pipe. This prompted me to more actively direct 
attention to the question of whether Trump would add in to this, as I noted again in my 
previous update. It also happened to occur to me that this could lead to another self- 
injurious response from Trump, as that would match what I see as his pattern of showing 
commitment with a sacrifice to himself (people demonstrate commitment in their own 
idiosyncratic ways at times) to the Semi-Imaginary Table, when it’s possibly at an 
“important” place (if one considers that this Table might Matter). I therefore literally pre- 
anticipated Trump might choose a self-injurious manner of inside-reference for The 
Table this time around. The negative responses his golf ball video has obviously 
prompted, combined with the inside-reference possibility, happens to match my pre- 
expectation exactly. 


And finally, though ex-Press Secretary Sean Spicer’s surprise appearance at the Emmy 
Awards last night related to the idea of making a correct count of crowd size, and my 
accompanying image with my previous update (yesterday) also related to a correct count 
of crowd size (“The Earth, One Million Billion Trillion Zillion People”), I have no black 
and white way of determining whether or not to count it.

Update- Something included in North Korea's headline re the nuclear crisis yesterday, 
" living on human blood..." (http://www.express.co.uk/.../North-Korea-news-latest...) 
very possibly (even, perhaps likely, though only possibly, perhaps, if I may stay safely in 
the middle) made an inside-reference to the same material made relevant by the Semi- 
Imaginary Table as did Trump yesterday (with the time differences and updated times on 
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news articles, exact chronological sequences within the same day or so can be difficult to 
pinpoint). For those such as myself on the lookout for such immediately noticeable 
phrases re the nuclear crisis, this one lends itself to the idea of vampire mythology, by no 
great stretch. My update to the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table that 
immediately preceded this news story ended with the words, "...not just their SCARY and 
mean value..." (my emphasis). The Update itself included quotes from a song on 
Lennon's "Walls and Bridges" album. There is another song on this same album, entitled 
'SCARED", which begins with the sound of a howling wolf. Should one be able to get 
from the song the idea that this sound is meant to border on the idea of the howling not of 
a mere wolf, but suggestive also of a werewolf, you know, fear getting out of control, 
imagining things... or is it real... the idea of superstition brought into the song via the 
lyric, "No bell, book or candle can get you out of this", etc. In any event, I don't think it 
should be too much of a stretch to hear a werewolf in Lennon's wolf sound effect 
(perhaps if I ask everyone nicely to hear it that way?). Therefore, one might well see in 
North Korea's headline suggesting vampires, an inside-reference to the previous day's 
Table Update, to the extent that scary werewolves, very prominent in Gothic legend (as 
are vampires), were in presence. Which would mean, both Trump and North Korea 
inside-referencing the previous day's Table Update in terms of its connection to Lennon's 
"Walls and Bridges" album. (and should one relates to the wolf / werewolf sound effect 
as a song lyric, the connection becomes greater still)

It should be obvious that this contains an inside-reference from North Korea regarding

The attached collage is a revised version of the peace pipe one included with the Sept. 6th 
update, and now includes my Lennon pipe image featured with my Aug. 9th update 
(which led to the opening line of the opening track of a Paul McCartney album, as I 
described previously), and Lennon's friend's Indian head roach clip featured with my 
Sept. 15th update.

Update- In a statement in today’s news regarding the nuclear crisis, “...Kim urged the 
president to ‘exercise PRUDENCE in selecting words.’" (my emphasis) 
(https://www.cnbc.com/.../north-korea-leader-kim-calls...) 
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This can be seen as relating very much to recent updates of this Semi-Imaginary Trump 
Un Steinhoff Table, and I see a significant likelihood this should be read as having been 
partially meant for its Table inside-reference element. 


Recent updates have described the possibility of inside-references to Beatles lyrics for 
benefit of The Table, as a lexicon perhaps, being surmisals I arrived at in complex ways. 
It is easy to see Un’s selection of the word “prudence” in today’s statement as possibly 
meant to relate to the Beatles song, “Dear Prudence”, were one following a consistent 
pattern, such that one was already reading Un’s statement in search of something that 
might possibly lend itself to this kind of interpretation, as an inside-reference to a Beatles 
lyric. In looking more closely at the song, “Dear Prudence”, therefore, to see whether 
there might be more to this that one might be able to identify, one will come to the lyric, 
“The clouds will be a daisy chain”. Many of my recent Semi-Imaginary Table update 
surmisals regarding Trump and Un inside references point to collages included with the 
updates. My preceding update did not include a daisy chain of clouds; it did, however, 
include sun images that together suggested a chain of some kind. 


As to whether this was Un’s specific, singular intended inside-reference or not may, 
however, be "clouded" (cloud pun) by the fact that a week ago the collage I included with 
my update featured Lennon in relation to eight separate cloud images, though the clouds 
did not form a daisy chain in that collage either. This may instead have been the inside- 
reference for the Table, with relation to a possible Un “Dear Prudence” reference 
(parenthetically, I would add there are those doomsayers who believe that someday, when 
the end comes, it will all lead back to a misinterpretation of the Beatles song, “You Can’t 
Do That’). I see either possibility of an inside-reference as significant, as well a 
possibility both things contributed to the generating of an inside-reference. Additionally, 
two updates ago I included a focus on a sound effect included at the beginning of a 
Lennon song. It is perhaps of special interest, therefore, that the song that precedes “Dear 
Prudence” on the album is “Back In The USSR”, which begins with the sound effect of 
an airplane. This would be immediately following Trump calling Un “Rocket Man”, 
which the Semi-Imaginary Table believes was also an inside-reference re The Table, as I 
describe in a recent update. 


There is an additional part to Un’s statement today that may also possibly be an inside- 
reference: “...tame the mentally deranged U.S. dotard with fire...”. My 1990/1992 
“Steinhoff s Dostoyevsky’s ‘Uncle’s Dream’” video (see archive.org) includes a dotard 
(senile old man) in relation to strange, black and white fire burning in a fireplace, though 
everything else is in color (fyi- as I’ve noted elsewhere though not in these updates, I 
have reason to believe this led to Spielberg’s transitioning from color fire in the modern 
day to black and white fire in Nazi Germany at the beginning of his 1993 movie, 
“Schindler’s List”, on the night of the Sabbath... an interesting observation for me to find 
myself making as the Jewish New Year, Rosh Hashanah, begins). 


The attached image features my “Eleventh Hour”, with sun images found in the previous 
update's collage included as well. 
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Update- With deep apologies, in my preceding update I appear to have missed something 
significant owing to the article I was reading from, which did not include it. A different 
article relating to the same statement from Un as my preceding update includes, "A 
frightened dog barks louder." (https://www.aol.com/.../kim-jong-un-calls.../23219023/) If 
read in terms of the fact that it shortly followed one of my two Sept. 19th Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates, which debated over whether one is hearing the sound of a wolf 
or the sound of a werewolf on a Lennon record (hence the image I attached), I believe 
one should see the real teeth (or real something) here with the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table Updates.

Update- Those following these updates to my Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table 
(which seem to be significantly NON-imaginary at times, perhaps even more so in recent 
updates) will have noticed it was the Sept. 15th Update that made first reference to 
Lennon’s “Walls and Bridges” album, which continued to come up in updates as recently 
as the immediately preceding, Sept. 22nd Update, most resulting from actions / words by 
Un and Trump in lexicon / inside-reference stuff. THREE of the six songs on Side 1 of 
this Lennon album were directly referenced in Semi-Imaginary Table Updates: “Scared”, 
“Old Dirt Road”, and “Whatever Gets You Through The Night” (this third song by way 
of direct references in Updates to the album’s inclusion of a Lennon / Elton John 
collaboration). Without any two ways about it, I now add a FOURTH song from Side 1: 
“Going Down On Love”. This is the album’s important opening track (in that opening

track’s tend towards being specially important), and contains the lyric, “Got to get down, 
down on my knees.” One can immediately see, with the enormous attention given to the 
latest news stories of Trump’s football player kneeling remark, wherein “Trump sparked 
a firestorm on social media by suggesting NFL players who kneel during the national 
anthem should be fired by owners”, that I would be noticing how this all fits in 
surprisingly well with my “Walls and Bridges” Side 1 Bingo card. 
(https://www.cnbc.com/.../trump-takes-on-stephen-curry...) 


Additionally, one finds the word “football” on the album’s front cover (see attached 
collage, which also includes the back cover), used in a drawing by 11 year old Lennon to 
denote the English word for what Americans call soccer, rather than referencing the game 
of American football (I nevertheless regard this as possessing sufficient similarity to 
American football, if only from the ear’s point of view, as to relate here). 


I also note, as the football player kneeling matter has included a discussion of whether to 
relate to the pledge as an obligatory-for-football-players symbolic demonstration of 
commitment, that several days ago (the Sept. 18th Semi-Imaginary Update) I wrote: 


“self-injurious response from Trump, as that would match what I see as his pattern of 
showing commitment with a sacrifice to himself (people demonstrate commitment in 
their own idiosyncratic ways at times)...” 


I would also remark (though it did not require an update from me to become relevant to 
the larger, public nuclear crisis discussion) that recent accusations traded between North 
Korea and Trump that the other is the one on a suicide mission 
(https://www.cbsnews.com/.../north-korea-united-nations.../) only came after my Sept. 
18th update and its touching on the idea that an action by Trump was knowingly “self- 
injurious” (as Trump’s kneeling remark may prove to be, from the non inside-reference 
standpoint, though if so, it will appear, as always, as an action taken with little concern 
for its potential self-injurious properties).

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Update- On Sept. 23rd when I posted on facebook, separately from these Semi-Imaginary 
Trump Un Steinhoff Table updates, a clip from the original “Frankenstein” movie, I was 
aware at the time of how the Table Updates have been specifically relating together 
surmised Dracula and Wolfman inside-references from Kim Jong Un. And while I looked 
upon my posted “Frankenstein” clip as something that would almost certainly be noticed 
by Trump and Un, out of past experience, I didn’t see it yet at a level of value worth 
including in a Table Update (just as, in my opinion, things conveyed through Table 
inside-references by Trump and Un are "not ready for primetime" in terms of going 
beyond this and advancing to the stage of taking place in a real / official getting together 
of Trump and Un). However, I did in fact pre-anticipate the distinct possibility there 
would be something to later prompt me to include reference to it. After having been 
specifically looking for something that might lend itself to such a possibility, I believe 
my little experiment has been successful (or as Dr. Frankenstein liked to say, “It’s 
ALIVE!”). Monday the North Korean Foreign Minister was quoted as stating, “...all 
options will be on the OPERATING TABLE of the Supreme leadership...” (my 
emphasis) (http://thehill.com/.../352242-north-korean-official-trump...) Some news 
articles take the anomaly element out of this quote, substituting the words “Operating 
Table” with “Operations Table”. However I, and I assume at least some members of the 
medical professionals / healthcare community (which includes Dr. Frankenstein at the 
moment for our purposes), notice this evoking of the image of Kim Jong Un at an 
operating table, ready to perform surgery. This is, according to my read, a possible 
inside-reference regarding my Frankenstein post of just two days ago, and so I now bring 
reference to that Sept.23rd post of mine to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


Additionally, as I mention from time to time, I have been influencing every SNL for 
years and years, as I report out on Sundays. This Saturday begins the new SNL season. 
North Korea’s new reference to Trump as “Mr. Evil President" 
(https://www.aol.com/.../north-korea-accuses-us.../23222110/) can easily be seen as 
suggesting the idea of “Dr. Evil”, the character from the Austin Powers movies (that one 
went to medical school and the other did not isn’t enough to confuse me on this point). 
Mike Meyers, who plays Dr. Evil, identifies his inspiration for this character as coming 
from Lorne Michaels, who is THE person with the responsibility for SNL. I therefore 
note the timeliness of North Korea’s “Mr. Evil” remark, and as I am THE SNL related 
person at the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table (in addition to my many other 
hats), I shall relate to this “Dr. Evil President” remark as being the equivalent of someone 
kindly sending me their wishes for a great show Saturday night (Lorne, if you’re reading 
this, I forward you North Korea’s wishes for a great show Saturday night, keeping .014% 
of the wishes for myself, as you never even give me not one penny ever after 
everything... but I digress... oh yes- our wishes for a great show Saturday!). 
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Update- In a non-Update post of mine earlier today / very, very late last night (or if you 
are in North Korea, possibly dated Thurs.), I ended with my own Beatles Quiz (spoiler 
alert): “Answer: You expect there to be brains inside the Capp!” In President Trump’s 
speech announcing his new Tax Plan two hours ago, I believe it extremely likely that he 
added to this, and in a manner related to this Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table 
(as I expected might possibly occur, which is partly why I watch the speeches, in that my 
earlier today posting included mention of The Semi-Imaginary Table in relation to John 
Lennon and Yoko Ono’s Bed-In for Peace, aka John and Yoko’s Bed-In for Peace). 


The tip-off was when Trump mentioned his random American couple, Jonathan and 
Jamie, in his speech. I never had a girlfriend named Jamie, however, that is the name of a 
woman I knew at CalArts who has been referenced without being named in some 
Updates, and with regard to whom I was enormously influential on James Cameron’s 
“Avatar” and a number of other stuff (she also knew fellow CalArts alum Tim Burton 
and worked for him on Beatlejuice; I saw Paul McCartney's "Wings Over America" in 
concert with Jamie in 1976; Tim Burton is MUCH associated with Johnny Depp; Depp 
has been MUCH associated with McCartney; I influence all significantly, including 
Depp’s work with McCartney...). So because inside-references are things to which I am 
alert, re Trump, “Jonathan and Jamie” caught my attention, as it obviously would. 
Trump’s next random American mentioned in his speech was someone named Kip. Kip 
was the name of Tom Hanks’ character on his big break TV sitcom, “Bosom Buddies”, a 
show which resulted from a conversation I had with another CalArts alum who also was 
never my girlfriend, who once referred to me as her “Sudafed Buddy” (as I've described 
now and then). I knew both women at the same time at CalArts, they were even 
roommates at one time, therefore, for me to be looking for inside-references from Trump, 
then hear “Jonathan and Jamie”, followed by “Kip”, well, I knew there was something in 
there for me to find. And what I found was, my Beatles Quiz use of “Capp” as an article 
of clothing, which I related to Ringo’s Raleigh coat mishap (see my posting), connects 
with the Kip character — as Kip was usually Tom Hanks dressed as a woman. This relates 
to the idea of expectations of what one will find under the clothes, that isn't actually 
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there. As does my Capp / Raleigh quiz. I am further able to see how Trump would find 
value in how this relates to the idea of North Korea, in terms of the question of what the 
real weapon capability is under the outer façade. As for Jamie, I think she’s only in there 
with Jonathan so as to tip-off that the “Kip” usage was not to be heard by me as a random 
Kip. [Jonathan’s Disclaimer: I really don’t like going back to this college stuff, but totally 
get that we all have to make sacrifices, which is one reason why I don't throw things at 
radios, but that's another 3 million stories or so. |

Update- In my very recently posted (Sept. 19th) new update (no. 21) to my gofundme 
(https://www.gofundme.com/yvu8jw), I include, in Item 4, a link to my video that shows 
my significant influence on the Ridley Scott movie, "The Martian".

Update- In one of my two Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table updates yesterday 
(Sept. 27th), I included reference to a non-Update post of mine from the previous day that 
featured a link to my “Frozen” video, and regarded the non-Update post's featuring 
Lennon returned from the dead through cryogenics to perform on SNL, in addition to 
reference to a recent remark on TV from Larry David regarding Lennon returned from 
the dead to perform at an SNL party. 


This puts a certain inside-reference kind of life into a statement today from North Korea: 
“the U.S. is employing even a dead person...” (https://www.aol.com/.../north-korea- 
says-trumps.../23226420/), particularly when contextualized cumulatively in relation to 
so many other inside-references for The Table.

She seemed unsure, but I mentioned 
they're very nearby to one another and the one doesn't exclude the other in terms of the 
Army's purposes, yet she still seemed unsure of my recollection. Today's article from 
North Korea about the relationship between Japan and North Korea following WWII read 
AMAZINGLY, in its detailed description, exactly as if they were joining this 
conversation with my sister. To even threaten Japan, which is the only nation on Earth to 
have already endured the tragedy of a nuclear attack... I can only see this as rhetoric, 
anything more is unthinkable to me. The next time I speak with my sister I plan to bring 
up how Tante Giza Wasserman always used to make peach preserves (she passed away 
about 40 years ago but her memory is preserved in our hearts). I hope this does not give 
anybody any ideas, but I cannot help that sometimes.

Update- This update of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table has much 
common ground with my immediately preceding update, specifically, my Yom Kippur 
phone call with my sister and nephew Saturday that North Korea heard about. As with 
that update, I am unable to provide irrefutable documentation of what happened in those 
conversations. In such matters one asks that my veracity be viewed through the prism of 
those innumerable times when my word was not its only support, when extraordinary 
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things were among what I could essentially prove with complex documentation (an 
introductory IKEA dvd is recommended for those who believe putting things together is 
sinful). However, before I get into the specifics of what prompts this Update, I would first 
like to parenthetically add, regarding the “Affection” Update of August 18th, when I 
conjectured (strangely, for those who don’t get certain properties of Super-high stakes 
situations) that McCartney or Clapton may have had a hand in ferreting out a secret 
inside-reference word for Trump pertaining to Jonathan in connection with a CalArts 
alumni woman who is and or was their friend. I found in an Internet search today that this 
same CalArts alumni woman (aka “Sudafed Buddy”), who shall remain nameless, has a 
stepmother named Diane who is among the top 15 residents of Trump’s “Winter White 
House”. I have decided to continue The Semi-Imaginary Table in spite of this. 


At one point in my Saturday conversation with my nephew, after I brought up The Semi- 
Imaginary Table, and he asked what I hoped it might accomplish, I first included the 
word “game” in my answer. I then immediately corrected myself, going into an 
explanation of why that word had come to mind. I said it was a wrong choice of words, 
perhaps the result of the fact that anything alongside the nuclear crisis has an immediately 
trivial quality, but that The Semi-Imaginary Table is not a game. I then described how 
somewhere between two people coming together just to butt their heads against one 
another (with only an impasse in front of them), and two people coming together to just 
play Tiddlywinks, I see also a different coming together, a different common ground, 
somewhere in the distance (a statement partially meant to add a little levity for containing 
more melodrama than was in the conversation, though the idea was included for its 
serious meaning beyond the tone of our "partyline" conversation). 


In Trump’s prepared statement today from Puerto Rico, he said 
(https://www. whitehouse.gov/.../remarks-president-trump...): 


“he's no games. I said, give me a general; I don’t want to have any -- I don’t want to 
have a general that plays games.” And also “...I just want to tell you that, right from the 
beginning, this governor did not play politics. He didn’t play it at all.” 


While the subject of whether or not one is merely playing games is nothing new, I regard 
the timing and subject of these words from Trump, when seen in relation to the 
immediately preceding Table Update regarding words from North Korea in connection 
with my Saturday phone call, enough to make this seem a very likely inside-reference for 
The Table (one should also add in the cumulative factor, that is, the existence of many, 
many Table Updates that essentially document that both Trump and Un are in this 
“game”, which has something in it for both the side of people that leans more towards the 
butting of heads together, and the side that prefers Tiddlywinks, having one or two 
additional things in between these going for it as well). 


Today’s Jonathan Beatles Quiz: 


What is the kind of thing Lennon (who wrote the lyrics to “Cleanup Time”, which 
include, “The center of the circle will always be our home”) might have said to Chubby 
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CHECKERS (whose birthday is today, and whose name might bring a checkerboard to 
mind)? Answer: The center of the CIRCLE will always be our home.”

Update- I found several things in yesterday’s nuclear crisis article/editorial from North 
Korea (http://www.express.co.uk/.../world-war-3-north-korea-war...) that I believe are 
inside-references for this, the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table (though as I 
mention from time to time, even possibilities of such influences / inside-references can 
rise to the level of prompting an Update, owing to the extreme importance of this matter, 
and the nature of The Table in terms of it involving piecing things together a little on 
one's own). 


In the Table Update prior to the immediately preceding one (Oct. 2nd), I included the 
image for the song “Japanese Tears” by Denny Laine (of McCartney’s Wings, others). 
This song, obviously one that relates to Japan, includes the lyric: “...baby daughter 
cry...” The new story from North Korea regards Japan (as was already immediately 
relevant at the time I posted “Japanese Tears”, please see Update), and includes a phrase 
that drew attention above the din for its anomaly type aspect (though what constitutes an 
anomaly may be a funny question, as the rhetoric allows great flexibility in what fits this 
type back and forth): “Sorrow is laughter's daughter”. In both the lyric and the editorial: 
SADNESS, JAPAN DAUGHTER, expressed in four words or less, both postings relating 
to the nuclear crisis. ONE DAY APART. 


The word “sacrifice” has been coming up at various times in The Table in connection 
with Trump, the Sept. 25th Update being a very recent instance of “sacrifice” (/self- 
injurious) being a subject to which I gave special focus. And while it is a word that comes 
up everywhere, I found its usage particularly noticeable in how it appeared in this new 
nuclear crisis article/editorial: “...(the Japanese people) offered in sacrifice...” Following 
this I did a little Internet research into “human sacrifice”, and would like to report out 
here that it is a terrible idea (for those who don’t have the time to look into this on their 
own). 
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Also in this article/editorial from North Korea: “...Japan’s such rackets...” I found the 
word “rackets” in this sentence to be an anomaly, even in context, and thus specially 
noticeable to me. This focus on Japan, for North Korea, is related in part to Japan’s 
partnership with the U.S. rather than North Korea in this nuclear crisis. I therefore see 
where it relates to the Sept. 18th Table Update, with which I included the image of 
someone with a squash RACKET in hand. Not for this reason alone, but because that 
image exists in direct connection with a discussion of who is collaborative partners with 
who. 


The attached collage includes two “collaborative partners” of mine: A sculpture I made, 
“Maccabee” (the Jewish Biblical character who appeared between the Old Testament and 
the New Testament); and a Buddha silkscreen I made at Buck’s Rock Camp in 
Connecticut in the early ‘70s, under the supervision of the now-famous Sean Daniel. It is 
from a photograph my father took in Japan when he was in the Army, these photographs 
having been brought up in the October 2nd Table Update (my family came up to camp on 
visiting day, when my father provided the photograph, which was also when Sean 
developed an interest in asking me about my sister, leading almost certainly to Jonathan 
as the brother character in “The Mummy”, which is perhaps the least of my innumerable 
significant influences on Sean Daniel, who REALLY needs call me (in order that we 
might create a new collaborative partner silkscreen for me!). The last time we spoke, 
which was the ‘80s, it led to “Jurassic Park”, which may have Sean nervous that our next 
conversation has way too much to live up to (at one time “Jurassic Park” was the biggest 
movie in history), and must surely explain why he hasn’t called me.

Update- Beginning with the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table Update of Oct. 
2nd, things that happen on (in?) my telephone became fair game for possible inside- 
reference responses from Kim Jong Un and Pres.

Because this was an objective observation for me to make re the Oct. 4th article 
(in that "extinction" connects to the idea of dinosaurs, in the land of lexicons and inside- 
references, and other lands as well), as were the observations re Oct. 2nd and 3rd, up until 
which time I had no such observations to make re my phone, the close time proximity of 
these three thus seems very much against the law of averages without there being a 
deliberateness involved. As with the Oct. 2nd and 3rd update references to my phone, I 
am unable to provide documentation, therefore this (and those) time(s) around perhaps it 
is only Trump and Un who can totally accept this (unless one bothers to check other 
updates for which I have been able to provide a fair degree of documentation -most - at 
which point you’d perhaps be an idiot or something to automatically presume a lapse in 
my veracity in bringing these up for connecting purposes in these particular instances.

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“_..Trump is pulling the noose around his neck obsessed with daydream. He is driving 
the...” (http://www.express.co.uk/.../WW3-North-Korea-Kim-Jong-Un...) 


This was not surprising in the rhetoric of things, however, I noticed a few things that I 
believe likely connect it as inside-references for The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table. 


Firstly, I note its similarity to something from the Sept. 6th Update of The Table, which 
also relates to one of my videos (pls note- this excerpt does not complete the thought it 
touches on, and should be read in context by those interested in its thought value): 


the noose with their own hands...’ I believe this comes quite close to something said 
by my Chessmaster Garry Kasparov character in this (Bishop and Pawn Forfeit Rule) 
video...” (https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_9) 


At this point (or “Secondly”, for the mathematicians out there) I bring a far more recent 
Update into it: 


from Oct. 2nd Update: 


“to steer clear of the subject of North Korea, that even in that conversation I might be 
impactful there. I also joked, while discussing chess, that we would have to carefully 
AVOID MENTION OF KNIGHTS AND PAWNS (my emphasis), as these triggered 
associations...” 


Therefore, with this recent avoiding of knights and pawns on my part, one might hear in 
that conversation where I didn’t adlib too far from naming my above-referenced “Bishop 
and Pawn Forfeit Rule” video. Which relates to the Sept. 6th Update and its noose stuff 
(Caution: one should be careful not to hear this as “new stuff’, as I wrote “noose stuff’, 
and as this is old Sept. stuff). The Sept. 6th Update also relating to today’s article from 
North Korea, and its noose stuff (which is new). Parenthetically, also included in my 
excerpt from today’s nuclear crisis article were what I believe are a few things that 
combine to make an inside-reference that relates to my recent mention that a top 15 
resident of Mar y Lago is the stepmother of a former Sudafed Buddy of California 
Institute of the Arts (a very small group there). (Another possible route to North Korea 
for this one might be Sudafed Buddy — Madonna — Rodman — Un.)

In an Oct. 6th / 7th (depending on your time zone) news article, North Korea states 
(http://www.express.co.uk/.../world-war-3-north-korea-kim...): 


“maniacs in South Korea are fanning...” 


In finding the words “maniacs are... “fanning” so close together, my first thought was, 
“Maniacs aren’t fanning. Fans are maniacs.” Then I stepped back from my imaginary 
Lennon-esque take on Beatlemania, to consider what “fanning” might be in a lexicon 
related to recent Semi-Imaginary Table stuff. DAKOTA Fanning, The Dakota being very 
well known as Lennon’s HOME (not an obscure Beatles fact). For those who have 
forgotten the answer to “Jonathan’s Beatles Quiz” from the Oct. 3rd Table Update: 


“Answer: The center of the CIRCLE will always be our home!” 


Therefore, the Semi-Imaginary Table Update that specifically referenced Lennon’s home 
was fairly immediately followed by an article from North Korea that included the word 
“FANNING”. If you are ever fortunate enough to go on a television game show (or are 
just in your living room playing a low stakes game with friends), and you need a word to 
cause your teammate to say the name of Lennon’s home, that word would be... (hint: 
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there would be few other ways possible to achieve this word, “Dakota” - something to 
specially bear in mind). 


Before I present my latest Beatles Trivia Question, I would first just mention that 
Trump’s latest, “Calm before the storm” remark that is being seen as “cryptic”, 
immediately follows by a day or so North Korea’s statement that was also seen as 
“cryptic”, in many articles (possibly in the same spirit as when a slanted Western mind 
refuses to touch a Haiku, though in this specific case a demand for something more 
directly articulate is somewhat understandable, despite an environment of semi-vague 
rhetoric). I refer to the “sorrow” / “daughter” mention in the article from North Korea that 
immediately followed The Semi-Imaginary Table’s reference to a song that includes, 
“baby daughter cry”, as I characterize in the Oct. 4th Table Update as a fairly certain 
inside-reference for The Table (not that I would believe the apparent spirit and general 
meaning of North Korea's statement would have been different had an inside-reference 
not been involved). 


Today’s Jonathan Beatles Quiz: 


How is the Beatles song lyric that suggests a photograph has a taboo aspect, “If you go 
carrying pictures of Chairman Mao, you ain’t gonna make it with anyone anyhow” (from 
“Revolution”), different from Lennon holding up one letter of the alphabet using flag 
semaphore (cover of the Beatles “Help” lp)? Answer: One picture is worth a thousand 
words, so you can’t go expecting anyone to value just one letter, not that there aren’t 
plenty of times when even a hundredth of a letter of the alphabet is enough to solve the 
entire puzzle (which is why you should always do your homework, for those of you 
worrying about the nuclear crisis when you should be keeping up with school). 


The attached collage image includes part of Spielberg, part of Cruise, and all of young 
Dakota Fanning, as well as “Mr. Lennon” from my self-published “Go Eyes Go” at 
archive.org, in this instance playing the role of Boy Lennon, under my direction in this 
production.

Update- This update of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table relates to the 
image attached with the Oct. 5th (second to last) update depicting me as Merlin (from a 
video I once made), the wand in my hand being the special focus of the image, from 
Merlin’s action being to look directly at it. 


In a news article today from North Korea regarding the nuclear crisis 
(http://www.express.co.uk/.../north-korea-news-war-usa...), something was included that 
caught my special attention: 


“threaten others by brandishing rot sanctions STICK...” (my emphasis) 


While I can imagine being far from alone in specially noticing this phrasing, I believe I 
was mostly alone in finding significance in this immediately following The Semi- 
Imaginary Table’s use of a wand image, “wand” having included among its definitions: 


“... STICK waved by a person who is performing magic...” (my emphasis) 


Because of the timeliness of the North Korean mention of stick brandishing, coinciding 
with the very recent Semi-Imaginary Table spotlight on a wand / stick (though not shown 
in waving-around-for-magic mode), as well as the cumulative factor relating to there 
being (by my assessment) frequent inside-references for The Table from Kim Jong-un 
and President Trump (which are increasingly more of the Semi-Real type than the Semi- 
Imaginary), this appears to me as an extremely likely inside-reference from North Korea 
for the Semi-Imaginary Table. 


I also notice that “bat blind” is another unusual phrase in this article from North Korea, 
and while this would reference the animal definition for the word “bat”, nevertheless, 
with there also being a reference to a special stick in the same article, I believe there is a 
moment or two when the idea of a baseball bat may have been deliberately summoned, 
possibly. And with special “stick” being the part of the article with which The Table 
would be involved, I find there may be a non-pronounced, off the radar baseball bat 
mixed into things here as well. 


The attached image shows a wood sculpture I once made, “Distant Size” (video at 
archive.org).

Update- The previous (Oct. 8th) update of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table focused on what appeared to me a likely inside reference for The Table by North 
Korea contained in the usage of the word “stick”. In an interview with Trump by Forbes 
Magazine (http://www.chicagotribune.con/.../ct-biz-trump-forbes...) released Tues., Oct. 
10th (yesterday), one of the key news media excerpts has been to quote when Trump 
states, “...carrot and a stick...” (I’ve separated out all the peas from the carrots here, as 
they say, not to mention everything else included in the article, for Table inside-reference 
highlighting purposes). Though Trump’s use of the word “stick” may not be meant as a 
Table inside reference, especially as the economic principle being described is 
occasionally seen conveyed in this very way, nevertheless I believe there exists a 
sufficient possibility of it being an inside reference as to merit this update, particularly 
due to the timing of his “stick” usage coming when The Table attaches special value. I 
also note, that with the word stick “becoming” my sexy woman wood sculpture image 
included with that update (at least for a moment or so, afterwhich normalcy soon returns), 
I somehow might have preferred if President Trump had substituted mashed potatoes for 
the carrots. I like to think Van Gogh would have felt the same way. 


The image attached to this update includes the shadow of the “stick” image used for the 
previous update, as well as a carrot, so as to represent “both a carrot and a stick” as 
quoted from the Trump interview. I also included a missile in the image, probably a 
complex psychological response to being the only one at the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table without a missile of his own, and so should be edited out in one’s mind 
as one views the image.

Update- As I’ve occasionally stated re this Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, 
owing to the stakes of the nuclear crisis, even a possibility of an inside-reference re The 
Semi-Imaginary Table by Trump or Un may be sufficient to prompt an Update (were one 
to consider how frequently Updates suggest there is substantial reason to be believe an 
inside-reference has occurred, one might appreciate the importance of being vigilant even 
with regard to smaller possibilities). 


Three of the previous four Table Updates have related to something that began with the 
Merlin wand image in the Oct. 5th update, the word “stick” being one part of this "series" 
(please see Updates). The previous update found that Trump may have done this, the 
update prior to that explained how North Korea may have. 


The specific words from North Korea quoted in the Table Update in that instance (Oct. 
8th Table Update) were, “...threaten others by brandishing rot sanctions stick...”, the 
idea of a “rot sanctions stick” specifically fitting The Table as a possible inside reference. 
Today’s article containing word from North Korea, the headline being, “...nuclear sword 
of justice...” (http://www.express.co.uk/.../north-korea-world-war-3-kim...), may relate to 
this previous identification by The Table of a possible North Korea inside-reference (in 
the second to last Table Update). And if one goes as far back as the Table update with the 
Merlin wand image that began this recent series of possible inside-references (Oct. 5th), a 
sword of justice might further relate, it being that giving an identity of some kind to a 
sword may put it in the general realm of the best known sword with a name, Excalibur of 
Arthurian legend, from which the mythological Merlin originates. 


One also can see that “nuclear sword of justice” would not need to be an inside-reference 
to be of a nature for North Korea to include it in a statement. It’s a possibly double-edged 
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nuclear sword of justice, from the standpoint of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table. 


I should also add that, following the preceding Table Update making mention of my not 
having a missile, while everyone else at The Table (Trump and Un) do, the news media 
immediately asserted Trump had once requested ten times more nuclear weapons than 
exist currently (which Trump is denying). And the whole time this is going on, I still do 
not have even one missile.

Update- There were several things in today’s news article from North Korea 
(http://www.express.co.uk/.../World-War-3-North-Korea-USA...) that may be inside- 
references for The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, though in these instances 
it is not nearly so compelling as occasionally occurs. I include these lesser possibilities, 
the situation being sufficiently serious that, even as less significant possibilities, I feel 
they warrant note be made. 


An image I used in the graphic included with the previous Table Update, that of me 
holding up a paper sun, was from my “American Gothic” self-produced music video 
(https://www. youtube.com/watch?v=UeyUSLVWwDM I). In the description published with 
that video, I assert this song was an influence on a Fleetwood Mac song entitled, 
“Peackeeper”. The article today from North Korea includes the phrasing “peace 
defender”. These have an interchangeable quality. 


In the previous Table Update, I include a review of certain things included in the most 
recent Updates that may or may not have been inside-references for The Table, all having 
in common that they originated from an image of me as Merlin in my “Bishop and Pawn 
Forfeit Rule” video (https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_9). This same video 
also shows strangling on several occasions (though I believe it is generally a good- 
natured little video), which matches the wording in today’s article, “...strangler of 
peace...” However, the “net” may be a little wide, and I am less inclined to take this use 
of language as molded to fit into an inside-reference, there only being a certain number of 
such phrases and words available to North Korea on this subject (or so one thinks... and 
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then one reads the news). I would want whenever to possible avoid seeming to jump to a 
conclusion at every other word, of having so wide a net of things to consider as possible 
inside-references that everything lands in it. Unfortunately, more complex interpretations 
(sometimes even involving that one diligently read past the first ten paragraphs, if one 
can imagine) can sometimes generate the false appearance of such a tendency to go at 
ridiculous conclusions. 


And because I am frequently reiterating my justification in some form when I include less 
certain possibilities in an Update, I also notice additional wording in this article that 
reminds me of my own type of phrasing a little: “... What merits serious attention is...” 


The attached graphic features images from my referenced “Bishop and Pawn” video of 
strangling, the strangling victim in my video being the image of David MacCallum, once 
a superstar referred to in the teen mags as “The Blonde Beatle” for his role as secret agent 
Ilya Kuriyakin in “The Man From Uncle” (trivia: I had a co-worker for a number of years 
named Delia, who was “Ilya’s” cousin. If you understand how focused pop culture in the 
U.S. once was, Delia having Ilya as a cousin... must have dodged the pop culture 
headlines by a mere fraction...). I don’t know whether those who provided us with the 
wonderful “crazy old man Trump” in today’s article from North Korea saw my “Man 
From Uncle” reference coming (it having been prompted by their five parts “strangler of 
peace” mixed with three parts “Bishop and Pawn Forfeit Rule” video), however, I would 
also mention that my Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” video (see archive.org) 
can be said to have much to do with a crazy old man. Who is the uncle. Not to be 
confused with UNCLE, which fights THRUSH, and CONTROL which fights CHAOS 
("Get Smart" reference, not to be confused with the ever-popular "Moron" references.)

Based on what is now extensive experience in reading North Korea’s inside-referencing 
for The Semi-Imaginary Table, additional cogitation tells me of a very likely inside- 
reference, not just a simple possibility (apologies for not catching on the first cogitation, I 
can only cogitate so much in one day, especially with the ongoing electronic 
manipulation 24/7 of nearly inaudible sounds deliberately channeled into my apt., 52 
weeks a year, year after year, decade after decade, it being that I live at the center of the 
world chessboard while in poverty and therefore unable to live outside the reach). 


The previous update led me to my “Uncle’s Dream” video. That video has among its 
primary focuses, a crazy old man who proposed marriage, but is now enroute to release 
from this agreement of the previous day, as he can’t remember it as anything more than a 
dream he had.

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have significantly influenced Hillary in the past, which I mention as a factor that would 
contribute to my perspective in this instance. 


Hillary, in criticizing Trump’s handling of the nuclear crisis, states, ’Picking fights with 
Kim Jong-un puts a smile on his face.” Her wording coincides significantly with several 
extremely recent matters that touch on The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


Firstly: My SNL influences report-out posting on Oct. 15th is in my view a center stage 
thing ultimately, having included, among other things, a description (/documentation, if 
one is specially licensed to put the obvious together, stupid people - don’t try this at 
home) of the significant influence of my work on the Oct. 14th show’s opening Trump 
and Pence sketch. I also make reference / draw attention to The Table in that Oct. 15th 
posted SNL report-out. Within the images of the informational collage I attached with 
that posting, one sees the words, “Who can turn the world ON (my emphasis) with her 
smile?” 


Secondly: The image of the Mona Lisa painting that accompanies the “smile” wording in 
the SNL report-out collage was something I happened to “carry over” into the Semi- 
Imaginary Table the next day in the Oct. 16th Update graphic, where it was juxtaposed, 
among other things, against an image of Lennon sticking out his tongue. 


Thirdly: The graphic in yesterday’s Table Update featured Snoopy in his occasional role 
imagining himself a World War I flying ace, who is known to be in perpetual combat 
with his adversary, the Red Baron. In the Peanuts comic strip, the phrases flying ace 
Snoopy shout towards and in relation to the Red Baron tend to suggest the adversarial 
relationship has become his thing, the shouts part and parcel, to where flying ace 
Snoopy’s catchphrase is “Curse you, Red Baron!”’. 


All of these extremely recent Steinhoff things very much relate to the phrasing quoted 
from Clinton today, ’Picking fights with Kim Jong-un puts a smile on his face.” And if I 
may just add to this, that it is better to put a smile on someone’s face with a little indica, 
than by picking fights with them related to nuclear weapons to put a smile on their face. 


The attached image is entitled “Joseph”, based on the Old Testament Joseph and the Coat 
of Many Colors (see my self-published “Go Eyes, Go!” at archive.org).

For a brief moment in reading this news article, one such as myself flashes upon the 
countless yet wonderful times I’ve heard in a particular song, “...in troubled waters...” 
Therefore, my next thought, based on my special Semi-Imaginary Table experience, is 
that the only way to “ease my mind” on this possibility is to see if I can remember any 
recent Table activity related to Paul Simon and/or Art Garfunkel, or some such. Yes. 
Definitely. Unmistakably. Therefore, I consider this a very likely inside-reference / 
influence re The Semi-Imaginary Table by North Korea.

In my Oct. 15th report-out posting of my Oct. 14th SNL influences (which also included 
a mention of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table), I had occasion to very 
specifically indicate the time the appearance of Paul McCartney (in a performance with 
Paul Simon) at SNL 40 included the influence of my “Frozen” video (see archive.org for 
“Frozen’’).

Which I regard as having led 
to Michael Crichton’s “Jurassic Park” (as I describe in my video, “Robot and Dinosaur 
Parts” - https://1a800307.us.archive.org/.../Robot%20and...). With today being the 
birthday of Crichton, and with “Jurassic Park” being such a big deal in this world we 
share (at one time the biggest box office in movie history), I likely find Trump’s specific 
choice of words of greater interest than those at another Semi-Imaginary Table might (if 
any others should happen to exist). In “The Coin”, open doors meant people trespassing 
from their own artificial natural habitat environment room into a habitat room of a 
different period not meant for them (the specific inference of the book title is that those in 
the prehistoric artificial natural habitat environment room had somehow invaded the 
modern 20th century artificial natural habitat environment room; it was the one thing I 
forwarded to Spielberg, by asking that his friend forward it, the day after I spoke with 
that Spielberg friend, Producer Sean Daniel, who asked me to pitch something at the 
time, which was the last time he took a call from me; there are many other factors that 
contributed to my conclusion on this as well. Trivia: I had already influenced a movie 
Spielberg exec produced, "Back To The Future", the title of it, with my "How Did The 
Future Learn To Play Monopoly", and so felt I should extend something such as this to 
Spielberg. I have since then been a significant influence on nearly every Spielberg movie 
for decades, though unpaid / unacknowledged, and nearly homeless). 


A few things I might add to this as well- firstly, the opening post in this Update / 
comment “chain”, April 18th, mentions when the idea of a meeting somehow occurring 
between Trump and Kim Jong-un had a special Steinhoff “nuance”. I feel I should also 
add, that President Trump might be more correct in asserting that our door was open to a 
meeting, if he included how this was an invitation pre-conditioned on things North Korea 
would obviously never yield on at the outset, and vice-versa, when North Korea offered 
to meet but with pre-conditions that would first have to be met, conditions which the U.S. 
was never going to yield on at the outset. (now I've gone and put myself in the middle of 
it) 


There were several other recent minor possibilities of things being stated that are also 
inside-references for The Semi-Imaginary Table. In the preceding Update, I focused on a 
possible inside-reference to my video, Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream”, being contained 
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in a statement regarding who it was that was stirring things up. If one goes to the Update 
that immediately preceded that one, I bring up the movie, “Rainmaker” at the same time 
as “Bridge Over Troubled Water”. In that context, a rainmaker is not one to associate 
with the idea of relieving a drought, but rather, as a person... well, stirring things up. 
What with the troubled water and all. It follows through in a direct way on the very same 
thought contained in my mentioning “Rainmaker” in that context. 


Also, yesterday an article regarding the nuclear crisis 
(http://www.express.co.uk/.../North-Korea-news-latest...) quoted someone who, though 
not one I would see as being of a stature to prompt a Table Update just over him, did 
relate in a certain way to the same Dostoyevsky video of mine that I had just made 
mention of in a recent Table Update, so I throw it in free of charge with this Update. 
Specifically, Alex Wellerstein, a historian of nuclear weapons, stated, "When you have a 
lot of money, people around you tend to do what you say, and that isn't really great 
preparation for international diplomacy.” For the first half of Steinhoff s Dostoyevsky’s 
“Uncle’s Dream”, one character is schooling another character in precisely how to 
behave especially agreeable in the presence of a particularly wealthy guy at an upcoming 
get-together. I believe it is this precise predisposition, of people tending to behave more 
agreeably around those above them in the food chain, to which Alex Wellerstein refers. It 
is the timing of his statement in relation to when The Semi-Imaginary Table landed on 
this "page" that causes me to see a possible influence of The Table.

Update- In the immediately preceding update of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table, I included for the image a photograph I once took of “Raleigh’s Seat” in England, 
Sir Walter Raleigh being historically known for first popularizing tobacco in England, the 
Update having included thoughts regarding “death’s door” and entering rooms not pre- 
assigned (a point of sorts may emerge from knowledge that tobacco is often associated 
with death, underscored by cigarettes being at the top of the list of commonly used 
products with mandatory packaging warning the user of potentially fatal consequences 
from correct usage). 


In today’s news from North Korea (http://www.express.co.uk/.../North-Korea-news- 
latest...), less than one week later, the headlines regard the statement: 


“the whole land of the US would reduce to ashes...” 


Based on previous inside-references and influences of The Semi-Imaginary Table, I see 
much in the fact that a word, “ashes”, which made it into the Headline caption re North 
Korea v. the U.S., so closely shares the same vernacular with that which relates to the 
image used in the preceding Update, i.e., common tobacco cigarette vernacular. I 
recognize that the word “ashes” is not foreign to discussion of nuclear weapons and 
warfare in general, however, my conclusion is that this is a very likely inside-reference re 
The Table. I take into account the timeliness of this usage of the word "ashes" in

connection with The Table’s tobacco related matter; my previous study / conclusions 
over time re other inside-references to / influences of The Table re the nuclear crisis 
(which range from somewhat possible to essentially a certainty); and the infrequency of 
the word “ashes” actually coming up in connection with this nuclear crisis, generally. 


The attached graphic celebrates today (Oct. 30th, according to the old calendar) as the 
birthday of Dostoyevsky, by including his image; I also include in the graphic the image 
of an adaptation of a Dostoyevsky character (from Steinhoff s Dostoyevky’s “Uncle’s 
Dream” - see video at archive.org).

Update- In today’s news from North Korea, with today being the beginning of Trump’s 
extremely significant trip to the general region of North Korea, I find a possible inside- 
reference to / influence of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, which is also 
something that happens to relate to a very relevant song, Nilsson’s and Lennon’s “Many 
Rivers To Cross”. If so, some heart from North Korea towards Trump on his trip could 
possibly be buried here, in terms of the sentiments of the lyrics, though this would of 
course be a mere conjecture on my part. 


The phrase from North Korea in an article on this day (https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong- 
sinmun-calls-for.../) from which I draw this is: 


“imperialists cat's paws...” 


This refers to the expression “cat’s paw”, from the fable, “The Monkey and the Cat” 
(https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/The_Monkey_and_the Cat), which is also where “pull 
your chestnuts from the fire” comes from. North Korea’s usage of this expression here is 
unmistakably an articulate reflection of what North Korea has continually indicated, in so 
many words, to be their position towards their neighbors in relation to the U.S. However, 
The Semi-Imaginary Table notes something additional regarding this expression at this 
time, as it connects with a Table lexicon thing. 
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It is somewhat rare in Western culture for a well known story to focus on a cat and a 
monkey, and no other animal. This therefore causes me to associate a collage of mine for 
which I never miss an opportunity to include the link, “Lennon Nilsson Steinhoff Info 
Collage” (https://archive.org/details/LimboLennon2016), which focuses on connecting 
the Lennon and Nilsson CATS on the “Pussycats” album cover to the Beckman 
MONKEY in the film, “Limbo”, as well as a few other focuses, including one regarding 
the lyrics of the song, “Many Rivers To Cross”. The extreme relevancy of this song, 
given the importance of Trump’s trip, causes me to consider this a somewhat possible 
inside reference to / influence of The Semi-Imaginary Table. An additional factor would 
be that the Sept. 14th Update of The Table specifically referenced the “Pussycats” album; 
and as recently as two weeks ago, in the Oct. 19th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, the 
image from the “Pussycats” album cover was included as the graphic. 


The graphic attached with today's Update is not to be confused with the referenced 
“Lennon NilssonSteinhoff Info Collage”, though both include the “Pussycats” album 
cover. It also features the image of Trump taken from a North Korean “Mad Dog” Trump 
leaflet, which itself may have been influenced by The Semi-Imaginary Table, as 
described in the Oct. 17th Table Update (which recognizes that mad dogs are not the 
same as pussycats).

Update- This update of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table involves 
interpretations that require a stretch(es), if one wishes to see where there may be an 
inside-reference(s) regarding The Semi-Imaginary Table. As often reiterated here, The 
Table believes this particular nuclear crisis happens to be one of those things in the 
history of The Earth that is so horrible, even a legitimate possibility of such an influence 
may warrant giving the exact same amount of attention (for those out there with exact- 
amounts-of-attention dispensing devices) normally reserved for probabilities. 


Initially the only form I gave this idea, perhaps because it is such a stretch, was to write a 
comedy sketch idea influenced by it (“Heart Prospectors”, 
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https://archive.org/details/HeartProspectors). As one who regards himself an influence on 
every SNL for years, as I report out on fb on Sundays, this is something, perhaps, yet not 
the Semi-Imaginary Table mention of which the initial thought was worthy, as I now feel. 
Specifically, in the preceding Update of The Table, I referred to the idea of a buried 
heart. Afterwards, I wondered if this wouldn’t possibly lead to some kind of inside- 
reference by someone regarding “Bury My Heart At Wounded Knee”, as something a 
buried heart might more immediately bring to mind. Additionally, one might have also 
wished for that very same aspect of the Update to be the thing someone would choose to 
pick up on (and then there's imagining North Korea would prefer to be cast as American 
Indians defending their homeland against the same sort of U.S. imperialists as in that 
chapter of U.S. history...). 


In following this train of thought, or heart, by reviewing the latest nuclear crisis articles 
re words coming out of North Korea, following The Table’s buried heart sentence 
(according to the timeline I can piece together, which may possibly be faulty in this 
instance, due to time zone differences combined with narrow time breaks between the 
Update and the words from North Korea), one does in fact find the three words “wound”, 
“knees”, and “treasure” (“knees” - https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong-sinmun-ridicules- 
rubbish.../; “wound” - https://kcnawatch.co/.../japans-crimes-can-never-be-covered/; 
“treasure” - http://www.express.co.uk/.../North-Korea-news-latest...). 


It is organically integral to the idea that these three of the four words should each land in 
three separate “bodies” of writing. As one might "gather", I am seeing the word 
“treasure” as bringing the word “buried”. It is also of special value, in my view, that the 
missing word would therefore be “heart”, which if one were to continue following this 
train of thought, or heart, suggests the question, can we find where each other’s heart 
ultimately lies, will we consider it a worthy quest. 


The attached graphic incorporates, among other things, images of two companion wood 
sculptures I made a while back, “Fist Foundation” and “Magic Lamp”.

Update- In the preceding update of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, Nov. 
9th, the subject happened to be “Bury My Heart At Wounded Knee”, initially prompted 
by the update previous to that including a suggestion by The Table that “heart” may 
possibly have been “buried” in a possible inside-reference. As one can tell from the 
words “possible” and “possibly” being used, The Semi-Imaginary Table appreciates and 
acknowledges there are tenuous factors by varying degrees involved in the things brought 
forward. 


Four days later in a November 13th article with word from North Korea regarding the 
nuclear crisis (http://www.express.co.uk/.../North-Korea-Donald-Trump-Kim...), the 
following phrase appeared in the rhetoric: 


“digging their own graves”. 


As this phrase doesn’t come up too often in the rhetoric, its timeliness and very strong 
relevance to "bury my heart" in connection with the Table Update subject of four days 
before suggests a strong possibility of an inside-reference. 


With relation to the “helter-skelter” phrase in the rhetoric from North Korea, The Table 
notes it comes a day after the birthday of Manson, who is very strongly thought of in 
connection with this phrase. The Semi-Imaginary Table does sometimes bring extremely 
special Beatles knowledge and interpretation into things, however, besides this there 
would be no kind of connection, knee-jerk or otherwise, between this Manson reference 
and The Table. Except for two possibilities I should mention, at the risk of seeming to go 
off on random interpretations (which I would see as actually being a random 
interpretation of me): Firstly, the specific discussion of “Bury My Heart” in the previous 
Update went into the idea of gathering things to put together in a manner that may or may 
not be a stretch; Manson can be viewed as chrystalizing the extreme negative in 
stretching when gathering stuff to put together (not to be confused with seeming to make 
too much of a stretch every time one goes over someone’s head, or the value of 
developing theory in arriving at fact, or shopping at Ikea, etc., etc.). Secondly, Manson 
has been made into a character on the recent “American Horror Story” TV show, this 
very political season of AHS being influenced by me, as described in the most recent 
update of my go fund me — Update 21 - https://www.gofundme.com/yvu8jw. 


Another item for The Semi-Imaginary Table is something I “passed” on when it initially 
occurred, as at the time it involved something that seemed to me already embedded in the 
rhetoric, therefore, its timely coinciding with a Table Update did not seem noteworthy, 
without making The Table seeming to tend towards gathering stuff to put together by 
over-stretching. An Internet search now seems to suggest it may not have been so 
embedded in the rhetoric, that its usage should be ignored. I thought I was reading it all 
the time, but maybe not. Specifically, I refer to the “fire with fire” component clearly part 
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of the graphic attached with the Oct. 12th update of The Table, and fighting “...fire with 
fire...” being the headline caption in the press (http://www.express.co.uk/.../North-Korea- 
news-latest...), regarding the statement of Choe Son-hui, director-general of the North 
American department of North Korea’s foreign ministry, at the Moscow nuclear weapons 
Conference on Non-Proliferation, on Oct. 20th, approx. one week after The Table's fire 
with fire image. 


With relation to Trump’s recent nuclear crisis tweet (http://www.latimes.com/.../la-pol- 
updates-everything...), The Semi-Imaginary Table tends to feel this is partly (if not 
almost entirely) aimed at The Semi-Imaginary Table. Past Table Updates have gone into 
specific detail regarding the inside-reference that was involved when North Korea 
initially characterized Trump as a crazy / senile, old lunatic / man, this handle being 
determined by The Table as a likely inside-reference to Steinhoff s Dostoyevsky’s 
“Uncle’s Dream” video at the time, for various reasons, including, but not limited to, that 
video focusing on an old lunatic. When this same handle returned at the time of the Iran 
nuclear deal falling apart issue, it again related to “Uncle’s Dream” (see old lunatic's 
"deal" falling apart in video - https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_10). These 
words are now embedded in North Korea’s regular nuclear crisis rhetoric, which seems to 
have found it to be a fit, however, The Table believes those seeking its origin should 
already know where to look if they haven’t forgotten though one could be busy with 
other world problems and lose track. As for Trump’s tweet making an implied reference 
to his “Rocket Man” handle for Kim Jong-Un, The Semi-Imaginary Table also believes 
the Semi-Imaginary Table has previously detailed in previous Updates how The Table 
was there as well, for those out there who still remember what they were thinking when 
they came up with that one, and The Table would like to stress at this time it was not The 
Table’s idea, but it was a Table inside-reference, almost certainly. (And The Table also 
disagrees that the walrus was Paul, even if it means not making parole.) 


The attached graphic includes a photograph of me alive and well about 25 years ago, 
standing next to the healthy knee that is part of a giant Albert Einstein statue with which I 
have a special relationship, though Einstein died eight months before I was born (see my 
video re the sculptor and my mother - 
https://1a800307.us.archive.org/.../Hey%20Albert...). Are not we all standing next to the 
giant healthy knee of a giant Albert Einstein statue, metaphorically, and also the giant 
knees of others, as we go through life. As the word “Swift” comes into my graphic as 
well, this is where one might imagine a connection to the most recent SNL, in that Taylor 
Swift’s appearance on the show included an inside-reference to the graphic attached with 
the previous Table (as I reported out on fb on Sunday). You would only be imagining this 
connection, however, and are now dangerously bordering on Charlie Manson territory for 
crazy misinterpreting of artistic intention.

Update- In the preceding Nov. 14th, 4am (Pacific time) Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table update earlier today, The Semi-Imaginary Table addressed President 
Trump more directly than usual in stating, “The Table was there as well, for those out 
there who still remember...” (“those out there” being a not-so-subtle addressing of 
Trump in particular) 


A few hours later, Trump stated (in a matter unrelated to the nuclear crisis, about which 
The Table will not comment), “You know what happened. Many of you were there...” 
(https://www. whitehouse.gov/.../remarks-president-trump...). The Semi-Imaginary Table 
believes itself, from the timeliness and similarity, to have been particularly THERE in the 
specific moment that remark was made by President Trump, in addition to everyone else, 
who was also there but not as particularly there. 


An additional likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table was found in an 
article today (https://kcnawatch.co/.../nuclear-clouds-gather-over-asia.../) in which North 
Korea stated, “...Trump’s epileptic frenzy...” 


Dostoyevsky, who is among the world’s most famous epileptics, which was, as one might 
imagine, an extremely significant aspect of Dostoyevsky, had his official birthday 
extremely recently, Nov. 11th, though Dostoyevsky’s birthday was actually celebrated by 
The Semi-Imaginary Table with an attached graphic on Oct. 30th, as that is the "old 
calendar" Dostoyevsky birthday (as The Table noted), and as Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s 
“Uncle’s Dream” video is an occasional important influence of The Table. As indicated 
in various Updates, The Table believes birthdays are sometimes inside-referenced here 
(e.g., see the preceding Nov. 14th Table Update posted earlier today). 
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The attached graphic is nearly the same as the one posted with the Oct. 30th Semi- 
Imaginary Table Update, with the image of the Dostoyevsky character removed, and the 
image of Dostoyevsky repositioned, so that it continues to face where the character had 
been, but from a different angle.

Update- The first of yesterday’s two updates of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table, through direct implication, referenced the image posted with the Sept. 15th update 
of The Semi-Imaginary Table, which depicted a marijuana roach clip identical to the one 
Lennon’s good friend Howard Smith once gave me in 1974, shortly before Lennon 
devalued it by singing of shoveling smoke with a pitchfork, in his song, “Old Dirt Road”. 
This roach clip image posting by The Table almost certainly led, eventually, to Trump’s 
handle for Kim Jong Un, “Rocket Man”. (How The Table identifies this progression 
requires a review of old Table Updates) 


With the image of a ROACH clip that significant in yesterday’s update, by implication, 
The Semi-Imaginary Table finds it nearly certain that an inside-reference exists in an 
article today (https://www.express.co.uk/.../World-War-3-North-Korea-USA...) 
containing nuclear crisis word from North Korea (which is not to say the outward spirit 
of North Korea’s point would have been any different, even had there not been an inside- 
reference to The Table involved), which includes in the headline caption: 


“Lunatic COCKROACH Trump” (my emphasis) 


Of additional note is that the second Semi-Imaginary Table update yesterday related to a 
likely inside-reference by Trump to an almost open question in the first update yesterday, 
regarding who was “there” when one led to the other to the “Rocket Man” nickname to 
the etc. In this context, an inside-reference style confirmation from North Korea on this 
specific point the next day, i.e., COCKROACH re ROACH clip, would be consistent 
with many other inside-references witnessed by The Semi-Imaginary Table (sometimes 
only semi-witnessed...).

Update- In a Nov. 11th comment I made to my own Nov. 10th Larry Houdini video link 
post, the possibility of a Steinhoff influence on Trump with regard to Putin was related to 
a Steinhoff comment in connection with Larry David breaking up laughing in an SNL 
sketch. This regarded my stating that I did not wish to get into arguing what I saw as an 
issue, the question of whether it was genuine, uncontrollable, breaking up laughing on 
David’s part, as the masses were to believe, or was it acting when he broke up laughing, 
which was the thing I had to consider for particular reasons. It is very rare when I find 
myself standing in some way between a special-ish moment for the audience, and 
something at variance to which I must give consideration, despite it being in the nature of 
bursting a balloon a little (Carson’s tears, on the final Carson, at the beauty of the singing 
of Bette Midler, who career-wise was involved in an upcoming “Gypsy” remake at the 
time, is another example, which I will not go into here so as to preserve America’s finest 
moment at her hour of need, except to say, see my "Uncle's Dream" video at archive.org, 
which stars the original star of "Gypsy"). 


This brings us to Trump’s “spontaneous” / “unrehearsed” water incident yesterday 
(https://www.reuters.com/.../in-post-asia-trip-speech...). In the Nov. 15th update of The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, factors still in play from prior to Trump’s 
water "moment" prompted a focus in that Table Update on the Lennon song, “Old Dirt 
Road”, a song which includes the lyric, “You know the only thing we need is water, 
Cool, clear water.” The question therefore surfaces twice within an extremely small 
frame of time, as to whether supposedly spontaneous and basically involuntary physical 
human behavior, breaking up laughing and suddenly needing water, were in fact less 
spontaneous and more secret inside-reference in nature. The very fact that this question 
has arisen twice within so small a frame of time, each relating to a Trump action, and yet 
it is a question that scarcely ever arises otherwise with me, is the key here, I believe, as to 
why it is a likely inside-reference. (The Semi-Imaginary Table will understand if Kim 
Jong Un chooses not to follow the pattern of spontaneous breaking up laughing and the 
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spontaneous need for water by performing a spontaneous spit take, which is what 
happens to the world when one has a mouthful of water but then uncontrollably laughs.) 


The attached image is a still from my self-produced music video, “That Dream Is Mine” ( 
https://archive.org/details/DreamIsMineReborn2.21.13 - I particularly recommend the 
water in the water fountain by the Rubio’s in the opening shot). And what would my 
posting a link to this video be, without my spontaneously also including a link to 
information on the key influences of the “That Dream Is Mine” video:

Update- I am arriving a little late, and out of time sequence, for this possible connection 
for The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table (due to what I see as an information 
delay re a North Korea editorial being widely referenced in the media). 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees a certain possibility in the instance about to be described, 
not necessary a strong likelihood, of something containing an inside-reference to the 
graphic included with the Nov. 15th Table Update (which is where The Table frequently 
finds itself influencing / being inside-referenced re things Un and Trump). The Table sees 
that this may very well be an inside-reference, and then again, perhaps not, or perhaps so. 
The Semi-Imaginary Table is nevertheless positive this rises to the level of a Table 
Update, as the nuclear crisis is sufficiently serious that a certainty of an inside-reference 
is not required for something to be worthy of consideration, in The Table’s view (as The 
Table frequently reiterates). 


On Thurs., Nov. 16th North Korea time, a North Korea editorial 
(http://rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php?strPageID=SF0O1_02_ 01...) included: 


“dared point his finger at the sun...” 
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Examination of the Nov. 15th Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphic shows a lot of space 
is occupied by the image of oversized sunglasses placed over Lennon’s image. The 
sunglasses occupy a special space of a different kind as well, in a particular section of the 
graphic (of which there are five or so, if one deconstructs), which is now the focus in the 
image with this Nov. 20th Update. In this section, significant light filtering, as with 
sunglasses, illuminates an image context differently, revealing a lion statuette and the 
presence of a lamp not previously sufficiently visible, despite the same image context 
recurring several times within the graphic. 


In any event, semi-metaphorical “sunglasses” being the next thought for the person who 
“dared point his finger at the sun” is a train of thought The Semi-Imaginary Table can 
see.

Update- In an editorial from North Korea today (https://kcnawatch.co/.../freedom-of- 
thinking-touted-by.../), The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table specially notes 
the word “bourgeois” occurs four times, e.g.: 


“spread bourgeois ideology...” 


Strangely, for reasons obscure to nearly all but the Semi-Imaginary Table perhaps, the 
timing of this “bourgeois” usage rises to the level of a very likely inside-reference / 
influence regarding The Table. Unfortunately, this Update is one in which proof 
regarding when certain referenced events happened does not exist; therefore, accepting 
events occurred as described will involve accepting The Table’s veracity, of which the 
reader should feel at least significantly assured through previous Updates of similar 
weight, which do rely on assessing provable documentation. 
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In the Oct. 2nd Update of The Semi-Imaginary Table, information related to Jonathan’s 
holiday phone call (Yom Kippur) to his sister’s family in Houston, including his nephew, 
Adam, was regarded as important enough for a Table Update, in connection with an 
inside-reference / influence from North Korea that followed the phone call. As Jonathan 
indicated when speaking to Adam at that time (which The Table subsequently noted), it 
really may not seem surprising to find that such a phone call possibly exists beyond 
conventional walls, way out there in spy land, if one accepts the impacts on North Korea / 
Kim Jong Un and Trump of the Semi-Imaginary Table, as documented in previous 
updates (IKEA instructions not included). 


The word “bourgeois” became particularly prominent in the above-referenced editorial 
from North Korea, as noted above. There is an oft-told anecdote (limited in circulation to 
approx. six), or somewhat-told anecdote, told every now and then over the years, in any 
event, of a time when Jonathan’s nephew, Adam, was first learning to speak, and was in 
that stage of development when one has about two favorite expressions, each pronounced 
as a single word, which went with the total of ten or so other words in one’s entire 
vocabulary (very early stage of development, for most of us). As Adam sat with us 
around the breakfast table (which could have been lunch), saying “go away” a lot, I 
attempted to add the word “bourgeoisie” to his vocabulary, in honor of my departed 
mother’s very left-wing spirit from the early days (°30s on), and as a half-parody of the 
conventional image of indoctrination of the very young into propaganda thinking, or into 
workers’ rights and other political thinking, and other non-cuddly animal doll thinking, 
all at the same time. It was delightful when Adam began saying, “Go away, bourgeoisie!” 
(After a while it became a little too exhausting for him, however, until he eventually 
reverted back to the more simple, less sophisticated, “Go away!” variation, which 
everyone enjoyed neveretheless.) 


The timing of when this word took on such prominence in a North Korea editorial, 
combined with Jonathan’s previous holiday call ultimately yielding for Jonathan this 
same sense of being an origin, re Table Update material, suggests a likely Semi- 
Imaginary Table influence re the editorial. 


The attached image is a freeze frame from Jonathan’s video, “One Crazy T Shirt”, posted 
three years ago today, Nov. 25, 2014 
(https://www.facebook.com/jon.../videos/10205584928687093/...), in which it is 
described, among other things, how the “I’m With Stupid” T-shirt concept likely 
originated with a Steve Holland movie, and before that, Jonathan. The image should be 
seen in connection with today being the day in history of The Flood, according to Biblical 
scholars.

Update- In the previous update of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, the 
graphic attached was designed to be illuminated ONLY through the following of 
instructions to connect it to an idea: “The image should be seen in connection with today 
being the day in history of The Flood ...” Essential to the image’s meaning / what is 
illuminated, yet not self-apparent from the image alone. 


This same graphic, if viewed without this specific instruction, would otherwise seem to 
be part of an existing, brief sequence relating to the graphics included with the two of the 
three Semi-Imaginary Table updates previous to it. These involved sunglasses / pointing 
at the sun (as Trump did during an eclipse) / special attention to process illuminating 
something invisible / things formed in marijuana smoke (this last one would perhaps 
suggest a point of connection to the previous graphic included with the Table Update). I 
therefore see a close connection with something in an editorial today from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../u-s-gangster-like-threatening.../): 


“...the rays of the Juche idea...” 


This phrase involves the convention of relating ideas to illumination, reference to “rays” 
(as with illuminating light rays) used to complete the thought. I believe the timing of this 
in relation to the previous Table Update, where illumination of the graphic requires 
special inclusion of an idea / a connection not literally visible, makes this a possible 
inside-reference / influence regarding The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table.

Update- An extreme amount of attention is currently be given to when Trump made an 
amazingly attention-grabbing remark yesterday, specifically, in relation to Native 
Americans (https://www.nytimes.com/.../trump-elizabeth-warren...). This Update of the 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table regards this, as a likely inside-reference in 
relation to The Table. 


When last President Trump was considered to have possibly “visited” The Semi- 
Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, in the November 16th Table Update, it specifically 
regarded a possible inside-reference / influence of an INDIANhead nickel marijuana 
roach clip, which had been directly included and also referenced by implication in 
immediately preceding Semi-Imaginary Table Updates (Indianhead clip originally 
depicted as the graphic a while back, in the Sept. 15th Table Update). This Indianhead 
roach clip had just been part of a Table Update subject which North Korea appeared to 
have very likely inside-referenced, through a cockKROACH remark immediately 
following a usage of the Indianhead ROACH clip as a Table subject. 


It should also be noted, perhaps, that were one to view the graphic included with the 
November 20th Update, one might correlate it to the idea that two of several hors 
d'oeuvres remaining on a tray from the November 15th Update graphic were being taken 
by North Korea, pretty much leaving behind on the tray only the Indianhead nickel 
marijuana roach clip hors d'oeuvres, and so in that sense a natural choice for Trump’s 
next inside-reference (the remaining, unused third in a set of three, if one doesn’t care for 
the hors d’ oeuvres correlation). 


And finally, it should be pointed out, as The Table has done on various previous 
occasions, that Trump has more than once done something potentially self-destructive to 
his image in a big way when in the possible act of inside-referencing The Semi- 
Imaginary Table, perhaps to reflect a level of commitment, which The Table has 
previously compared with someone cutting off his finger to show commitment to a gang 
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as an initiation, but then getting carried away with showing commitment by perpetually 
offering to cut off his finger. And then there’s a behavior one might see in some of the 
wealthy, a desire to establish that they are making a personal sacrifice, as if in so doing 
they are establishing a code of behavior for others regarding commitment to the matter at 
hand, if one imagines Trump knows he will get extremely called upon to pay for certain 
behavior. This all assumes a nuclear crisis is a very, very serious matter for a President, 
and also, that the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff is also Semi-REAL (which one 
gets if one bothers to really check it). 


A list of those instances in which Semi-Imaginary Table Updates have previously noted 
possible inside-references by Trump as involving self-inflicted damage (or particularly 
extreme, even for Trump, special attention-grabbing, at the least): 

1. Cofveve 

2. Attacking football players taking a knee 

3. Laughing it up with Lavrov 

4. Water bottle moment 

5. ...and possibly other instances... 

One might therefore see how this observation of a possible Table inside-reference, in 
Trump’s drawing extreme attention with this insult to Native Americans, which damages 
Trump from many viewpoints, is quite consistent with the exact same pattern previously 


identified by The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


The attached graphic, “Space Available”, is from my “Go Eyes Go!” at archive.org. 
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Jonathan Steinhoff 


Update- This is the first update of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table since 
reacting to something that preceded the recent missile test by North Korea that brought 
such increased gravity to things, if that is possible (Nov. 28th). Perhaps this length of 
time since the occurrence of something rising to the level of an Update (which otherwise 
had been almost daily, and more, in recent times) belies a new and tragic sense of futility 
with regard to a positive resolution of the nuclear crisis, on the part of those who had 
previously prompted updates of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. In any 
event, this silence has been felt by The Table in some way. 


As has been occurring more often than not with possible inside-references / influences 
regarding The Table, this update relates to a possible connection to the graphic included 
with a recent Table Update, the second to last one, Nov. 27th. 


In an article today regarding the nuclear crisis (https://www.express.co.uk/.../north-korea- 
latest-news-USA...), Chinese Foreign Minister Wang Yi is quoted as stating, 


“...USA... has not ‘grasped the window...’” 


The graphic included with the second to last Semi-Imaginary Table Update Nov. 27th 
(and which also could be viewed as relating to the graphic included with the previous, 
Nov. 28th Table Update) was comprised of George Washington’s telescope pointing at a 
cloud in the sky, framed by a window. 


At the same time that Wang Yi’s meaning is clear in its context, as with almost all 
possible inside-references / influences of The Table, it also includes something that 
contains direct meaning, of an elevated nature, if seen in connection with a very recent 
Table graphic. When one considers the seriousness of things, the level of possibility that 
this statement from China exists in relation to The Semi-Imaginary Table is sufficient to 
warrant attention, in the view of The Table. 


The attached image is a freeze frame (slightly processed) from the video included with 
the Dec. 3rd fb report-out of Steinhoff's Dec. 2nd SNL influences (which themselves 
have involved Semi-Imaginary Table activity here and there of late).

Update- In including the image of George Washington’s telescope as part of the graphic 
attached with the third to last update of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, 
Nov. 27th, The Table was aware that reference to this old, non-state-of-the-art American 
object, sometimes associated with its potential for military application, might be exactly 
the kind of thing to prompt some kind of inside-reference response to this aspect of it, the 
old American military technology element. Much like The Table believes its posting of a 
graphic that included Snoopy’s Sopwith Camel a month and a half ago possibly 
prompted, immediately thereafter, a reference by North Korea to turtle ships (had there 
been a tiger moth reference at that time that would also have meant something). In this 
instance, The Table believes it possible Washington’s telescope may have been inside- 
referenced in a North Korea editorial today (http://bworldonline.com/un-envoy-heads- 
north-korea.../): 


“...a group of tiger moths flying into fire only to perish in it...” 


This is not the first time North Korea has referred to tiger moth planes of the first part of 
the previous century, as occurs with rhetoric recycling, however, it does not occur so 
often that its use at this time should be assumed necessarily insignificant in every regard, 
containing no intention in its timing. In addition to The Table having anticipated this 
specific possibility, as mentioned above, that there might in consequence of a 
Washington's telescope reference follow a reference to old American military technology, 
The Table also very recently posted several Updates having to do with possible inside- 
references involving looking directly at the sun in connection with sunglasses. The Semi- 
Imaginary Table believes all of this, including the time proximity to the third to last Table 
Update, relates enough as to possibly be a new inside-reference from North Korea. 
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The attached image is a freeze frame from my “Gosk” video at archive.org, and has to do 
with Clerp steering his spacecraft to avoid a meteor he may be seeing. As indicated in the 
“Gosk” video and “Gosk” screenplay at archive.org, ancient military equipment and its 
problems are part of the spacecraft’s story.

Update- As has been noted in various previous updates of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table, special occasions are sometimes among the things that appear very 
possibly to be inside-referenced with relation to The Table, by Kim Jong Un, or at least 
by what is regarded as his media mouthpiece, Rodong Sinmun. For example, if one goes 
back to the the second of the two Sept. 27th Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, the birthday 
of Terrance Williams, who played the significant character of First Violinist in 
Steinhoff’s 1998 video, “Gosk 2”, and who was legendary directors Ridley and Tony 
Scott’s assistant at SCOT-FREE Productions, coincided with the moment the words 
“SCOT-FREE” appeared in a Rodong Sinmun nuclear crisis editorial from North Korea. 
“Scot-free” later became a very rarely used phrase in nuclear crisis rhetoric from North 
Korea, but at that point it had not been seen until the birthday of the Scot-Free ex- 
assistant who had been in one of Steinhoff's main videos. This made it typical of the kind 
of thing that rose to the level of prompting a Semi-Imaginary Table Update. 


In the Nov. 25th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, specific reference to my nephew, Adam, 
was discussed in relation to inside-references and The Table. Adam’s birthday was Dec. 
5th. In a Dec. 7th editorial (/opinion) from North Korea, approx. Dec. 6th U.S. time 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), we find the words: 


* afl Pleat...” 
This is a slightly noticeable / slightly attention-catching phrase amidst the various ways 


the nuclear crisis is discussed, and one which goes directly back to the name of my 
nephew, ADAM (aka “The All-Man Biblical Character” in certain editions of the Old

Testament). If one connects certain dots here, such as the Table Update containing the 
scot-free birthday thing, the Nov. 25th Table Update discussion of Adam inside- 
referenced, the noticeable-ness of the appearance of the words “‘fig-leaf” in the article, the 
very close proximity of this usage to ADAM’s birthday, the numerous other slightly- 
likely to extremely-likely inside-references regarding The Semi-Imaginary Table that 
have occurred over time... from all this, one such as myself might find this to be a very 
likely inside-reference by North Korea in relation to The Semi-Imaginary Table. (And a 
fairly likely happy birthday wish.) 


Additionally this same editorial / opinion from North Korea, titled, "Dangerous Collusion 
Bringing Heavy Clouds of War", includes the phrase: 


“... heavy clouds of a war to the sky above the Korean peninsula...” 


The graphic included with the Nov. 27th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, which was also 
directly referenced in the two most recent Table Updates, both posted Dec. 5th, and 
which also could be viewed as related to the graphic included with the Table Update 
posted between Nov. 27th and Dec. 5th, on Nov. 28th (i.e., the four preceding Updates 
relate to this graphic), specifically regarded a cloud in the sky above the United States, 
rather than simply being a cloud in the sky, in that is was contextualized through being 
viewed through a window by George Washington’s telescope. At least that would be 
among the basic reads of the cloud’s context given by this Washington telescope image. 
And though “clouds of war” is a well known expression, from the nuclear crisis rhetoric 
The Table has seen so far, it has not surfaced so often as to render this occurrence of its 
usage necessarily commonplace. Therefore, without claiming expertise in the area of 
meteorology, The Table nevertheless believes these referenced clouds over the United 
States and the Korean peninsula exist in the same sky, with no new weather pattern in 
sight.... 


The attached image is a freeze frame showing the young girl playing violin alone in a 
field, being observed from space, in Ridley Scott’s 2012 movie, “Prometheus”, which 
followed Steinhoff’s 1998 video, “Gosk 2” (see archive.org), in which Ridley Scott’s 
former assistant Terrance also appears as someone playing violin alone in a field while 
being observed from space. An article in the LA Times regarding “Prometheus” 
(http://www.latimes.com/.../la-et-cm-prometheus-chopin...) contained the caption, 
“Prometheus seeks out classical music in deep space.“ The opening paragraph: 


“One of the movie's recurring images shows a young girl playing the violin. It's the 
centerpiece of a digital hologram... beamed into outer space to demonstrate the 
achievements of mankind. Like the real-life Voyager probe, which is carrying many 
classical pieces into space, the hologram is intended to... demonstrate our own 
intelligence and creativity.” 


I also note here, today is the anniversary of the tragic death of John Lennon, whose 
unique gift for bridging together those of a certain kind of spirit throughout the world was 
also tragically lost that day.

Update- In posting on Dec. 7th something regarding a movie about North Korea made in 
the ‘60s by Denis and Terry Sanders, the latter of whom was Steinhoff’s former 
documentary film teacher at CalArts, Steinhoff immediately recognized that, though this 
had not been posted to this April 18th Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table chain, 
it nevertheless might very possibly lead to an inside-reference regarding The Semi- 
Imaginary Table, based on past experience. 


On December 9th an editorial from North Korea included 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“stood in the van of the drive...” 


Because of a minor mis-rendering of the word “vanguard”, this was enough to specially 
catch the attention of The Table, which seeks anomalies that stand out in phrasing 
regarding North Korea. This has often been where one finds the inside-reference 
regarding The Semi-Imaginary Table, in those things in which one might be more assured 
of specially catch one’s attention in this way. 


The Dec. 7th posting about the North Korea related movie had attached a freeze frame 
from Steinhoff’s CalArts documentary, “Log of a Log Log”, on the making of a 
classmate's CalArts documentary, and featured the image of Terry Sanders, the producer 
of the film regarding North Korea. Those who view “Log” are aware that the CalArts 
VAN image in that film conveys more than equipment used in a filmmaking project. It is 
the central recurring image in the movie’s ending montage, and represents more than 
transportation, being cinematically elevated into a documentary filmmaker’s way station 
of sorts, where things are packed up so as to be later unpacked - into a completed film. 


In any event, the van is made a significant part of “Log”, and therefore the anomaly from 
North Korea involving the word “van”, immediately following a degree of expectation 
that an inside-reference in connection with “Log” might occur, reads as a likely inside- 
reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 
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The attached image is a freeze frame from the 1973-74 CalArts film, “Limbo”, 
referenced in Steinhoff’s Dec. 10th report-out re his Dec. 9th SNL influences, and shows 
a young Steinhoff watching a young Dinah Manoff, before she became famous. It 
immediately follows the moment in the film when an L.A. Zoo van takes away the fake 
gorilla instead of the real gorilla. Trivia: In 1975 former Apple label (Beatles) artist 
James Taylor made the album “Gorilla”; Dinah Manoff’s sister has been one of Taylor’s 
two backup singers for some time.

Update- The graphic included with one of the two Dec. 5th updates of The Semi- 
Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table features a freeze frame of a close-up of Clerp on 
STEERING wheel, from Steinhoff's “Gosk 1” video (see archive.org). 


As has been previously noted in Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, the graphics included 
with Table Updates are frequently the thing related to possible inside-references to The 
Table by Trump and Un/ North Korea. And has also been previously noted, Trump’s 
possible inside-references regarding The Table simultaneously tend very much towards 
making a sizeable splash in their assumed (non-Semi-Imaginary Table) real world 
context, and thus are hard to miss noticing (irrespective of whether one is aware of them 
as possible Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table inside-references). 


With regard to Trump’s highly publicized action today (http://thehill.com/.../364222- 
trump-in-robocall-for-moore...) in relation to tomorrow’s Alabama Senate race, upon 
which the entire U.S. has become focused, the headline caption is: 
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“Trump in robocall for Moore: He will 'help me STEER this country back on track 
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This meets the Semi-Imaginary Table Update standard of being a possible inside- 
reference. It makes a big splash (consistent with Trump inside-references re The Table), 
and can easily be seen as relating to an extremely recent Table Update graphic, an oft- 
times used starting point for an inside-reference regarding The Table. 


The attached image is a freeze frame from the movie, “Titanic”, and is a movie moment 
significantly influenced by Steinhoff (though no pay or acknowledgment were involved 
re Steinhoff), as conveyed in Steinhoff’s video, “Secret Steinhoff Titanic Buoyancy 
Factor” (https://archive.org/details/TitanicJonathanHD720p).

Update- In the previous update of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, the 
second update for Dec. 11th, a specific connection, regarding a possible inside-reference 
to The Semi-Imaginary Table, was made regarding something involving Trump’s 
robocall for Roy Moore in the Alabama Senate race. Several things in an editorial 
published today in North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) may possibly 
be inside-references to that Table Update, however, it is only because the stakes are so 
high regarding the nuclear crisis, that this possibility of an inside-reference rises to the 
level of a Table Update. It may not be as strong a likelihood of an inside-reference as 
those possibilities often found in Table Updates. Additionally, due to time zone factors 
and not knowing the precise moment of publication, it is also possible the editorial, 
though dated Dec. 12th, may have preceded the referenced Table Update, thus rendering 
it impossible for the Update to have influenced the editorial from North Korea. 


With the inclusion in the editorial from North Korea of the phrase, “...pricking their own 
eyes...”, an expression is used that generally refers to tears coming to one’s eyes. 
However, the usage of this in the editorial, based on the sentence, is instead meant to 
indicate self-inflicted bodily injury, rather than self-inflicted sadness. It is also self- 
inflicted bodily injury that is directly referenced in the graphic included with yesterday’s 
second Dec. 11th update of The Semi-Imaginary Table, in that it is described in the Table 
Update as regarding the moment in the “Secret Steinhoff Titanic Buoyancy Factor” video 
(see archive.org) in which Mall Man’s Valerie character states, “If only he hadn’t banged 
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his head when he stood up after he bent down, the way he, you know it all started when 
he banged his head...” Additionally, the editorial from North Korea includes the words, 
“they made phone calls...” As commonplace as it is for people to make phone calls, it 
is not particularly commonplace for references to phone calls to be included in editorials, 
though it may happen now and then, and so to see this as possibly relating in some inside- 
reference manner, given the timing, to Trump’s headline-grabbing robocall of yesterday, 
is not too obscure as a possible connection to make, in The Table’s view. It should 
perhaps also be reiterated here, that the graphics attached with Semi-Imaginary Table 
Update postings have frequently been the origin of possible inside-references / influences 
of The Semi-Imaginary Table, as in this instance. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table additionally sees the possibility, in being prompted to note a 
connection between Trump’s Roy Moore robocall, and an expression where the normal 
interpretation would have to do with causing oneself to cry, that The Table is being made 
to point to something that subtly sides with Moore, in that the idea of self-inflicted tears 
is exactly precisely the kind of thing Moore would grab onto in his conversation, 
regarding his accusers. Moore’s surprisingly unashamed support of Putin may help 
account for the idea that North Korea, not to mention Trump, may see something good 
coming from him, in terms of somebody's idea of a world order, one imagines. (This is an 
area of conjecture regarding complex political intention that The Table generally avoids.) 


The attached image is a freeze frame from the referenced, “Secret Steinhoff Titanic 
Buoyancy Factor” video, at the point in the video when one may be ready to recognize, 
based on what was previously shown, that the iconic closed eyes moment in the movie 
“Titanic” ultimately has its origin in Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” video. 
Which also may relate to “prick their own eyes”, in which case, no need to read that 
whole thing about Putin, banging one's head, etc. These are all possibilities here....

Update- This update of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table regards 
something appearing today in an editorial from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 
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“calculation to catch fish in troubled waters...” 


“Troubled waters” being a phrase one rarely sees in relation to the nuclear crisis, The 
Semi-Imaginary Table therefore found reason to make note, back in the Oct. 19th Table 
Update when such usage of the phrase by North Korea occurred immediately following a 
post by Steinhoff in connection with Paul Simon. Paul Simon is one of the first people 
one would associate with the phrase “troubled waters”, were one alert to possibilities of 
inside-references, in that it comes up in one of Simon’s must important works, Simon and 
Garfunkel’s “Bridge Over Troubled Waters”, and is made so prominent a phrase in 
popular (1.e., shared) culture only in connection with Simon and Garfunkel (though 
usages of the phrase are less prominently found in works by various others, of course). 


It is therefore specially noticeable to The Table when “troubled waters” resurfaces, 
following this October 19th very likely inside-reference. And it being that Table Update 
graphics very often lead to possible inside-references regarding The Table, The Table 
therefore notes that this new “troubled waters” usage from North Korea immediately 
follows the Table Update graphic of Dec. 11th (2nd Dec. 11th Table Update), which is 
about problems of the Titanic (not to be confused with the Dec. 12th Update graphic, 
which has to do with closed eyes aboard the Titanic). 


The Semi-Imaginary Table also notes, Steinhoff’s “Gosk” video, a freeze frame graphic 
regarding which prompted, in the 2nd Dec. 5th Table Update, that which eventually led 
to Steinhoff’s Dec. 11th Titanic freeze frame graphic, has a whole thing in it where 
characters encounter strange difficulty catching fish. This not only relates to today's quote 
from North Korea referenced in this Table Update, it may possibly further relate to the 
latest news regarding Secretary of State Tillerson calling for North Korea to meet - if one 
juxtaposes how the failure of the “Gosk” characters to catch fish traces back to their 
unknowingly having the wrong kind of fish bait (owing to having been unknowingly 
switched to a different planet). I can imagine North Korea's response to this new invite to 
meet as turning out to be along these lines (though I believe the gravity of the situation 
registers a superceding enough dimension to things as to cause one to hope North Korea 
can rise above such a... wrong bait issue). This would be a more complex working of the 
developing Semi-Imaginary Table lexicon shorthand, and so takes what is already out on 
a limb in terms of what people can readily get, and goes further, or not, depending on 
what you may or may not get as valid possibility. Trump’s special noticing of boom 
operators while speaking before the press today, 10am Pacific Time, having a brief 
exchange with boom operators mid-press briefing, may also be seen as relating to fishing 
in Steinhoff’s “Gosk” video, where a fishing rod is called a “smedging plorpfuge”’, as 
when Tuxert injects dramatic tension into her demand that Dockert put down his 
smedging plorpfuge, so as avoid detection by the violinist playing alone in a field, itself 
referenced in The Semi-Imaginary Table's Dec. 8th Update and graphic. 


The attached image includes the back cover of my self-published book, “Inventing Air’, 
which utilizes my same Moses drawing featured on the book’s front cover, and various 
other places (see my “Go Eyes Go” at archive.org). Today being the anniversary of the 
death of Grandma Moses, and with my having posted something earlier today regarding 
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“Inventing Air” and Tom Hanks, and with today being Hanukkah, and with “Titanic” 
being relevant, this image may or may not fill all types of people with all kinds of oxygen 
for all kinds and types of purposes.

Update- Prompted by recent possible inside-references from North Korea and Trump, the 
previous (yesterday’s) update of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table had as a 
focus, possible inside-references to Steinhoff’ s scyfy comedy, “Gosk”. Several different 
things today from North Korea, when combined from a certain standpoint, suggest what 
The Semi-Imaginary Table regards as likely inside-references, more so than yesterday’s 
possible inside-references. 


In an editorial from North Korea today (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), one 
finds a phrase seldom used in relation to the nuclear crisis, not that it would seem outside 
the expected vernacular necessarily: 


“soared to outer space...” 


"Gosk" has outer space. The outer space scenes in the above-referenced “Gosk’” all regard 
The Street GANG From Mars, also referred to in "Gosk" as The Mars Zuns, in their 
spacecraft. This causes The Semi-Imaginary Table to find it of very special note that, 
while one editorial from North Korea today (https://kcnawatch.co/.../foreign-ministry- 
spokesman.../) introduces for the first time (as far as The Table is aware) and repeats a 
new phrase, “The GANG of Trump”. At the same time, today’s above-referenced “outer 
space” article introduces for the first time, and repeats, a different new phrase, “The 
Trump group”, thus aiming a sort of special attention at the other article’s introduction of 
"The gang of Trump”. 


The combined effect is, today, following yesterday’s Semi-Imaginary Table Update 
relating to Steinhoff’ s Street GANG From Mars / Outer Space video (this not making a 
real stretch in one’s manner of referencing the video; these words certainly would 
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delineate it from amongst all of Steinhoff's other videos), the words “gang” and “outer 
space” are found to be anomalies of sorts in new editorials from North Korea. 


While North Korea has in the past occasionally referred to Trump and the U.S. as 
gangsters (no comment from the Mafia-persecuted host of the Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table), and while the word “space” appears in discussion of missile tests, 
today’s sudden appearances, extremely rare at the very least, of the words “GANG” and 
“OUTER space”, register as consistent with The Semi-Imaginary Table’s standard for 
likely possible inside-references. 


Yet another article from North Korea today may also relate to “Gosk”’, in that it includes 
“True Colors” in its headline caption, “Rash Acts Revealing True Colors of 
Confrontation Maniac” (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...). Though “true colors” 
is a phrase that appears from time to time in nuclear crisis articles from North Korea, 
perhaps, it may possibly be occurring as a headline caption today owing to it being a 
phrase that connects to “Gosk”, where the story has a glitch of some kind causing the 
skin color of characters from the planet Klug (blue) to become slightly Martian (white), 
and those from Mars and Earth, to become slightly Klugian. 


The attached image from Steinhoff s ““Gosk” video is a freeze frame of Jerp, of The 
Street Gang From Mars, watching himself on the spacecraft’s Five Minutes Ago Monitor. 
It being that Steinhoff became a significant influence on legendary directors Ridley and 
Tony Scott (e.g., Ridley Scott’s “The Martian” - 
https://archive.org/details/JonathanAndTheMartianHD720p) ever since their former 
assistant Terrance played First Violinist in “Gosk”, Steinhoff believes the Tony Scott 
movie, “Déjà Vu”, about being able to monitor four days ago on a moment to moment 
basis, has its origin in this “Gosk” monitor, though it is considerably more primitive 
technologically. Additionally, if not relatedly, and true to the somber predictions of 
many, today is the birthday of Nostradamus.

Update- The image included with yesterday’s update of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table was a photograph primarily comprised of the back cover of Steinhoff s 
self-published collection of stories, “Inventing Air”. Today Russian President Putin, who 
has likely inside-referenced The Semi-Imaginary Table on various previous occasions, as 
noted in previous updates (including the iconic photograph of Putin and Trump poised to 
shake hands, which immediately followed a posting by Steinhoff of his cartoon video of a 
trapeze act requiring a most difficult connecting of hands, as previously noted) stated in 
his important annual news conference today (http://www.bbc.com/news/world-europe- 
42349906): 


"...inventing stories..." 


This made perfect sense for Putin to assert this in relation to Russia corrupting the 
American presidential election, Russia being excellent at letting Putin be Putin, which is 
in fact the very type of thing towards which Russia has always strived for excellence, 
even when it came to living under a Tsar, but I digress. At the same time, as can be found 
with inside-references, these words simultaneously contain that which connects with 
something else, yesterday’s Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphic. As is often noted, 
graphics included with Table Updates often lead to perceived possible inside-references. 
“Inventing Air”, which is a collection of stories, followed the next day by Putin's 
“inventing stories”, Putin being one believed to have likely inside-referenced The Semi- 
Imaginary Table previously on various occasions, leads The Table to see a likely inside- 
reference, without believing itself to be inventing stories. 


The image included with this second Dec. 14th Table Update is a photograph of the front 
cover of “Inventing Air”, with a chess knight thrown in on top so as to set off a reference 
to Steinhoff’s video, “Bishop and Pawn Forfeit Rule” (see archive.org), which features a 
version of Putin as a character, thus transforming the book cover into a surreal 
chessboard in a game Putin can never win! (Steinhoff may have viewed his “Bishop 
Pawn” video several times too many...)

Update- The previous update of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table (the 
second Dec. 14th Update) included for the graphic an image of the front cover of 
Steinhoff’s self-published collections of stories, “Inventing Air”, which also related to the 
graphic included with the Dec. 13th Table Update, of the back cover of “Inventing Air”. 
“Inventing Air” begins with Steinhoff’s semi-novel, “The Coin That Came In Second”, 
which begins, from page one, with a crisis involving people trying to break out of the 
room / world they’re in so as to get into various other type rooms / worlds. The word 
“room”, then, is given an unusual meaning in "Coin That Came In Second". 


Bearing in mind, as The Table frequently notes, that graphics included with Table 
Updates are frequently the source of possible inside-references regarding The Table, 
Secretary of State Tillerson ended his appearance before the press today regarding North 
Korea (https://www.nytimes.com/.../asia/tillerson-north-korea.html), with the interesting 
phrase: 


“...They know where the door is. They know where to walk through that door when they 
want to talk...” 


The word “door” therefore takes on an unusual meaning, as did the word “room” in the 
previous day’s Semi-Imaginary Table Update (not this usage of the word "door" is 
uncommon). Because of the time proximity in relation to yesterday’s Table Update, of 
this statement from Tillerson with relation to the nuclear crisis, about the ease, in a 
certain sense, of getting through a door, while the Table Update related so much to 
“Inventing Air”, which starts off being about trouble in entering rooms, The Table sees a 
connection, a possible inside-reference. 


The attached graphic includes images most recently used in Steinhoff s Sunday report- 
out video re his Dec. 9th SNL influences, wherein Lennon and Steinhoff are depicted 
standing in doorways, as well as a framed rendering of Steinhoff s “Pages”.

Update- In the previous update of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, 
Secretary of State Rex Tillerson’s close to his statement regarding North Korea prompted 
a Semi-Imaginary Table Update that specifically referenced story occurrences on the very 
first page of Steinhoff’ s semi-novel, “The Coin That Came In Second” (see archive.org; 
also see Steinhoff’s “Robot and Dinosaur Parts” - 
https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=xiaFOFjGpmo - re how “The Coin That Came In 
Second” led to the book and movie, “Jurassic Park”). 


An opinion today from North Korea regarding the nuclear crisis 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../minju-joson-ridicules-trump.../) includes in its closing sentence: 


“had better cool their heads heated by...” 


This would also be something that connects, as in the case of Tillerson's words yesterday, 
with the first page of “The Coin That Came In Second”, where “an artificial sun that 
needed to be repaired”, owing to a room’s temperature reaching 140 degrees, is the 
matter of urgency in a human artificial natural habitat environment. 


By the mathematical calculation of The Semi-Imaginary Table, the Table Update 
prompted by Rex Tillerson’s statement yesterday, posted Friday in California, approx. 
7:30am Saturday North Korea time, was mathematically / chronologically where, to the 
best of The Table’s knowledge, the North Korea words could have been a possible 
inside-reference. If not so timeline-wise, today’s words from North Korea nevertheless 
follow the same source material as does Tillerson’s words, i.e., material which was 
posted by The Semi-Imaginary Table prior to today’s editorial from North Korea and 
Tillerson's statement. Further on the timeline question, the Semi-Imaginary Table 
additionally believes North Korea could also happened to have noticed Rex Tillerson’s 
possible inside-reference re The Semi-Imaginary Table at the same moment as did The 
Table, prior to the actual posting of a Table Update noting it, which an assessment of the 
timeline might also include. 


The attached image is a freeze frame from the above-referenced “Robot and Dinosaur 
Parts” video, depicting Steinhoff pointing to the section divider in “Inventing Air” that 
immediately precedes the very beginning of “The Coin That Came In Second”, the first 
of three sections in “Inventing Air”.

Update- An editorial today from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
included something that is possibly an inside-reference regarding The Semi-Imaginary 
Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“as foolish an act as trying to check the violent current with rotten net...” 


Less than a week ago, in the Dec. 13th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, there was included 
a discussion of something fundamentally problematic in one’s fishing approach, 
involving a right-tool-for-the-job element: 


“the failure of the 'Gosk' characters to catch fish traces back to their unknowingly 
having the wrong kind of fish bait (owing to having been unknowingly switched to a 
different planet)...” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table appreciates how Asian culture is known to have great 
reverence for wise and ancient expressions that transend colloquialisms of the day (as 
does Western culture, though not great reverence so much), and that the subjects of fish 
and fishing are among those more frequently referenced in such expressions, as these 
could be related to by those of ancient times and by those living today alike. While this 
factor therefore increases the availability of opportunities for North Korea to reference 
fishing problems as a form of delineating a thought in relation to nuclear crisis matters, 
The Semi-Imaginary Table nevertheless believes this is a likely inside-reference from 
North Korea just the same, because of the time proximity to when something so similar 
appeared in a Table Update, and because this is the first actual reference by North Korea 
to a fishing issue as part of a way to express a thought re the nuclear crisis, as far as The 
Semi-Imaginary Table recalls. 
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The attached graphic features the first moment after the opening credits of my self- 
produced 1994 “Gosk” video (see archive.org), dialog over a bob in water, which was my 
idea of a splash with which to begin. One later, Spielberg, Geffen and Katzenberg started 
using the image of a bob in water to begin every Dreamworks movie, a company formed 
the previous year (I consider this to be among my many significant influences on 
Spielberg). As the image quality in 2017 from my 1994 analog camcorder comes up 
short, I've added in a new bob next to the old bob, and then noticed some of the water 
also needed improvement.

Update- As has been noted in an earlier update or two, The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table once again identifies, in an Opinion today from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), something that suggests the legend of The 
Wolfman: 


“...the blood-sucking beast and a wolf in human skin...” 


The wolf in human skin as a Wolfman reference, vs., for example, a Little Red Riding 
Hood reference, etc., comes from it being contextualized in relation to a Dracula- 
sounding reference, the “blood-sucking” part, with Dracula being very commonly 
associated with The Wolfman. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table then looks to see whether this could relate to a recent Table 
Update, it being that anomalies in words from North Korea have frequently lent 
themselves as possibly being related to The Semi-Imaginary Table as inside-references. 
And as possible inside-references to The Table so often relate to the graphics included 
with Table Updates, one looks particularly at recent Table Update graphics. 
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The Dec. 13th update of The Semi-Imaginary Table, recent in terms of being from 
approx. one week ago, included as its graphic the back cover of Steinhoff’ s self- 
published book, “Inventing Air” (among Steinhoff's material that has previously 
influenced Spielberg, Jerry Lewis, and many others of no small note babycakes!). This 
back cover graphic features a section of a drawing of a face, the style of the drawing such 
that in this form it is more of an abstract set of disconnected squiggles, requiring one to 
refer back to the image of the face in its entirety (as on the book front cover) to see the 
squiggles as part of a non-abstract context. Thus, the image is comprised mostly of face 
and beard blended somewhat indistinguishably, so that is “hair / face” one is seeing (to 
invent a word / words), more than hair on a face. 


It being that a significant, defining part of the telling of the referenced Wolfman story is 
the special effect in the old Lon Chaney Jr. movie, where we see his transformation into 
Wolfman through hair suddenly covering his face (a clip from which I happened to use in 
my video, “The Wolfman Who Turned Back Normal Whenever Someone Screamed” - 
https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=tyH356MnlI0 - but that’s another story)... and it 
being that the graphic included with the week ago Table Update focuses, in a very 
pronounced way, on hair on a man’s face, as described above... and it being, as is 
specifically reiterated often in Table Updates, that the graphics included with recently 
posted Table Updates are frequently noted as the source of possible inside-references to 
The Table... The Semi-Imaginary Table counts this as a likely inside-reference. 


The attached graphic features an early rendering of this same drawing (Moses, as noted in 
Steinhoff’s self-published “Go Eyes Go” at archive.org), added to a body in this version, 
originally used as part of the back cover of a 1982 printing of Steinhoff s self-published 
semi-novel, “The Coin That Came In Second”. Newly added here is the image appearing 
on the T.V. set depicted, which is copied from the face, from below one of the eyes.

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Update- The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table notes several different things in 
articles from North Korea today, which in The Table’s view range from extremely likely 
inside-reference re The Table (of which The Table has had quite a few, for those paying 
attention), to items that read less directly as inside-references (which also happens), yet 
are regarded by The Table as possibilities worth considering nevertheless. 


An article from North Korea today (https://www.express.co.uk/.../North-Korea-Kim- 
Jong-un...) included: 


“aiming a sword at us... regret its strategy with our cannons.” 


At the same time that one can obviously appreciate North Korea’s outwardly intended 
meaning here, without further need for interpretation, and while it is not new for North 
Korea to compare their military ability with that of the U.S., The Semi-Imaginary Table 
also hears in this rendering a possible inside-reference to an iconic moment in the Steven 
Spielberg movie, “Raiders of the Lost Ark”, which any Internet search will confirm as 
being a specially iconic movie moment, a frequent reference, one not lost on many when 
specifically identified. That one where the guy threatens Indiana Jones with a sword, then 
is immediately shot when Indiana Jones takes out a gun. 


The word “Ark” in Spielberg’s “Raiders of the “Lost Ark” refers to the Ark of the 
Covenant, described in the Old Testament as built by Moses. If one wished to make an 
inside-reference to Moses using popular culture, no biblical story movies about Moses 
himself, no Ten Commandment quotes, no Moses quotes (e.g., “And thou shalt write 
them upon the posts of thy house, and on thy gates”), and at the same time speak to the 
subject at hand, military power in this instance, perhaps, then, these words from North 
Korea might be how one would go about it. Particularly if one likes Spielberg, who 
Steinhoff significantly influences (as Steinhoff has often referenced), and whose new 
movie, “The Post”, opened yesterday, and so being someone with a degree of special 
relevancy. And so it is significant that Steinhoff s drawing of Moses has specifically been 
part of the graphics included with a number of very recent Semi-Imaginary Table 
Updates, including the immediately preceding one. As The Table frequently is very 
particular in mentioning, it is the recent graphics included with the Semi-Imaginary Table 
Updates that very often lead to what The Table later finds to be possible inside-references 
to The Table. The Semi-Imaginary Table regards this as an extremely likely inside- 
reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table, in light of very recent Semi-Imaginary Table 
graphics, especially the preceding one. 


Another possible inside-reference from North Korea in that same article, though less 
likely, would be the words: 


“_..threw... into a garbage can like waste paper...” 
In the “lexicon of Steinhoff”, this might lend itself to a previously described influence of 


Steinhoff on George Harrison’s “Cloud 9” (see “Harrison Cloud 9 Concept Influence” - 
https://archive.org/details/Cloud9concept), which relates to a wastebasket art collage and 
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Harrison auctioning his gold record for The Beatles’ “Magical Mystery Tour”; “Cloud 
9”, the album's title track of a Harrison album, being about “the pieces you don’t need of 
mine”. As an inside-reference from North Korea, it would fit in terms of a juxtaposition 
of Moses and the idea of someone leading a group of people away, in the Beatles album 
title song, "Magical Mystery Tour". 


In a different article from North Korea today (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), 
a phrase was used that The Table believes generates, as one’s first reaction, the Travolta 
movie, “Face-Off”: 


“...a way of volte-face.” 


“Volte-face” is unrelated to the actor, John Travolta, however, because this is not a 
commonly known phrase, and because Travolta is what one might hear when one 
pronounces “volte”, and because Travolta made a fairly well known movie entitled, 
“Face-Off”, The Table believes it is not the only one hearing “Face-Off” a little here. 
This might then seem to relate to the manner of abstraction of the face as subject in the 
previous Table Update. 


The attached graphic features a sand sculpture image effect applied to yet another 
Steinhoff Moses rendering, this one a sculpture titled “Staff”, for its blending of Moses’ 
right arm and leg into The Staff of Moses. Unlike the eight-foot bronze bust of President 
Kennedy that has an almost defining presence at the Kennedy Center For The Performing 
Arts in Washington D.C., sculpted by Robert Berk, who painted my mother before he 
was famous (https://ia800307.us.archive.org/.../Hey%20Albert...), perhaps the only 
environment in which Steinhoff should expect for this sand sculpture image to achieve a 
defining presence would be a small piece of desert, somewhere in England, perhaps.

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Update- Words in an Opinion from North Korea today 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) almost certainly are an inside-reference to 
The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“their sleeves rolled up...” 


The Dec. 15th and 16th Updates of the Semi-Imaginary Table specifically focused on 
likely inside-references, from both U.S. Secretary of State Rex Tillerson and North 
Korea, respectively, to things on THE FIRST PAGE OF “INVENTING AIR”, 
Steinhoff’s self-published collection of stories, which is also the first page of Steinhoff s 
semi-novel, “The Coin That Came In Second” (see archive.org). Most of the Table 
Updates after Dec. 16th have also related to “Inventing Air”. It is therefore extremely 
significant that THE FIRST PAGE OF “INVENTING AIR” / “The Coin That Came In 
Second” additionally includes: 


“The Captain put on a short sleeved shirt...” 


Were the Semi-Imaginary Table or North Korea all about, let us say, organizing shirt 
aisles at Macy’s Dept. Store, or JC Penney, The Table would be making too much out of 
sleeve length references, as such sleeve length references would then be frequent, 
common, and within the law of averages. Were THE FIRST PAGE OF “INVENTING 
AIR” as big as an entire encyclopedia volume, it also might fall within the law of 
averages for sleeve length to be referenced somewhere. Were The Semi-Imaginary Table 
not consistently able to point to things at this level of coinciding in relation to the nuclear 
crisis... well, actually even then this would stand out, given Dec. 15th and 16th Table 
Updates re THE FIRST PAGE OF “INVENTING AIR” being noticeably significant, and 
then this, so further context re all the other inside-references that there have been would 
not even be needed to see this. This is an extremely likely inside-reference regarding The 
Semi-Imaginary Table. 


Also a possible inside-reference, though not as likely an inside-reference as the above, 
would be that the previous, Dec. 23rd Table Update included: 


“titled ‘Staff, for its blending of Moses’ right arm and leg...” 


This emphasis in the Table Update graphic on Moses’ right arm and leg as a staff may be 
something intended to be read in conjunction with the other (extremely likely) inside- 
reference described above, regarding rolling up one’s sleeves. 


The attached graphic includes an image of a wristwatch previously used in the Oct. 23rd 
Table Update graphic, and an image from Steinhoff’s self-published “Go Eyes Go” (see 
archive.org), and an image of Steinhoff from a section of Steinhoff s wastebasket artwork 
(referenced in the previous Table Update). This wastebasket collage image of Steinhoff 
was an influence on the image of Brooke Shields used on the cover of TV Guide, Sept. 
19, 1987 (see https://www. youtube.com/watch?v=qZkoykuObrl), also relating to a photo 
I took of Brooke Shields, who happened to walk by Steinhoff frequently whenever 
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Steinhoff returned from NYC to see his former hometown of Princeton, NJ, while Shields 
was attending Princeton. The reference to Brooke Shields in connection with Dennis 
Rodman, Madonna and Steinhoff in the graphic included with the June 12th Semi- 
Imaginary Table Update took place approx. seven years later.

Update- Possibilities of inside-references regarding The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table have been found in two articles from North Korea today. Neither fall into 
the category of extremely likely inside-references, just likely, with this assessment being 
based in part on the cumulative element, re the significant number of occurrences in 
articles from North Korea containing possible inside-references to The Table. As the 
nuclear crisis is so serious, even possibilities of inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary 
Table may rise to the level of prompting a Table Update, depending. In both articles from 
North Korea, a slightly unusual pattern was found, where the very thing The Semi- 
Imaginary Table finds as worth picking up on is specially emphasized through occurring 
in the second to last sentence of the articles, and also being something in the next 
sentence, 1.e., the last sentence, of the articles. 


The previous two Semi-Imaginary Table Updates had a degree of focus on Steinhoff’s 
sculpture, “Staff’, named for the staff of Moses. In an article today from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../minju-joson-slashes-u-s-for.../), the occasionally used phrase, 
“nuclear stick”, was specially underscored and not merely used, owing to the above- 
described repetition in the article’s final two sentences: 


“nukes of tyranny nuclear stick” 

“wielding a nuclear stick” 

Another article today from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
specially underscored the idea of abolishing evil, again owing to the above-described 


repetition in the article’s final two sentences: 


“the abolition of evils” 
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“the abolition of evils can become meaningless echoes” 


Almost all of the updates of the Semi-Imaginary Table from Dec. 15th on have included 
significant reference to Moses, with the Ten Commandments being more specifically 
alluded to in the graphic included with the Dec. 22nd Table Update. The Ten 
Commandments epitomizes the idea of people pursuing the abolition of evils within a 
societal framework, and while impassioned reference to the idea of fighting evil may not 
be something that occurs infrequently, this phrasing, “abolition of evils”, seems closer to 
the more prototypical approach associated with Moses and the Ten Commandments. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table believes both of these articles contain possible inside- 
references. 


The attached graphic is a photograph of the same basic subject as that found in the 
graphics included with the Nov. 15th and Nov. 20th Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, and 
also the graphic attached to a separate post (non-Table related) by Steinhoff to note the 
anniversary of Albert Einstein’s birthday in 2016. Photographed from the angle as that 
which appears in the attached, the image of Einstein obscures the clock, with sticks 
positioned from certain angles to appear as additional hands of the clock, remaining 
visible. (The order Einstein brought to our understanding of things may not be visible in 
this rendering.)

Update- An Opinion piece from North Korea today 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) contains things that lead The Semi-Imaginary 
Trump Un Steinhoff Table to see likely inside-references, while the reader-at-large may 
have great difficulty with this one. And while the Opinion piece is very well written to 
the point where it seems difficult to believe specific words were chosen by its author for 
any reason additional to their apparent meaning, such is not uncommon to the lot of those 
who write and read inside-references. 
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As lexicons are important with The Semi-Imaginary Table, Steinhoff and Lennon 
lexicons in particular, perhaps, The Table makes a special note of the fact that, so close to 
Christmas Day, this article includes in its headline caption the word, “Ballad” (though the 
word “Ballot” may be the intention). In Lennon lexicon, that’s the song where Lennon 
addresses Christ and expresses concerns he has about possibly being crucified, “The 
Ballad of John and Yoko”. In this instance, The Table sees an inside-reference to Lennon, 
at least on the part of a translator, for the fact that "Ballad" stands out and is used so close 
to Christmas, but no inside-reference to The Table. Except, perhaps, that it is only The 
Table that has previously identified inside-references, by Trump and North Korea, to 
Lennon stuff, via inside-references to Lennon Steinhoff stuff (see various previous 
Updates). 


Two other things in the article are also specially noted by The Semi-Imaginary Table: 
“ jungle law prevails...” 
“...moves to monopolize...” 


In “Jonathan D Steinhoff’s Influences On David Koepp” 
(https://archive.org/.../JonathanDSteinhoffsInfluencesOnDa...), Item 8, Steinhoff 
identifies his “How Did The Future Learn To Play MONOPOLY” video as an influence 
on David Koepp’s boardgame nightmare movie, “Zathura”, which is based on a work by 
Chris Van Allsburg, the same person who wrote “Jumanji”, another boardgame 
nightmare movie story, the remake currently the no. 2 movie in the U.S. (though not yet 
seen by Steinhoff due to budgetary concerns). “Jungle law prevails” can easily be seen as 
relating to the current hit “Jumanji”. While "Jumanji" is something to automatically 
associate if one’s "Monopoly" video is in such direct relation to it, in terms of Koepp, 
Allsburg, "Zathura", etc., as described above, others may not have so direct a connective 
link between the two in what they would associate together. The Semi-Imaginary Table 
sees "monopolize" used pretty much in the same breath as "jungle law prevails", coming 
from those who are believed to very frequently inside-reference Steinhoff, as a pretty 
likely inside-reference. Parenthetically, Steinhoff and Adam McKay, referenced in 
Steinhoff’s Gofundme Update 18 (https://www.gofundme.com/yvu8jw) as among those 
whose work has been significantly influenced by Steinhoff’s “How Did The Future Learn 
To Play Monopoly”, recently liked and commented to each other on Facebook re 
something or another, in addition to McKay liking Steinhoff’s comment re the 
Republican Tax Plan, “This reminds me of an early draft of Dickens' ‘A Christmas Carol’ 
where Scrooge eats Tiny Tim.” 


The attached image is influenced by Steinhoff’s “How Did The Future Learn To Play 
Monopoly” video, where the protagonist (played by former Groucho Marx right hand, 
Henry Golas) is introduced by the camera slowly following a chain along the floor, to the 
foot to which its attached, and then panning up from the foot to the face. Paul McCartney, 
upon whom Steinhoff has long been a significant influence (without pay or 
acknowledgment, even when Steinhoff could seriously use a new computer for the 
nuclear crisis stuff so as to avoid a breakdown, etc., as well as Steinhoff being where he

could seriously use other stuff as well), then used this to introduce the Paul McCartney 
character played by Paul McCartney in Paul McCartney’s movie “Give My Regards To 
Broad Street”. This is not to say that McCartney is a lion.

Update- Trump’s new interview with the New York Times 
(https://www.nytimes.con/.../trump-interview-mueller...) contains something that 
possibly relates to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, being regarded by 
The Table as a very likely inside-reference: 


“He talks. But he doesn’t do anything. He doesn’t do,” Mr. Trump said. “‘Hey, LET’S 
GET TOGETHER, let’s do bipartisan.’ I say, ‘Good, let’s go.’ Then you don’t hear from 
him again.” 


In the lexicon of Steinhoff, which The Semi-Imaginary Table has previously referenced 
as being among the guides to possible inside-references to The Table, this would relate to 
one of Steinhoff s main videos, “Gosk 2” 
(https://archive.org/details/JonathanDavidSteinhoff_3) when Clerp responds to Jerp’s 
question regarding whether Pretz will be coming over to fix their spacecraft’s glitch: 


Clerp: “He said the next time he sees our spacecraft flying by, WE’LL ALL GET 
TOGETHER. But I mean, the solar system is this big, and our spacecraft is this big. He 
isn’t very likely to happen to see us flying by.” 


Jerp (concurring): “He’s not coming over.” 
Clerp: “No.” 


As frequently reiterated, the graphics included with Table Updates are often related to 
inside-references regarding The Table. The referenced moment in Steinhoff s “Gosk 2” 
video shows Clerp with his hands and arms spread apart to help illustrate his point about 
the great size of the solar system. This can be seen as relating to the graphic included 
with the Dec. 26th (second to last) Table Update, where positions of clock HANDS are 
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abstracted, as described in that Update: “Photographed from this angle, the image of 
Einstein obscures the clock, sticks used to represent additional hands of the clock 
remaining visible.” And so the positioning of the hands to express a science idea is no 
small part of the Dec. 26th Table Update graphic. Additionally, the subject of Trump's 
remark relates to the idea of finding some way to get together, to work together despite 
politics, so, not unrelated to the goal of finding an avenue for the U.S. and North Korea to 
communicate, to resolve the crisis. As does The Semi-Imaginary Table represent such a 
goal. 


The attached graphic features, among other things, the referenced image of Clerp from 
“Gosk”, Steinhoff’s face superimposed over the freeze frame of the Clerp actor’s face; 
hands of different types are also part of the image, including a little bit of a reconfiguring 
of the Dec. 26th graphic, itself a reconfiguration of sorts.

Update- An Opinion piece from North Korea today 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) contains something regarded by The Semi- 
Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table as an extremely likely inside-reference: 


“., moves to STIFLE...” 


In the word “stifle”, The Semi-Imaginary Table immediately associates what everyone 
familiar with American pop culture immediately associates: Edith Bunker being told to 
shut up by her husband, Archie, in the classic TV show, “All In Family”, created by 
Norman Lear. “Stifle” is among the relatively few words that immediately trigger a 
distinct association with something in American pop culture, in addition to its dictionary 
value. Because “stifle” thusly brings one that close to associating something regarded as 
the pinnacle of Norman Lear’s career, the creation of “All In The Family”, it is 
noteworthy that Lear’s career was recently celebrated at the 2017 Kennedy Center 
Honors, which aired for the first time Tues., Dec. 26th. And what makes this noteworthy 
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for The Semi-Imaginary Table is that less than one week ago, in the Dec. 23rd Table 
Update, special attention was given to the Kennedy Center: 


“bust of Kennedy that has an almost defining presence at the Kennedy Center...” 


One can see that The Table’s reference to the Kennedy Center several days before the 
broadcast of its main annual event, the Kennedy Center Honors, might be related to as 
being relevant to the 2017 awards in that context, though not specifically indicated in the 
Table Update in relation to that broadcast. One might also appreciate that The Semi- 
Imaginary Table does not count the number of syllables or words involved when 
determining whether something registers as a possible inside-reference. And as The Table 
frequently reiterates, it is often the Table Update graphics that relate to later possible 
inside-references regarding The Table. The Table Update’s reference to the Kennedy 
Center and bust had to do with a description of that Table Update’s attached graphic. The 
Semi-Imaginary Table sees this as an extremely likely inside-reference. Additionally, as 
Steinhoff in a non-Table Update post Dec. 25th discussed Mary Tyler Moore, another 
legend of classic American TV sitcom, who many see as the "Anti-Edith", in representing 
a positive, non-stifled path / role for women, this too may relate. 


The attached image is a freeze frame of Harpo Marx in the movie, “Horse Feathers”, a 
moment after he has communicated the one word needed to gain entry to a speakeasy 
during Prohibition (at least that speakeasy), “swordfish”, which he can be seen carrying 
as a soldier carries his rifle (this was the only word required of him). And possibly related 
to Kennedy’s bust, the Semi-Imaginary Table wishes to also note that marijuana for 
recreational use becomes legal in California in January 2018, for those wondering 
whether they still need to be hanging onto their old swordfishes. (also, Steinhoff will 
therefore in 2018 be singing "Aquarius" to himself while working on Semi-Imaginary 
Table Updates)

Update- An article from North Korea today (https://in.news.yahoo.com/remain- 
committed-nuclear...) contains something regarded by The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table as an extremely likely inside-reference, and something else that is only a 
possible inside-reference. The latter has a specially magnified importance potentially, as 
it would appear to conclude North Korea’s statement for the end of the year on what to 
expect in 2018, with regard to North Korea’s stance that nuclear weapons is their nation’s 
best chance at survival in the world. 


As is frequently noted in Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, possible inside-references to 
The Table often relate to graphics included with recent Table Updates. This specific 
criteria is once again precisely met in the use of the word “ferocious” appearing in the 
referenced article, in that a lion predominates the graphic included with the recent Dec. 
28th Semi-Imaginary Table Update. And as was mentioned in the previous Table Update, 
the number of syllables and words involved are not real factors to take into account in 
assessing a possible inside-reference (though The Table also notes the word “ferocious” 
does have a good number of syllables). As to whether the word "ferocious" is a match for 
the word "lion", The Table believes there is much to support this conclusion, including 
the lion's roar and sharp teeth. 


A number of possible inside-references discussed in recent Semi-Imaginary Table 
Updates have related to Steinhoff’s semi-novel, “The Coin That Came In Second”, from 
Steinhoff’s collection of stories, “Inventing Air”. Included among the possible inside- 
references noted in relation to “Coin” were several different references that related to the 
very first page, which is the story, “The Poor Climate In India”, the noted elements 
specifically relating to the manipulation of the weather in one of the rooms / worlds, 
generating a crisis situation. In literature, Shakespeare’s “Tempest” is the work that 
would be most associated with this, though manipulation of the weather is an idea that 
also appears in a multitude of works by various authors. From today’s article: 


“*.,. weathering all tempests on this planet.” 


As it is not uncommon for crises to be described with weather metaphors, or to find 
different aspects of weather used as metaphors in general, it may be that it is only the 
Shakespeare association with the word “tempest” that causes this to be a possible inside- 
reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table. The Semi-Imaginary Table also notes that, with 
this interpretation involving Shakespeare’s Tempest's Prospero (as correlating to the 
weather-controlling Captain on the first page of “Coin’’), North Korea’s words here 
would then involve a more direct personification regarding the cause of North Korea’s 
problems. Additionally, the words "this planet" can also read as fitting the vernacular of 
the first page of "Coin", and its rooms / worlds. 


The attached image is a variation on the graphic included with yesterday's (Dec. 29th) 
first Table Update, which featured, among other things, part of an image from Steinhoff’s 
“Gosk” video, of Clerp stretching his hands and arms to represent the size of the solar 
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system. The attached variation on that graphic now also includes part of the “Gosk” 
moment that follows, when Jerp stretches his hands and arms to represent the size of the 
universe, as a further reason why they should be less hopeful of happening to run into the 
person who can fix the spacecraft’s glitch. This graphic may suggest Shakespeare’s 
Hamlet and his struggle with understanding the bigger stuff about everything and all that, 
slightly more than Shakespeare’s Prospero and his tempest.

Update- Something specifically mentioned by Kim Jong Un that is being noted all around 
the world today, contained within a New Year’s Day statement, that he keeps a nuclear 
button on his desk (https://www.express.co.uk/.../north-korea-kim-jong-un...), is also a 
somewhat likely (perhaps...) inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table. 


In the previous, Dec. 30th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, there is specific mention of a 
lion’s roar and sharp teeth, as follows (pls note- the following, in reflecting an imagined 
obligation to explain why exactly it is that one is correct to match the word “ferocious” 
with the word “lion”, is The Table momentarily lapsing into a little of what we in the dot- 
connecting biz think of as humor): 


“As to whether the word ‘ferocious’ is a match for the word ‘lion’, The Table believes 
there is much to support this conclusion, including the lion's roar and sharp teeth.” This 
will relate to the next piece. 


Today’s words from Kim Jong Un were more than likely to cause Steinhoff to pause 
himself, then rewind to when he did something with the guy he knew at CalArts who 
does the “That Was Easy” voice, because, the “That Was Easy” button people have on 
their desks, so that people can hear him say “That Was Easy” at will, is among the first 
associations with Kim Jong Un’s words about a nuclear button on a desk, or the second 
thing, or at the very least the third thing. If one is part of The Semi-Imaginary Table and 
has worked with the voice of the button (the “That Was Easy” button), as in Steinhoff's 
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case, it may be closer to the second thing to associate than the third thing, at least one 
"grants" it a moment of consideration if one is Steinhoff. 


This "That Was Easy" voice, 2004, 30-second video involving Steinhoff (who did 
everything but the voice), aka the Comguard video, has been re-shared today to 
Steinhoff’s fb 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/posts/10215494633543521?pnref=story 
), from a 6.24.17 post of Steinhoff s. The next piece, the one that relates this to the 
previous Semi-Imaginary Table Update, is that it contains one big moment of adrenalin / 
excitement in its 30 seconds, when a bird flies just out of reach of the SHARP TEETH of 
a ROARING lion. (Video trivia: flight motion of birds result of Steinhoff s manipulation 
of still images of birds; lion's roar is actually the sound of lightning.) 


The Semi-Imaginary Table additionally notes that a recent posting by Dennis Rodman of 
a freeze frame from his movie, “Double Team”, in which he and Jean Claude von 
Damme are depicted facing each other, is extremely similar to the freeze frame of the two 
included in the graphic attached with the 6.12.17 Table Update. There are many moments 
of them together in that movie, to briefly reflect on the law of averages involved in this 
selection having been made recently by Dennis Rodman. 


The attached image is a freeze frame from the referenced 2004 Comguard video.

Update- In the Dec. 30th (2nd to last) Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, 
reference was made by name for the first time (though it had been indicated in recent 
Updates several times before) to Steinhoff s story, “The Poor Climate In INDIA”. 
Possible inside-references regarding this, from Trump and Un/ North Korea, may 
possibly have followed. If so, it would be far from the first time The Semi-Imaginary 
Table found something said at a higher level as possibly being apropos / yet not apropos 
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(in terms of the spirit of the original remark) of what had recently come up in a Table 
Update. 


On Jan. Ist, New Year’s Day, President Trump brought Pakistan “into things” with a 
tweet that led to headlines like, “Trump launches Twitter attack on Pakistan” 
(https://www.theguardian.com/.../lies-and-deceit-trump...). Often the subject of Pakistan 
is considered extremely close to that of India. 


This was followed by a typo / mistranslation of an article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), which instead of indicating “Indio-Pacific”, 
indicated: 


“INDIA-Pacific” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees this attention-grabbing apparent typo as a possible 
inside-reference to The Table’s recent mention of India, and Trump’s Pakistan reference 
also as possibly being India-related and therefore possibly an inside-reference also 
(generally one might tend to associate discussion of Pakistan as relating to India as well, 
not that they are exactly Lewis and Martin). 


Additionally in this article, the same sentence containing “India-Pacific” also includes the 
words, “...black-hearted...” This specially drew The Semi-Imaginary Table’s attention in 
connection with a now well-known Pakistani man, Khizr Khan, not simply owing to Mr. 
Khan having received headlines at the 2016 Democratic National Convention for 
accusing Trump of having a “black soul” (http://www.cnn.com/.../khizr-khan-donald- 
trump.../index.html) on July 31st, but because Steinhoff referenced Trump as having a 
“black heart” on July 27th, 

(https://www.facebook.com/photo.php? fbid= 102 10464393670668 &set=a. 154742501009 
7.217571.1369226922&type=3 &theater), and for a set of reasons believes himself an 
influence on this statement by Mr. Khan. 


Therefore, North Korea’s reference to “black hearted” specially caught The Table’s 
attention, as did it being in connection with a Pakistani man, there being relatively few 
Pakistanis who become known in the American media. 

The Semi-Imaginary Table additionally notes that, in both Kim Jong Un’s New Year’s 
Day speech (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) and in an Opinion piece from 
North Korea today (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), the same phrase, “tight 
corner”, is used. 

North Korea news article: 


“drive themselves into a tight corner...” 


Kim Jong Un New Year’s Day Speech: 
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“..drove the situation to a tight corner...” 


It is appreciated that Opinion pieces from North Korea closely reflect Kim Jong Un, 
however, because “tight corner” is suddenly being given special attention as a phrase in 
this manner, The Semi-Imaginary Table reviewed whether this might not possibly 
specially relate to a recent Table Update, or to a recent Update graphic, as often these are 
also Table material related to inside-references. The graphic included with the Dec. 28th 
Update, an image which has been receiving attention in the Table Updates that have 
followed, includes a degree of focus on the “Go” CORNER on a Monopoly board, a 
corner square that has achieved a place in colloquial vernacular, rising to symbolic 
significance in a way at times, and so perhaps would not be obscure as something to 
reference: 


The attached image is a freeze frame from the movie, “A Clockwork Orange”, and should 
not be used to set one’s watch, or color bars.

Update- The new response from Trump regarding Kim Jong Un’s nuclear button 
statement (https://www.huffingtonpost.com/.../donald-trump-kim-jong...) is an extremely 
likely inside-reference regarding The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated in Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, recent graphics included 
with Table Updates are often the subject of possible inside-references by Trump and Kim 
Jong Un / North Korea. The graphic included with the first Dec. 29th Table Update, and 
which was further developed for the Dec. 30th Table Update, believed by The Semi- 
Imaginary Table to relate to a very likely inside-reference by Trump, as described in the 
first Dec. 29th Table Update, regards a scene in Steinhoff s “Gosk 2” video (see 
archive.org). Specifically, Clerp is spreading his hands and arms to illustrate the great 
size of the solar system, followed by Jerp spreading his hands and arms even more than 
Clerp, as he is illustrating the size of the universe. Jerp’s manner in following Clerp with 
a larger subject to illustrate, may read for some “Gosk” viewers very much like a Stan 
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Laurel passive/aggressive “I’ve outdone you, mine (i.e., the universe) is bigger than yours 
(i.e., the solar system)”. The Semi-Imaginary Table believes it extremely likely that this 
was inside-referenced by Trump when he stated that his nuclear button is bigger, he 
having initially brought up this "Gosk" scene, most likely, as described in the 1st Dec. 
29th Table Update, and so already believed to be particularly "on this page". His "mine is 
bigger" perfectly fits the pattern that Table Updates recognize as likely inside-references 
and extremely likely inside-references. 


The attached graphic is yet another variation on that referenced above, with a bigger 
Einstein image added.

Update- An editorial from North Korea today (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains something The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff sees as a likely inside- 
reference to The Table: 


““’,. weathering the tempest of history in the van...” 


This happens to contain a number of elements recently referenced in Table Updates, 
causing certain possible interpretations to emerge. 


Many recent Table Updates have had reason to directly reference the first page of 
Steinhoff’s story, “The Poor Climate In India” (aka the first page of Steinhoff's semi- 
novel, “The Coin That Came In Second"; aka the first page of Steinhoff’s collection of 
stories, “Inventing Air”). One way to synopsize this story might be: 


Historical characters of different times contend with a deadly weather crisis in an 
environment within a spaceship. 


Though the word “van” in North Korea’s article today is not a reference to a spaceship, it 
is very interesting that the above quoted words from the North Korea article might almost 
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read like an especially eloquent synopsis (The Table will not go so far as to say 
Shakespearean) of the very same Steinhoff story. 


In addition to the use of the word “tempest” in a separate article from North Korea having 
been discussed in the Dec. 30th Table Update (which also included reference to 
Shakespeare’s “The Tempest”), the Dec. 11th Table Update included a discussion of the 
word “van” appearing in an editorial from North Korea, assuming it to be a 
mistranslation for the word “vanguard”, yet worth noting nevertheless. 


In addition to the word “van” prompting a Dec. 11th Table Update discussion in 
connection with a possible inside-reference, this word also was partially responsible for 
prompting the graphic included with that Table Update, and as frequently reiterated, the 
graphics included with Table Updates are often that which lead to inside-references to 
The Table, therefore, the word “van” had led to much in that Update. The image 
attachment description for the Dec. 11th Table Update: 


“Tt immediately follows the moment in the film when an L.A. Zoo van takes away the 
fake gorilla...” 


An image of The Droogs from Kubrick’s movie, “A Clockwork Orange” was included 
with the second to last Table Update. It is therefore noteworthy that the gorilla capturing 
movie moment this quote describes (CalArts movie "Limbo" - 
https://archive.org/details/Limbo_201404) involves an homage to Kubrick’s The Droogs, 
those from the zoo who capture the gorilla obviously sounding like, dressing like, hitting 
with a club like, being filmed like, and behaving like all around, Kubrick’s The Droogs. 
This links today's "van" related possible inside-reference to The Droogs graphic of Dec. 
30th, perhaps. 


The attached image is a “Limbo” freeze frame of that referenced preceding Droogs 
moment in relation to the Dec. 11th graphic, with a little bit of van visible as well. Trivia: 
This scene from “Limbo” was directed by classmate Jim Hart, whose father, Senator 
James Hart, was the person for whom the Hart Building in Washington DC is named; 
classmate Keith Schroeder, former assistant to the legendary late Senator Wayne Morse 
of Oregon, appears as a Droog (special note: Steinhoff believes a Republican would have 
made a more convincing Droog).

Update- Something contained in a new article from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../minju-joson-slams-japanese.../), owing to a "voice match", is a 
possible inside-reference regarding The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“...dancing to the war tunes of lunatic Trump. The aim sought by it is to get rid of the 
yoke...” 


Though the expression “dancing to the tune of” is not entirely new to North Korea in 
relation to matters in connection with the nuclear crisis, it occurs rarely. In this instance 
The Semi-Imaginary Table believes it not only to be within distance of Lennon lexicon 
type stuff (re his song "Scared" - see a few paragraphs down), which has become part of 
many Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, but more specifically, to be directly within 
distance of something that previously (Sept. 2017) came up in relation to an extremely 
likely inside-reference by Kim Jong Un himself to a Table Update (1.e., usually North 
Korea possible inside-references to The Table do not necessarily come from Kim Jong 
Un, but from North Korea Opinion pieces, which are assumed to be Kim Jong Un 
mouthpieces). Lyrics from Lennon's "Scared" that relate to the new article from North 
Korea: 


“...in heaven or hell, just dance to the music, you do it so well.” 


Lennon being among the first to come to mind when associating the idea of peace songs, 
and nobody in particular coming to mind off the bat, generally, in connection with “war 
tunes” (though they exist), and Yoke being something one might associate with John 
Lennon, as when the word Yoko almost comes up in the same breath as Lennon almost 
comes up... The Semi-Imaginary Table therefore almost recognizes enough here to 
almost consider an almost deliberate Lennon reference almost of some kind. 
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The Semi-Imaginary Table Updates of 9.19.17 (first one) and 9.22.17 both regard very 
likely inside-references to this very same Lennon song, “Scared”, which prompted Table 
Update graphics featuring the classic RCA “His Master’s VOICE” dog looking at a 
Victrola. This connects extremely directly to the VOICE of the “That Was Easy” button 
discussed in relation to Steinhoff s “Comguard” video in the first 1.1.18 Semi-Imaginary 
Table Update: both relate to very official voice matter and recordings type stuff. (As to 
whether both relate to the graphic included with the Dec. 29th Update, which features the 
dumb but smart Harpo Marx and his VOICE-surrogate swordfish... if only The Semi- 
Imaginary Table could say for sure.) As is frequently reiterated in Table Updates, recent 
Table Update graphics often lead to possible inside-references to The Table. The Table 
sees some kind of voice match in all this, therefore, a possible inside-reference to The 
Table. 


Additionally, a separate Lennon song may also have been brought to mind, or is brought 
to mind with my help in any event, were one at this time to be particularly on the look- 
out for Lennon tune connections in separate (but connected?) articles from North Korea 
(due to the above article's "war tunes" perhaps suggesting Lennon). The Semi-Imaginary 
Table regards this as a less likely reference of any kind, but notices North Korea reports 
in an article (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“The demonstrators condemned the Japanese authorities for failing to apologize for the 
past aggression crimes, carrying signboards bearing letters such as ‘Japan has not 
apologized.’” 


As Yoko Ono is Japanese, Lennon once did a song around a Japanese word: “Aisumasen 
(I'm Sorry)” 


The attached graphic features a flying green bird image from the referenced “Comguard” 
video, which appeared in the video at the end of a visual metamorphosis of human feet 
into birds. Also depicted is an image of Lennon taken from the cover of his “Rock N 
Roll” album, which was influenced by Steinhoff (see 
https://archive.org/details/LimboLennon2016), partially in connection with the moment 
in the CalArts movie “Limbo” that precedes the image depicted in the Jan. 4th Table 
Update graphic.

Update- A new, very publicized Twitter remark by Trump appears to be a very likely 
inside-reference to / influence of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table 
(https://www.newsday.com/.../truamp-very-stable-genius...): 


“...a very stable genius...” 


The previous instance of a possible inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table by 
Trump was noted in the 1.2.17 Table Update, and is among those regarded by The Table 
as an extremely likely inside-reference. And as the saying goes, it is a fine line that exists 
between how one looks pointing to an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table, and 
how one looks pointing to a mere very likely inside-reference to The Table. 


The graphic attached with that January 2nd Semi-Imaginary Table Update was indicated 
as being a variation on the Dec. 30th Table Update graphic, and featured an added image 
of Albert Einstein designed to focus attention on the potential tenuousness in the footing 
and stance of the subject, yet its poise remaining magically strong and intact, sustaining a 
semi-inter-dimensional presence somehow achieved through leaning on a stick, as 
Charlie Chaplin might achieve perfect poise through leaning on his cane, in a manner that 
would be considerably less stable for many, as is Chaplin’s magic. And so, a "very stable 
genius" is projected in this presentation of Einstein, hopefully involving not too great a 
stretch even for those with rigid brains. As is frequently reiterated, inside-references to 
The Table very often begin with graphics attached with recent Table Updates. This would 
perfectly meet that Semi-Imaginary Table criteria, without The Table's fingers leaving its 
hands throughout the entire magic trick. 


The description for the 1.2.17 Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphic was as follows: 
“The attached graphic is yet another variation on that referenced above, with a bigger 
Einstein image added.” The graphic attached with this Table Update isolates this element 
found in that graphic.

Update- The second to last, Jan. 6th Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table Update 
included the possibility of a previously overlooked inside-reference to The Table, in 
mentioning in passing that the graphic attached with the Dec. 29th Table Update, a 
“Horse Feathers” freeze frame of Harpo Marx carrying a swordfish used for password 
purposes at a speakeasy, may have connected to a later-described “That Was Easy” 
button possible inside-reference, for a set of reasons, including their both being voice- 
related funny objects intended to project words. 


The last two sentences of a new, subsequent Opinion piece from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) both include the idea of showing mettle, and 
may further relate to this Harpo Marx swordfish displaying: 


“display the mettle...” 
“displaying the valiant mettle...” 


When the word “valiant” is associated with Prince Valiant, fictional Knight of the Round 
Table who owns a singing sword, and then combined with “displaying mettle”, in which 
The Table has no difficulty hearing the displaying of “metal”, the result is not far from 
displaying a singing sword, or in Harpo’s case, displaying a swordfish that doesn’t 
exactly sing, though it does exist as a surrogate for a spoken word, for speakeasy 
password purposes. The other thing is, this is an echo of the final sentence of Kim Jong 
Un’s New Year Address: 


“displaying the unyielding mettle...” 
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It is therefore of particular note, perhaps enough to suggest an inside-reference, that it 
was not until the Jan. 6th Table Update that the question was raised as to whether there 
may have been an overlooked inside-reference to the Table Update graphic of Harpo 
displaying a swordfish, also regarding something in Kim Jong Un’s New Year address. 
Additionally, to see emerging from this interpretation, among other things, the idea of 
showing one’s sword, one finds it becomes a certain sort of reiteration of another part of 
that same speech, where the nuclear button on Kim Jong Un’s desk is introduced. 


The attached graphic includes, among other things, an image of Spielberg playing at 
burying his face in his hands at the Golden Globe Awards Sunday night (though not to 
worry, things are not all seriousness), as well as an image of Clerp from Steinhoff s 
“Gosk 2” video, performing the same action. It should also be noted that several recent 
Table Update graphics have also included Clerp images. Also, Dec. 18th was the Semi- 
Imaginary Table debut of the image of the bob that one sees in this graphic, used in the 
Dec. 18th image to represent the first image of Steinhoff's 1994 "Gosk" video, which led 
in 1995 to the Dreamworks' logo used at the start of all their movies, of the image of a 
bob in water (trivia: Steinhoff has yet to receive money for numerous Spielberg 
contributions over the years, big ones, prompting these terrible information outbursts).

Update- Several new articles from North Korea contain things that are regarded by the 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table as extremely likely inside-references to The 
Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table very often 
relate to the graphics included with recent Table Updates. A recent Table Update graphic, 
initially posted in the Dec 29th Table Update, has been resurfacing significantly in 
several updates (including the previous Table Update), that featuring the image of Harpo 
Marx carrying the swordfish he had on hand to get into a speak-easy in the movie “Horse 
Feathers”. 
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A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) specially 
focuses attention on the well known phrase, “Speak softly and carry a big stick,” by the 
article concluding on the note of the U.S. having a “big-stick policy”, which regards 
Teddy Roosevelt’s “big-stick diplomacy” (as some refer to it), and which is commonly 
known to be a reference to Roosevelt's famous stick phrase, in addition to including the 
same earlier in the article: 


“_..in fact, a ‘big-stick policy’” 
Conclusion of article: 
“has pursued the "big-stick policy" down through centuries.” 


Harpo Marx, in carrying a swordfish for speak-easy entry purposes, in a Table Update 
graphic (from whence many inside-references begin), is to be looked upon as among 
those who speak-easy and carry a big swordfish (usually found in group pictures standing 
very close to those who speak softly and carry a big stick). 


There also may be a simultaneous inside-reference in the fact that a pool stick was 
missing from the previous Table Update’s pool table graphic (missing if one sees it from 
a certain angle, and gets how one could bounce the 15 into the 7, which wouldn’t really 
go anywhere, in the opinion of the artist). The Table wishes to underscore / shout, that 
"speak softly" and "speak easy" can seem very similar, if one is not requring boh include 
matching alcohol content. 


Another new article (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) from North Korea also 
contains something The Semi-Imaginary Table regards as an extremely likely inside- 
reference. 


As explained in the 1.4.18 Table Update, and also pertaining to several other Table 
Updates, the word “van” has more than once appeared in North Korea articles to convey 
the word “vanguard”, the latter seen far less in the articles. And as explained, the specific 
phrase in which the word “van” has sometimes appeared has led to possible inside- 
references to The Table, the word "van" even prompting graphics attached with Table 
Updates. The Semi-Imaginary Table therefore cannot help but to read the word 
“vanguard” as worth considering as possibly suggesting “van” once again in this new 
article: 


“...play the role of the vanguard steering the building of a new world...” 


In addition to this relating to the worlds of the “van / spaceship” possible inside-reference 
explained in the Jan. 4th Table Update, one may also see in this, “steering the building”. 
This stands out, in terms of recent Table Updates focusing on spacecraft scenes in 
Steinhoff’s “Gosk” video, where some may find it is almost difficult to willingly suspend 
disbelief while viewing the Steering Wheel scene 
(https://archive.org/details/GoskClerpWheelScene), because of one being able to see all 
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too clearly that this is in fact some cockamame steering wheel object in the middle of 
someone’s apartment, hence, “steering the building”. 


The attached graphic includes a photograph of a section of the cover of Steinhoff’s self- 
produced May 1993 music cassette, “That Same Noise From That Same Direction”, as 
well as the above-referenced Harpo Marx image.

Update- Several things contained in a new article from North Korea, and in recent Trump 
appearances before the cameras, are regarded by The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table as very likely inside-references to The Table. 


In the previous update of the Semi-Imaginary Table, reading the word “vanguard” as 
“van” was discussed as a new development of the evolving Semi-Imaginary Table 
lexicon / slang / shorthand. The Table believes a new Opinion piece from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) goes further still into the realm of special 
associations certain words have for The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


As noted a while back in a Table Update, the word “scot-free”, which is very rarely found 
in the vernacular of articles from North Korea, made an appearance (possibly its first) in 
an Opinion piece from North Korea on the very birthday of the Scot-Free Productions ex- 
assistant to legendary film directors Ridley Scott and Tony Scott, Terrance. Who plays 
the violin alone in the woods in Steinhoff’s “Gosk 2” video (see archive.org), as someone 
else would later significantly do in Ridley Scott’s “Prometheus” (an entire paragraph in 
an L.A. Times review of this Scott movie was devoted to the meaning of this violinist in 
“Prometheus”, as noted in a Table Update). Terrance was additionally included in a Table 
Update matter several days before “scot-free” appeared in the North Korea article. 


The new Opinion piece from North Korea, which regards Israel, also includes the word 
“scot-free”, which so immediately following the very possible recent “van” lexicon 
reference, therefore caused consideration of a possible inside-reference regarding this 
"Gosk" violinist stuff. Because the article regards Israel, one can find in the idea of a 
violinist what is certainly among the most well known Jewish related works, the play, 
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“Fiddler On The Roof”, with Steinhoff specially noticing this connection, from his 
mother having once been friends with Zero Mostel (who plays and perhaps created the 
lead role of Tevye) before he was famous, and for additional reasons. 


Further to a "Fiddler On The Roof" connection, in the Jan. 7th Table Update, there was a 
discussion of how a Table Update graphic related to Trump’s “Stable Genius” remark, 
owing to a certain conspicuous precariousness in the image’s presentation of Einstein’s 
footing. This physical precariousness as a primary aspect of the Einstein image is 
extremely similar to the description of what “fiddler on the roof” means, as presented in 
the play by its main character, Tevye 

(https://en. wikiquote.org/wiki/Fiddler_on the Roof _(film)...). 





Also related to this Broadway play is a reference in a separate new Opinion piece from 
North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../commentary-sophism-of-losers.../) to the subject of 
“Man of La Mancha”, a Broadway play which had a run essentially the same exact years 
as “Fiddler On The Roof”: 


m 


World people call such men Don Quixote". 


Trump followed this (https://www.usatoday.com/.../u-s-could.../1022118001/) by making 
a remark that "Hillary, my opponent, was for windmills,” something which easily caused 
some to consider a deliberate Don Quixote reference, and others to imagine Don 
Quixote’s momentarily crossing their minds as their own idiosyncratic mind path. 


In a separate likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table, Trump today moved 
his hands around much like what one sees in the same “Gosk 2” scene as that from which 
images were taken in several recent Table Update graphics. Steinhoff has separately 
posted today a video 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/videos/10215570876689552/) 
connecting the dots in terms of this similar hand movement stuff, though it might be 
argued, Trump moving his hands this way is not special in any way. Therefore, one 
should also note how immediately following the Table Update graphics this occurred, the 
graphics themselves having been prompted in part by extremely likely inside-references 
by Trump. Additionally, in this clip Trump speaks of Oprah having his family on her 
show, and that he experienced it as a warm social get-together thing, in a like vernacular 
as occurred in the part of this same referenced “Gosk 2” scene, which begins with dialog 
about whether someone is “coming over”: “He says if he happens to see our spacecraft 
flying by we’ll all get together.” 


The attached graphic once again uses the image of Einstein where the focus is partly on 
his footing, plus “Fiddler On The Roof” and ladder stuff. 
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Jonathan Steinhoff 


Update- Several things contained in new articles from North Korea range from very 
likely to somewhat possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table. And one very likely inside-reference from Trump. 


As is frequently reiterated, recent graphics attached with Table Updates are often what 
lead to inside-references to and influences of The Table. In posting the graphic attached 
with the 1.9.18 (second to last) Semi-Imaginary Table Update, which focused on a drum 
being meditated upon by someone (Steinhoff at 37) gripping an enormous stick poised to 
strike / beat (which related to the expression “Speak softly and carry a big stick” in this 
instance), The Table was not unaware of the nuclear crisis context into which this image 
was placed, it being a primitive rendering of the age-old human quest to generate the 
greatest loudness. The incongruity of the stick’s size with the size of the drum can be 
seen as underscoring an effort to go as far as possible and further to generate a loud 
sound. This same type thing, of focusing on a symbolic property of loud sound in the 
context of a war tension related matter, is also something one finds in a new article from 
North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“the loud gunfire of victory...” 


Having specifically anticipated at the time of its posting that the drum graphic might 
suggest a take such as this, generally, The Semi-Imaginary Table regards this as a very 
likely inside-reference to / influence of The Table, even though reference to the sound of 
loud explosions is not entirely new to war tension vernacular. An additional though minor 
possible factor might be a note of a mis-match, in referencing the sound of gunfire when 
conveying the idea of a... louder sound. This understatement re a loud sound may seem 
to contain a conspicuous omission, the not-conveying-a-loud-enough-sound element also 
being a factor in the referenced graphic. 


Additional possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table have also been found 
in other new articles from North Korea, which relate to the Inter-Korean meeting. In one 
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article (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), the closing sentence includes 
“concerted efforts of the nation, rejecting outsiders...”, and another article 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), in more directly describing the Inter-Korean 
meeting, includes, “The north and the south agreed to make concerted efforts...” 


Though the word “concerted” is not uncommon to the vernacular generally used, Kim 
Jong Un’s New Year statement also including the word “concerted” (in a different 
connection than with relation to Inter-Korean matters), and though it is clearly among the 
first words one might choose in describing important joint efforts involving great 
cooperation, inside-reference or not, nevertheless, The Table believes there to be an 
inside-reference in this somewhere. “Concerted” connects with both the violin matter 
discussed in the previous Table Update, as well as the above-described possible inside- 
reference pertaining to loud sound. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table believes there is also an inside-reference in Trump’s new 
tweet that has attracted great attention (http://abcnews.go.com/.../president- 
trump.../story...). In using the words “Get smart” in relation to the subject of government 
surveillance, one is likely to hear the name of the classic government spy comedy TV 
show, “Get Smart”. This show was a creation of the legendary Mel Brooks, who includes 
among his other most notable achievements the movie, “The Producers”. The previous 
Table Update made reference to the star of “The Producers”, Zero Mostel, in relation to 
“Fiddler”, the other Mostel work at the top of the list of things for which he is known. 
Added into to this, is that Mel Brooks’ former right-hand, Producer Stuart Cornfeld, has a 
new movie coming out tomorrow, “Polka King”, Cornfeld being someone Steinhoff first 
met in 1975, and who is among those Steinhoff influences, sometimes very significantly 
(as Steinhoff has attempted to document here and there). In fact, most interestingly, in 
view of Cornfeld’s Red Hour Films producing partner being Ben Stiller, is that in 1975 
after Steinhoff left Cornfeld’s house, he and several others went to Century City Mall, 
where they saw 11-year old Ben with his mother, famous actress Anne Meara (it is quite 
possible the then-unknown Ben would not otherwise have been noticed). 


A less likely possible inside-reference regards an additional new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), which includes: 


“like a tiger moth...” 


Of several previous possible inside-references to “tiger moth” in connection with The 
Semi-Imaginary Table, though not recent, this one is most like that discussed in the 
second 12.5.17 Table Update. The graphic attached with that update is a freeze frame 
from Steinhoff’s “Gosk 1” video, of Clerp steering the spacecraft, taken from a “Gosk” 
scene for which a link was provided in the second to last, Jan. 9th Table Update ("Gosk 
Clerp Wheel Scene"). The Table does not see this as an especially likely inside-reference 
but a sufficiently possible one to be worth noting, particularly as the developing Table 
shorthand words have in recent updates taken on greater significance towards pointing 
towards further inside-references. 
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The attached graphic includes images that are referenced in the previous Table Update, 
the violinist alone in the woods in Steinhoff’s 1998 “Gosk 2” video, played by Ridley 
Scott’s then-assistant, and the violinist alone in the woods in Ridley Scott’s 2012 movie, 
“Prometheus”, as the Earth message sent into space.

Update- Several things contained in new articles from North Korea and in the release 
today of the movie “The Polka King” have to do with inside-references to The Semi- 
Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, though in connection with the latter there is 
nothing to indicate the inside-reference to The Table element is on the part of the 
filmmakers. 


The previous Jan. 11th, and the second to last Jan. 10th Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
“built the case” of extremely likely inside-references all revolving around an 
interconnecting of two Broadway plays of the same period, “Man of La Mancha” and 
“Fiddler on the Roof’. This included reference, for a set of reasons, to the Mel Brooks 
movie, “The Producers”, as well as a specific mention in the Jan. 11th Table Update, that 
for a set of reasons again, this all may be pointing towards the (then upcoming) Jan. 12th 
release (on Netflix) of “The Polka King”, a movie produced by former Mel Brooks right- 
hand, Stuart Cornfeld, whose work Steinhoff often influences, and who Steinhoff knew in 
1975. ("Polka" is additionally a Jack Black movie, whose recent movie "Jumanji" also 
came up in a recent Semi-Imaginary Table Update.) 


Having now had the opportunity to view “Polka” for the first time, The Table sees firstly 
that the song of the Polka King includes as a key lyric, “Only in America can you reach 
for the highest star.” The well known song from “Man of La Mancha, “The Impossible 
Dream”, contains as a key lyric, “To reach the unreachable star.” It would be an 
impossible dream to imagine these are not similar, if that were one’s dream. Additionally, 
the first moment of the movie has The Polka King speaking the words, “I climb to the 
highest star.” One would also not be going out on any kind of limb to see elements in 
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“Polka” also found in the above-mentioned movie, “The Producers”, specifically, the 
“ponzi scheme that targeted the elderly”, as a reporter describes it in “Polka”, wherein 
The Polka King cajoles little old lady and men investors, reminiscent of Zero Mostel. 


Additionally, as “Polka” also stars Sally Struthers, best known for her role in “All In The 
Family” (today is also the anniversary of that classic TV show’s premier in 1971), and as 
the word “stifle” came up in the Dec. 29th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, specifically in 
connection with that TV show regarding an extremely likely inside-reference to The 
Table, it is therefore very significant that this same word, “stifle”, which hasn’t come up 
particularly often, appeared in a new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), thus coinciding with “Polka”. 


With relation to a separate possible inside-reference, one first notes that the previous, Jan. 
11th Semi-Imaginary Table Update included a focus on the usage of the word 
“concerted”, in which regard the Update also referenced a Los Angeles Time article 
about the movie, “Prometheus” (http://articles.latimes.com/.../la-et-cm-prometheus...), 
alluding in part to its description of how a “...movie's recurring images shows a young 
girl playing the violin... beamed into outer space to demonstrate the achievements of 
mankind.” A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
following that Table Update, in again using the word “concerted”, does so in a context 
similar to the “beamed achievements of mankind” referenced in the article: 


“...write a new history of the national reunification by its concerted efforts...” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees “beamed achievements of mankind” as similar to the 
idea of “write a new history”, both involving the developing of something specifically 
tailored for those seeing major human occurrence from the totality of history / beamed 
achievements of mankind. Therefore, The Table sees a possible inside-reference, through 
the recurrence of “concerted” tying these together. 


And finally, it being that “The Polka King” rules for the moment, and that Steinhoff 
previously noted his frequent Stuart Cornfeld influencing, Steinhoff notes here his belief 
that he is a significant influence on an important moment in "Polka". The Polka King, 
confronted in a hospital by the law, who have finally at long last caught up with him, 
reacts by tearing down the hall, our first assumption being that this is what it appears, he 
is making a real run for it. Then we learn his true action was to run into the hospital room 
where his son lies incapacitated, as part of a major crystallization of the protagonist's 
character. Those who have read four or more of Steinhoff’s many descriptions of his 
influences on Stuart Cornfeld (found in “Jonathan D Steinhoff s Sometimes Blog”, also 
archived at archive.org) would appreciate why this led to a “Oh, that’s Stuart alright” 
from Steinhoff. Among Steinhoff’s described primary influences on Cornfeld movies are 
recurring inside-references to the time Steinhoff was perhaps nearly electrocuted in 
Summer 1975 on an AFI film set at Santa Monica Pier beach, plugging in an exposed 
cable without his gloves, Cornfeld coming up to Steinhoff to see if he was still there. As 
Steinhoff's blogs often describe when relevant, there are a number of Cornfeld movies 
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inside-referencing this, via interesting variations on someone coming up to someone 
lying on the ground immobilized to check that they're good. 


The attached image, “Joseph With A Hold On A Yellow Light,” a variation on the Old 
Testament character included in Steinhoff’s self-published “Go Eyes Go” (see 
archive.org), possibly relates to the mythological character Prometheus, who stole fire 
and gave it to humanity, or possibly relates to Don Quixote reaching for the sun.

Update- New articles from North Korea include extremely likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, as well as extremely possible inside- 
references to The Table. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table, having made specific mention of Paul McCartney’s movie, 
“Give My Regards To BROAD STREET” in the Dec. 28th Table Update (a movie 
significantly influenced by Steinhoff’s “How Did The Future Learn To Play Monopoly” 
video), also including a graphic related to this reference, which The Table believes was 
most likely inside-referenced by North Korea several times following this, as recently as 
the second Jan. 1st Table Update, as described in Table Updates, now attaches 
significance to a new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) having included: 


“',.open a BROAD AVENUE...” 


Concurrently, a separate new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kcna- 
commentary-on-u-s-moves.../) includes: 


“the U.S. is trumpeting...” 
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In the word “trumpeting” The Table therefore hears something further related to the 
referenced “How Did The Future Learn To Play Monopoly”, a trumpet having 
significance in that video, as Steinhoff has described here and there - including 
Steinhoff’s 4.16.17 report-out of his 4.15.17 SNL influences 
(https://www.facebook.com/photo.php?fbid= 102 13022262575792&set=a. 154742501009 
7.217571.1369226922&type=3 &theater): 


“...my video, ‘How Did The Future Learn To Play Monopoly?’ includes a single 
trumpeteer sitting on the floor of the room in which all are gathered by the king to learn 
Monopoly, trumpeting out a few notes to herald the entrance of the prisoner being 
brought in to teach them...” 


Additionally, the THREE immediately preceding Table Updates have been specifically in 
relation to references to Broadway shows (“Fiddler” and “La Mancha’), giving very 
important relevance to the fact that McCartney’s movie title is itself a paraphrasing of a 
song title (and song) about Broadway plays, “Give My Regards To Broadway”. Based on 
the somewhat daily (give or take) reading of possible inside-references / influences 
regarding The Semi-Imaginary Table (and regarding others), Steinhoff and The Table 
collectively conclude “Broad Avenue” is an extremely likely inside-reference to The 
Table’s mention of “Broad Street”, though not to be confused with the Broad Street upon 
which the New York Stock Exchange first began (except re McCartney, in which case 
Broad Street should definitely be confused with that, as it pertains to the “Monopoly” 
video). 


The Semi-Imaginary Table has noted only on extremely rare occasions that articles 
posted by North Korea contain ambiguity as to whether they were first posted before or 
after a Table Update (due to time-zone differences, not knowing time-zones of 
timestamps, mostly only having day-stamps, etc.), which relates to the logistical question 
of whether The Table could possibly have been an influence, time-wise. Therefore, 
curiously, several things. North Korea has clearly been mindful ever since the last time 
The Table noted timestamp ambiguity, almost to a fault, in fact from that point North 
Korea's possible inside-referencing of Table Updates have usually been following two 
days later, not one or three, for the most part. 


And so, because the possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table to be next 
described were posted by North Korea in the "ambiguity range", time-wise, The Table 
finds it slightly amusing that the above-referenced McCartney movie, “Broad Street”, had 
as its main single release, “No More Lonely Nights”, a song which opens with the lyric, 
“T can wait another day until I call you”. The Semi-Imaginary Table even considers North 
Korea may have been thinking of these lyrics when this particular ambiguity came into 
things. In any event, with relation to the first above-referenced new article from North 
Korea, entitled “Bright Lodestar of National Reunification’, there are several possible 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“woven with...” 
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“...Kim Jong Un as the sun of the nation and the bright lodestar...” 
“...warm love for the nation...” 
“warm patriotic will...” 


As possible inside-references to / influences of The Semi-Imaginary Table Update Table 
often begin with recent Table Update graphics (as is frequently noted), possible 
significance may therefore be found in how these excerpted words relate to the previous 
Table Update graphic. In that image, “Joseph With A Hold On A Yellow Light’, 
regarding the Old Testament Joseph, who is best known for his coat of many colors (see 
“woven” above), Joseph is the image of someone holding their hands such as to gain 
warmth from the sun (see “warm love”, “warm patriotic will” above), with focus on a 
single property of the sun “Hold On A Yellow Light” being part of the image as well (see 
“bright lodestar” above and in article title). 


Re Hawaii possibly (https://www.express.co.uk/.../Hawaii-ballistic-missile...), The Semi- 
Imaginary Table notes very recent references in Updates to the “Gosk 1” steering wheel 
scene, which has Clerp reacting to an immediate crisis in dodging a meteor, while Jerp 
doesn’t see it and is perhaps correct, Clerp is seeing things, or not. This is as much as The 
Table can add to the news about Hawaii’s false alarm, unless this is not adding (actually, 
Steinhoff is aware of a separate recent matter that may also contain stuff that would stink 
up things for The Table as well, in a complicated way as well, however, neither are likely 
to be more than remote possibilities, as opposed to what a bear does in the woods, as the 
saying goes). Nevertheless, Steinhoff has seen way stranger things than this, in terms of 
terrible occurrences seeming to have been perpetrated by those seeing in Steinhoff- 
related stuff something to plug into. In that regard, but only in connection with good 
influencing, Steinhoff s report-out on facebook later today re his 1.13.18 SNL influences 
will be including reference to The Table, specifically, Stuart Cornfeld related stuff from 
the last few Table Updates (a star in his referenced "Polka King", Vanessa Bayer, is an 
alumni of the current SNL cast). 


The attached image is yet another reworking of Steinhoff s “Page” sculptures, each made 
from the same mold, or made from a mold made from one made from the same mold, or 
made from... in any event, “Page” came from the general idea of different Bible pages. 
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Jonathan Steinhoff 


Update- a number of new articles from North Korea contain extremely likely inside- 
references to different Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table stuff, mostly relating 
to recent Table Update graphics, which is often the case, as frequently described. 
Additionally, Steinhoff’s January 14th posted report-out of his influences on the January 
13th SNL include new Semi-Imaginary Table influences on SNL as well. 


The previous Table Update includes a graphic comprised of elements constructed, in part, 
from pieces of images previously used to generate that of a lunatic asylum cell, as seen in 
the 10.19.17 Update graphic, with that (Oct.) Table Update being introduced as “a 
deconstruction of the elements put together to create” the Mad Dog Snoopy graphic 
included with the 10.17.17 Table Update. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table believes this graphic from the preceding, 1.14.18 Update is 
thusly, via its shared Oct. 19th graphic’s mad dog lunatic asylum components, extremely 
likely to have been inside-referenced in a new article from North Korea 
(https://www.express.co.uk/.../north-korea-news-donald...), through mad dog and lunatic 
asylum type references (possibly the result of consultations with great experts in the 
fields of insanity and dog sounds), which close followers of this language for Trump by 
North Korea will notice, does not occur constantly, but only every now and then: 


“desperate mental state” 

“to be diagnosed as a psychopath” 
“bark of a rabid dog” 

“spasm of a lunatic” 


While these will not suggest “Mad Dog Snoopy” to the normal mind, The Semi- 
Imaginary Table is nevertheless undaunted in perceiving through its special mad dog 
lunatic asylum prism that all of these words in the article relate to the preceding Table 
Update graphic (once again, the 10.19.17 Table Update graphic is part of this prism). 


Another new, extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table also 
regards this same graphic from the previous update. This graphic was described in that 
update as, “...yet another reworking of Steinhoff’s ‘Page’ sculptures... ‘Page’ comes 
from the idea of different Bible pages.” The sculptures are each human faces, and so, a 
page as a face. The Table sees an extremely likely inside-reference to this in a new article 
from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 
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“READING others' faces” 


Additionally, at the same time, another new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) includes: 


“to READ the face of his master” 


This can also be seen as relating to a Sept. 2017 Table Update graphic of the classic RCA 
Victrola dog, “His Master’s Voice”, which came up again as a subject in several Table 
Updates earlier this month, in connection with voice-overs, talking buttons, nuclear 
buttons, and so forth, in relation to likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 
(pls note: Certain additional dog references have been omitted from inclusion in this 
Table Update in the interest of only being permitted so many dog references before 
people representing different specific dog breeds come after you for equal exposure.) 


Another new extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table comes from 
another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), and 
relates to how several recent Table Updates have touched on Steinhoff’s influence on 
Director Ridley Scott (e.g., the January 11th Table Update graphic specifically includes 
an image from Ridley Scott’s movie, “Prometheus”). The title of this referenced new 
article from North Korea includes the title of a Ridley Scott movie influenced by 
Steinhoff: 


“AMERICAN GANGSTERS Running Amuck to Spoil Significant Event of Korean 
Nation”. 


In a blog article description (including difficult to ignore documentation) of Steinhoff s 
influence on Ridley Scott’s movie, “American Gangster” - 
http://jonathands2u.blogspot.com/.../not-enough-time-for... — one finds the “Gosk” 
steering wheel scene is extremely important, the same steering wheel scene specifically 
referenced in a number of very recent Table Updates, including the previous one. 


Additionally, the article includes: 

“ . hiding their upset mind, made a U-turn...” 

This is a perfect description of at least five separate and distinct moments in the “Gosk” 
steering wheel scene. Unless some of them were “L” turns 
(https://archive.org/details/GoskClerpWheelScene). 

In a number of, not extremely likely but at least somewhat possible, inside-references to 
The Semi-Imaginary Table in new articles from North Korea, elements were found that 
related to the Jan. 12th (second to last) Table Update graphic, “Joseph With A Hold On A 
Yellow Light”: 


“to kindle the flame...” 
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(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 

“turn blind eyes...” (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
“their destiny in their own hands...” 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 


Also in a number of new articles from North Korea there were included extremely likely 
and also somewhat likely inside-references revolving around a post by Steinhoff January 
10th, which included reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table and also someone who is 
one of the top 15 guests at Mar-a-Lago, who also is the stepmother of someone Steinhoff 
knew at CalArts (who knew Kim Jong Un's brother's favorite, Clapton, and also 
McCartney, and with whom Steinhoff's conversation led to Tom Hanks' TV show / big 
break, "Bosom Buddies". 


The attached image is the door to Thomas Edison’s Lab in Menlo Park, New Jersey, the 
sign in front readable through the fence, photographed on the day in history crossword 
puzzles were invented (unintentionally).

Update- Several new North Korea and Trump articles contain things that are extremely 
likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, as well as 
additional, very likely inside-references. 


As with the previous Table Update, some of these involve Steinhoff s January 10th post 
that mentioned one of the top 15 guests at Mar-a-Lago, the stepmother of someone 
Steinhoff knew at CalArts, who happened to be a person through whom some of 
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Steinhoff’s influences on McCartney and Clapton (her friends) originated, not to mention 
a phone conversation that led to Tom Hanks’ big break, the TV sitcom, “Bosom Buddies” 
(trivia- Clapton is known to be a big favorite of Kim Jong Un’s brother). These new 
inside-references to this CalArtian re Steinhoff come both from Trump and, once again, 
North Korea. The readers, mostly, have no way of checking this assertion of inside- 
references against anything, except the fact that The Table has always been verifiable 
where possible, and one might also consider these would be no more surprising than 
anything verifiable seen so far (verifiable in terms of being able to check what is 
referenced). For these new extremely likely inside-references, The Semi-Imaginary Table 
will go a few steps further than in the previous update, and list off the specific wordings 
identified, since both Trump and North Korea have nukes against which I am helpless: 


“Russia is denting....” (Trump) 
https://www.reuters.com/.../exclusive-trump-says-russia... 


“the U.S., clean indifferent to...” (North Korea) 
http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php... 


“« , Justification to poke their noses into the...” (North Korea) 
http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php... 

The Semi-Imaginary Table additionally notes several other things contained in new 
articles from North Korea as being very likely inside-references to The Table, which 
relate to the graphic included with the January 14th Table Update (as frequently noted, 
possible inside-references to The Table often relate to recent Table Update graphics). 
One new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) includes: 


“serve as clear touchstone...” 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
includes: 


“to leave no stone unturned...” 
Definition of touchstone: 


“A piece of fine-grained dark schist or jasper formerly used for testing alloys of gold by 
observing the color of the mark that they made on it.” 


The referenced graphic suggests in certain ways the idea of gold selected from / set apart 
from among a number of rocks, therefore, these wordings would relate to the specific 
thing, a recent Table Update graphic, to which one seeks possible connections when 
identifying possible inside-references. When seen alongside of so many other likely and 
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extremely inside-references to The Table from North Korea that have been identified for 
some time, these words identified above take on an element of special value in 
connection with The Table. 


The attached graphic includes an image of Steinhoff and gold bricks made in the ‘80s, the 
pieces of red as blood now mostly faded from the gold bricks image (except perhaps in 
the artist’s eyes).

Update- New articles and statements from Trump and North Korea contain things that 
The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table see as likely inside-references. 


In the January 16th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, a parenthetical remark expressed an 
important (or not) boundary of The Table: 


“pls note: certain additional dog references have been omitted from inclusion in this 
Table Update in the interest of only being permitted so many dog references before 
people representing different specific breeds come after you for equal exposure.” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table believes it to be likely that North Korea related to the many 
different dog breeds matter by inside-referencing a specific Marx Bros. movie scene 
image that first came up in the Dec. 29th Table Update, reference to the image also 
coming up as a subject in a number of following Updates as well, involving a total of two 
Table Update graphics featuring freeze frames from this Marx Bros. scene. It is about the 
name of a fish, more specifically, the oft-referenced Marx Bros. “Swordfish” scene 
(http://www.marx-brothers.org/.../movies/scenes/wagstaff.htm), where all types of fish 
(breeds, so to speak), “Haddock”, “Sturgeon” and “Swordfish”, come up. In new articles 
from North Korea, those familiar with more commonly known aspects of salmon 
behavior, caviar and more (salmon swimming against the current to spawn their eggs; 
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salmon dying after spawning; caviar coming from sturgeon, red caviar (not an official 
caviar, per fish reps) coming from salmon eggs), may have noticed several things: 


“swimming against the...” 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 

“rushing headlong into self-destruction...” 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php... 

“openly hatched...” 

“the ridiculous FLOUNDERing...” 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../u-s-accused-of-convening-fims.../) 


Also related, the word “trumpeting” comes up in a new article from North Korea (the 
article last referenced above). “Trumpeting” has come up previously in Semi-Imaginary 
Table lexicon (as recently as the Jan. 14th Table Update), in connection with Steinhoff’ s 
“How Did The Future Learn To Play Monopoly”, a video referenced as starring former 
right-hand of Groucho Marx (see first 12.28.17 Table Update), and related (Groucho and 
Harpo were brothers) to The Table’s various recent “Swordfish” related updates as 
mentioned above: 


“openly trumpeted...” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table will continue limiting the number of dog breed references per 
update; however, the different types of fish suggested here in various forms, particularly 
the potential sturgeon element in the potential caviar element in the potential salmon egg 
element, being tied in with swordfish via "trumpeting", which is not a connection to its 
many dog breeds idea that The Table would have initially anticipated, without this 
possible fish path seeming to emerge, all spells something... possibly. The Semi- 
Imaginary Table may perhaps in this instance be likened to a speakeasy, in the sense that 
this possible connecting of “swordfish” (plus flounder, salmon, sturgeon, haddock, 
caviar) to dog breeds stuff gets things "through the door", as being a likely inside- 
reference to The Table (though not as an extremely likely inside-reference). 


A speech today by Trump in Coraopolis, Pennsylvania also contained things that are 
likely to be inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“With your destiny in your hands, America will once again be a nation that thinks big, 
dreams bigger, and always reaches for the stars. Nothing will keep this nation of ours 
down, nothing will stop us from reaching the highest peaks.” 
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Recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates have specifically included references to “destiny 
in your hands” (Jan. 16th Update), and to well known lyrics of the song, “The Impossible 
Dream” (Jan. 12th Update), which can pretty much be found in the above as well, though 
these are not out of place in the vernacular of this type of speech. Additionally, it being 
frequently noted that graphics included with recent Table Updates are often the subject of 
possible inside-references to The Table, “reaching the highest peaks” is notable in 
connection with the previous Table Update’s graphic. Further, Trump’s speech was 
focused specifically on the subject of economic (aka money) matters, which in 
conjunction with “highest peaks”, further relates to the previous Table Update graphic, in 
which the visualized peak is atop gold bricks. 


The attached image is from Steinhoff’s desk in the ‘80s for years when he worked on the 
fourth floor at 15 Columbus Circle, New York City, the outside of which is daily 
included as part of the live backdrop on CNN (a true treat for Steinhoff). For reasons 
involving too many details to be worth putting into song, Steinhoff conclusion beyond 
doubt is that this image is what led to the album title and song, “Secret Language of 
Birds” by Jethro Tull’s Ian Anderson (trivia: elsewhere on this same Steinhoff desk was 
his most very influencing of other rock legends artwork, “Shadow In Control” - 
https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=eOO6ese9L6s). 





Jonathan Steinhoff 


Update- A number of things contained in new articles from North Korea are extremely 
likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, as well as 
things less likely to be possible inside-references to The Table but regarded as worthy of 
consideration nevertheless, being sufficiently possible. 


The graphic attached with the previous Table Update was introduced as relating to 
Steinhoff’s influence on Jethro Tull’s Ian Anderson. One of the few other places a 
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mention of Steinhoff and Anderson occurs, albeit parenthetically, is in Update 11 of 
Steinhoff’s Gofundme (navigable from https://www.gofundme.com/yvu8jw). This 
Gofundme Update 11 has to do with Steinhoff’s influence on The Kinks’ final album, 
“PHOBIA”, their important early introduction of social consciousness into Top Ten radio 
culture and apocalyptic matters also coming up. 


Usage of the word “PHOBIA” in the title of a new article from North Korea, “Americans 
Suffer from Nuclear-PHOBIA” (https://kcnawatch.co/.../americans-suffer-from- 
nuclear.../), is among several new phrasings from North Korea that possibly point to 
Steinhoff’s Gofundme Update 11. Another new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), entitled, “Let Us Intensify Class Education”, 
seems very related to Steinhoff s “Phobia”-related Update 11 as well, in terms of a 
specific discussion on the subject of social consciousness, “class consciousness” being 
among the phrases the article contains, which aligns with the title of the article from 
North Korea. From Steinhoff’s referenced Gofundme Update 11: 


“The Kinks often contributed to rock & roll, beginning from when it was relatively 
young, a specially elevated, inspired social consciousness, even before this was seriously 
considered any real part of the genre (a genre thought at one point to be purely one 
generation's teen music).” 


In a separate, extremely likely inside-reference to The Table, this article from North 
Korea re class consciousness additionally includes: 


“preventing recurrence of the bloody history and making the red flag of revolution 
flutter...” 


This phrasing, in relating the words “bloody” and “red” into the same sentence, has 
something significant in common with the description introducing the January 17th Table 
Update graphic: 


“the pieces of red as blood now mostly faded from the gold bricks (except perhaps in 
the artist’s eyes).” 


As is frequently reiterated, Table Update graphics are very often what lead to possible 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table. This is perfectly consistent with this 
pattern.” 


Also included in this article from North Korea, which may or may not relate to the fish 
discussed in the previous Table Update (the following would also have been noted if 
dragons had been a subject): 


“release dealt with the scales...” 


Also noteworthy is that the “Phobia” article from North Korea connected fears regarding 
a meteor alert to fears relating to Hawaii’s alert and the nuclear crisis, in that the January 
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14th Table Update, prior to the meteor alert, happened to do this same thing. (This may 
have actually been an inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table on the part of 
whoever sent the meteors to Earth, as He sometimes shows a sense of humor with me.) 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) also 
includes possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“The people's standard of living is being improved day by day thanks to the remarkable 
development in THE LIGHT INDUSTRY.” 


As the wording, “the light industry”, is slightly anomalous and thus might catch one’s 
attention, The Semi-Imaginary Table notes also that several recent Table Update graphics 
relate to this, specifically, the January 16th Table Update, which features a photograph of 
Edison’s lab (believed to be home of the first lightbulb), and also the January 12th Table 
Update graphic, which is entitled, “Joseph With A Hold On A Yellow Light”. With the 
two Update graphics being so similar in terms of the idea of generating light, the 
encompassing nature of “the light industry” in relation to this is noticeable to The Table. 


Also included in this article from North Korea were two additional things that may relate 
to recent Table Updates: 


“sky-high spirits” 


The January 17th Update graphic shows Steinhoff very high up atop something, putting 
him in the sky. 


“commander in the van” 


As mentioned in previous Table Updates, “van” has sometimes taken on significance in 
Table lexicon, causing the above phrasing to possibly relate to the “secretly tumbling 
spacecraft” referenced in Steinhoff’s “Phobia” Gofundme Update 11, in connection with 
Steinhoff’s “Coin That Came In Second” self-published semi-novel. 


The phrasing “‘...sparked off the explosive postage...”, found in the above-referenced 
“Phobia” article from North Korea, apparently meant as “posting” rather than “postage” 
and thus attention-getting, may also be an inside-reference, in that the same image of 
Steinhoff from the ‘80s used for the January 17th Table Update graphic (or Steinhoff 
photographed a moment after the other photograph, or before) can also be found as a 
small square with a perforated edge, like a postage stamp (one would need to go to the 
link included with the Dec. 25th Table Update, this Steinhoff image having once led to a 
Brooke Shields TV Guide cover). 


The attached image is a section of a painting used for the cover of Steinhoff’s self- 
produced, Madonna-influencing music cassette, “Spirited Stories”, a section of which 
also having been used for the 6.12.17 Table Update graphic. The Steinhoff painting 
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incorporates part of Rembrandt’s “Saul and David”, as well as a lithograph included with 
an edition of Dostoyevsky’s “Crime and Punishment”. 





Jonathan Steinhoff 


Update- Several things contained in new articles from North Korea are extremely likely 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, as well as a few 
things that are less likely to be inside-references. 


The previous Semi-Imaginary Table Update was prompted by articles from North Korea, 
due to possible inside-references, to quote from Steinhoff’s Gofundme Update 11 
((navigable from https://www.gofundme.com/yvu8jw): 


“The Kinks often contributed to rock & roll, beginning from when it was relatively 
young, a specially elevated, inspired social consciousness, even before this was seriously 
considered any real part of the genre (a genre thought at one point to be purely one 
generation's teen music).” 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong-sinmun-calls-for- 
foiling.../) now relates to this same Gofundme paragraph considerably more directly than 
the previous possible inside-reference to it, by the entire focus of the article being around 
popular youth culture and its susceptibility to a corrupt and imperialist world: 


“the rising generation as the main target of their corrupt ideological and cultural 
poisoning...” 


“Some countries witnessed regime changes and government falls and the young people 
took the lead in causing such abnormal situations. That is because they were infected 
with the imperialist ideological and cultural poisoning.” 
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“Through films, newspapers, magazines and intranets and other media which the young 
people enjoy very much, the imperialists make them corrupt and degenerate and spread 
illusions about imperialism.” 


Additionally, it is extremely significant that the word “bourgeois” has resurfaced in this 
article, this same phrase appearing in its last two sentences: 


“..bourgeois ideological and cultural poisoning...” 


As described in the 10.2.17 and 11.25.17 Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, the word 
“bourgeois” has become part of Table lexicon, in connection with Steinhoff’s anecdote of 
the time when Steinhoff’s nephew, Adam, only knew about ten words total, and so when 
“go away” was a popular phrase with Adam, Steinhoff taught Adam to add “bourgeoisie” 
to it; thus, a toddler with an intensely limited vocabulary (he is now approx. 98 percentile 
re SATs testing in grammar) was caused to say, “go away bourgeoisie!” (Adam is 22 now 
and no longer does this) This is extremely in connection with this discussion of teaching 
youth to reflect or not reflect a particular political mindset, initially having been meant by 
Steinhoff as an acted out parody of indoctrination of youth, at little Adam’s expense, and 
also so that little Adam might be subconsciously brainwashed to despise the bourgeoisie 
throughout his life. 


The graphic included with the January 18th Semi-Imaginary Table Update was 
introduced as having once been part of Steinhoff’s influence on Jethro Tull’s Ian 
Anderson’s “The Secret Language of Birds” album. A new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) includes: 


“.. Abe DOGGEDLY preached...” 
“abduction issue which Abe group is chanting like monk's chanting prayers...” 


In “doggedly” The Semi-Imaginary Table hears an inside-reference to the Anderson 
album title; had the letters “e” and “y” been added on to the word “monk”, above, or even 
just one of those two letters, this also would translate perfectly as relating to “The Secret 
Language of Birds”, as the word “monkey” would thereby become unmistakeable. 
However, due to the absence of an “e” and/or a “y”, this is only a likely inside-reference 
to The Table, rather than an extremely likely inside-reference. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../s-korean-authorities- 
warned-not.../), includes a phrase that also came up in the January 16th Table Update: 


“S. Korean Authorities Warned Not to Put out HARDLY-KINDLED SPARK for 
Improved North-South Relations” (article title) 


“their light acts and deeds may result in putting out the HARDLY-KINDLED SPARK

These again bring to mind the graphic attached with the January 12th Table Update, 
“Joseph With A Hold On A Yellow Light’, in which the action of the figure lends itself 
to the idea of someone cupping some new kind of flame in some new kind of manner. 
This therefore is a possible inside-reference to The Table. 


This same article also includes a phrase containing things that may relate to Steinhoff’s 
ongoing “Saturday Night Live” influences, a number of recent SNLs having involved 
reference both to Steinhoff s “Larry HOUDINI” video and also to The Semi-Imaginary 
Table (see Steinhoff’s Sunday report-outs of his SNL influences): 


“the host is a shameful and foolish act before the world as it is little short of binding 
oneself hand and foot.” 


Binding oneself hand and foot is something one might associate with a Houdini, and few 
others. We also see the word “host”, a special aspect of SNL being a new host every 
week. However, “shameful and foolish act” could apply to anyone, and so The Semi- 
Imaginary Table chooses to stay out of this one. 


The attached image, first posted by Steinhoff on Earth Day 2016, to this very day still 
mumbles a statement of some kind to the world.

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
regarding Mount Paektu contains something that is possibly an inside-reference to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“performed heroic feats on the ruins and debris...” 
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As is frequently noted, possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table often 
relate to recent graphics included with Table Updates. This somewhat consistent factor 
therefore increases the possible special significance in a connection between the idea in 
these words (not entirely unheard, in the sense that the words generally reflect a noble 
sentiment shared by many), and one contained in the graphic included with the January 
17th Semi-Imaginary Table Update. In that image, a figure (Steinhoff) stands 
symbolically at a pinnacle atop gold bricks stained with blood (specially emphasized in 
the description of the image, it being that much of the red paint used for blood did not 
survive time). The graphic can therefore be seen as lending itself to this specific idea of 
building upon things infused with tragic reminders from the past. This would not be seen 
by The Semi-Imaginary Table as an extremely likely inside-reference, but as a somewhat 
likely inside-reference. 


The attached involves a mirror closet door wall and enlarged photographs of a brick wall, 
used to generate an artistic rendering of an intersection of a visual path to self, and Edgar 
Allen Poe’s “A Cask of Amontillado”.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../u-s-is-doomed-to- 
destruction.../) contains several things that are very likely inside-references to The Semi- 
Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently noted, graphics posted with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates often 
lead to possible inside-references to The Table. It is therefore specially significant, in 
terms of perfectly fitting this pattern, that the following phrasings from this new article 
can be related to the graphic included with the January 19th Semi-Imaginary Table 
Update: 


“forlorn wandering spirits...” 
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In addition to a bottle of SPIRITS being depicted in the referenced Table Update graphic 
(as referenced, it is a section of a larger tavern scene painting), this wording also lends 
itself to the forlorn expression of Rembrandt's David, inserted into this image as a sort of 
spirit hovering above the tavern scene (more pronounced if one refers back to the original 
painting of which this is a section, included in the 6.12.17 Table Update). 


“...in the flames and there is no use crying over spilt milk...” 


I have carefully searched the referenced Table Update graphic image and also the 
referenced image of which it is a section, and while there is no milk visible in the tavern, 
nor spilled alcohol either, out-of-place flames are visible. The Table does wish to note 
that milk is a beverage, and that this may be as far as North Korea is willing to go in the 
beverage department, and so it should perhaps be seen in this light. It is additionally 
possible the “spilt milk” relates to the blood on the gold bricks from the January 18th 
Table Update graphic, discussed in an almost crying over spilt milk / respecting spilt milk 
context in the previous Table Update (which may have been posted after this article from 
North Korea and therefore not a possible influence). 


“its beck...” 


Through numerous Semi-Imaginary Table Update references to the Beckman part in the 
CalArts movie, “Limbo”, which also connects with part of Steinhoff’ s many Lennon 
influences (see https://archive.org/details/LimboLennon2016), the word “beck” has been 
seen as a possible Table lexicon word when it appears in articles from North Korea. One 
of The Semi-Imaginary Table’s “involvement” of Beckman occurred as recently as the 
January 1st Table Update graphic, which features a freeze frame from “Limbo” in which 
Beckman as the fake gorilla is mistaken for the escaped real gorilla and carted away, as 


nearby the real gorilla, benefitting from the red herring, walks away unimpeded. 
“...a wrong rival in the wrong place at the wrong time...” 


This phrasing from North Korea can easily be read as relating to the above “beck” 
possible inside-reference. The inclusion of a possible inside-reference by North Korea to 
this fake gorilla sidetracking from a real gorilla could possibly be of particular relevance 
to the more recent January 19th Table Update graphic, in connection with a physical 
resemblance one might find between the included image of David from Rembrandt’s 
“Saul and David”, and Jonathan David Steinhoff, or not (pls note: Steinhoff advises that 
opinions on this resemblance may or may not effect where Steinhoff winds up in group 
photographs). 


The attached graphic changes around the referenced graphic included with the January 
19th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, the pieces arranged so that David is perhaps 
managing the pouring of two mugs of special spirits, the special spirits in the air images 
comprised of pieces taken from the larger painting, of the man in yellow with red hair 
who resembles Lennon when not seen in special spirits form in the original painting.

Update- A number of new articles from North Korea contain extremely likely inside- 
references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


Firstly however, The Semi-Imaginary Table wishes to make an addendum to the previous 
Table Update, as something seen as an important element was completely overlooked. In 
that update’s focus on a connection, for a set of reasons, between usage of the word 
“spirits” and the image of alcohol, it was overlooked that, additionally, the referenced 
alcohol image is a section from a larger image used for the cover of Steinhoff s self- 
produced music cassette, “Spirited Stories”, as is referenced if one follows the indicated 
links back to the original image. This gives usage of the specific word “spirits” a double 
connection to the recent Table Update graphic referenced. 


A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) contains: 
“The intoxication of Emperor Kojong...” 


After a careful Internet search, The Semi-Imaginary Table finds that Emperor Kojong 
(aka Gojong), who historically first established Korea, is believed to have been poisoned, 
but no mention of intoxication in connection with this. This usage of the word 
“intoxication” in the article, though it does not appear to be occurring as something in 
any way indispensible to a description of Emperor Kojong’s death, does directly connect 
to the graphics included with the Jan. 19th and Jan. 22nd Table Updates, which are 
sections of a painting of a tavern in which everyone has a mug. As graphics included with 
Table Updates often relate to possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table 
that follow, as is frequently reiterated, The Table sees this occurrence of the word 
“intoxication” as fitting that pattern, and regards it use in this instance as an extremely 
likely inside-reference. 
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It has come up now and then in Table Updates that possible inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Table have sometimes been specifically in relation to Steinhoff's SNL 
influences (which Steinhoff reports out on Sundays). From the January 20th Table 
Update, referencing SNL hosts, none in particular: 
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“We also see the word “host. 


This makes it specially significant that the host of the upcoming SNL this Saturday will 
be Will Ferrell, it being that many extremely likely inside-references to The Table 
contained in new articles from North Korea are specifically seen as pointing towards 
Steinhoff’s “How Did The Future Learn To Play Monopoly” video, a recurring influence 
of Steinhoff’s on Will Ferrell (and Ferrell’s comedy partner in many, many things, Adam 
McKay). (For “How Did The Future Learn To Play Monopoly” and McKay, and a link to 
“Monopoly” and Ferrell, see Steinhoff’s Gofundme Update 18 article - navigable from 
https://www.gofundme.com/yvu8jw). 


The December 28th and January 14th Semi-Imaginary Table Updates explain how the 
words “broad avenue” and “Broadway” relate to Table lexicon in connection with “How 
Did The Future Learn To Play Monopoly”, via that video's significant influence on Paul 
McCartney's movie, "Give My Regards To Broad Street." Therefore, possible 
significance would exist, irrespective of the Will Ferrell connection in relation to 
Steinhoff's "Monopoly" already existing, in the following being included in a new article 
from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 

“Let Us OPEN BROADWAY of Building Powerful Socialist Nation 

on Strength of Science and Technology” (article title) 

“open up a broad avenue” 

“opening up a broad avenue” 

Additionally, something that in light of the above might be related to “How Did The 
Future Learn To Play Monopoly” (the video being about someone not wishing to be a 
party to giving the okay to play Monopoly): 

“give full play” 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
includes: 


“ferocious imperialism” 


The January 1st Table Update having associated the word “ferocious” to “lion”, it is 
therefore noteworthy that the first December 28th Semi-Imaginary Table Update includes 
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a graphic involving a lion and part of a Monopoly board. This would therefore relate 
"ferocious" in the Table lexicon to the other possible Monopoly references. 


It may be interesting to mention that another new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), simply by including “broadminded”, was 
highlighted by The Table as possibly relatable for inclusion in an Update EVEN 
BEFORE any of the other new articles containing “broad” had been read, such being the 
nature of the shorthand in rendering subtleties identifiable to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“faulting the broadminded measures...” 
This same article also includes: 
“lesson of the history” 


In being specially on the lookout for “How Did The FUTURE LEARN To Play 
Monopoly” possible connections this time around, because of those indicated above, The 
Table sees in this occurrence of the word “lesson” something possibly relatable to 
LEARNing, “history” relating to learning from the future, or is it the past. These would 
be weaker connections than those found above in terms of immediately bringing 
"Monopoly" to mind through Table lexicon, yet nevertheless a possibility worth noting 
perhaps. 


As Steinhoff’s report-out January 21st re his SNL influences includes special mention of 
muttering as a general manner, and this Semi-Imaginary Table Update seems to have to 
do with SNL to a degree, The Table therefore finds noteworthy that a new article from 
North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) includes: 


“They are also touting hoarse that...” 


This would imply speaking in a particularly loud manner, the opposite of muttering, and 
also the opposite of whispering, but it still narrows it down and therefore is seen by The 
Table as a possible inside-reference, that particular loudness in one’s manner of speaking 
should make its way into things, shortly after the muttering stuff. 


It is also noteworthy to The Semi-Imaginary Table that the President of NBC, for whom 
SNL’s Lorne Michaels is of particular personal importance one imagines (as with 
Steinhoff one imagines), just made a trip to North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“President of NBC of U.S. Here” 


The attached image adds to my “Transporting Visible Pieces Of A Now Invisible World” 
artpiece with this “Monopoly Pieces Version”.

Update- Several things contained in new articles from North Korea are somewhat 
possibly inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


The Table cannot determine exactly whether the January 22nd Table Update was posted 
in advance of these new articles, however, which would of course be a key factor 
regarding whether that Update could possibly have influenced these articles. 
Nevertheless, The Table sees enough of a possibility of inside-references as to consider 
these worth noting. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
often lead to possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included with the 
January 22nd Table Update was posted with the description: 


“pieces arranged so that David is pouring two mugs of special spirits.” 

In looking at the image itself, one finds that this pouring of drinks by David may or may 
not be comparable to David’s skill with a stone when fighting Goliath, in that it is 
something of a miraculous combination shot that achieves the pouring. This therefore 
may relate to something contained in a new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“those who are not able to put even a bowl of rice on the feast table...” 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong-sinmun-flays-u-s- 
for.../) may also relate to this same Table Update graphic: 


“Tt is as clear as noonday...” 
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While possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table tend to relate to recent 
graphics, this phrasing would very much bring to mind a series (not posted sequentially) 
of very related Table Update graphics which first began a while back with the November 
15, 2017 Table Update graphic. These graphics include, among various other things, the 
face of a clock showing five minutes to midnight, or noon. However, part of the idea is 
that the positioning of the clock hands possess a strange malleability, several little sticks 
outside the clock blocking the clock face, the sticks projecting different times depending 
on the angle from which the scene is photographed. The image in later Updates 
eventually develops to where the clock face is pretty much obscured altogether, by an 
image of Einstein and so on, “clear as noonday” becoming a funny kind of thing in that 
connection. The Semi-Imaginary Table’s theory regarding why this should come up at 
this moment in time has to do with the pouring of drinks element in the January 22nd 
graphic, and the special Lennon spirits (see graphic description in previous Table 
Update). The original November 15, 2017 graphic imagines a special way of smoking of 
marijuana, a real pipe propped up against the image of Lennon’s mouth, but it doesn’t 
stop there, because... and so, by possible popular demand and to avoid an explanation 
that would not do justice, The Semi-Imaginary Table brings back an earlier moment in 
Table Update graphics with a repeat graphics posting, this image reposting being the 
result of a special combination shot that possibly exists only in The Semi-Imaginary 
Table’s mind. One will also find in this turning-back-the-clock graphic a different angle 
on the same lion figurine included in a graphic referenced in the previous Table Update, 
here in non-ferocious mode once again.

Update- Several things contained in new articles from North Korea are somewhat likely 
inside-references (not to be confused with extremely likely inside-references) to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 
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A wrinkle connects together these new identified possible inside-reference phrases that is 
different from the kind of wrinkle that connects elements found in previous possible 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table described in previous Table Updates. 
Rather than sharing connections with very recent Table Updates, the new articles contain 
phrases that share a connection to one specific Semi-Imaginary Table Update from 
almost a month ago, the second one posted January Ist, and therefore not especially 
recent. This very idiosyncrasy is the thing that connects these new identified phrases to a 
very recent Table Update, specifically, the previous Update made an exception in 
specially re-posting the same Table Update graphic included with an earlier (11.15.17) 
Semi-Imaginary Table Update. As is frequently reiterated, recent Table Update graphics 
are often what lead to possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


A new article from North Korea includes: 
“ revelation of their black-hearted intention...” 
“the climate... has been created with so much effort..." 


Because the second January Ist Semi-Imaginary Table Update focused on usage of 
“black-hearted” as containing particular significance, this new occurrence was noticed by 
The Table for possibly relating enough for inclusion in an update, depending. 


The second phrase above, in using the word “climate”, relates to a vernacular frequently 
used regarding the newly developing relationship between North and South Korea, and 
one which is often found not only when nations come to such a place in their history and / 
or circumstances, but also with relation to less dramatic situations not involving entire 
nations. The Semi-Imaginary Table therefore does not overlook that usage of this 
vernacular at this time would likely be there, generally, irrespective of a connection to a 
Table Update. Nevertheless, The Table believes there exists a possible molding of this 
vernacular that, as with the above “black-hearted” connection, relates very much to the 
second January 1st Table Update, in connection with that Update’s focusing on the 
Steinhoff story, “The Poor Climate In India”. That story regards tampering with the 
climate. Additional phrases in new articles from North Korea may not only further 
support how this vernacular has become embedded in the discussion of North and South 
Korea relations, but also perhaps, how it is a tailor-made fit regarding the tampering with 
the climate / overheating subject of “The Poor Climate In India”: 


“...the warming situation...” 

“to stir up the climate...” 

“...a dangerous act to chill the hard-won atmosphere...” 

A significant element in the second January Ist Table Update would be the graphic 


included, as with all Updates, in that possible inside-references to The Table often come 
from attached graphics. As that update’s graphic was a freeze frame of “Droogs” from 
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Kubrick’s movie, “A Clockwork Orange”, in Table lexicon that can also be related to 
“Droogs” in the CalArts film, “Limbo”, and what they do to the character played by 
Beckman. As referenced in the January 22nd Table Update, usage by North Korea of the 
phrase, “beck and call” led The Table to see a possible inside-reference to Beckman and 
“Timbo”, due to other factors, for various reasons. A new article from North Korea once 
again uses this word (though translated incorrectly and therefore attention-catching), 
which in and of itself would not necessarily rise to the level of being an inside-reference 
worth considering for a Table Update: 


“back and call...” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table must often differentiate between words and phrases used for 
the first time in articles, and which therefore are more significant when they coincide 
with something very recently Table related, and when those same words and phrases start 
to be seen often enough in articles to where they should no longer stand out, generally. It 
can be a close call if words occur somewhat infrequently, and so forth. In this case, this 
use of “back and call” (1.e., “beck”) is consistent in terms of allowing The Table to return 
fairly directly to the same January 1st Table Update, in connection with its Droogs 
graphic. 


This convergence of elements that relate to the second January 1st Table Update, first 
initiated by “blackhearted”, which more immediately brings that earlier Update to the 
surface, combined with the previous Table Update’s special retrieval through re-posting 
of an earlier Table Update graphic, suggests enough of a coinciding to The Semi- 
Imaginary Table as to appear to be a somewhat likely inside-reference. 


Several additional thoughts may or may not also relate to this “convergence”. The 
graphic included with the January 23rd Table Update, “Transporting Visible Pieces of a 
Now-Invisible World (Monopoly Pieces Version)”, includes in concept this idea of 
components that were once all part of the same thing, some kind of future reconstitution 
of the parts into a different totality perhaps implied. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table also notes, that as Will Ferrell came up in the January 23rd 
Table Update, partly in connection with an influence of Steinhoff’s on Ferrell 
(Steinhoff’s CalArts Color Video Studio video, “How Did The Future Learn To Play 
Monopoly”), it is interesting that a connection to the current Table subject can be found 
in another influence on Ferrell of Steinhoff’s, “Inspector Burgundy” (see 
https://archive.org/details/InspectorBurgundy for 16mm version that followed Steinhoff s 
CalArts Color Video Studio video, “Inspector Burgundy”, Steinhoff s only other CalArts 
Color Video Studio video besides “Monopoly”). “Inspector Burgundy” involves 
reconstituting a crime scene through the Inspector eliciting acting performances from 
those who were there, the retrieval of elements of a past moment residing in tuning in, 
through acting performances by those who experienced it, and so, a special approach to 
reconstituting. 
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The attached image is a freeze frame from “Inspector Burgundy” of someone with a 
carton of milk. The performer was probably in the CalArts animation school, he always 
had a really big live spider with him, first name was Paul, and perhaps most interestingly 
(even more so than the spider), he explained turning down a chance to work for a 
graphics company called Hipgnosis to be at CalArts, which was then doing all of Paul 
McCartney’s album cover artwork (this may or may not relate in some way to Steinhoff 
having influenced all of McCartney’s album covers for the past two decades more or less 
— see “McCartney and Steinhoff, An Introduction” 
https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_7). The house in which this freeze frame 
was filmed belonged to someone Steinhoff knew at CalArts who had been hanging 
around with Nilsson and Starr at Jim Webb’s (as he was dating Webb’s sister) circa 
Lennon and Nilsson’s collaboration, which Steinhoff influenced (see 
https://archive.org/details/LimboLennon2016). Shirley Temple’s daughter, Laurie Black, 
was initially cast to play the victim in "Burgundy" (she was a no-show, possibly a wise 
decision for the world) in the CalArts Color Video Studio version, killed by a special 
effects bullet / circle doing a figure 8 in the air before reaching her body... however, this 
may be a digression from the current nuclear crisis.

Update- Several new articles from North Korea contain things that range from extremely 
likely, to somewhat possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table. 


In the past a number of Semi-Imaginary Table Updates have identified Steinhoff s 
Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” video (see archive.org) as related to extremely likely 
inside-references to The Table. It therefore is of particular note that a new article from 
North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) includes: 


“...to prove that what the U.S. wants awake or asleep...” 
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As one finds in stories now and then, “Uncle’s Dream” has a lot to do with someone 
attempting to prove the intention of a disoriented elderly man, the separating of his asleep 
wish from his awake wish developing as the focus of the characters. 


In further connection to this phrase appearing at this time, The Semi-Imaginary Table 
notes it will be Dostoyevsky’s birthday tomorrow on January 28th. The Table has in the 
past made note of instances where it appeared extremely likely that inside-references 
from North Korea specifically related to birthdays of important Table lexicon entities and 
such. Additionally, the graphics included with the January 20th and January 22nd Table 
Updates both involve images that originated as a lithograph illustration in an edition of 
Dostoyevsky’s “Crime and Punishment” (as previously noted). Graphics included with 
recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates often lead to possible inside-references to The 
Table, as is frequently reiterated in Table Updates. 


This same new article from North Korea also includes: 
“not hot air...” 


A January 25th post by Steinhoff (non-Semi-Imaginary Table) described his imaginary 
money idea aimed at those who might enjoy: 


“crossing Abbey Road in a HOT AIR balloon!” 


Additionally, the January 19th and 20th Semi-Imaginary Table Updates both referenced 
Steinhoff’s gofundme update article about his influence on The Kinks, which is described 
as including, in part, Steinhoff’s influence on the Kinks song, “Looney Balloon”, about a 
hot air balloon (that doesn’t travel back and forth above the crosswalk at Abbey Road). 


Also in this same new article from North Korea: 
“should POOL their efforts...” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees this as a likely inside-reference to the several 
“combination shot” references in the January 24th Table Update, a pool reference. In this 
relation, The Table further notes a somewhat recent instance, January 14th 
(https://www.cnn.com/.../north-korea-south.../index.html) where North Korea also had 
reason to use the phrase, “...POOL their efforts...” That occurrence of the word “pool” 
appears shortly after the January 8th Table Update graphic, which features pool balls (as 
well as other things lined up like pool balls). 


As was described in the previous Table Update, and which also occurs in this new article 
from North Korea, the relationship between North and South Korea continues to be 
discussed in possibly Table lexicon-related terms such as, “the creation of a new 
climate”, however, these would not at this point rise to the level of being possible inside- 
references to describe in Table Updates, being embedded in that vernacular to where a 
specifically intended connection to The Table would not seem to be particularly implied. 
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Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains a very likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table in connection with 
the article title and subject: 


“Let Us Add Shine to Tradition of Great Chollima Upswing” 


The Chollima Movement, as an extremely important part of the history of North Korea 
(the 1950s), is clearly worthy and likely as the subject of an article from North Korea 
beyond anything that has occurred within the past several weeks. Therefore, The Semi- 
Imaginary Table notes the timing of this article, in such close proximity and with such 
particular relevance to a graphic posted with a recent Table Update. Specifically, the 
graphic included with the January 23rd Table Update depicts an artpiece featuring a 
camel, the particular focus being the various things piled up on the camel’s SADDLE. 
The Collima, for which The Chollima Movement is named, is a: 


“...mythical winged horse too swift and elegant TO BE MOUNTED (by any mortal 
man)” 


The attached graphic is a section of something Steinhoff created 5.22.94 upon being hired 
for his first job in California, Steinhoff having contributed to the image a stone from 
England, some unnamed artist being responsible for the Atlas drawing, which Steinhoff 
found somewhere after all the helium had gone out.

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains something that is a very likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump 
Un Steinhoff Table: 


“always poured cold water...” 
“act of pouring water on the spark...” 
(closing sentence of article) 


As is frequently reiterated, possible influences of The Semi-Imaginary Table are often in 
relation to graphics included with recent Table Updates. The black and white image of 
someone holding a carton of milk included with the January 26th Update, perhaps over- 
the-top in terms of projecting wholesome, could perhaps be seen as a dousing of the 
image involving marijuana included with the January 25th Table Update, which was 
itself reposted in relation to the graphic included with the January 22nd Table Update, 
which featured a special manner of pouring alcoholic beverages. As the pouring graphic 
is further described in the January 24th Update: 


“this pouring of drinks by David may or may not be comparable to David’s skill with a 
stone when fighting Goliath.” 


Additionally, an image of a marijuana roach clip, which is part of the referenced reposted 
graphic included with the January 25th Table Update, was previously described by The 
Table several months ago as being in a certain kind of connection with the Lennon song, 
“Old Dirt Road”, and the water element in that song’s lyrics. 
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The attached image is from the movie, “Little Big Man”, showing Faye Dunaway as she 
watches Dustin Hoffman in mid-Baptism, and therefore still partly crazy wild, in the 
minds of the times.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../commentary- 
confrontation-moves.../) includes something that is an extremely likely inside-reference 
to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“to hamstring the efforts...” 


As is frequently reiterated, possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table often 
result from graphics posted with recent Table Updates. The graphic included with the 
January 23rd Update, “Transporting Visible Pieces of a Now-Invisible World, Monopoly 
Pieces Version’, depicts a camel sitting, likely interpretations of the image including the 
idea of the camel having been rendered immobilized owing to the things piled upon it. 


Among the correct usages of “hamstring”: 


“To cause one to not be able to move, walk, or function. To immobilize someone;” 
“wolf packs try to hamstring their prey.” 


The attached image shows the moment we meet the Paul McCartney character in his 
movie, “Give My Regards To Broad Street”, the manner of presentation of his 
immobility in traffic, where we move from the foot up to him, having resulted directly 
(though McCartney FAILS to acknowledge) from the moment we meet the chained foot 
of the protagonist in Steinhoff s CalArts video, “How Did The Future Learn To Play 
Monopoly”, the Capitalism-related sounding movie title (Broad Street) further relating to 
Steinhoff’s “Monopoly”. Both “Broad Street” and “Monopoly” were made by people in a 
certain kind of proximity to Paul McCartney, to put such things a certain way. There may 
also be reason to believe “Broad Street” and its missing tape plot is related to the well 
known time Steinhoff’s “Monopoly” went missing.

Update- Several things contained in Trump’s State of the Union message yesterday, and 
in new articles from North Korea, range from extremely likely to somewhat possible 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


In Trump’s speech, an anomaly was contained in his phrasing: 
“If we see a challenge, we TAME it.” 
The normal phrasing would be, “If we see a challenge, we MEET it.” 


This making the word “meet” into something through its conspicuous and anomalous 
omission is extremely significant to The Semi-Imaginary Table, as this exact same word 
was also given very special usage in the second January 29th Table Update, in relation to 
Steinhoff’s “How Did The Future Learn To Play Monopoly” video: 


“shows the moment we MEET the Paul McCartney character... having resulted 
directly from the moment we MEET the chained foot of the protagonist in Steinhoff’s 
CalArts video ...” 


As the first album of The Beatles was entitled, “Meet The Beatles”, and as in this 
instance the word “meet” is used both in connection with McCartney and in a manner 
highly unusual (“...meet the chained foot...”, this adds up to much being attached to this 
Table usage of "meet", and also adds up to - an extremely likely inside-reference to The 
Semi-Imaginary Table, for Trump to make the word “meet” / avoidance of the word 
“meet” particularly noticeable the next day (no vegan jokes today). 
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As another aspect of this is the idea of taming (challenges), this likely also relates to the 
previous January 30th (“elsewhere posted”) Semi-Imaginary Table Update reference to 
the Dec. 28th Update graphic, of a CHAINED LION FOOT on a MONOPOLY BOARD. 
Parenthetically, this may have been a moment that offered some a certain glimmer of 
Hope, in that Trump did not indicate a desire to drop a nuclear bomb on challenges. 


There may also have been an additional inside-reference during last night’s State of the 
Union message, relating to someone previously referenced in Table Updates, the 
stepdaughter of one of the top 15 residents of Mar-a-Lago (who knew Steinhoff at 
CalArts a little, and Clapton and McCartney). 


A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) includes: 
“leading the first step...” 


It is unknown whether this article was written before or after the ("elsewhere posted") 
January 30th Table Update, which included: 


“...one sees where it would be the next ‘step’, Abbey Road-wise.” 


The above phrasing from North Korea would therefore appear to be a possible inside- 
reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table, partially depending on which came first, and 
next. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) also 
includes, in both the title and text, something that is also a possible inside-reference: 


article title: 
“Cunning Tricks for Overseas Expansion” 
“thinly veiled tricks...” 


As mentioned in the January 12th Table Update in connection with possible inside 
references to The Table by Trump and North Korea, Steinhoff has sometimes been an 
influence on the work of someone he met in 1975, Producer Stuart Cornfeld (who has 
also worked with Will Ferrell, Ferrell also having come up in recent Table Updates). It 
may therefore be significant that last night Cornfeld’s TV show, “Another Period”, had 
an episode about Houdini containing various things that may have inside-referenced 
Steinhoff, including “Gost” instead of “Gosk” (one of Steinhoff's main videos), and 
Houdini in relation to a failure to escape a strait-jacket, as with Steinhoff s Houdini video 
(https://archive.org/.../LarryHoudiniAndNapoleonEscapevideo), no doubt an idea that has 
come up now and then, particularly when Houdini was taking too long to escape. (This 
Larry Houdini video — note the “H” missing from both Larry’s name and “Gost” - has 
also been a significant SNL influence this season, as described in Steinhoff’s Sunday 
report-outs of his SNL influences.) 
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The attached image takes the idea of a world revolving around Monopoly a little further 
than some might wish to see.

Update- Several new articles from North Korea contain things that are very likely inside- 
references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


In the January 30th Table Update (“elsewhere posted”, due to Facebook technical 
difficulties, as a new 1.30.18 post, rather than as a comment under 4.18.17), an extremely 
likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table by Putin was described, as well as 
possible inside-references possibly meant to relate to Putin’s extremely likely inside- 
reference, contained in articles from North Korea. There was also a possibility of 
coordination regarding these between Putin and North Korea (something perhaps difficult 
to accept even as a possibility, for those unfamiliar with the positioning of The Semi- 
Imaginary Table in the nuclear crisis we all “face”, as shown in Table Updates). As 
described in the January 30th Table Update, Putin’s remark was related to a plot 
development in Steinhoff s “Bishop and Pawn Forfeit Rule” video (see archive.org), 
involving a tree felled into the path of a vehicle to deliberately block it. For this reason, 
and because of the Warner Bros. (two of whose grandchildren, cousins, were in a class 
Steinhoff took at CalArts in the ‘70s), something contained in a new article from North 
Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) is believed to be an extremely likely 
inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“the acme...” 


It being a pattern The Table has found that such words as this, when they appear in 
articles from North Korea, sometimes jump off the page a little for a reason, a moment 
was spent on a most common association with the word “acme” - Wiley Coyote’s use of 
Acme products to stop The Roadrunner (in the classic Warner Bros. cartoons). This 
perfectly matches the extremely likely inside-reference by Putin regarding felling a tree 
to deliberately block the path of a vehicle. In terms of posting timelines, because Putin’s 
extremely likely inside-reference to The Table would have been self-apparent to those 
truly following “things”, it should be noted that North Korea would almost certainly have 
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become aware of it even before the January 30th Table Update made note. And if there 
was coordination with Putin, possibly even before Putin’s remark. 


After identifying “acme” as an extremely likely inside-reference, The Table then found in 
a new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../south-korean-conservatives.../) 
something further along the same lines, which because of “acme” having already been 
identified in a different new article, therefore reads as related: 

“"..ajerry-built facility with frequent accidents...” 

Jerrybuilt Definition: 

“badly or hastily built with materials of poor quality” 


Jerrybuilt Synonyms: 


“shoddy, makeshift, badly built, gimcrack, flimsy, insubstantial, rickety, ramshackle, 
crude, chintzy” 


One might see in most of the synonym words the kind of thing Wiley Coyote might 
perhaps wear on a T-shirt, at which point this possible connection may come together. 


As is frequently reiterated, possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table often 
relate to graphics posted with recent Table Updates. For this reason, new articles from 
North Korea are seen as containing possible inside-references to the image included with 
the January 29th Table Update, of Paul McCartney’s shoe: 


“in future, too, but never sit idle...” 

“...the U.S. dangerous game...” 

“...charting a course...” 

(https://kcnawatch.co/.../dprk-foreign-minister-sends.../) 

“blocking the harmony of” 

(https://kcnawatch.co/.../kcna-commentary-reveals-what.../) 

McCartney’s shoe is depicted in relation to both his “Give My Regards To Broad Street” 
movie and Steinhoff’s “Broad Street” movie-influencing, “How Did The Future Learn To 
Play Monopoly”, about someone fighting against the dangers of playing Monopoly. 
Those familiar with the McCartney movie may notice that to “sit idle” is very much a 
part of that shoe image, as is “charting a course”, in terms of the movie showing 


McCartney sitting idle in traffic, writing at that moment as his alternate “course” under 
the circumstances in lieu of being able to physically move (this connection works better 


180 


when seen next to the others). As the focus of “Broad Street" is a missing McCartney 
recording and whether its disappearance reflects a deliberate obstruction, “blocking the 
harmony” also would lend itself as relating to this movie premise. 


The attached graphic may or may not relate to Wiley Coyote, in that it includes an image 
from the movie, “Back To The Future III”, when missing train tracks pose a certain kind 
of dilemma. [Trivia: As “Back To The Future” is a Zemeckis movie, and as one of the 
few people to whom Steinhoff gave a copy of his “How Did The Future Learn To Play 
Monopoly” video was Sean Daniel, Universal’s then-spokesman for Zemeckis’ first 
movie, “I Wanna Hold Your Hand”, about five kids from Maplewood, NJ, made when 
Steinhoff in California was working on one 16mm movie starring the son of 
Maplewood’s mayor ("Log of a Log Log") and another featuring another resident of 
Maplewood ("At One Time So Much Seemed Less Remote"), and for a number of other 
reasons, it is quite certain the Zemeckis movie title developed out of Steinhoff’s video 
title. ]

Update- New articles from North Korea contain very likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


Because recognizing usage of Semi-Imaginary Table lexicon words and phrases is often 
involved in interpreting possible inside-references to The Table, it should be noted that 
some words and phrases initially appear in articles such that possible inside-references 
may be suggested, and then reappear in various other articles over time after that, such 
that appearances of these same things become less likely to contain the same significance 
as when they were first being used. 


A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) contains 
several things that were identified in past Table Updates, for a set of reasons not limited 


to self-apparent ones, as being very likely inside-references: 


“they fought against the wrong rival in the wrong war at the wrong time and place...” 
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In the January 22nd Semi-Imaginary Table Update there was reference to an article 
containing this same basic phrase, which for a set of reasons pointed to a likely inside- 
reference to The Table, partly via a reference to the CalArts film, “Limbo”, with relation 
to a scene in which an actor gorilla is captured by The L.A. Zoo in error, instead of the 
real gorilla. 


“...gone through fire and water to carry them out in the van...” 


Previous usages of the word “van” in articles from North Korea, meant in the articles to 
represent the word “vanguard”, have been identified in various Table Updates, beginning 
with the 12.11.17 Update, as one of the words that is part of the developing Table 
lexicon, with possible inside-references involving its usage happening to possibly relate, 
for reasons, to the L.A. Zoo van in the CalArts gorilla movie, “Limbo” (the word “van” 
went on to lending itself to other vehicle references, as part of the likely interpretation 
under circumstances). The 12.11.17 Table Update also notes that the legendary James 
“Fire and Rain” Taylor (who made an album titled “Gorilla” a year after the CalArts 
gorilla movie), for a very long time has had as one of his two back-up singers, the sister 
of Dinah Manoff, the star of "Limbo" (and one of Steinhoff's former Film School 
classmates). The Semi-Imaginary Table therefore hears “Fire and Rain” in this article's 
references to going through fire and water, and a van, owing to the "Limbo" connection 
in Table lexicon. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kpa-carries-on-history- 
and.../) includes: 


“PRECIOUS national asset that CANNOT BE BARTERED for anything” 


The January 30th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, which was the day of Trump’s State of 
the Union message, identified usage of the word “precious” in an article from North 
Korea, for a set of reasons beyond that which may be self-apparent, as an extremely 
likely inside-reference to The Table, relating to the (extremely State of the Union- 
sounding) opening of the Lennon song, “Starting Over”. If one incorporates together a 
number of things, including into one’s Lennon-associating read of the above usage of the 
word “precious”, and the January 22nd and January 27th Semi-Imaginary Table Update 
descriptions of the painting that originated as a lithograph, found in an edition of 
Dostoyevsky’s classic pawnbroker novel, “Crime and Punishment”, as featuring the 
image of a “guy in yellow with red hair who resembles Lennon, when seen in the original 
painting”... one may relate to the above usage of the word “barter” as connecting to 
Dostoyevsky’s pawnbroker’s indifference to special value. 


This new article from North Korea also includes: 


“leader in the van..” 
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This may further relate to the above "Limbo" van references, perhaps more specifically 
interconnecting with the actor gorilla image referenced in “Lennon Nilsson Steinhoff Info 
Collage” (https://archive.org/details/LimboLennon2016). 


The attached image, as with the January 19th Table Update graphic (which is 
deconstructed / reconstructed in the January 22nd Update graphic), is a section from the 
referenced painted over lithograph from an edition of Dostoyevsky’s classic novel, 
“Crime and Punishment”. Trivia (possibly...): For a set of complex, mind-boggling 
reasons, it may be legitimate to conjecture that the yellow seen in this image, part of a 
spacey garment when the image is seen in its entirety, may or may not have been an 
important influence on the spacey yellow garment of the Doc character in the movie, 
“Back To The Future IT” (the likelihood increased by the fact that the "Back To The 
Future" movies were influenced by Steinhoff in numerous significant other ways).

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains several things that are somewhat possible inside-references to The Semi- 
Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table (not to be confused with extremely likely inside- 
references, which have no doubt spoiled some readers into believing anything less cannot 
be important enough): 


“illusion about imperialism” (appears FIVE TIMES, including in the article title) 
“fate of doom...” 


“_..cook one's own goose...” 
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As is frequently reiterated, possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table often 
result from graphics posted with recent Table Updates. With this in mind, and because of 
so many previous extremely likely inside-references occurring in this manner, The Table 
sees the possibility of inside-references to the graphic included with the January 31st 
Table Update in these phrases. 


With relation to the article’s focus on the “illusion about imperialism”, the referenced 
January 31st graphic, in showing Monopoly pieces on an imagined Monopoly board, 
which involves the danger of falling into the fires of hell as they go around the board, 
might be said to be more in the spirit of “showing up” or “seeing through the Capitalist 
illusion of” the conventional Monopoly board, a symbol of Capitalism (or Capitalistic 
exploitation to some), so as to see the truth beneath the illusion. This spirit may be said to 
exist by varying degrees in many works, nevertheless, within a spectrum this graphic 
would have to be at the extreme end, with works all about penetrating / seeing through 
mass illusion relating to pervasive societal / national frameworks. 


The “cook one’s own goose” and “fate of doom” could also relate, in that the referenced 
Table Update graphic sets up the “Monopoly board” so that the game pieces / characters 
can see what may perhaps await them, in terms of the hat piece being considerably 
further Ahead on the “board”, and falling off the board into the fires of hell. The Semi- 
Imaginary Table would add that, had there existed in the world a common expression, 
“cook one’s own thimble”, and had the article gone with that instead of “goose”, things 
would have been broken down enough (and then some) to regard these as part of 
extremely likely inside-references, instead of being somewhat possible inside-references 
to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


The attached is a version of a domino graphic in which a photograph (/illusion) of 
arranged dominoes is positioned within some sort of surreally “actionable” proximity to 
real (non-illusion) dominoes. In its original form (see attachment with first 4.18.17 post), 
this features an image of Lennon sitting on a rock outside the range of the dominos, both 
real and photographed, in the lower right portion, beyond the impact of the illusion.

Update- Several new articles from North Korea contain very likely inside-references to 
The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics posted with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
often lead to possible inside-references to The Table. A new article from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../s-korean-defense-minister-hit.../) includes: 


“...one scabbed sheep will mar a whole flock...” 


The graphic attached with the Feb. 3rd Table Update showed parrots poised to be set off 
by a domino chain reaction, with a variation of this image also described, in which being 
out-of-reach of this chain reaction is the thing the Lennon character is doing, thereby 
containing an implication of avoiding being marred by a flock. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../fm-spokesman-censures- 
trump%e2.../), regarding Trump’s State of the Union message, includes: 


“This is nothing more than a scream of the one who...” 


A possible inside-reference relating to the Lennon lyric with a Steinhoff anecdote, “Just 
gotta SHOUT about” from the “Double Fantasy” album song, “Losing You”, was 
described in the January 30th Semi-Imaginary Table Update (after having specifically 
come up in a Steinhoff post several days before). It was interrelated when another 
“Double Fantasy” word with a Steinhoff anecdote came up as an extremely likely inside- 
reference for various reasons, asdescribed in the January 30th Table Update - “precious”. 
In the context of the referenced Lennon song, “Starting Over”, the word “precious” is 
used by Lennon in a manner that has very much the same sound as a State of the Union 
message, which renders very significant the fact that this came up in The Table at the 
same moment as Trump’s State of the Union message. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../us-will-earn-nothing- 
but.../) includes: 


“times squarely” (article close) 
The Semi-Imaginary Table sees a number of place where this could possibly connect as 
an inside-reference, yet nothing that seems very likely, only possible (e.g., references to 


the song, “Give My Regards To Broadway” in recent Table Updates). 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
includes a very likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 
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“...made by gentries...” 


This word was given special consideration by The Table, owing to singer Bobby “Ode To 
Billie Joe” Gentry being a personal Steinhoff inside-reference word in the category of 
stuff that has come up in Table Updates now and then, re someone Steinhoff knew a little 
at CalArts who was friends with Clapton and McCartney. Initially Steinhoff believed 
these words made it through to Trump because Clapton or McCartney, out of concern re 
North Korea, were somehow getting into the act. Imagine Steinhoff’s surprise to learn 
this woman’s stepmother is one of the top fifteen residents of Trump’s Mar-a-Lago, or 
don’t imagine it, would perhaps be best. As to how these things all are also included in 
North Korea’s knowledge of Steinhoff history as well, one may first need to imagine 
listening to things that aren’t shouted, through the use of modern technology, if that 
sounds possible to everyone’s ears. The Semi-Imaginary Table, with relation to the 
possibility of a Bobby “Ode to Billie Joe” Gentry inside-reference, finds a strong 
connection between that "Billie Joe" song’s legendary focus on something being thrown 
off a bridge, and the graphic included with the Feb. 1st Table Update, which related to 
Wiley Coyote suspended in the air off a cliff, and the moment in “Back To The Future 
III” when being suspended in the air beyond where the train tracks go is involved. 


The attached image was used in Steinhoff’s “American Gothic” video, which has been 
influencing “Saturday Night Live” this season somewhat (see Steinhoff’s SNL report- 
outs on Sundays), though not this image in particular. It might also be noted here, that 
Saturday SNL was once again influenced by The Semi-Imaginary Table, as described in 
Steinhoff’s report-out.

Update- Several new articles from North Korea contain very likely, as well as less likely, 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 
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As is frequently reiterated, graphics posted with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
often lead to possible inside-references to The Table. A new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php... includes: 


“traits of...living for tomorrow is manifested in... advancing along the road of 
socialism.” 


“a socialist fairyland...” 


The graphic included with the January 31st Semi-Imaginary Table Update depicts 
Monopoly pieces traveling along a non-Monopoly board / ROAD, in a hellish nightmare 
where the fires of hell are ever-present (the idea perhaps being, how would Hieronymus 
Bosch feel after losing a game of Monopoly, or if Bosch rejected certain precepts of 
existence in a Capitalist society as blasphemous). As Table lexicon interrelates Monopoly 
with Steinhoff’s oft-referenced video, “How Did The Future Learn To Play Monopoly” 
(which among other things led to the movie title, “Back To The Future”), and with 
Capitalism, the article’s mentioning of a “ROAD of socialism” in connection with 
tomorrow, and also mentioning a socialist fairyland, combine to interrelate with the 
January 31st graphic. The differences are diametrically opposite: substitute a road to 
socialism in place of a capitalism road, socialist heaven for capitalist hell. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../minju-joson-slams.../) 
includes: 


“_..a bete noire...” 
“...would have been erased off a map and would have turned into ruins long ago...” 
“threat decade after decade, century after century targeting...” 


As the graphic included with the February 1st Semi-Imaginary Table Update was in 
direct relation to the “Back To The Future” movies, the connection between these phrases 
and key elements in these movies is of relevance. Though one might imagine the idea of 
a béte noire could have entered the discussion / vernacular in Opinion pieces from North 
Korea on various previous occasions, this actually appears to be new, and so its relevance 
to “Back To The Future” has the potential of being a deliberate inside-reference, the 
Marty McFly vs. Biff adversarial relationship being in the realm of nemesis, etc. A "Back 
To The Future" element might also be found in the phrasings, “erased off a map” and 
“WOULD HAVE turned into ruins long ago”. The timeframe description of “decade after 
decade, century after century” also relates to the canvas dimensions of the “Future” 
movies. This extensive a timeframe in contextualizing is not so common in articles from 
North Korea as to be overlooked so easily as a possible "Future" connection. 


A less likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table, relating to the continuing 
Table significance of the Lennon lyric, “Just gotta shout about it” as a possible inside- 
reference (most recently mentioned in the previous Table Update), was contained in 
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another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../actions-against-u-s- 
worsening.../): 


“holding such slogans as... ‘Peace Olympics disturber Trump, shut up’". 


Other new articles from North Korea include mention of “chains”, a “broad avenue”, and 
a “first step” (https://kcnawatch.co/.../abe-blasted-for-his-sinister.../; 
http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), which may relate to the January 29th Table 
Update graphic of McCartney’s shoe (in connection with a chained foot in connection 
with Broad Street), though are less likely to be inside-references than the above, well, 
perhaps a little more likely than "shut up". 


The attached image is a variation of the above-referenced graphic included with the 
January 31st Semi-Imaginary Table Update, hell-fire replaced with gold in order to give 
Capitalism an appeal more competitive with that given Socialism by North Korea (as 
discussed above). The image's added figure on a purple imaginary street was originally 
part of a primitive Steinhoff painting exhibited on his CalArts dorm room wall in the 
'70s, and was almost without doubt what led to important elements in the title song of 
McCartney’s Wing’s “London Town”. (It was shortly after this album's release that 
Steinhoff received a personalized letter from McCartney, which McCartney's friend 
believed was from Lennon pretending to be McCartney, a somewhat likely possibility but 
not necessarily an extremely likely possibility... Steinhoff once received a letter from 
Yoko Ono that had a particular thing strangely in common with this letter, and yet...).

Update- Several new articles from North Korea include very likely inside-references to 
The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


The graphic included with the 10.17.17 Table Update featured Snoopy in his World War 
I Flying Ace role, fighting the Red Baron while locked up in a lunatic asylum with a sign 
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outside his cell indicating, “Mad Dog”. This led to significant very likely inside- 
references to The Table. As a new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) is entitled, “Trump Should Be Urgently Sent 
to Lunatics Asylum”, past experience whispered in The Semi-Imaginary Table’s ear, or 
did it, that this could be related to the Snoopy graphic. With this in mind, or was it, The 
Semi-Imaginary Table identified the following things in the article that relate to this: 
“...the military adventure “bloody nose strategy’...” 

“..to say nothing of “bloody nose’...” 

“the world concord...” 

“...in the isolated hospital of psychopaths.” (close of article) 

The song, “Snoopy Vs. The Red Baron”, includes as lyrics: 

“...A funny-looking dog with a big black nose...” 

“...Bloody Red Baron...” 

The Table singles out usage of the word “concord” here, because the January 30th Table 


Update regarded usage in that instance as possibly relating to the Concord jet plane. The 
state-of-the-art aspects of the Concord, vs. Snoopy’s primitive “Sopwith Camel” plane, 
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may be seen as relating, as does the usage here of the word “bloody”, “Bloody Red 
Baron” being the song’s nickname for the Red Baron. Usage of the word “nose” may also 
relate, though it is only part of the total Snoopy. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../spasm-of-psychopaths- 
accustomed.../) also includes things that relate to Mad Dog Snoopy: 


“... BARKING that ‘the SHIPS OF REDS came’...” 

“Worse still, they made no bones...” 

“led to national concord...” 

“raising shout of wrath at this group of rabid dogs that block national concord...” 
“...mad behavior...” 

“benighted gangsters inferior to beast...” 

Usage of the word “benighted” is noted, in that a definition of “baron” relates to an order 


of British nobility, which is therefore the sort of person almost willing to be in the same 
room as someone who has been knighted. This makes less sense if one is aware that 
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“benighted” has absolutely nothing to do with knighting someone, yet it does sound 
similar to knighting, and so I touch it with my pen. 


The attached graphic is a freeze frame from the movie, “Back To The Future III”, as was 
the train track graphic included with the Feb. Ist Table Update. The image also includes a 
yellow bottle seen in the Feb. 2nd and Jan. 22nd Update graphics. Of particular note is 
the inclusion in the freeze frame of the movie’s villain, Mad Dog Tannen, which The 
Semi-Imaginary Table believes connects the above very likely inside-references to the 
Oct. 2017 Snoopy graphic, with a recent Table Update graphic. As is frequently 
reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates are often what lead to possible 
inside-references to The Table. (Trivia: The Mad Dog Tannen character and his 
descendant, Biff, were inspired by Trump, per "Back To The Future" writer Bob Gale, 
who sometimes spoke at Steinhoff's CalArts Film class in the '70s - 
http://variety.com/.../back-to-the-future-donald-trump.../).

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../provocateurs-not-to- 
evade.../) contains a very likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table: 


“...the north-south reconciliation getting RIPENED with each passing day...” 


As is frequently reiterated, possible inside-references to The Table often result from 
graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates. The graphic included with 
the Feb. 5th Semi-Imaginary Table Update can easily be seen as lending itself to, among 
other things, the subject of recent developments regarding relations between North and 
South Korea. In the image, one of the two parties shown coming together is depicted as a 
surreal entity, an elephant GROWING FROM A TREE. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees this use of the word “ripened” at this (close-to-the- 
Olympics) moment by North Korea as a very likely inside-reference to The Table, as this 
fits the pattern of connecting to a recent Table Update graphic, the perception of a 
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likelihood not completely uninfluenced by likely inside-references to The Table having 
been ongoing for some time, as described in Table Updates, and so... normal. 


The attached image is a slightly processed freeze frame of trees, grass and Steinhoff, 
from Steinhoff’s 2000 self-produced music video, “New Game”, wherein Steinhoff sits 
(and more) with Olympic-quality magnificence 

(https://www. youtube.com/watch?v=fzpXyY HqFhA).

Update- A new statement by Kim Jong Un contains an extremely likely inside-reference 
to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, and several new articles from North 
Korea contain very likely inside-references. 


As is frequently reiterated, possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table often 
result from graphics included with recent Table Updates. For this and other reasons, the 
previous Feb. 8th Semi-Imaginary Table Update identified a specific component, the 
image of a “surreal entity” in the Feb. 5th Update graphic, as a very likely influence on 
an article from North Korea. This then becomes related to the very same thing identified 
by The Semi-Imaginary Table, from Kim Jong Un’s speech at a military parade Feb. 
8th(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“a stout pillar...” 
Pillar definition: 


a tall vertical structure of stone, wood, or metal, used as a support for a building, or as an 
ornament or monument; 
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synonyms: column, post, support, upright, baluster, pier, pile, pilaster, stanchion, prop, 
newel 


If one looks again at the exact same component from the Feb. 5th Update graphic 
referenced in the Feb. 8th Update, the “surreal entity”, in being an elephant grown from 
something alongside, and resembling, pillars, can be perfectly described as a “stout 
pillar”. Timeline-wise, though the Military Parade speech most likely preceded the Feb. 
8th Table Update, the subject of both this Table Update and the preceding one would 
irrespective of this have related to this “surreal entity” image from Feb. Sth, therefore this 
part of the timeline sequence does not alter how both Updates zeroed in on the exact 
same “surreal entity” image component, for good reason. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../commentary-u-s-is-chief- 
culprit.../) contains several likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“plutonium extraction” (opening sentence) 
“like a stray cat eyeing an oil bowl” 


In terms of relating to recent Table Update graphics, the obtaining of “plutonium”, which 
comes up less often in Opinion pieces from North Korea than one might expect, would 
connect with the graphics included with both the Feb. 7th and Feb. Ist Table Updates, as 
both include freeze frames from the “Back To The Future” movies. 


The second article quote, above could be seen as relating to the graphic included with the 
Feb. 6th Table Update, which might perhaps be described as an out-of-place-ish figure 
amidst gold focusing on a sports car Monopoly piece. Oil, plutonium and a sports car 
may combine to lend themselves to the idea of the De Lorean in “Back To The Future”. 
This may seem a little scattered, especially for those who don’t know how to build a time 
machine, however, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees in these pieces a likely inside- 
reference. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../commentary- 
dangerous.../) may also relate to vehicles of the “Back To The Future” movies: 


“reverse the trend of development with the DPRK's participation in the Olympics as a 
MOMENTUM...” 


“Momentum” becomes a particularly important word in relation to the graphic included 
with the Feb. Ist Table Update featuring a freeze frame from “Back To The Future HI” of 
train tracks, relating to the primary dilemma. 


The attached graphic, a tribute to those times when people next to each other have a 
secret energy to share, includes an image of Denzel Washington's character from the very 
ending moments of “The Great Debaters” (following his watching the proceedings from 
"above", and putting on his coat), the 2007 Denzel Washington-directed movie about 
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communication elevated to a new level in the United States in an earlier day, the freeze 
frame juxtaposed in relation to an image of the moment that influenced that moment, 
Steinhoff’s very influencing “Mall Man” video (see archive.org). Steinhoff is pleased to 
have been a significant influence on Denzel Washington movies more than once: “Déja 
Vu” (2006 - see description of graphic included with first 12.14.17 Table Update); 
“American Gangster” (2007 -see Jan. 16th Table Update and 
http://jonathands2u.blogspot.com/.../not-enough-time-for...); “The Taking of Pelham 
123” (2009 - https://www. youtube.com/watch?v=Uh8ITxybqqw), possibly misc. other 
stuff. Also when Denzel wore no socks on Kimmel in 2009 was because of Steinhoff s 
particularly sockless “Mall Man” character (see Kimmel appearance video - 
http://jonathands2u.blogspot.com/.../if-one-picture-is...).

Update- New articles from North Korea include extremely likely and somewhat likely 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, and perhaps a few 
that land somewhere in between. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../dprk-newspapers-flay- 
pences.../) includes: 


“as foolish and stupid an act as SWEEPING THE SEA WITH A BROOM.” 
The Lennon lyric, “TRYING TO SHOVEL SMOKE WITH A PITCHFORK” attained 


recurring significance in Semi-Imaginary Table lexicon beginning with the 9.15.17 
Update (also see https://archive.org/details/LimboLennon2016): 
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“...a marijuana roach clip identical to the one Lennon’s good friend gave me in 1974, 
shortly before Lennon devalued it by singing of shoveling smoke with a pitchfork in his 
song, “Old Dirt Road’”. 


This turned up again as recently as the 1.25.18 Table Update, when a graphic initially 
included with the 11.15.17 Update that includes the image of the roach clip was reposted. 
In other words, this Lennon lyric is well known to The Semi-Imaginary Table, having 
come into things numerous times, therefore, the above similar phrasing from North Korea 
jumped off the page for The Table. As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with 
recent Table Updates often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The 
previous Update graphic includes an image described as coming from the movie, “The 
Great Debaters”. This graphic ties in with another lyric from this same Table lexicon- 
connected Lennon song, “Old Dirt Road”: 


“Tarred and feathered on the old dirt road.” 


Those who have seen the movie, “The Great Debaters”, can see exactly how this lyric is a 
near-precise rendering of an extremely important moment in that movie. The Semi- 
Imaginary Table regards this strong connection, between a recent Table Update graphic 
and this association with it found in this new article, re its similarity to a Lennon song 
that is very much a part of Table lexicon, to be an extremely likely inside-reference to 
The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
includes: 


“swimming against the atmosphere...” 

This minor confusion of water and air (one swims in water / liquid; the atmosphere is 
comprised of air / gas) can be seen as directly relating to the above-described extremely- 
likely inside-reference, in which “sweeping the sea with a broom” is related to “shoveling 
smoke with a pitchfork”. 

This second new article from North Korea also includes: 

“...are now on the track...” (opening sentence) 

“...a mean fellow looking over the FENCE of a feast host...” 

“..DOGGEDLY standing in the way...” 

“...trying to hold the issue of inter-Korean relations on nuclear issue LEASH...” 

These would be somewhat likely, or perhaps fairly likely, inside-references. Being “on 


the track” relates to the graphic included with the Feb. 1st Table Update, which depicts 
train tracks that one may or may not be successful in staying on, in the movie, “Back To 
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The Future I”. The next phrasing above, which includes the word “fence”, could relate 
to the previous Update graphic, which includes the image of a freeze frame from one of 
the four movies Denzel Washington directed, in that “Fences” is another one of the four 
Denzel Washington-directed movies. This phrasing could also relate to the scene in 
“Back To The Future III” where Mad Dog Tannen and his gang crash the Town Festival, 
as freeze frames from this movie were included in graphics for both the Feb. Ist and Feb. 
7th Table Updates. This phrasing could also be meant to relate to both “Fences” and 
“Future III” (or neither). The last two phrasings, above, for including both “doggedly” 
and “leash” in the same article, may relate to the graphic included with the Feb. 5th Table 
Update, in which an encounter between an elephant and a semi-elephant is under the 
step-by-step control of a centaur. 


An additional new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../s-korea-u-s-and- 
conservative.../) also includes a somewhat to fairly likely inside-reference to The Semi- 
Imaginary Table: 


“clamoring about ‘coloring theory’...” 


As the Feb. 2nd and Jan. 22nd Table Update graphics include an image described as 
being a lithograph (initially included in an edition of Dostoyevsky’s novel, “Crime and 
Punishment’) painted in by Steinhoff, “coloring theory” has led The Table to a “coloring- 
in theory” regarding a possible inside-reference. 


The attached graphic includes the referenced, previously used marijuana roach clip 
image, with Indianhead nickel attached, and also a drawing of the Old West by Lennon at 
age 11, which is part of the artwork for the album on which the song “Old Dirt Road” 
appears, “Walls and Bridges”.

Update- Several recent articles from North Korea contain very likely inside-references 
and somewhat likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
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Table; also, the way they introduced Thomas Bach, President of the International 
Olympic Committee at the Opening Ceremony in Seoul was a very likely inside- 
reference. 


The minor, essentially insignificant mispronunciation of the name President Thomas 
Bach as “Thomas Bosch” that occurred at the historic start of the Opening Ceremony on 
February 9th, was particularly noticeable to The Semi-Imaginary Table, due to the fact 
that the Feb. 6th Table Update specifically referenced the Midieval Period nightmare 
artist Hieronymus BOSCH. The Table is well familiar with slightly misused / 
mistranslated / mispronounced words of minor note attaining The Table’s attention 
thusly, from which possible inside-references are then often derived. (Trump has, on 
occasion, particularly related to the value in specially attaining the attention of many 
(yes, Trump has different degrees of attention-grabbing) when doing something that is a 
likely inside-reference to The Table, as has been repeatedly commented on in various 
Updates.) 


A new article from North Korea includes: 
“...a resemblance of the medieval religious trial...” 
“digging out their graves by their own hands...” 


In finding in this something that brings to The Table’s mind the grotesque-ness of 
medieval times, at which Bosch was the true expert, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees in 
this another connection within a close time proximity to Bosch, and so, an extremely 
likely inside-reference. Additionally, the previous Feb. 10th Table Update, in connection 
with an extremely likely inside-reference regarding the Denzel Washington graphic 
posted with the Feb. 9th Table Update, touched on lynchings, tarring and featherings, 
also alluding to the hanging and skinning related scenes in the movie, “The Great 
Debaters”. The article may therefore have meant to simultaneously touch on this as well 
through the medieval reference, simultaneous signficances being less and less uncommon 
to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


Regarding the above “graves” phrasing, the Table sees somewhat possible inside- 
references to an actor Steinhoff knew at CalArts, Marvin J McIntyre, when working on 
his CalArts “The Breakfast Show” in the early ‘70s (as did Pee Wee Herman, contrary to 
the belief that he skips breakfast). As is frequently reiterated, possible inside-references 
to The Table very often result from graphics included with recent Table Updates. The 
Feb. Ist and Feb. 7th Table Update graphics, as well as various recent Table Updates, 
relate to the movie, “Back To The Future IIT’. In that movie, Marvin plays the role of 
Phipps, who measures Marty McFly’s dimensions for a new coffin, anticipating a certain 
outcome to an upcoming duel. The dual significance would be that Marvin played the 
role of a flying school pilot in the 1985 movie, “Fandango”, in which he observes to the 
Judd “Breakfast CLUB 1985” Nelson character that his friends are spelling out words 
with laundry on the ground beneath them. This non-wondrous laundry word spelling 
visible only for those high above could possibly bring to mind general aspects of the 
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wondrous Olympics presentations, assuming laundry is not thought an essential 
component in reading this similarity. 


An article from North Korea of several days ago, initially overlooked by The Table when 
it appeared Feb. 7th, which in certain key instances contains similar phrasings as a new 
article, includes very likely inside-references to the graphic posted with the Jan. 22nd 
Table Update. While Jan. 22nd is not as recent as has generally been the case with 
possible inside-references to graphics, The Semi-Imaginary Table notes that this same 
Jan. 22nd Table Update graphic was given a special place in Steinhoff’s Jan. 28th weekly 
report-out video of his Jan. 27th SNL influences (including a reference to The Semi- 
Imaginary Table), specifically, the pouring in the Jan. 22nd image was animated for the 
Jan. 28th video. This would, perhaps, change the time proximity of the image to the Feb. 
7th article, which may actually have appeared Feb. 6th U.S. time. And so, The Table 
considers an application of the word “recent” here would be consistent with usual Table 
applications of this word, re recent graphics leading to possible inside-references. 


To consider the possibility of inside-references in these phrases to the Jan. 22nd Table 
graphic one would want to bear in mind two things in particular (as previously described 
elsewhere) — the graphic includes a lithograph included in an edition of Dostoyevsky’s 
novel, “Crime and Punishment”; the graphic also includes a painting of David by 
Rembrandt. 


“., authorities HURLED more than 100 armed policemen...” 
"_..violation of the law on SECONDHAND DEALERS..." 
“ransacked every nook and corner of the house...” 


As the Jan. 22nd graphic features David using his Biblical stone HURLING abilities to 
knock a ceiling lamp into a bottle to pour two drinks, an unusual application of such a 
Biblical talent (as specifically described in an Update as well), this anomalous, or perhaps 
slight misuse, or at least uncommon use, of the word “hurled” found in the article, the 
hurling of policemen, causes The Semi-Imaginary Table to immediately think of David’s 
hurling of a non-stone as a significant part of the hurling in the graphic. 


As Raskolnikov, one of the “Crime and Punishment” characters who is part of the 
original lithograph image, when seen in its entirely (not visible in the Jan. 22nd 
rendering), is well known in that story to have killed a pawnbroker by striking her on the 
head with an axe, this relates to violating the law on secondhand dealers. 


With relation to the ransacking of the house, this again relates to Raskolnikov, in the 
same scene in which he violates the secondhand dealer law. 


The framing of a photograph included with a new article from North Korea might be said 
to resemble the framing of the image included with the Feb. 8th Table Update, as 
Steinhoff seen sitting between two trees, related to a possible inside-reference described

in that Update in connection with the graphic included with the Feb. 5th Update, has on a 
certain level North and South Korea as two adjacent trees. Parenthetically, this Feb. 8th 
Table Update also resembles in an obvious way the newly unveiled portrait of President 
Obama, which would be coincidence (at least, Steinhoff never knew of an artist in the 
CalArts School of Art who could or would be queued by a Feb. 5th event of no 
significance to create a completed painting by Feb. 12th, not possible, and not something 
The Table wishes to get into, especially as the Obama portrait is something The Table is 
delighted about irrespective of any connection, though some mention of the similarity 
does seem unavoidable). 


Another new article from North Korea includes: 
“the U.S. is trying to put a brake to the present current...” 


This is only a somewhat possible inside-reference. It relates in some way to the lyrics in 
Steinhoff’s “New Game” video referenced in the Feb. 8th Table Update, being the source 
of that Update’s graphic, while also relating to the “Back To The Future” movies, which 
have been mentioned in a number of recent Updates, including movie freeze frames as 
part of two recent Table graphics as well. 


The attached image, Bosch’s “Garden of Earthly Delights”, perhaps reflects the way 
Mike Pence might expect The Semi-Imaginary Table to commemorate today as the first 
appointment of a U.S. Secretary of Agriculture in 1889 (and there’s no disappointing 
certain people's expectations of one). 


Due to Facebook technical issues, the article links will have to be attached in a future 
Update (hopefully as an immediately following addendum).

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
includes both very likely and somewhat likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary 
Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 

“evacuation of more than 460 DIETMEN out of MEETING PLACE...” 

“trying to re-kindle a charcoal burning out to make a fire...” 

“dancing to the tune...” 

“holding daggers of confrontation in mouths, not content with spraying ashes...” 

With the above “dietmen” wording (Dietman is defined as “a member of Japan's National 
Diet”), one might tend to associate a recent extremely likely inside-reference to The 


Semi-Imaginary Table by Kim Jong Un, previously described in the Feb. 9th Update, 
which involved his phrasing of “stout pillar” in a speech at a military parade. This 
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followed the Feb. 5th Table Update graphic, which included what might be described as 
an “elephant pillar’, or, a “surreal elephant pillar” (Steinhoff likes that one best). As is 
frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates are often what lead to 
possible inside-references. Additionally, the Feb. 8th Table Update had, prior to the 
“stout pillar” connection, described an extremely likely inside-reference in relation to the 
exact same “surreal elephant pillar” component within this graphic (or “surreal elephant 
pillar-tree”, perhaps). In any event, the occurrence of the word “dietmen” in such close 
time proximity to The Table’s special underscoring of the word “stout”, which was seen 
in relation to Kim Jong Un’s speech containing an extremely likely inside-reference, 
causes The Table to give weight to this usage of “dietmen’”, as an extremely likely inside- 
reference. In addition to this, the words “MEETING PLACE” are part of the phrasing, 
which further relates to this same referenced Feb. 5th Table Update graphic, where the 
meeting of two “elephants” in a specially shared environment is the action. 


The above “re-kindle a charcoal burning”, as with many influences / inside-references, 
also contains something relating to a recent Table Update graphic, the marijuana roach 
clip image that is part of the Feb. 10th graphic. The idea of a roach clip is that the life of a 
marijuana joint can be sustained / re-ignited after it is burned down and thus too small to 
hold as a lit cigarette. This reapplication of the principle of a marijuana roach clip would 
not have required an accompanying explanation on this in the Opinion piece from North 
Korea. The Table regards this only as a somewhat likely, or perhaps fairly likely, inside- 
reference. 


The above “dancing to the tune” can be seen as relating to the graphic included with the 
Feb. 8th Table Update, in that it is a freeze frame from Steinhoff’s self-produced music 
video, “New Game” (as described, with link included), the song’s opening lyric being, 
“It’s musical chairs everywhere that I go.” This musical chairs way of relating to a tune 
contrasts with dancing to a tune. Another possibility regarding “dancing to the tune” 
would be the Lennon lyric, “Just dance to the music”, in that this lyric was specifically 
referenced in the Jan. 6th Table Update. Additionally, this would be from Lennon’s 
“Walls and Bridges” album, which came up as recently as the Feb. 10th Table Update, 
and also in connection with that Update’s graphic, though in relation to a different song. 
This is a somewhat likely inside-reference regarding both possibilities, as dual inside- 
references occur as well. 


The reference to “daggers” in the new article seems a possible inside-reference, if one 
substitutes “marijuana roach clips” for “daggers of confrontation’, in terms of a 
connection to the above-referenced Feb. 10th Update graphic's marijuana roach clip 
image. It should also be noted that, as varied as marijuana slang can sometimes be, this 
would be a new one. 


The attached graphic, a deconstruction into components of the above-referenced graphic 
from the Feb. 5th Table Update, causes Steinhoff a slight amount of Solomon’s Baby 
Syndrome, however, if one believes that somewhere the image coexists with its totality as 
originally rendered, this variation is less suggestive of the Biblical story perhaps, for 
those affected as Steinhoff is.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kcna-commentary-on- 
fate-of.../) includes possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table, not to be confused with extremely likely inside-references or even fairly 
likely inside-references: 


“losing their marbles...“ 
“reminding the people of a well-trained poodle...” 
“tightening the noose around its own neck...” 


As is occasionally reiterated, the seriousness of the nuclear crisis elevates the potential 
significance of possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table, so that less than 
extremely likely inside-references can nevertheless be considered worthy of a degree of 
attention, depending. And as is also reiterated (frequently), graphics included with recent 
Table Updates are often what lead to possible inside-references to The Table. 


The specific “losing their marbles” phrasing above happens to relate to the graphic 
included with the Jan. 31st Table Update, in which a tophat Monopoly piece is falling off 
the Monopoly world into the fires of hell. This does not actually happen in games of 
marbles or Monopoly, however, that would not be considered as a precondition for there 
to be a possible inside-reference. This generally is not regarded by The Semi-Imaginary 
Table as a recent graphic, however, the Feb. 6th Update, which is seen as recent, included 
a variation of this same graphic, though the tophat Monopoly piece has in this version 
advanced onto a character’s head, with no "losing their Monopoly piece". However, even 
as something related to a recent graphic, “losing their marbles” would remain only a 
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somewhat likely inside-reference to The Table, despite being consistent with the ongoing 
pattern, generally. 


Regarding the above “well-trained poodle” phrasing, which is not uncommon to the 
vernacular seen from time to time in Opinion pieces from North Korea, the graphic 
posted with the Feb. 5th Semi-Imaginary Table Update could possibly relate, in that it 
includes the image of a centaur leading an elephant, so as to connect it with an elephant 
of his (the centaur’s) choosing. (In the Opinion pieces from North Korea that have 
previously made extremely likely inside-references to this graphic, including one from 
Kim Jong Un in a speech at a military parade, as described in the Feb. 9th Table Update, 
this graphic has possibly been lending itself to positive phrasings; however, one can 
perhaps see a possibility that it might also lend itself to expressions of negative North 
Korean sentiment regarding relationships between the U.S. and Japan, and other U.S. 
alliances in the region, consistent with previous, pre-graphic expressions on this subject 
by North Korea. The graphic's also including the image of a statue of a man brandishing a 
sword, or dagger, may further lend itself, in some way, to expression on this level.) 


The above “tightening the noose” hanging oneself phrasing, in relating in some way to 
the Feb. 12th Update’s reference to digging one’s own grave, seen by The Table as a 
possible inside-reference to the movie “Back To The Future IIT’, in a scene connected 
with an attempted hanging scene, may further relate to "Future III". However, one finds a 
number of variations on forms of self-inflicted death in the vernacular of the Opinion 
pieces, causing this rendering of the idea of self-destruction less worthy of attention, in 
terms of the possibility of it being specially used for an inside-reference to The Table. 


The attached graphic is yet another variation of “Transporting Visible Pieces of a Now- 
Invisible World”, the most recent previous variation having been included with the Jan. 
23rd Semi-Imaginary Table Update, entitled, “Transporting Visible Pieces of a Now- 
Invisible World, Monopoly Pieces Version”. This one is “Transporting Visible Pieces of 
a Now-Invisible World, Bowling Ball Version”. Trivia: The bowling ball, which is too 
much for the camel perhaps, was partly inspired by the Trump and Un bowling reference 
in "The Domino In The Stone" comedy sketch idea by Steinhoff, included with the first 
"official" Semi-Imaginary Table posting on 4.18.17. The initial posting of this comedy 
sketch is believed by The Table as having been an extremely likely influence when, five 
days later, Trump surprised the world by saying he would be willing to meet with Kim 
Jong Un if elected; which is believed to have been an extremely likely influence approx. 
a week later when Kim Jong Un said that he sees Trump as an American presidential 
candidate he found value in.

Several new articles from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../u-s-condemned-for- 
obstructing.../; https://kcnawatch.co/.../u-s-blasted-for-trying-to.../) include very likely 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


first article: 

“one on the heels of the other...” 

“laying bare the true colors...” 

ending of second article: 

“behave itself.” 

As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
often/very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table (a few verys being 
added in here, long overdue). The graphic attached with the Feb. 9th Table Update 
included, in part, an image of Denzel Washington from the movie, “The Great Debaters”, 
the graphic’s description explaining a secret link between instances of Washington’s and 


Steinhoff’s socklessness: 


“when Denzel wore no socks on Kimmel in 2009 was because of Steinhoff s 
particularly sockless ‘Mall Man’ character...” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees this lending itself to the first two North Korea article 
excerpts above, and so, these connections are consistent with the pattern of relating to a 
recent Table Update graphic. 
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Because Semi-Imaginary Table lexicon has included Lennon lexicon under 
circumstances, depending, consideration was given to the last excerpted phrase above, 
taken from the ending of the second article, “behave itself’. This could, in Table semi- 
shorthand / Beatles lexicon, possibly indicate a well known Beatles song, “Bad Boy”, and 
its recurring punctuating phrase, “Now Junior, behave yourself". The Feb. 10th Table 
Update graphic included in its description a reference to Lennon age 11, a junior human 
being if one sees things that way. The significant connection, however, would be this 
“Bad Boy” lyric: 


“worries his TEACHER till at night... 


This would lend itself to referenced “The Great Debaters” movie very easily, a significant 
element of that movie being how the profound concerns of the Denzel Washington 
Teacher character lead to important, plot-deciding nocturnal activity / secret meetings. 
The path The Table takes to this lyric is slightly obscure, however, as it goes by way of 
Beatles lexicon not specifically referenced previously, and therefore is less solid as a 
possible inside-reference. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../minju-joson-slams-u-s- 
for.../) contains a less likely possible inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“noisy beating of the drum...” 


If one goes back to the Jan. 9th Table Update, which is far from recent, and so makes it 
less likely as an inside-reference even if for no other reason, the graphic features the 
image of Steinhoff poised to beat a drum, which is described as originating from the 
music cassette cover of Steinhoff s self-produced, “That Same NOISE From That Same 
Direction”. As to whether drums are often characterized as noisy in general, or only 
rarely, this is not known at this time, therefore, it is not known how likely this 
combination of “noisy” with “drum” would be, that is, what the likelihood is that it 
happens to connect in this regard with the Jan. 9th graphic and description. 


The attached graphic features something from an image included with the first “official” 
Semi-Imaginary Table posting on 4.18.17 (at the very beginning of this chain), which is 
part of a “Domino In The Stone” comedy idea link included with that posting (and so 
visible in the 4.18.17 posting). It is the stone configuration upon which the Lennon figure 
is seen in that graphic, outside the reach of the dominos. The Lennon figure is not 
included in this new graphic, as it is out getting new shock absorbers and socks.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../trump%e2%80%99s- 
%e2%80.../) includes extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump 
Un Steinhoff Table: 


“one SPAT OUT...” 

“...the attempt of a toad to fly in the sky...” 
“the restoration.” 

“... ADVANCING along their own roads.” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included 
with the Feb. 14th Table Update prominently features a wooden CAMEL figure. This 
makes “spat out”, above, an extremely likely inside-reference, as camels are particularly 
known for spitting, while one would not so often find Opinion pieces from North Korea 
including this in the vernacular. 


The Feb. 12th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, in describing a scene from the movie 
“Fandango” involving a “flying school pilot” and his customer, relates very much to the 
above “attempt of a toad to fly in the sky”, if one thinks of the pilot as the toad rather 
than the customer. Additionally, this also follows a new pattern identified by The Table 
somewhat recently, wherein possible inside-references have double-entendre type 
characteristics. For example, in this instance, “a toad to fly in the sky” also comes 
extremely close to being a description of part of the graphic included with the Feb. 5th 
Update, as well as the variation on that graphic included with the Feb. 13th Update, 
wherein a component very much suggests, among other things, a flying elephant (and 
also a surreal flying elephant-tree-pillar, if one prefers). 
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The word “restoration”, above, can be seen as relating to the same above-referenced 
camel graphic, in that the camel is described as part of an artpiece entitled, “Visible 
Pieces of a Now-Invisible World”. The definition of “Restoration” is: “The action of 
returning something to a former owner, place, or condition.” This would put this word 
very much in the same conversation as the artpiece title of the recent Table Update, thus 
fitting the very frequently seen pattern. 


With relation to the above “advancing along their own roads”, the Feb. 14th Table 
Update includes: 


“...the Monopoly piece has in this version ADVANCED onto a character’s head.” 


This unusual / humorous / poignant usage by The Semi-Imaginary Table of the word 
“advanced” on Feb. 14th (for which we must all give Steinhoff at least some credit) with 
regard to a Monopoly piece’s movements, contrasts with what it would presumably mean 
to state that a Monopoly piece has advanced, also contrasting with the two different 
Monopoly boards / paths included in graphics attached with the Jan. 31st and Feb. 6th 
Table Updates. The Table therefore sees the time proximity and usage of “advancing” 
regarding paths in this new article as an extremely likely inside-reference to the Feb. 14th 
Table Update. 


The attached graphic, as with the previous Table Update’s graphic, reworks a dominos 
image that can be found included with the first “official” Semi-Imaginary Table posting 
on 4.18.17, at the beginning of this chain. This also exists in different versions that 
include Dostoyevsky’s image, in the graphics included with the 10.30.17 and 11.14.17 
Table Updates. Trivia: If this new version of the dominos graphic is carefully put 
together with the “Fandango” flying school movie scene referenced in the previous Table 
Update, wherein words are spelled on the ground with laundry for those possessing an 
aerial view, absolutely no new words will emerge, in proper accordance with 
communication regulations observed somewhere or another.

Update- A new tweet from Trump 
(https://twitter.com/realdonaldt.../status/965212168449941505) contains a somewhat 
likely to fairly likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“They are LAUGHING their asses off in Moscow. GET SMART America! 


In the Jan. 11th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, “Get Smart” in a tweet from Trump was 
regarded as a possible inside-reference to The Table via being a possible TV sitcom title 
reference, because of a simultaneous convergence of factors (involving something 
relating to “Get Smart” creator Mel Brooks, and also Mel Brooks’ former right hand, and 
also several articles from North Korea that interrelated, familiar Semi-Imaginary Table 
patterns, and so on). As Trump does not commonly use “Get Smart”, The Semi- 
Imaginary Table reviewed how this usage might have again been meant, now as a 
possible part of Table lexicon, as something to be regarded as an inside-reference. 


As is frequently reiterated, possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table very, 
very often result from graphics included with recent Table Updates. The graphic included 
with the Feb. 14th Table Update was presented in that Update with a description that 
connected its bowling ball image to Steinhoff’s “Domino In The Stone” comedy sketch 
idea, attached with the first “official” Semi-Imaginary Table posting on 4.18.17 (at the 
beginning of this chain). The bowling ball image inclusion has to do with mention in the 
comedy sketch of Trump having 15 lanes in his UNDERGROUND bowling alley, versus 
Kim Jong Un, who was apparently claiming to have 20 lanes (according to the Trump 
character). If one sees the ultra-classic opening segment of every “Get Smart” episode in 
one’s mind when one thinks of “Get Smart”, in which Maxwell Smart travels to a very 
special UNDERGROUND environment hidden in a building beneath a phone booth, one 
might perhaps then see, in one’s mind, these two underground bowling alleys, slightly to 
one’s left and right. The time proximity of Trump’s “Get Smart” in relation to the recent 
Table graphic relating to an underground bowling alley, thus both bringing special 
underground places to mind, is consistent enough with the pattern, and so a somewhat 
likely to fairly likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table. There is an 
additional, more intuitive element in this as well, that in summoning the memory of these 
bowling alleys mentioned in the 2016 comedy sketch idea, The Semi-Imaginary Table 
was specially asking Trump and Un to try to go back to that place when the wall seemed 
somehow more malleable. The Table does not normally do this quite like that. 


To possibly confuse matters, there was also usage of “Get Smart” in a tweet by Trump on 
Feb. 3rd, which The Table did not note as a possible inside-reference at the time, despite 
the possibility of a lexicon / shorthand element. That Feb. 3rd “Get Smart” occurred 
immediately following the Table graphic in which a drink is depicted being poured by 
way of someone knocking into a hanging lamp that then knocks over a bottle. And so, 
Trump’s tweet may possibly have been meant as a Maxwell Smart reference in 
connection with a then-recent Table Update graphic (or perhaps a Charlie Chaplin 
reference). The Table notes that connecting this style of drink-pouring with Maxwell

Smart would not actually be based on a specific “Get Smart” episode (though there may 
be seven or eight episodes in which you would just need to substitute a chair Max knocks 
into for the hanging lamp; a statuette the chair knocks into for the bottle). 


The attached graphic is a reworking of “The Color Of Gravity At The Center Of The 
Earth’, included in Steinhoff s “Go Eyes Go!” (see archive.org), and involves expanding 
on a section of a sphere image, which also might said to occur when one sees the 
possibility of an entire bowling ball within a fragment of a possible bowling ball 
indication.

Update- Several new articles from North Korea, and a new Trump tweet, may possibly 
contain inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table (not to be 
confused with extremely likely or very likely or likely inside-references). 


Trump’s new tweet re Oprah Winfrey (https://www. washingtonpost.com/.../trump-lashes- 


“...Oprah Winfrey, who at one point I knew very well...” 


As a possible inside-reference in the Feb. 18th Semi-Imaginary Table Update “took a 
moment” to focus on a 2016 possibility of an eventual relationship between Trump and 
Kim Jong Un, portrayed in the Update as having been a moment worth feeling something 
positive about, in contrast, there exists a possibility that Trump’s reiterating something 
not entirely dissimilar perhaps re Oprah is in connection with the Table Update. 
Familiarity with the significant number of extremely likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Table by Trump would further inform one re this possibility, as it makes 
it more likely Trump saw the Update posting prior to his Oprah tweet re a relationship 
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that existed at least at one time. It nevertheless seems very likely Trump would have 
made mention of once knowing Oprah anyway, Update or not, assuming an Oprah tweet 
at this time was inevitable in the first place. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics posted with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. When the Bosch painting, “Garden of 
Earthly Delights”, was included with the Feb. 12th Table Update, the Table’s 
introduction of the image included a joke regarding U.S. Vice President Pence and the 
anniversary of the first U.S. Secretary of the Dept. of Agriculture. Several days later there 
was a North Korea article entitled simply “Agriculture”, however, it included nothing 
else to suggest a possible inside-reference and therefore went without mention in an 
Update. The Table’s mention of Pence additionally joked of his perhaps having a 
pervasive rejection of The Table’s way of relating to the Dept. of Agriculture (in that it 
involved the posting of this Bosch take of a garden). The Semi-Imaginary Table therefore 
sees, in a new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kcna-commentary-on-u- 
s-moves-to.../), how the following relates to this same idea of a pervasive opposition in 
connection with something growing in the ground: 


“trampling even a small sprout of peace...” 


Also related perhaps: when the Feb. 13th Table Update considered “.. holding daggers of 
confrontation in mouths, not content with spraying ashes...” as possibly being a 
humorous euphemism for a marijuana roach clip, this may have been in the same spirit as 
The Table's Feb. 12th Pence joke, this time the cynicism re Republican anti-hippie-ness 
coming from North Korea. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table, in finding several additional usages of the word “trample” in 
another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), 
regards these as possible inside-references to the graphic included with the Feb. 16th 
Table Update, which contains seriously toppled dominos: 


“trampled on the desire...” 
“trampled down upon the aspiration and wishes...” 


The synonym for trample, “flatten”, may most apply in connection with the dominos 
graphic, however, The Semi-Imaginary Table does not regard this as more than a 
somewhat possible inside-reference. Additionally, if it happened (though it is difficult to 
know) that this and other new articles from North Korea followed the preceding Table 
Update, in which Charlie Chaplin was mentioned, this recurrence of TRAMPled, along 
with other possibly related words, may point in the direction of these being inside- 
references in this connection. This is not something The Table regards as very likely, and 
is made even more unlikely by the fact that the times of posting are close enough, as to 
suggest the articles from North Korea may have been published first. 
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The attached image is a dried out orange painted black, some of the orange visible in 
spots, perhaps more so than a year ago when it was created.

Update- Several new articles from North Korea include extremely likely and somewhat 
likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references. The graphic included with the Feb. 
15th Table Update, described as containing an object taken from another Table Update 
graphic image, “the stone configuration upon which the Lennon figure is seen”, is a 
chair-equivalent for the crouching Lennon figure that had been placed upon it in the 
earlier usage. The Lennon figure is described in the Feb. 15th Update as missing from 
this chair equivalent. This relates to a new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“...it makes them feel like sitting on a cushion of thorn...” 


In relating to the idea of finding it extremely difficult to impossible simply to remain in 
one’s chair, this would be an exact fit for the pattern of connecting to a recent Table 
Update graphic. Additionally, this article also includes: 


“the shout of peace...” 


As the Jan. 30th, Feb. 5th and Feb. 6th Updates reference, Lennon’s lyric, “just gotta 
SHOUT about it” on “Losing You”, the “Double Fantasy” album song partly about 

communication lost, was Steinhoff s concept for the loud-in-the-world-on-a-certain- 
plane-even-when-whispering Lennon, passed by Steinhoff to a Lennon intermediary, 
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regarding Lennon, for consideration by Lennon. It was one of a number of things 
Steinhoff gave Lennon / everyone through Lennon. Lennon being so often associated 
with peace, more than almost everyone perhaps, and with the above-described Lennon 
chair extremely likely inside-reference in the same article, “the shout of peace” would 
therefore also, because of context, be regarded by The Semi-Imaginary Table as an 
extremely likely inside-reference. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
includes: 


“an UNDERGROUND tunnel” 


As described in the previous two Table Updates, Feb. 18th and 19th, the word 
“underground” has very recently become particularly important for the Semi-Imaginary 
Table, originally regarding underground bowling alleys in connection with an amicable 
end to the nuclear crisis. The Semi-Imaginary Table therefore regards this occurrence of 
the word “underground” as a very likely, or perhaps even extremely likely, inside- 
reference (even without bowling balls being mentioned once in the article from North 
Korea). 


Several other new articles from North Korea also contain possible inside-references to 
The Table, however, these are considerably less likely to be inside-references. One new 
article (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) includes: 


“Pence could not mix himself...” 
“...a criminal wishing to sink through the floor...” 


The graphic included with the Jan. 22nd Table Update, involving the image of a drink 
being poured in a tavern (among other things), though not regarded by The Table as 
recent, was animated for Steinhoff’s Feb. 4th report-out of his SNL influences. Feb. 4th, 
while also not regarded by The Table as recent, comes very close to recent. The Table 
therefore finds it somewhat significant that the above wording, “could not mix himself”, 
involves the vernacular used when preparing an alcoholic beverage. The referenced drink 
pouring Table graphic has also been described in Updates as originating from a 
lithograph illustration of an edition of Dostoyevsky’s novel, “Crime and Punishment”. In 
this novel, the state of mind of the criminal Raskolnikov is seen during his encounters 
with a police detective. The above description of Pence, as a criminal wishing to sink 
through the floor as a means of avoidance, is very much within the manner used by 
Dostoyevsky in describing Raskolnikov. Thus, this new article from North Korea 
contains things that bring this graphic to mind, perhaps. 


In another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) are 
phrases that may relate to the Feb. 12th Table Update graphic, “Garden of Earthly 
Delights” by Bosch: 
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“running wild” 
“the apple of discord” 
These are less likely possible inside-references than those described above. 


The attached graphic includes images of Paul McCartney’s chair from the cover of his 
album, “Memory Almost Full” (see “McCartney and Steinhoff, An Introduction” for 
Steinhoff’s influence on this chair image - 
https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_7). The graphic's staircase images should 
be seen as leading underground, or above-ground.

Update- A new article from North Korea, entitled “Epileptic frenzy of mad dogs” 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../epileptic-frenzy-of-mad-dogs/), contains several extremely likely 
and somewhat likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 

“running their heads against a wall...” 

“there will never be a man left who would... bury the coffins.” 

“flocking to wherever...” 

“Cannot but be a nightmare...” 

“The more noisily they bark... the more clearly they will reveal...” 

“to the conservatives... the songs sung by the northern artistes, the resounding cheer of 


the northern rooters that ‘Korea is one’ and the excited reply of the south Korean public 
sound like the death knell.” 
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The process of identifying how these are possible inside-references involves a fairly 
developed knowledge of Semi-Imaginary Table lexicon, shorthand, and stuff: 


Firstly, the 11.14.17 Table Update regarded in part how usage of the word “epileptic” in 
an article from North Korea, due to a combination of things, was a Table lexicon word 
relating to Dostoyevsky, one of the most famous epileptics, and someone who has 
occasionally come up in Updates, mostly in connection with possible inside-references 
regarding Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” video (see archive.org). As 
“epileptic” appears in the title of this new article, The Semi-Imaginary Table made 
special note. 


Secondly, the 12.23.17 Table Update involved possible inside-references in relation to 
Steinhoff’s influences on George Harrison (see “Jonathan D Steinhoff s George Harrison 
Influences” - https://archive.org/.../JonathanDSteinhoffsGeorgeHarrison...). 


In the above phrasing, “running their heads against a wall”, The Table was immediately 
reminded of the refrain of a George Harrison song, “Blood From A Clone”, from the very 
Steinhoff-influenced album, “Somewhere In England”: “Try beating your head on a brick 
wall.” The Table made special note, and consequently found several other things in the 
new article that also lent themselves to this possibility. For example, as is frequently 
reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references. The concept of the front and back cover artwork of 
“Somewhere In England”, wherein one does not see the close-up image properly until it 
is contextualized through the other image, a wide shot, closely matches an important 
aspect of the graphic posted with the Feb. 18th Table Update, wherein the image of a 
quarter sphere exists in two such contexts. Another connection would be the fact that the 
song that follows “Blood From A Clone” on the Harrison album is “Unconsciousness 
Rules”, which is extremely related to what occurs in the above-referenced Steinhoff s 
Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream", wherein the interpretation of a real occurrence as being 
only a dream, is the outcome of quite a battle, thus, “unconsciousness rules”. Most 
interestingly, it was only after first noting these that The Semi-Imaginary Table recalled 
that George Harrison’s birthday is in half a week. As The Table has occasionally noted, 
possible inside-references have sometimes involved the idea that birthdays of 
significance to The Table are noted by North Korea. 


As is indicated in the document linked above regarding Steinhoff and Harrison, Steinhoff 
also specifically believes himself an influence on Harrison’s selection of doing a Hoagy 
Carmichael song on that album, “Hong Kong Blues”, which includes the lyric, “Need 
somebody to carry me home to San Francisco, And bury my body there.” The above 
phrasing from the new article from North Korea, “there will never be a man left who 
would... bury the coffins”, specifically reacts to the idea of someone who is to follow 
through on one’s burial. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table believes the above-described connections add up to extremely 
likely inside-references to The Table, especially as the George Harrison connections 
seemed solid prior to the observation that in half a week it will be Harrison's birthday. 
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Several other of the above excerpts from the new article from North Korea are also 
regarded by The Table as possible inside-references, however, these are only seen as 
somewhat possible inside-references. “Cannot but be a nightmare” might connect with 
the above-referenced “Uncle’s Dream”; “The more noisily they bark... the more clearly 
they will reveal...” could relate to the Harrison album’s song, “All Those Years Ago”, 
especially as Harrison’s use of the word “clear” on that song is a special inside-reference 
re a Steinhoff and Clapton-person connected thing (as when this word appears in the 
movie, “Back To The Future I”); “flocking to wherever’, used in the article nearby to 
the word “thaw”, may relate to the Harrison album song, “Baltimore Oriole”, which 
opens with the lyrics, “Baltimore oriole, Took one look at that mercury, forty below”; the 
above phrasing, “songs sung... the resounding cheer... sound like the death knell...” 
could relate to the Harrison album’s “Blood From A Clone” and its subject of struggles 
relating to music being advanced. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table wishes to note several things overlooked in the previous 
Table Update. In noting “running wild” as possibly relating to the recent Table graphic, 
Bosch’s “Garden of Earthly Delights”, The Table failed to note that the first referenced 
article from North Korea in that Update used the phrase, “gone wild”, which can be 
associated with the well known “Girls Gone Wild”, and thus relates very much to the 
Bosch painting (the panel with the naked women running wild). This would also increase 
the likelihood that usage of “running wild” was meant as an inside-reference. Also 
overlooked in the previous Table Update, was that a referenced graphic, of a drink being 
poured, had come up more recently than indicated, the Feb. 18th Update also having had 
occasion to reference this otherwise non-recent Table graphic. 


The attached graphic (which includes several elements from the Jan. 8th Table Update), 
in not letting go of the bowling ball referenced in several recent Table Updates, may at 
this point be dragging The Semi-Imaginary Table down a bowling alley with it, on some 
cosmic plane perhaps.

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Update- New articles from North Korea include somewhat possible inside-references to 
The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table (not to be confused with extremely likely 
inside-references). 


The artist Hieronymus Bosch first surfaced in the Feb. 6th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, 
and has since been a part of several extremely likely inside-references, as described in 
Table Updates, not the least of which being the Feb. 9th mispronunciation at the 
Olympics Opening Ceremony of the name of Olympics President Thomas Bach, 
introduced as Thomas Bosch. The previous two Table Updates are among those that have 
since referenced Bosch, and the Feb. 12th Update includies as its graphic Bosch's 
“Garden of Earthly Delights”. As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent 
Semi-Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to 
The Table. Because of this, a new article from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../0222 10-japan-can-never-evade.../) includes something that The 
Semi-Imaginary Table regards as a somewhat possible inside-reference: 


“comfort stations” 


It be may well be, that it is not only the article's specific mention of Japanese “comfort 
stations”, but it’s entire subject, that summons a comparable sense of morally and 
sexually related feelings of shock that many receive from the referenced Bosch painting, 
“Garden of Earthly Delights.” 


The previous Semi-Imaginary Table Update mentioned that articles from North Korea 
have occasionally been observed to contain possible inside-references to The Table with 
relation to birthdays of special note to The Table, this having been reiterated to support 
an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table in relation to George Harrison’s 
upcoming birthday in half a week. The inclusion of the word “PEPPERED” in a new 
article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../article-u-s-is-nuclear-criminal.../) may 
therefore further support this occasionally observed occurrence, to a degree, in that the 
word “peppered” can possibly suggest the legendary Beatles creation, “Sgt. Peppers 
Lonely Hearts Club Band” (were one on a quiz show, and asked with what one might 
associate the word "pepper", The Beatles work would likely make its way to the surface, 
though The Table will not be reviewing every quiz show ever made to confirm this). 
While usage of “peppered” so near Harrison's birthday would not necessarily suggest a 
possible Semi-Imaginary Table inside-reference, this would nevertheless at least tend to 
support part of the previous Table’s point of a Harrison birthday inside-reference from 
North Korea. Additionally, The Semi-Imaginary Table notes the classic “Sgt. Peppers” 
album cover can be seen as similar to the referenced Bosch painting. Furthermore, and 
perhaps most significantly, the concept of a Lonely Hearts Club could easily find its 
place somewhere in a conversation about “comfort stations”, at the opposite end of things 
within a certain kind of spectrum, if one is looking at things spectrum-style. 


The attached image is a freeze frame from the ending of Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s 
“Uncle’s Dream” video (https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_10), which has 
come up in Semi-Imaginary Table Updates many times before. Among the video’s many 
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important influences would be the central characters in James Cameron’s “Titanic” 
(https://archive.org/details/TitanicJonathanHD720p) and Mel Gibson’s “The Passion of 
the Christ”. As with George Harrison, known as The Quiet Beatle, Steinhoff’s Cousin 
Lori (married to Steinhoff’s Cousin Richard) plays the Quiet Dostoyevsky Character.

Update- An appearance by Oprah Winfrey last night on the TV show “Jimmy Kimmel 
Live” (https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=hxzIImFLqiE) included an extremely likely 
inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


The graphic included with the Feb. 9th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, because it was 
posted later on the same day as the well known moment when U.S. Vice President Pence 
sat several feet from Kim Jong Un’s sister, Kim Yo Jong, at the Winter Olympics, 
without a word passing between them, the Table Update graphic therefore specially 
emphasizing its eyeline of a moment between the image’s two figures. As Oprah Winfrey 
produced the Denzel Washington movie, “The Great Debaters”, from which the image of 
one of the two figures in that graphic originated, that moment in the movie also having 
been, in part, the result of the influence of Steinhoff’s “Mall Man” video (partly 
described in the Feb. 9th Table Update), and as Steinhoff sent a msg to hopefully reach 
Denzel Washington after the posting of the graphic, it was particularly significant that 
Oprah did something that could so easily be seen as relating to this aspect of the graphic 
in her Kimmel TV appearance last night. For the duration of several seconds, and not just 
for a split second, Oprah held up her hand as part of what she was expressing, sustaining 
this position for a certain duration, the camera angle strangely allowing only a very 
narrow path to her face. This was conspicuous not only as the kind of thing one specially 
notices as a viewer, generally, but also as the kind of thing The Semi-Imaginary Table 
catches, being extremely aligned with the Table Update graphic's visual connection to the 
moment at the Olympics that occurred earlier on the same day of its posting. 
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The attached graphic of a hat (not to be confused with Trump's "Make America Great 
Again" hat) brings together the above-described elements so that one might see 
everything by looking in one place, if one knows at what one is looking.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../commentary-nuclear- 
force-of.../) contains an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump 
Un Steinhoff Table: 


“trying to wish seas to get dried up...” 


This immediately reads to a great number of people as being extremely similar to lyrics 
of the classic song by Cream, “Sunshine of Your Love": 


“TII stay with you till my seas are dried up” 


This is of particular note to The Semi-Imaginary Table, it being that Cream featured Eric 
Clapton (among whose greatest fans is Kim Jong Un’s brother), who was not merely 
friends but legendarily friends with George Harrison, regarding whom possible inside- 
references to The Semi-Imaginary Table in articles from North Korea have been a subject 
in the past several Table Updates, and whose birthday is tomorrow, Sunday. 


Additionally, as is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary 
Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The 
graphic included with the Feb. 22nd Table Update, a freeze frame from the ending of 
Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” video (see archive.org), can be seen as 
relating to another lyric from this same referenced Cream song (as would fit a pattern 
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sometimes seen at The Semi-Imaginary Table, of attention being directed to something 
specific in this several-step manner): 


"close their tired eyes” 


The Feb. 22nd Update graphic’s featured “Uncle’s Dream” moment, of a woman at a 
piano, follows the moment in the video when the character closes her eyes while seated in 
a roomful of people, to then open her eyes, finding herself alone at the piano. 
Additionally, The Table has recently noted the possibility of a certain sort of “double 
entendre” in certain possible inside-references, relating very much to two separate Table 
things at the same time, which might be said to occur here, in connection with the 
immediately preceding Table Update graphic and its connection with eyes maintaining a 
visual. It is also possible that immediately preceding Table Update was posted after the 
new article was posted, in which case only the extremely likely inside-reference, re the 
“Uncle’s Dream” graphic, would exist as a real possibility. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../knpc-spokesman-blasts- 
u-s-japan.../) also includes a fairly to somewhat likely inside-reference to The Semi- 
Imaginary Table: 

“Greater East Asia Co-prosperity Sphere” 

The time proximity of this usage of the word “sphere” appearing in this article may 
therefore connect it with something from the Feb. 21st Table Update, regarding the 
graphic included with the Feb. 18th Table Update: 


“..wherein the image of a quarter SPHERE exists in two such contexts...” 


The attached image is a freeze frame from Steinhoff’s self-produced music video, 
“Dream” (https://archive.org/details/JonathanDavidSteinhoff_6). Though difficult to 
recognize from it being many years ago, and also because of the fog, that is Steinhoff in 
the freeze frame.

Update- New articles from North Korea include extremely likely, as well as somewhat to 
fairly likely, inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


A new opinion piece from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../us-and-japan- 
condemned-for.../) includes: 


“...to sprinkle ash over other’s feast table...” 


As is frequently reiterated (pretty much every Table Update), graphics included with 
recent Table Updates very, very often (pretty much every Table Update) result in possible 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


The graphic included with the Feb. 19th Table Update, the image of an “...orange painted 
black, some of the orange visible in spots...” is extremely likely to have been an 
influence on the above phrasing. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kappc-urges-japanese.../) 
includes: 


“making desperate efforts to realize their impossible pipedream...” 


This somewhat possibly relates to the graphic included with the Feb. 22nd Table Update, 
a freeze frame from Steinhoff’ s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” video (see archive.org), 
which involves a woman’s desperate-seeming efforts to assert as reality that which 
another character believes was a dream he had while asleep. The Table additionally notes 
that Don Quixote and “The Impossible Dream” have come up in the past, as have 
marijuana pipe dreams, however, these do not appear to particularly relate to The Table 
in this instance, and as a whole the Feb. 22nd Table Update graphic is believed to be only 
somewhat possibly inside-referenced. 


Depending on whether another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../u- 
s-hit-for-bringing-clouds-of.../) was posted before or after the preceding Semi-Imaginary 
Table Update, it may possibly contain, in its title, a likely to somewhat likely inside- 
reference to that Table Update’s graphic, which shows a cloud on the ground: 


“U.S. Hit for Bringing Clouds of War to Hang over Korean Peninsula” 


The Table considers it a factor that “clouds” frequently appear in the vernacular, even 
should this article have been posted after the previous Update graphic, making it less 
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unusual for there to be a coinciding, however, there also exists the possibility that the 
article was titled in connection with The Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphic. 


The attached graphic, a freeze frame of the “mister, can we have our ball back?” moment 
from The Beatles movie, “A Hard Days Night”, should perhaps be seen in connection 
with today being the end of the Winter Olympics in South Korea, today being George 
Harrison’s birthday (as has been referenced as upcoming in recent Table Updates), the 
George Harrison croquet graphic included with the Feb. 21st Table Update, and the 
above-referenced blackened orange.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../commentary- 
dangerous-scheme-for.../) contains very likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary 
Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“_. the CHIEFtain...” 
“_..should drop its pipedream...” 


This is read by The Semi-Imaginary Table in connection with Table lexicon “established” 
over time. As both of the above excerpts occur in the article within one sentence of one 
another, The Table sees in this a very likely reference to the oft-referenced in Table 
Updates (and more than one attached graphic, most recently the graphic included with the 
Feb. 10th Table Update) Indian CHIEF head nickel marijuana roach clip, once given 
Steinhoff by Lennon’s friend, Howard Smith, shortly before Lennon devalued it by 
releasing a song involving shoveling smoke with a pitchfork. An additional factor 
causing this to be read this way has to do with something from the Feb. 21st Table 
Update: 


“...in not letting go of the bowling ball...” 
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This was a reference to how The Semi-Imaginary Table in recent Updates had/has 
developed the bowling ball (also as an image) into something that might symbolize, 
within one object, approximately the same thing as... an Indian head marijuana roach clip 
from Lennon’s friend, if passed under complicated circumstances. Hence, the idea of “not 
letting go of” it contains a similar meaning to the idea contained in the above “should 
drop its...” It would be understandable, that at this eleventh hour moment, now that the 
Olympics are over, when the U.S. follows word from North Korea of a desire to talk, 
with a precondition few expect to be found acceptable to North Korea, for the idea of not 
letting go of the “bowling ball” to seem a sad futility, perhaps.... 


The attached graphic is a freeze frame from Steinhoff’s very-influencing (see 
https://archive.org/details/RyanFromJonathan), self-produced music video, “That Dream 
Is Mine” (https://archive.org/details/DreamIsMineReborn2.21.13).

Update- New articles from North Korea contain extremely likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. As is frequently reiterated, graphics included 
with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside- 
references to The Table, and this again applies. 


A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), in quoting 
from a Feb. 23rd statement, includes: 


“advised not to behave like somnambulist...” 
The graphic included with the Feb. 16th Table Update, one week before this statement 


and therefore then-recent, is a version of an earlier Table Update graphic that includes the 
image of Dostoyevsky facing the image of the actor in the role of the SEEEPWALKING

character (unless perhaps he’s also wide awake, hmm...), in Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s 
“Uncle’s Dream”. From the Feb. 16th Table Update description when this graphic was 
included: 


“...This image also exists in different versions involving Dostoyevsky’s image in the 
graphics included with the 10.30.17 and 11.14.17 (Semi-Imaginary Table Updates)...” 


The definition of Somnambulism: 
“an abnormal condition of sleep in which motor acts (such as walking) are performed” 


Therefore, the implication in the Feb. 16th Update that Dostoyevsky’s image is missing 
from this new version of the graphic, the sleepwalker creator now a non-participant when 
contrasted with being in relation to the sleepwalking character graphic previously seen, 
very closely fits the above excerpt from the Feb. 23rd statement from North Korea quoted 
in the new article. The Semi-Imaginary Table regards this as very much matching the 
above-described pattern regarding recent graphics leading to possible inside-references, 
and sees this as an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) also 
includes an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“will have a WEARING time...” 


It being that the Feb. 23rd Table Update graphic is designed such that all of its imagery is 
projected onto a hat and nowhere else, this one word alone, "wearing", would be 
sufficient for The Semi-Imaginary Table to see an extremely likely inside-reference. 


The attached graphic is a freeze frame from Steinhoff’s self-produced video, “In Orders 
We Trust” (https://archive.org/details/InOrdersWeTrustvideo), in which are depicted 
Greek Gods, having been turned to stone after antagonizing Medusa’s granddaughter, 
now existing as bickering statues in a park, poised to command an innocent mortal, as if 
in a dream, to spray paint on their behalf.

Update- New articles from North Korea contain extremely likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included 
with the Feb. 26th Table Update is there-described as a freeze frame from Steinhoff s 
self-produced music video, “That Dream Is Mine”. The first person narrative in that 
song’s lyrics recurringly express that someone seems to be “SMILING at me, from deep 
inside”, the first person being represented in the music video in the form of a bird, as in 
the freeze frame; therefore, the video can be said to conjure the idea of A SMILING 
BIRD in relation to the first person / bird. A new article from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../minju-joson-slams-trump.../) includes: 


“This makes even A CAT LAUGH.” 


This excerpt from the article, in addition to being an extremely likely inside-reference to 
The Semi-Imaginary Table's SMILING BIRD, by matching the pattern of closely relating 
to a recent Table Update graphic, could possibly at the same time as a bonus bring to 
mind the cover of the Nilsson and Lennon album, “Pussycats”, referenced at various 
times in Semi-Imaginary Table Updates (as one never wants to miss an opportunity to 
conjure up Lennon). An additional perspective, a hunter and prey element contained in 
the idea of a bird smiling upon another bird being exchanged for the idea of a cat 
laughing at a bird, seen via the inside-reference, could also exist, fitting within the 
context of a conversation the graphic might easily become a part of, by its inclusion in a 
Semi-Imaginary Table Update. 


It has come up from time to time that possible inside-references to The Table originate 
from Steinhoff postings (and phone conversations) not directly related to The Semi- 
Imaginary Table. A Feb. 26th Steinhoff comment to a post re climate change 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/posts/10215966046448549:9) is 
believed by The Table to have resulted in an extremely likely inside-reference: 


“EVEN Ray Liotta eating his own brains in ‘Hannibal’ would have been able to figure it 
out - Trump's way of getting things to happen with industry invariably comes at the 
expense of desperately needed environmental protections against corporate greed, as we 
move towards the climate change point of no return.” 


Words and phrasings in new articles from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../korean- 
bodies-in-china-flays-s.../; https://kcnawatch.co/.../article-japan-should-chuck-up.../; 
https://kcnawatch.co/.../general-association-of-koreans.../) cumulatively add up in such a 
way as to cause The Semi-Imaginary Table to see extremely likely inside-references to 
Steinhoff’s climate change comment: 
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In coming upon the word “malignantly” in a new article from North Korea, The Table 
saw no particular possibility of an inside-reference, yet made note as it was a somewhat 
new word for such an article, which often means a possible inside-reference ultimately. 
The Table then came upon another somewhat new word, “cancer-like”, which also very 
much connects with the previously noted word, “malignant”, being part of the same 
medical vernacular. The Table still at this point did not recognize a particular possibility 
of an inside-reference. It was then that The Table came upon the above noted, “This 
makes EVEN a cat laugh”. This caused The Table to INDEPENDENTLY recall 
Steinhoff’s Feb. 26th comment that began with, “EVEN Ray Liotta eating his...” As it 
is extremely likely that The Table is so often inside-referenced in articles from North 
Korea, The Table saw in this similarity of phrasing something to closely scrutinize. It 
being that the Ray Liotta comment was posted with the image of Anthony Hopkins 
holding a scalpel in the movie, “Hannibal”, and as the referenced Liotta movie moment 
had to do with his character's head being “operated on” by Hannibal, The Table connects 
these together, very much. The Table then saw significance again, in finding the phrase, 
“They COOKED up...”, it being that the idea of cooking up something, i.e., a variation 
on conventional cooking, relates to this “Hannibal” moment. And finally, a new article 
from North Korea is entitled, “Japan SHOULD CHUCK UP Ambition for Reinvasion”’. It 
is difficult to avoid seeing the phrase, “chuck up”, meaning vomit, within this title (e.g., 
"Body Slams" was part of another recent North Korea article title, however, though 
containing a special read as with "Chuck Up", The Table saw no inside-reference in it, 
though an Olympics-related reference seems possible). And while "chuck up" is not 
something that actually occurs in the referenced “Hannibal” scene, it nevertheless relates, 
if one thinks about it (but not for too long). (Trivia: Steinhoff believes himself a 
significant influence on "Hannibal", as with many other Ridley Scott movies, ever since 
Scott's then-assistant appeared in Steinhoff's "Gosk 2" video; Scott / Steinhoff elements 
coming up in Table Updates from time to time.) 


The attached image is a section from the graphic originally included with the Feb. Sth 
Table Update, as well as the variation on that graphic included with the Feb. 13th Update. 
As previously described in the Feb. 9th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, this is regarded as 
having been an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table by Kim 
Jong Un, which involved his phrasing of “stout pillar” in a speech at a military parade, 
elephants being stout in general and this elephant being a pillar in particular. When last 
referenced in a Semi-Imaginary Table Update, “surreal flying elephant-tree-pillar” was 
offered as an alternative description to "stout pillar", among various other developing 
alternative descriptions whenever it would come up. (This time around it is a Surreal 
Smiling Elephant Pillar.)

Update- A new “Late With Seth Meyers” episode and a new article from North Korea 
contain extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table. 


The referenced new article from North Korea 
((http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) already came up in the previous Semi- 
Imaginary Table Update in relation to inside-references, however, an additional possible 
inside-reference was overlooked with relation to a Feb. 23rd statement quoted in the 
article: 


““Tt is necessary to bury... in the grave of history...” 


The Feb. 21st Semi-Imaginary Table Update noted an extremely likely inside-reference 
in connection with the idea of where a person should be buried. The above-quoted Feb. 
23rd statement involving this same idea, due to its time proximity, would be regarded as 
an extremely likely inside-reference for the identical reasons as those in a similar 
connection described in the Feb. 21st Table Update. The general vernacular used is not 
uncommon, however, this particular usage and its time proximity is the thing of it, 
especially when seen in terms of the frequency with which (more self-explanatory than 
this) extremely likely inside-references to The Table occur. 


As described and illustrated in a post today by Steinhoff 
(https://www.facebook.com/photo.php?fbid= 102 16036071639135&set=a. 154742501009 
7.217571.1369226922&type=3 &theater), it is extremely likely that last night’s “Late 
Night With Seth Meyers”, a show that Steinhoff has significantly influenced in the past 
(see https://archive.org/details/LennonGroupshotNo.5), was significantly influenced by 
the graphic included with the Feb. 27th Semi-Imaginary Table Update. As is frequently 
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reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often result in possible 
inside-references. And as reiterated in today’s post by Steinhoff, The Feb. 27th Update 
graphic is a freeze frame from a Steinhoff video in which people (/ living statues) receive 
insults spray painted upon them, Zeus receiving one across his face. Following this, Seth 
Meyers very, very similarly featured the image of Jared Kushner (who is very much in 
the news today because of new revelations regarding half a billion dollars he received in 
loans) with a profanity written across his face. Steinhoff's post today and the 
accompanying image more fully explain and show the fairly easy-to-see connection. It's 
written all over their faces. 


The attached graphic revisits the image included with the Jan. 18th Table Update, at a 
pre- or post-parrot stage, or non-parrot stage, in any event, with something new added as 
well. As described in the Jan. 18th version posting, Steinhoff has determined this to be 
the main influence on Jethro Tull’s Ian Anderson’s “Secret Language of Birds” album 
title and cover (complicated explanation omitted here), however, Steinhoff has not yet put 
together where there is secret Steinhoff meaning in the title song itself, “Secret Language 
of Birds”, and wonders how much time he is permitted to figure it out before Anderson 
comes forward with the secret answer (this is a small question containing little 
consequence).

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../u-s-anti-dprk- 
propaganda-slammed/) and a new statement by Putin (http://www.abc.net.au/.../vladimir- 
putin-boasts.../9500866) include extremely likely and fairly likely inside-references to 
The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


The new article from North Korea includes: 
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* «thé U.S. egged...” 
“got out of its way to raise a cry...” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. Were one seeking to 
write an inside-reference to the graphic included with the Feb. 27th Table Update, a 
freeze frame from Steinhoff’s video about living Greek God statues possessing a mortal 
to spray paint graffiti on one another, could not the concept of egging someone, wherein 
eggs are hurled at a person, so as to leave the person covered in egg, the expression, "egg 
on your face" almost coming to mind, be one’s “weapon of choice”? The Semi-Imaginary 
Table regards this as an extremely likely inside-reference, given the limited number of 
alternatives to writing graffiti on someone without going off-subject. The Table also 
notes parenthetically that the words “cooked up”, which came up in the Feb. 28th Update 
(then a rare instance of this phrase) appear in the same sentence as “egged” in this new 
article, however, The Table is not aware of a possible inside-reference from this. 


The above “got out of its way to raise a cry”, apparently meant as “gone out of its 
way...”, Suggests through this apparent error a fairly likely inside-reference, as seems to 
frequently occur with such apparent errors. The graphic included with the Feb. 24th 
Table Update is a freeze frame from Steinhoff s self-produced music video, “Dream”. 
Among the things that occur in this video, perhaps as the video's climactic ending, is a 
sense of apprehension that an approaching speeding train could endanger the character 
(Steinhoff) as he sleeps with pillow and blanket alongside the train tracks, particularly 
when we eventually see only the pillow and blanket alongside the train tracks, without 
Steinhoff, as the moment of the train is occurring. We then see where Steinhoff is now 
playing his saxophone to / at the speeding train as it travels away, and so, “got out of its 
way to raise a cry”. (see attached graphic) This would be a fairly to very likely inside- 
reference, in that it matches the pattern of closely relating to a recent Table Update 
graphic. 


It is the view of The Semi-Imaginary Table that there have been extremely likely inside- 
references to The Table from Putin in the past in connection with extremely important 
moments, e.g., the day of Trump’s State of the Union Address (see Jan. 30th Table 
Update — “elsewhere-posted”, due to Facebook tech difficulties, on Jan. 30th on 
Steinhoff’s Facebook rather than under this 4.18.17 chain of Semi-Imaginary Table 
Updates); the viral photo of Trump and Putin with hands poised to shake, coinciding with 
a reposting of Steinhoff’s trapeze animation, “Larry Houdini and Napoleon Escape” (see 
7.5.17 Steinhoff Facebook post) wherein the hand to hand connection is everything, as 
described in a Table Update when it occurred. Therefore, The Semi-Imaginary Table, its 
perspective informed in part by these past instances, sees possible significance in a 
connection between something Putin stated yesterday regarding Russia’s nuclear arsenal, 
and the video context of the graphic / freeze frame included with the Feb. 27th Table 
Update: 


“No-one has listened to us. You listen to us now.” 
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The previous Table Update, in describing an extremely likely inside-reference on “Late 
Night With Seth Meyers” Wed. night (2.28 / 3.1) to this same above-referenced Feb. 27th 
Update’s freeze frame’s video context, directly related to the following exchange in the 
beginning of the referenced video: 


1? 


Athena: Hercules, talking that way to your father 
Zeus: “Young man, if I could reach my lightning bolt!!” 
Hercules: “But without it ZEUS IS JUST A GREAT BIG WEE WEE!!!” 


Putin’s statement about expecting to be listened to, from his ability to blow up the world, 
shares something with the referenced video’s Zeus believing Hercules being difficult is 
something to control with a lightning bolt. As Putin’s entire statement was extremely 
long, a State of the Union Address for Russia, and this is the sound-bite emerging from it 
that is perhaps the most well known, and as Putin has in the past, so significantly made 
extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table, this is seen, as a whole, 
as a fairly likely inside-reference. One might add that former U.S. Director of National 
Intelligence, James Clapper, discussed this referenced phrasing of Putin's as having an 
adolescent element, as would be a fair characterization of the video moment being 
correlated by The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


The attached image, of Steinhoff, saxophone, train tracks, blanket and pillow, is another 
freeze frame from Steinhoff’s “Dream” video 
(https://archive.org/details/JonathanDavidSteinhoff 6), as was the graphic included with 
the Feb. 24th Table Update, this freeze frame regarding the above-described possible 


connection of the video’s “raise a cry” moment (the plane in the universe upon which the 
power of the saxophone supersedes the power of the train not visible in this rendering).

Update- Several new articles from North Korea, and today's Andy Samberg and Fred 
Armisen appearances at the Independent Spirit Awards, contain extremely likely to 
somewhat likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 
(pls note- Due to Facebook technical difficulties, all links to be posted separately as an 
addendum) 


A March Ist non-Table post by Steinhoff, referenced in the March 1st Table Update in 
connection with an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table, includes: 


“trapped in an eternal VICIOUS CYCLE...” 
A new article from North Korea includes: 
“the VICIOUS CYCLE of confrontation depends entirely on...” 


Though not claiming to be there whenever the subject of vicious cycles are involved, The 
Semi-Imaginary Table does in this instance regard itself as a fairly likely influence on 
this wording in the new article. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphics included with the Feb. 
22nd, Feb. 24th, Feb. 26th and March 2nd Table Updates are each freeze frames from 
Steinhoff videos containing the word “dream” in their titles: Steinhoff s Dostoyevsky’s 
“Uncle’s Dream’, “That Dream Is Mine”, and “Dream”, respectively, as described in the 
Updates in which they are included (The “Dream” video being used both for the Feb. 
26th and March 2nd Update graphics). The Semi-Imaginary Table therefore found it to be 
noteworthy, in that Dostoyevsky has approx. three works with the word “dream” in the 
title (if one Googles it), including the referenced “Uncle’s Dream”, for one of these three 
“DREAM” titles of Dostoyevsky’s, “The Dream of a Ridiculous Man”, to be brought to 
mind by the title of a new article from North Korea : 


“Ridiculous Anti-DPRK Racket of Abe Group” 


This similarity exists not only in the word “ridiculous”, but in the wording structure, 
ridiculous racket of group / dream of a ridiculous man. 


After having made note of a Dostoyevsky "DREAMS" title connection in this, The Table 
only then found cause to elevate this possible “dream’-in-the-title element to the status of 
extremely likely inside reference, when in another new article from North Korea a self- 
apparent similarity to a Dostoyevsky title occurred, though one without the word 
“dream”: 


“...more miserable than a dog in the HOUSE OF DEATH...” 
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Those familiar with Dostoyevsky (oft-referenced in Table Updates) will very likely 
instantly find his title, “House of the Dead”, brought to mind by “House of Death”. The 
Semi-Imaginary Table therefore sees both “house of death”, and the "ridiculous" article 
title that brought to mind a second Dostoyevsky “dream” title, above, as extremely likely 
inside-references to The Table, cumulatively. 


This second new article from North Korea also includes: 
“which STROKE terror...” 


Though this seems to have been intended as “which STOKE terror”, such apparent errors 
often contain possible inside-references, as was reiterated as recently as the previous 
Update. With the Feb. 21st Table Update graphic including the image of George Harrison 
with a croquet mallet, The Table believes this “stroke terror” may therefore have to do 
with the roquet moment dreaded by those who play croquet: 


“If a player strikes their ball so that it hits another ball on the court (roquets a ball) the 
player gains two extra strokes; the first is called THE CROQUET STROKE where the 
striker's ball is carried to where the ball it struck came to rest and placed in contact.” 


This same article’s title, “Let Us Resolutely SMASH Aggressive Machinations of 
Outsiders”, may also relate to this, smash being the word croquet players feel. The Semi- 
Imaginary Table sees these as fairly likely to somewhat likely inside-references. 


Also in this same article are several things that would be fairly likely to somewhat likely 
inside-references in connection with Steinhoff’s “In Orders We Trust” video, of which 
the graphic included with the Feb. 27th Table Update is a freeze frame: 


“stooges” 

“became a butt of ridicule” 

“childish and humiliating” 

Another new article from North Korea, in including the phrasing, “vocal bombs”, may 
also relate to this same Feb. 27th referenced video, in the sense that a battle involving 
spray painting graffiti insults on one another is a "word battle” of sorts. 

The title of this same article, “Shooting itself in the foot”, may also relate to this video, in 
that the ending, a dog urinating on Hercules’ foot, comes with the big question of 
whether someone is behind it, should Hercules find someone to blame, or not. This would 
be a somewhat possible inside-reference, to the extent that wondering who put a dog up 


to urinating on one's foot relates to shooting oneself in the foot. 


Another new article from North Korea, includes: 
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“..declares its disbandment soon after its founding...” 


This again relates to the same referenced Steinhoff video, in that it is but a moment after 
a truce is called that an incident breaks it. 


Also contained in this article are several things that relate to egg cooking referenced in 
the previous Table Update, mentioned not as possible inside-references, but as things 
interestingly fitting together: 


“those who are hungry for power” 
“Amid a fierce scramble” 
“by whipping together” 


It is also possible that these springboarded from the Ray Liotta / “Hannibal” eating 
moment referenced in the Feb. 28th Table Update, wherein culinary skills are involved. 


This article also includes: 
“engrossed in a dogfight” 


As Snoopy fighting the Red Baron from inside his “mad dog” cell at an insane asylum 
has come up from time to time in Table Updates, particularly with the 10.17.17 and 
10.19.17 graphics, this “dogfight” reference may perhaps connect with “more miserable 
than a dog in the house of death”, referenced earlier in this Update. 


The previous two Semi-Imaginary Table Updates made reference to a non-Table post by 
Steinhoff on March Ist that relates both to The Table, and to Seth Meyers in relation to 
John Mulaney and his hosting duties at today’s “Independent Spirit Awards”, with 
mention of an SNL alum thread being involved in this. Two SNL alum appearing in 
today’s awards broadcast, Andy Samberg and Fred Armisan, both of whom have 
frequently been influenced by Steinhoff in the past, made extremely likely inside- 
references there to something in the Feb. 12th Semi-Imaginary Table Update. In that 
Update actor Judd Nelson was touched upon regarding his roles both in “The Breakfast 
Club” and “Fandango” in 1985, the latter in connection with words spelled out (on the 
ground) if seen from a distance (an airplane). Andy Samberg’s performance at today’s 
awards show was introduced as his being in the person of Judd Nelson from “Breakfast 
Club”. When Fred Armisan took the stage to present an award, he first observed to the 
audience that from where he stood, everyone’s chocolate boxes on their tables seen 
together spelled out the word “Mthrf*cker”. And so, both brought to mind the Judd 
Nelson reference in the Feb. 12th Table Update. 


The attached graphic is an arrangement of the Feb. 24th Table Update’s “Dream” video 
freeze frame graphic, the Feb. 26th Update’s “That Dream Is Mine” video freeze frame 
graphic, and two freeze frames from Steinhoff’ s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream”, neither 
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one the “Uncle’s Dream” freeze frame included with the Feb. 22nd Semi-Imaginary 
Table Update. Depicted are Sandra Church, the late Bill Clayburgh, and the late Reynold 
Steinhoff (Steinhoff s father).

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Update- Several new extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump 
Un Steinhoff Table have been identified with relation to The 2018 Oscars ceremony last 
night, SNL the night before, and a new article from North Korea, and also a somewhat 
possible inside-reference in another new article from North Korea. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table influences on the March 3rd SNL are described in Steinhoff s 
SNL influences report-out posted March 4th, Steinhoff’ s ongoing SNL influences 
involving The Table pretty much invariably at this point. 


For context regarding the influence of The Semi-Imaginary Table on last night’s Oscars, 
this excerpt from the 3.13.2010 “Jonathan D Steinhoff s Sometimes Blog” 
(http://jonathands2u.blogspot.com/2010/03/blue-for-green.html; article also has non- 
transmutable timestamp — see archive.org for published volumes of blog articles): 


“...many, many, many major awards shows seem to find a way to include as part of their 
recurring graphic backdrop images with clear similarities to ones I had recently 
generated...” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic attached with this Update, 
which incorporates a red circular image from both the previous March 3rd Table Update 
and the Feb. 26th Table Update, as well as rectangular images used throughout last 
night's Oscar broadcast at every segue to a clip as nominees were announced, reiterates 
the point made in Steinhoff’s 3.13.2010 blog article. Though these colors may or may not 
be ones to associate with Oscar in any event, they have not previously risen to this degree 
of presence. One would also factor in the contrast between the types of SHAPES, 
rectangles and a circle, it being that the biggest Oscar movie of the night was, “The 
SHAPE of Water”. Additionally, an image used as part of host Jimmy Kimmel’s 
backdrop was an abstraction of the image of train tracks, which further relates to this 
same Table Update graphic in its Feb. 26th Update version. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../songyong-general-restaurant- 
in.../) includes an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“The Entrails Soup Restaurant” (article title) 


While this article is not of a political nature as with most articles The Table references 
from the KCNA Watch site (https://kcnawatch.co/), nevertheless, as was noted re an 
instance described in the Feb. 19th Table Update, The Table may find occasion to draw 
even from these. 


The previous (March 3rd) and Feb. 28th Table Updates referenced the movie “Hannibal” 
in connection with the scene in which Ray Liotta eats his own brains, prepared for him by 
Hannibal utilizing his much publicized, highly refined chef skills. “Hannibal” also 
includes perhaps more exposed human entrails than any other movie (not yet an Oscar 


category): 
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Entrail definition: 
" 2 ' = ba Pi H " 
a person or animal's intestines or internal organs, especially when removed or exposed 


Therefore, given the time proximity of this reference to “The Entrails Soup Restaurant’, 
this would be an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table (joke 
about not taking this with a grain of salt omitted). 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) that 
caught The Table's attention because of its title, “Let Us Turn Out in Spring Tree- 
Planting Campaign”, contains only a somewhat possible inside-reference to The Table: 


““., nature-hamessing...” 


This may relate to the graphic included with the Feb. 28th Table Update, which has been 
referenced in Updates as, among other things, a “surreal flying elephant-tree-pillar”. If 
one sees this image in its larger context, as shown in graphics included with the Feb. 5th 
Table Update, as well as the variation on that graphic included with the Feb. 13th Update, 
the idea of “nature-harnessing”, or perhaps superimposing an animal harness onto a tree 
if one is being too literal, is not entirely alien. 


(For a description of the attached graphic see earlier in this Table Update.)

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../commentary- 
unpardonable.../) contains an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary 
Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“... SUITED TO THE trend of the times.” (article close) 


As is frequently reiterated (pretty much every Table Update), graphics included with 
recent Table Updates very, very often (pretty much every Table Update) result in possible 
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inside-references to The Table. The graphic included with the March 3rd Table Update 
contains freeze frames from three Steinhoff videos, with the central focus, or at the very 
least one third of the central focus, landing on a freeze frame from Steinhoff’ s 
Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” video 
(https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_10). This shows the moment when the 
Sandra Church character hands a suit to the Reynold Steinhoff (manservant) character, so 
as to dress the Bill Clayburgh character. It is in the immediately preceding shot that the 
Sandra Church character was seen anxiously rummaging through the Clayburgh 
character’s clothes closet, calling to him in the next room that she finds him to be a slob, 
and complaining that none of his suits are appropriate enough, yet finally settling on the 
right suit, which can then be partly seen in the March 3rd Update graphic’s freeze frame 
from the video's following shot. 


The close of the above-referenced new article from North Korea matches the regularly- 
seen (nearly daily, for some time) pattern of relating to a recent Semi-Imaginary Table 
Update graphic, and so, despite not literally regarding attire, The Semi-Imaginary Table 
sees this, perhaps partly through the cumulative effect of daily occurrences, as an 
extremely likely inside-reference to The Table, via a moment that immediately precedes 
the moment contained in a recent Table Update graphic. 


The attached graphic is a variation of the graphic included with the Feb. 26th Table 
Update, a previous variation having also been included as part of the referenced March 
3rd Table Update, and another variation as part of the March 5th Update. In this variation 
the image of the bird makes it through once again as in the original Feb. 26th version, 
rendered nearly white as a dove in this "metamorphosis", though not quite there, in a 
spirit hopeful about the exciting news today.

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Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) and 
a new tweet from Trump (https://www.nytimes.com/.../trump-white-house-chaos.html) 
contain extremely likely and fairly likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump 
Un Steinhoff Table, respectively: 


“Bikini” 
“CHAOS” 


The previous Table Update completely focused on a suit jacket as being in connection 
with an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table by North Korea, very similar in 
terms of "bikini" almost being clothing. Some may find it difficult to believe that The 
Semi-Imaginary Table could be semi-real to the point where North Korea would use 
"Bikini" in part to render an inside-reference, however, this would not be considered out 
of the ordinary for The Table. For example, when Trump began referring to Kim Jong Un 
as “Rocket Man”, The Semi-Imaginary Table regarded this as an extremely likely inside- 
reference to the then-current Table referencing of a Lennon / Elton John recording, 
therefore, Trump’s remarks were neutralized to a degree in the sense that another, non- 
malicious factor had contributed to the action beyond simply being nasty. Likewise, The 
Semi-Imaginary Table believes that, while such remarks made as inside-references do not 
cleanse them of their negative meaning, it would tend to suggest the intent is not 
singularly aimed to attack. And so also with The Semi-Imaginary Table finding the word 
“bikini” as existing in the context of an extremely likely inside-reference to a suit jacket, 
suggesting that another purpose beyond the apparent meaning in the article is involved in 
this, and perhaps, therefore, the additional suggestion to look back at much of the 
appearances of hostility during the nuclear crisis with a reminder of this nuanced thread 
running through things much of the time. 


As previously noted in Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, the Feb. 18th Update being the 
most recent instance, the wording “Get Smart” is regarded by The Table as a Table 
lexicon phrase of Trump’s, generating possible inside-references to The Table to be read 
through the way these connect to the TV show, “Get Smart”. Therefore, Trump’s use of 
all caps on the word “CHAOS” in a tweet today, immediately following (by three hours) 
today’s exciting, hopeful news from North Korea, is the first possible inside-reference to 
The Semi-Imaginary Table from Trump in three weeks. The Table regards Trump's 
additional "Get Smart" language, “Chaos”, as very strongly supporting previous Table 
observations that Trump’s usage of “Get Smart” is meant to suggest (to some) the classic 
TV sitcom, “Chaos” being the name of an evil spy organization in the show. Determining 
just how this fits in as a possible inside-reference to The Table in this instance is another 
matter, however. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table theorizes that, as "Chaos" followed the news from North 
Korea by only three hours, and as Trump mentioned several days ago receiving a 
telephone call from North Korea (QUITE out of the ordinary), and as the previous 
instance of “Get Smart” usage by Trump was regarded by The Table as a possible inside- 
reference in connection with telephone-booth-as-gateway-to-a-building’s-underground,

as seen in the show’s classic opening clip, Trump’s tweet therefore seen in relation to The 
Table’s underground bowling alley discussion... therefore, Trump may possibly be 
providing building directions to a White House underground bowling alley, in arguing 
against those who state “that there is Chaos in the White House”, i.e., wrong, he’s not in 
the Chaos building. This is the most order The Table seems able to find in this “chaos”, 
though it is possible there is more order here than that which has been found at this point 
in time. 


The attached graphic is a variation of the image included with the Jan. 21st Table Update, 
of photographs of bricks covering up most of a mirror, thus being very revealing of 
certain parts of Steinhoff’ s Burbank, California apartment, in celebration of today being 
Luther Burbank’s birthday, and in celebration of Burbank not being Bikini.

Update- New articles from North Korea and a new statement by Putin contain extremely 
likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


A new widely circulated sound-bite contained in a new interview with Putin, including 
article titles (https://www.washingtonpost.com/.../72f426aa-2 1 fd-11e8...): 


“Putin praises Trump, says U.S. political system EATING ITSELF” (article title) 
“Putin said ‘it has demonstrated its inefficiency and has been EATING ITSELF UP.’” 
A recurring subject in recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates (Feb. 28th, March 3rd and 
March 5th) has been a focus on a scene from the movie “Hannibal”, in which the Ray 


Liotta character eats his own brains. In other words, a significant element in very recent 
Table Updates very much matches a new statement by someone who has made extremely 
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likely inside-references to The Table on various previous occasions, as described in Table 
Updates. Because previous extremely likely inside-references to The Table by Putin tend 
to coincide with important moments (the day of Trump’s State of the Union Speech; 
Putin’s State of the Union equivalent speech; the iconic Putin and Trump poised-to- 
shake-hands moment image), The Table believes, in addition to this being an extremely 
likely inside-reference, that it is somewhat to fairly likely its timing in relation to the 
exciting news from North Korea could also be connected, in terms of that being 
somewhat consistent with Putin being “present” at The Semi-Imaginary Table at 
specially important times (though his possible inside-references are always welcome). 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../u-s-will-have-to-pay-dearly- 
for.../) includes an extremely likely inside-reference to Steinhoff’s video in which Putin is 
a character, “Bishop and Pawn Forfeit Rule” 
(https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_9): 


“revealed its colors as chief culprit... a stumbling block in the way to...” 


Because Putin’s new extremely likely inside-reference to The Table, as described above, 
can be seen as self-apparent to those (such as North Korea) following The Table and its 
recent mentions of “Hannibal” and Liotta’s brain-eating in that movie, The Table 
therefore found significance in the relevance of the similarity between this article excerpt, 
and an important plot development in Steinhoff s referenced Putin video, involving the 
implication that a delaying road blockage from a felled tree, and its terrible 
consequences, has Putin as the secret culprit, through others acting in conspiracy. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../endangered-species- 
breed-in.../) also contains extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary 
Table: 


“The Central Zoo in Pyongyang has managed to breed...” 


“A couple of Asian elephants, which are known as the largest among the animals on land, 
have recently procreated.” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included with the Feb. 28th 
Table Update, which is a section from the graphic included with the Feb. 5th Table 
Update (the Feb. 13th Update also including a version of the original Feb. 5th graphic), 
has to do with two elephants being brought together in a relationship by someone (as 
visible in the original Feb. 5th version). And as stated in the March 5th Update, “While 
this article is not of a political nature as with most articles The Table references from the 
KCNA Watch site (https://kcnawatch.co/), nevertheless, as was noted re an instance 
described in the Feb. 19th Table Update, The Table may find occasion to draw even from 
these.” 
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As with the preceding possible inside-reference, another new article from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../1520.../passion-results-in-success/), though not political, 
contains an extremely inside-reference to The Table: 


“took the first place in physics contest...” 


As described in the March 5th Table Update, Steinhoff’ s SNL influences on March 3rd, 
as “reported-out” in a Steinhoff non-Table post on March 4th, very much connected with 
The Semi-Imaginary Table. The motif of Steinhoff’s collage included with the March 4th 
SNL report-out involves the image of Einstein, the most famous physicist of all time 
perhaps, presenting the various collage images as if all part of a physics equation on his 
blackboard. This can be seen as particularly interconnecting with an article relating to 
what it is to excel in physics, the time proximity particularly linking the two, as well as 
the frequency of occurrences of possible inside-references in general, according to The 
Table’s math. 


The attached graphic arranges together the Feb. 19th and Feb. 21st Semi-Imaginary Table 
Update graphics, the conundrum of the configuration possibly being to find a way to 
avoid orange juice.

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains a fairly likely (not to be confused with extremely likely) inside-reference to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“...while linking them with it for NO GROUND.” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. Through the apparent 
minor error in the wording of the above excerpt, “for no ground” rather than 
"groundless", a possible connection to the graphic included with the March 6th Table 
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Update may perhaps exist enough to be worth noting, as seems to frequently occur with 
such apparent minor errors in the wording, which tend to be more likely to catch The 
Table’s notice. 


From the description included with the March 6th Table Update graphic: 


“the bird makes it through... rendered nearly white as a dove, BUT NOT QUITE 
THERE, perhaps in the spirit of the exciting news today that peace is truly possible.” 


In this March 6th graphic’s rendering of the symbolic dove of peace, a reference to the 
Biblical story of The Flood, instead of this dove possessing an olive branch, symbolic of 
peace, the image contains no green, The Earth represented instead as entirely blue, with 
no land, no ground, as suggested in the graphic’s description, “...but not quite there...” 
This is not the typical rendering of the idea of the dove of peace, and is perhaps, 
therefore, a conspicuous aspect of the image. Like the above excerpt from the new article 
from North Korea, the blue world may be seen as implying “NO GROUND” yet. 


The attached graphic, which incorporates the March 6th Semi-Imaginary Table Update 
graphic as part of the image, uses a “small canvas” / limited elements to render a 
"grounded" dove of peace, in its way a reflection of the inevitability of understating the 
gravitas of yesterday’s remarkable, historic news that Trump and Kim Jong Un shall meet 
in May.

Update- A new article from North Korea, Megyn Kelly’s appearance yesterday on 
“Hardball With Chris Matthews” to discuss last night’s broadcast of her interview with 
Putin, a new post by Sean Ono Lennon, a new post involving Paul McCartney, and a new 
Seth Meyers monologue, all contain extremely likely inside-references to The Semi- 
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Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, and another new article from North Korea contains 
somewhat likely inside-references to The Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. 


The March 8th Table Update, which contains a description of an extremely likely inside- 
reference to The Table by Putin, includes in the attached graphic the distorted image of a 
white and red fishing bob (which made its first appearance in a Table Update graphic 
12.18.17, and relates in part to the opening logo of all Dreamworks movies originating 
with the fishing bob image that begins Steinhoff s “Gosk 1” video — see archive.org). 
When Megyn Kelly appeared on the TV show “Hardball With Chris Matthews” 
yesterday, to discuss the broadcast later that night of her interview with Putin 
(http://www.msnbc.com/.../megyn-kelly-putin-may-have...), the one-shots of Kelly 
talking with Matthews (as opposed to Putin) featured a backdrop that was extremely 
likely to have been influenced by this distorted red and white fishing bob image. One sees 
behind Kelly a special rendering of the rippling of the red and white of the American 
flag, such that it contains an overtly sexual quality, due to a red cylinder image plunging 
in and out of the white (though overt, there are likely those who would deny this for 
political and other reasons, and so one should see this for oneself using the above link). 
As the referenced red and white distorted image in the recent Table Update graphic is 
part of a Putin-related post, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees Megan Kelly’s sexy distorted 
red and white backdrop graphic as an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table, 
possibly the work of Kelly, possibly MSNBC, possibly both, possibly others, etc. 
Parenthetically, Steinhoff believes he used to chat now and then with Matthews in the 
late ‘70s, when Matthews worked for U.S. Speaker of the House Tip O’ Neill, and 
Steinhoff worked for Robert Rickles, friend of O’Neill (and right hand of Bella Abzug, 
George McGovern, first NYC Commissioner of the Environment under Mayor Lindsey, 
etc., etc.), to set up a lunch get-togethers in D.C. for Rickles and O’Neill, whenever 
Rickles was planning to be in town. 


A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) contains an 
extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“gibberish of a stupid whose ability to distinguish the situation is paralyzed.” 


As was reiterated in the previous Table Update, possible inside-references “frequently 
occur with such apparent minor errors in the wording... which may be more likely to 
catch The Table’s notice.” In this instance, “gibberish of a stupid (blank)” causes one to 
think of the word “idiot” as the thing that’s missing. The March 3rd Table Update 
regarded in part how specific titles of Dostoyevsky works were in relation to extremely 
likely inside-references to The Table, and to a degree, simply for being Dostoyevsky 
titles. “The Idiot” is a major work of Dostoyevsky’s. The word “idiot” has attention 
specially drawn here, through conspicuous omission. This is an extremely likely inside- 
reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 
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A March 8th Facebook post by Sean Ono Lennon 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/posts/1797187173634923:12) includes: 


“...look in the mirror at myself through your...” 


The graphic included with the March 7th Table Update, featuring images of bricks 
arranged around and over parts of a mirror, so as to allow the mirror to come through 
only in a specified way, thereby relating to the appearance of the word “bikini” in that 
update, is extremely likely to have been an influence on this Lennon post that occurred 
but one day after the referenced Table Update. Parenthetically, Steinhoff believes himself 
to have once been a major influence on a Sean Ono Lennon album cover, and other Sean 
Ono Lennon stuff. 


Something contained in Seth Meyers’ monologue Thurs. night (March 8th / March 9th - 
https://www.nbc.com/.../international-womens-day.../3681021), regarding how the bricks 
of Trump’s Mexico wall might be arranged in all kinds of wrong ways that wouldn’t 
work as a wall, is extremely likely to have been influenced by Steinhoff’s March 8th am 
comment to Sean Ono Lennon’s post, which involved a reference to the March 7th Table 
Update graphic, which Steinhoff attached with his comment: 


“pls feel free to rearrange the bricks as desired” 


Parenthetically, Steinhoff has been a significant influence on Seth Meyers quite a bit 
(https://archive.org/details/LennonGroupshotNo.5). 


A March 9th non-Table post by Steinhoff describes an extremely likely influence of the 
Feb. 23rd Table Update graphic on a new image of Paul McCartney, though the 
McCartney image brings to mind the remote possibility of photoshopping, in that an 
unverified endorsement from McCartney, which that image contains, is just the kind of 
thing cynics sneer about, and worse. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains somewhat likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table (not to be 
confused with extremely likely inside-references): 


“buckled down to barbarous suppression.” 
“were just a tip of iceberg...” 


The graphic included with the March 3rd Update has a certain amount to do with getting 
someone dressed - “hands a suit to the Reynold Steinhoff (manservant) character, so as to 
dress the Bill Clayburgh character”. As the Clayburgh character is particularly suppressed 
in the referenced video scene, instructed to not utter even one word at the upcoming 
social gathering for which he is dressing, this would be a somewhat likely inside- 
reference. 
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The above “tip of the iceberg” could relate to the March 6th Table Update graphic (a 
version also included in yesterday’s Table Update as well, though that one may have 
been posted after the article), which features a dove of peace (a symbol from the Biblical 
story of The Flood) in a water-covered (blue) world, at least in the section of the sphere 
in which the dove is seen. 


The attached graphic shows the words “War and”, from the Cliff Notes version of 
Tolstoy’s “War and Peace”, something known to those who have the opportunity to read 
the entire book cover, which involves less reading than the book itself.

Update- New articles from North Korea contain fairly likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


The March 7th Table Update indicated an extremely likely inside-reference by Trump 
regarding the specially emphasized usage of the word “Chaos”, as previous Table 
Updates had found extremely likely inside-references to The Table from Trump’s usage 
of the words “Get Smart”, relating in part to the classic TV sitcom from the 1960s, “Get 
Smart”, where Chaos is the enemy spy organization of Control. Two new articles from 
North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...; 
http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), involving separate points, both use the word 
“control”, which The Semi-Imaginary Table believes is far enough outside the law of 
averages, not having seen the word “control” surface quite so much in articles from North 
Korea, The Table believes, combined with it being a perfect fit for this “Get Smart” 
lexicon, especially at this time. [The Table would also note that it often occurs with 
articles from North Korea, that words that surface for the first time more as less, and are 
possible inside-references to The Table, sometimes go on to become frequently seen 
words, and so to not know this is to see words specially identified by The Table, from 
that perspective, as more likely being too commonly used for The Table to note as 
possible inside-references. In this instance, repeated usage of the word “control” within 
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the same time proximity in separate articles would seem out of the ordinary to The Semi- 
Imaginary Table.]: 


“a bid to bring it under CONTROL...” 
“putting Asia under its CONTROL...” 


Another new article from North Korea 
(http://www.uriminzokkiri.com/index.php?lang=eng...) contains a very likely to fairly 
likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“Conservation of Migratory Bird Reserves Gains Momentum” (article title) 


As was reiterated in the March 8th Table Update, articles of a non-political nature also 
sometimes contain possible inside-references to The Table (though the article title would 
first need to catch The Table’s attention in these instances). Additionally, as is frequently 
reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often result in possible 
inside-references to The Table. The graphic included with the March 9th Table Update, 
depicting the dove of peace in relation to the Korean peninsula, is a development of the 
graphic included with the March 6th Table Update, suggesting movement of the dove of 
peace. 


The attached graphic features action figures from “Get Smart”, without the classic “Get 
Smart” phone booth at Control Headquarters, as well as the phone booth from the classic 
syfy TV show of the 1960s, “Dr. Who” (which still continues to this day, following a 
several-decade hiatus), which is completely out of Control.

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Update- New articles from North Korea contain extremely likely and fairly likely inside- 
references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


Firstly, however: Yesterday’s Semi-Imaginary Table Update was remiss in not making 
mention of The Table’s influence on the March 10th SNL (“Saturday Night Live”), as 
described in Steinhoff’s non-Table post of March 11th reporting out on his SNL 
influences. 


As described most recently in the Jan. 20th Table Update, due to the parameters of the 
nuclear crisis and the significance of The Semi-Imaginary Table in that regard, it is no 
great surprise to The Table that possible inside-references extend as far as things 
pertaining to Steinhoff s rare phone calls with his sister and family, sometimes further. 
As Steinhoff s sister is currently having a rare visit with Steinhoff for several days in 
Burbank, and as her husband / Steinhoff's brother-in-law has been a professor at RICE 
UNIVERSITY for decades, a new article from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../method-of-enriching-rice.../) is regarded by The Table as 
containing an extremely likely inside-reference: 


“,.. THE RICE INSTITUTE..." 


As was reiterated in the March 12th (previous) Table Update, articles of a non-political 
nature sometimes contain possible inside-references to The Table (though the article title 
would first need to catch The Table’s attention in these instances). 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../achievements-made-in- 
scientific.../) contains a fairly likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“Achievements Made in Scientific Fishing” (article title) 
“scientific fishing methods...” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included with the March 
8th Table Update includes the image of a fishing bob (as more fully described in the 
March 10th Update). However, as The Table seems to recall the possibility of a fisheries 
related article from North Korea within the past few weeks, which now appears 
unlocatable, this would possibly alter the law of averages in connection with the above, 
causing this to be a fairly likely inside-reference rather than an extremely likely inside- 
reference. As the fishing bob image was also used in the graphic included with the Feb. 
21st Table Update, it is also possible these articles from North Korea both relate to The 
Semi-Imaginary Table. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains a somewhat likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“the spirit of blizzards of Mt. Paektu...” 
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Though reference to “the spirit of blizzards of Mt. Paektu” is not uncommon in North 
Korea, the timing in this instance, by coinciding with recent Table Update references to 
the Biblical Flood, in connection with the graphics posted with the March 6th and March 
9th Table Updates (with further references in additional recent Updates), appears as a 
somewhat likely inside-reference to The Table. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kcna-commentary- 
derides.../) includes fairly likely to somewhat likely inside-references to The Semi- 
Imaginary Table: 


“enough to make a cat laugh...” 

“is now acting a poodle...” 

“to realize its old dream of ... Sphere...” 
“trying to pick up a star in the sky...” 


The image of the white dove of peace that appears in the graphic included with the March 
6th and 9th Table Updates, as described in a previous Table Update, originated (before 
being “processed”’) as a dark colored bird from Steinhoff’s “That Dream Is Mine” self- 
produced music video. As described in the Feb. 28th Update, the above LAUGHING 
CAT expression’s appearance in an article from North Korea was regarded at that time as 
an extremely likely inside-reference to the SMILING BIRD referenced in this Steinhoff 
song’s lyrics in conjunction with the video, as the dark colored bird from the music video 
had recently appeared in a Table Update graphic. Therefore, the above new laughing cat 
reference would again possibly relate to the smiling bird, in its new incarnations in the 
March 6th and 9th Table Update graphics. The above article excerpt regarding “Sphere” 
is a somewhat likely inside-reference, the possible significance of inclusion of the word 
“sphere” in this time proximity elaborated on in the March 10th Table Update, also 
having to do with the March 6th and 9th Table Update graphics. A connection to the 
March 9th Table Update graphic also possibly exists in the above, “trying to pick a star in 
the sky”, in that an image of the white dove of peace is contextualized there as looming in 
the sky, as if within reach of a grounded image of the white dove of peace. 


The attached graphic is a section of the March 9th Table Update graphic, though one is 
required to view that context in order to have a clue as to what one is seeing.

Update- New articles from North Korea contain extremely likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates frequently result 
in possible inside-references. 


In reviewing a new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...), 
The Semi-Imaginary Table recognized a possible inside-reference to the graphic included 
with the March 7th Update (which had already been described, in the March 10th Update, 
as related to extremely likely inside-references by Sean Ono Lennon and Seth Meyers): 


“See your own shadow...” 


This graphic features the image of a mirror framed by images of bricks, in connection 
with an extremely likely inside-reference involving the word “bikini” described in that 
Table Update. Upon reading this new article further, The Table then came upon: 


“would be well advised to reflect itself with cool head...” 


In that “See your own shadow” was sufficient for The Table’s “short-hand” read to see a 
possible connection to this molded mirror “designed” to reveal particular human stuff, 
this additional idea of specifically reflecting self with “cool head”, which in itself is 
regarded by The Semi-Imaginary Table as an extremely likely inside-reference, “See 
your own shadow”, in a cumulative context with this other excerpt, is also seen as an 
extremely likely inside-reference to this same Table Update graphic. 
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Another excerpt from this article is a very likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary 
Table: 


“the TUNDRA of human rights...” 
Tundra Definition 


“The word ‘tundra’ usually refers only to the areas where the subsoil is permafrost, or 
permanently frozen soil. (It may also refer to the treeless plain in general.” 


A description of a possible inside-reference in the March 10th Table Update interrelates a 
world covered in water in the Biblical Flood, together with ice. The Table sees a very 
likely inside-reference in the time proximity of usage of the word “tundra” in this new 
article, to the March 10th Update’s Earth-covered-by-ice. Also possibly noteworthy 
would be a connection between the tundra definition involving a “treeless plain”, and the 
dove of peace in the Biblical Flood (represented in various ways in three recent Table 
Update graphics) seeking and finding some sign of green plant life, an olive branch, in 
the water covered world. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains an extremely likely inside-reference to the same bowling that has been a recent 
and somewhat recent recurring subject of The Semi-Imaginary Table. This began with 
the Feb. 14th Table Update’s reference to bowling, in connection with the bowling stuff 
in the first Semi-Imaginary Table at the beginning of this Facebook chain, 4.18.17 (“The 
Domino In The Stone”). In addition to a bowling ball relatedly being discussed in recent 
and somewhat recent Table Updates, almost as if it contains a symbolic token of peace 
property (and literally discussed this way in the Feb. 26th Table Update), a bowling ball 
image has also been seen occasionally in Update graphics, since the Feb. 14th Table 
Update, with the March 8th Update graphic being its most recent appearance. Additional 
Update graphics have also related to this bowling, without specifically including a 
bowling ball image, the March 12th Update graphic being the most recent instance, if one 
follows earlier Update tie-ins between underground bowling alleys and the underground 
Control Headquarters (re the classic TV sitcom, “Get Smart”). From the new article: 


“are the KINGPIN of...” 
Kingpin definition: 


“any of several bowling pins: such as. a : headpin. b : the pin that stands in the middle of 
a triangular arrangement of bowling pins.” 


The attached graphic includes a reworking of the above-referenced March 7th Update 
graphic involving bricks shaping a mirror, in relation to a reworking of the gold bricks 
image from the graphic included with the Jan. 17th Table Update.

Update- Recent confusion throughout the world as to why Trump spoke of bowling ball 
dents in connection with Japan (https://www.washingtonexaminer.com/.../white-house- 
trump...; https://www.washingtonpost.com/.../so-uh-whats-this.../...) has prompted this 
second Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table Update today, so as to clarify it all 
with the explanation that should be obvious for those following Table Updates — it is an 
extremely likely inside reference to The Table. This item would have been included in 
the first Table Update today had The Table been aware of this denting with a bowling 
ball word at the time of that posting. Relatedly, the Semi-Imaginary Table Update posted 
earlier today includes mention of an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table that 
involves a “kingpin”. Also to be found there is a description of what a bowling ball 
means in Table lexicon. (At this point "dent" has no meaning in Table lexicon.) 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/news.../287249/friendly-gathering- 
held/) includes a fairly likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“They talked about further strengthening the bilateral relations of friendship and 
cooperation... and played sports and amusement games.” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table had not previously associated these activities with diplomatic 
moments, so that this excerpt is very significant, by coinciding in time proximity with 
The Table’s long-held bowling interests being realized, even if only on the non-material 
plane bowling alley lane that comes into being through mention in a Semi-Imaginary 
Table Update. 


The attached graphic is a variation of the graphic included with the Feb. 20th Table 
Update, the two chairs now nearer and less wobbly (while remaining dent-free), a TV 
studio perhaps materializing around them.

Update- A new article from North Korea, entitled “New Aspect of School Good at 
Singing” (https://kcnawatch.co/.../new-aspect-of-school-good-at.../) contains fairly likely 
(not to be confused with extremely likely) inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary 
Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“their PECULIAR VOICES...” 
* ve MONOPOLY” 


As is occasionally reiterated (the March 10th Update as the most recent instance), 
possible inside-references frequently occur with apparent minor errors in the wording 
“which may be more likely to catch The Table’s notice.” And as is frequently reiterated, 
graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in 
possible inside-references to The Table. And as is occasionally reiterated (the March 13th 
Update as the most recent instance), “articles of a non-political nature sometimes contain 
possible inside-references to The Table (though the article title would first need to catch 
The Table’s attention in these instances).” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table’s reading of the above excerpted words from the new article 
first involves seeing "peculiar" as a word to associate with Lennon, and finding where it 
would make sense to bring to mind Lennon, as Lennon Brought To Mind type lexicon 
stuff has been an occasional component regarding possible inside-references to The 
Table. As with the article subject, Lennon is very music related; “peculiar” can be heard 
as part of a well known Lennon lyric from the song, “Nobody Told Me”, the single 
release from the posthumous “Milk and Honey” album (perhaps the last such single 
release of then-new Lennon material) that makes a thing of repeating a phrase with the 
word “peculiar” - “Most peculiar, Mama”, "Mama" giving it a certain amount of young 
person persona. Some attention goes to the article's "peculiar", from this being an 
apparent minor error in the translation, jumping off the page a little. The word 
“Monopoly” can also be found in Table lexicon, in that Steinhoff’s very influencing 1978 
CaArts video, “How Did The Future Learn To Play Monopoly” comes up from time to 
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time in Semi-Imaginary Table Updates for various reasons, graphics having sometimes 
been related as well. This would then perhaps zero in on the graphic posted with the 
March 8th Update, wherein Lennon is depicted using a pool stick, Harrison a croquet 
mallet, in a game involving different type game balls of an abstract nature, in that the 
phrase, “How Did The Future Learn To Play...”, without the “Monopoly”, would 
become related by virtue of wondering what game this could be, how can it be played. 
Therefore, “peculiar” and “monopoly” in the same breath as essentially occurs in the 
article, would read to The Semi-Imaginary Table as fairly likely inside-references to the 
graphic posted with the March 8th Table Update, wherein one can find form given to the 
combination of "how do you learn to play..." and Lennon. 


The attached graphic includes a freeze frame from Steinhoff’s self-produced “New 
Game” music video (https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=fzpXy YHqFhA) diffferent from 
the one used in the Feb. 8th Update, as well as a rendering of the above-referenced March 
8th graphic, and also, “a little yellow idol”, as the Lennon song goes.

Update- New articles from North Korea contain extremely likely and somewhat likely 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


The extremely likely inside-references were identified, in part, through incorporating 
knowledge of Semi-Imaginary Table lexicon. Specifically, ever since the 10.17.17 Table 
Update graphic, “rabid dog” can under circumstances be taken by The Table (through 
sometimes-in-play lexicons / short-hands) as a possible inside-reference to Snoopy on his 
doghouse fighting the Red Baron, from a cell in a lunatic asylum with a plaque by the 
door that reads, “Mad Dog”. With the idea in mind that scholars may someday show us 
that the closest living mainstream Western pop culture mythological relative to Dr. 
Who’s police call box telephone booth (Tardis spaceship) could very possibly be 
Snoopy’s doghouse, and its transformational properties that go beyond the physical space 
it should occupy, and beyond other stuff as well, a new article from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../s-korean-conservatives-slammed.../) may be seen as having 
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extremely likely inside-references to The Table. These would be centered around the 
graphic included with the March 12th Table Update that put the telephone booth of “Get 
Smart” together with the telephone booth of “Dr. Who”: 


“rabid dogs” 
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“crying out for ‘security 
“no stone unturned to achieve their base...” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. The Tables’ read of “no stone unturned” 
regards the graphic’s “Get Smart” phone booth reference, as the iconic opening montage 
of this classic 60s TV sitcom shows this booth to be all about something hidden 
underneath it. “To achieve their base” again relates to this same section of “Get Smart” 
through one of the definitions: “Base: situate as the center of operations”. With regard to 
the above “crying out for ‘security’”, this would relate to the same “Get Smart” phone 
booth and the opening montage of which it is a part, the montage being centered around 
the extreme / absurd-seeming security developed for the underground Control 
headquarters. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kcna-commentary- 
derides.../) contains several somewhat likely inside-references: 


“... MARGINALIZED from the trend of the history...” 
“to nip in the bud the sprouts...” 
“...to throw overboard...” 


It being the graphic included with the March 10th Table Update shows the cover of a 
book cut off on the right margin, so that one is deliberatly made unable to read the entire 
title as part of the idea, this article’s inclusion of “marginalized” may be in that 
connection, especially as the book involved is the Cliff Notes for “War and Peace”, 
which relates to “the trend of the history”. Had the article stated it as, “Marginalized (the 
right margin) from the trend of the history”, it would have read better for The Table, 
though at the same time, probably would have read worse for the article. With relation to 
the remaining two above excerpts, these may relate to Biblical Flood references in recent 
Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphics and possible inside-references, relating to the 
dove of peace, the olive branch, and more. 


Another new article from New Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains several somewhat likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“Vigilance Should Be Sharpened against Imperialists' Moves for 
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Expanding Sphere of Domination” (article title) 


“... PEACE’... touted by the imperialists precisely means... SPHERE OF 
DOMINATION...” 


Following the March 10th Table Update usage of the word “sphere”, in connection with 
the March 6th Update graphic, a possible inside-reference to The Table involving this 
word was then identified in a later update. In noticing usage of this word therefore in this 
new article, The Table in this instance sees a possible connection to something from the 
first of the two March 15th Table Updates: 


“BOWLING BALL... a symbolic token OF PEACE” 


Notwithstanding this somewhat possible inside-reference, The Semi-Imaginary Table 
continues to see a bowling ball of peace in humanity’s future. 


The attached graphic goes beyond Snoopy’s Tardis-like doghouse, emphasizing instead 
Snoopy as the subject of a Cliff Notes edition of the classic “Happiness is a Warm 
Puppy”, and as a focus of Woodstock, who may not know how to read.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../1521417.../on- 
principle-of-utility/) possibly contains the influence of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. And as is occasionally reiterated, 
“articles of a non-political nature sometimes contain possible inside-references to The 
Table (though the article title would first need to catch The Table’s attention in these 
instances).”” 
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The graphic included with the March 17th Table Update was centered around the book 
that introduced Snoopy to the world as an entity beyond the comic strip, “Happiness Is A 
Warm Puppy”. In applying the two above-described criteria, to the attention given in this 
article to the exhilaration around a new scientific improvement in raising livestock, one 
might arrive at: 


Happiness is a Pig With “the suitable size of the powdered chaff, ratio of mixture, effects 
on digestion and so on”. 


This would be a somewhat possible inside-reference / influence with relation to The 
Semi-Imaginary Table (not to be confused with an extremely likely inside-reference). 


The attached image is a section of “A Separate Thing” from Steinhoff’ s self[-published 
“Go Eyes Go!” (see archive.org), with the horse as chess piece image separated out in 
this variation.

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
includes an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 


“to satisfy their cupidity...” 


As is sometimes reiterated (the March 16th Update as the most recent instance), “possible 
inside-references frequently occur with apparent minor errors in the wording ‘which may 
be more likely to catch The Table’s notice.’” And as is frequently reiterated, graphics 
included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible 
inside-references to The Table. 


The graphic included with the March 15th Table Update very much lends itself to 
comparison with the classic image of the winged Cupid hovering above the drama of two 
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people beneath him. There may exist a significant age gap between Cupid and this Table 
Update graphic character. And they may also have different hopes for those upon whom 
they are focused. Other than that, nearly indistinguishable. 


Another excerpt from this same article from North Korea may also contain an inside- 
reference, though this one would be a somewhat less likely inside-reference than the 
above: 


“...makes one take common steps...” 


In conjunction with the above-described extremely likely inside-referenced graphic, this 
“steps” excerpt could relate to the steps visible in the image, the chairs slightly more 
advanced towards each other on these steps than when seen in an update previous to the 
March 15th Table Update, in the graphic included with the Feb. 20th Table Update. 


If read in conjunction with the above-described extremely likely inside-reference to The 
Table, another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kcna-blasts- 
dishonest-forces.../)/ may also be seen as containing a possible inside-reference: 


“this or that even before the parties concerned are given a chance to study the inner 
thoughts of the other side and are seated at a negotiating table.” 


This same March 15th Update graphic contains as a conspicuous element a contemplative 
presence relating to an upcoming meeting, the stage set, however, no one to eventually be 
seated yet in presence. Such things forming around such things occur of themselves, and 
so the graphic illustrates this, as does the above excerpt, though the observation in the 
North Korea article would not have required the appearance of the related idea in the 
Table Update graphic to reflect this type of activity. 


The attached graphic includes an image seen in the graphic attached with the 11.15.17 
Table Update, involving a possibly cosmic ring on John Lennon’s forehead, so as get the 
cupids in our minds tangled up with deep thoughts to weigh.

Update- A new article from North Korea regarding sports activity 
(https://kcnawatch.co/new.../1521547354-417281562/dark-horse/) includes a fairly likely 
inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“Dark horse” (article title) 


George Harrison, in naming both a song and his record company, “Dark Horse”, might 
therefore be associated with “dark horse”. The graphic attached with the March 16th 

Table Update includes the image of George Harrison playing croquet (image variations 
also existing in the graphics included with the Feb. 21th and March 8th Table Updates). 


As reiterated in the March 19th Table Update, “As is frequently reiterated, graphics 
included with recent Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to 
The Table. And as is occasionally reiterated, ‘articles of a non-political nature sometimes 
contain possible inside-references to The Table (though the article title would first need 
to catch The Table’s attention in these instances).’” 


As this new article from North Korea brings George Harrison to mind, and regards sports, 
The Semi-Imaginary Table sees a connection with the March 16th Table Update graphic 
that shows George Harrison with a croquet mallet. In view of possible inside-references 
to The Table very, very often resulting from Table Update graphics, this connection 
becomes more significant as it matches the pattern. 


The attached picture of Einstein and coffee cup comes from Steinhoff’s late mother, who 
got it from her late cousin Herbert (with whom she was a communist in their youth), who 
corresponded with Einstein a little (and who was married to the sister of Sydney 
Buchman of Hollywood communist screenwriting fame). This does not answer the 
question (in The Table's mind, at least) of whether Einstein could perhaps be drinking the 
same thing as George Harrison in the croquet image, though The Semi-Imaginary Table 
believes this could be among the things that passes from one person to another of which 
we have no knowledge, and which are part of who we are.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../shadow-casting-rock- 
under-good.../) contains very likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table: 


“Shadow-casting rock under good protection” (article title) 
“rocks whose upper parts resemble a roof or cap visor” 


As reiterated in the previous Table Update, “As is frequently reiterated, graphics included 
with recent Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. And as is occasionally reiterated, ‘articles of a non-political nature sometimes 
contain possible inside-references to The Table (though the article title would first need 
to catch The Table’s attention in these instances).’” 


This article about natural configurations of rocks, formed such as to act as a shield from 
the sun in the view of primitive man, relates very much to the graphic included with the 
first (of two) March 15th Table Updates, in which different semi-random, interconnecting 
configurations of possibly gold bricks surround ordinary bricks in semi-random positions 
(which surround pieces of mirror, per the graphic’s description). At the same time this 
article, to a lesser degree, also relates to the graphic included with the March 20th Table 
Update, which renders a sunglass lens in a particularly prominent way. The possibility 
exists this article simultaneously inside-references both recent Table graphics. 


The attached image is a color version of the graphic included with the second (of 2) 
12.5.17 Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, originating from Steinhoff’s 12.3.17 report-out 
(non-Table post) re his 12.2.17 SNL influences, and features an image from Steinhoff’ s 
“American Gothic” video.

Update- New articles from North Korea include extremely likely, fairly likely, and 
somewhat possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. And as is occasionally reiterated, 
articles of a non-political nature sometimes contain possible inside-references to The 
Table (though the article title would first need to catch The Table’s attention in these 
instances). 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../spring-livens-up-horse-riding/) 
contains: 


“Spring livens up horse riding” (article title) 


“...a picture taken on horseback, clad in armour and taking a spear, and felt like 
warrior...” 


The graphic included with the March 19th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, which has a 
horse as its focus, is described in that update as follows: 


“The attached image is a section of “A Separate Thing’ from Steinhoff’s self-published 
‘Go Eyes Go!’ (see archive.org), with the horse as chess piece image separated out in this 
variation.” 


Therefore, the focus on a horse in a recent Table Update graphic, by separately relating to 
the image of a horse as knight, also connects directly with this new article for this 

separate reason, it being that one of the above excerpts specifically conjures the image of 
a watrior upon a horse, at the same time one is given a description of a simple horse. The 
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Semi-Imaginary Table sees this as very much matching the pattern, and regards this as an 
extremely likely inside-reference. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../15218065.../seized-with- 
uneasiness/), also contains a possible inside-reference to The Table, if specifically seen in 
conjunction with the above-described extremely likely inside-reference: 


“likened it to a US-bred parrot... devoid of independence...” 


An occasionally referenced Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphic, which is included in 
the first 4.18.17 Semi-Imaginary Table post at the beginning of this Table Update chain, 
has parrots atop dominos, perhaps going beyond the idea of their being perched on the 
dominos, to also lend itself to the idea of riding the dominos. There would also be a 
connection to another occasionally seen section of this domino image, which emphasizes 
a character’s position outside the reach of the dominos, thus existing in an environment 
specially insulated in its way. The referenced graphic, “A Separate Thing”, very much 
shares this idea of a character (horse) in an environment specially insulated in its way (vs. 
the non-insular element contained in its accessibility to a chess horse, despite the wall, as 
in the original image). 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../going-against-the-trend- 
of-times/) includes a word that also recently surfaced somewhere in another article as 
well (words sometimes surface in precisely this manner, of simultaneous appearances in 
different articles): 


“the trend of the times can never be CHECKED...” 


This appearance of the word “checked”, though it is only a one-syllable word, is 
sufficiently out of the ordinary here, and sufficiently connected with chess vernacular, as 
to read to The Table as a fairly likely inside-reference to the above-mentioned recent 
Table graphic, which can be seen as emphasizing a horse specifically in the context of it 
being outside chess / apart from a chess horse. This would be a fairly likely inside- 
reference to The Table, however, because it is only one syllable, many will find it 
automatically disqualified from this possibility for this reason, allowing it as a somewhat 
possible inside-reference at best. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../1521.../functional-socks- 
developed/) contains a somewhat possible inside-reference to The Table: 


“Functional socks developed” (article title) 


One of Steinhoff’s main videos would be “Mall Man” (see archive.org), with the Feb. 
15th Table Update containing an example of a direct reference to the socklessness 
focused on in the story. This has to do with its discussion of the character played by 
Steinhoff, living as a homeless person, choosing to be sockless. The graphic included 
with the March 16th Table Update also contains an image of Steinhoff in the role of a 
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homeless person (give and/or take), and though Steinhoff is not “Mall Man” there, 
enough of a thread can be found (though not enough thread to make a whole pair of 
socks, perhaps). 


The attached graphic includes a chess knight from the same hand-carved set that 
Steinhoff’s father had made circa 1950, when he was stationed in Japan, this particular 
piece having also been captured in Steinhoff’s video, “Seinfeld Lab” 
(https://archive.org/details/LennonGroupshotNo.5).

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
includes an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 


“bound to face BITTERER...” 


As is sometimes reiterated (the March 20th Update as the most recent instance), possible 
inside-references frequently occur with apparent minor errors in the wording which may 
be more likely to catch The Table’s notice. Such is the case with “bitterer” (though The 
Table finds it acceptable grammatically that some prefer this form to “more bitter’, 
“bitterer” nevertheless draws special attention as a minor error would). And as was 
mentioned in the previous Table Update. even a single syllable word can in and of itself 
be an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table. 


This noticeable usage of “bitterer” immediately caused The Table to consider it in terms 
of a coffee quality matter from the March 21st Table Update, regarding Einstein’s coffee 
in that Update’s graphic: 


“This does not answer the question of whether Einstein is drinking the same thing as 
George Harrison in the croquet image...” 
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The Semi-Imaginary Table then subjected this to its “The Match Game” (American quiz 
show) test, wherein one determines the first five things that come into everybody’s mind 
when certain things are mentioned. Such as, “I don’t know much about the coffee John 
was drinking, but from the face he made, it must have been very (blank).” “Bitter” makes 
the top five (along with sweet, hot, strong, and perhaps that’s it), being a word very much 
in the vernacular used with relation to coffee quality. 


As The Semi-Imaginary Table observes from time to time, articles from North Korea 
have been known to inside-reference The Table in relation to certain special holidays and 
birthdays, the week preceding George Harrison’s Feb. 25th birthday being the most 
recent example. And as The Table also has noted occasionally, inside-references 
sometimes have a “double entendre” element (the March 22nd Update containing such an 
example, the possibility coming up that two separate, recent Table Update graphics were 
being inside-referenced by the same thing, as with a double entendre). Because of these 
factors, and also because of The Table’s occasional usage of Steinhoff s Moses 
renderings in its graphics, and because the Jewish holiday Passover begins in one week, 
The Table regards “bitterer” as a simultaneous extremely likely inside-reference to 
Maror: 


“Maror, or BITTER HERBS, is another one of the Passover foods on the Seder plate and 
it symbolizes the BITTERNESS of slavery.” 


In that update a symbolic element of a great nature, perhaps, had been given by The 
Table to the Einstein and Harrison coffees, as part of an important, larger totality of 
everyone, and so bringing this to something in relation to an extremely well known, 
symbolic Passover food would relate in spirit as well to the referenced Semi-Imaginary 
Table coffee quality matter. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../japan-needs-to-face-up- 
to-trend.../) contains a somewhat possible inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“the insular nation...” 


The previous Table Update went into a possible inside-reference in connection with a 
“specially INSULATED environment”, however, it is not certain whether this article 
appeared after or before that Update, which would alter whether it could be a possible 
inside-reference to The Table. 


The attached graphic incorporates the moment in Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s 
Dream” video (1992, see archive.org) when fire in color becomes fire in black and white, 
and the moment in Spielberg’s “Schindler’s List” (1993) at the very (pre-story) 
beginning, when a Sabbath candle flame in color turns to black and white, transitioning 
the movie to its black and white story, a variation of the graphic included with the March 
22nd Table Update, the hand that is, a part of this new graphic as well. As an ongoing 
major Spielberg influence for decades, as The Table occasionally notes, Steinhoff regards 
himself as a key influence on this key “Schindler’s List” moment (though one cannot say 
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whether it is part of the Hitler-esque torture Steinhoff is subjected to 24/7 literally for 
decades, through electronic sound manipulation at low decibles, this being a high tech 
world and Steinhoff being at the center of certain chessboards, etc., if that is something 
those who follow The Table and Steinhoff’s SNL influences can even begin to get). The 
good news is that no scars to Steinhoff's hand from having a burning ember in it in this 
image are even the least bit visible to the concerned observer.

Update- New articles from North Korea contain very likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. These require a strong knowledge of Table 
lexicons, short-hands, etc., and so will not read as very likely inside-references to most. 


As mentioned in the previous Table Update, owing to an extremely likely inside- 
reference to the holiday Passover in one week, it was reiterated that “articles from North 
Korea have been known to inside-reference The Table in relation to certain special 
holidays and birthdays.” This update, one day later, regards a “trail” that led to something 
regarding Steinhoff and Easter Sunday, 1978. And so with Easter being in one week, 
finding Easter at the end of the “trail” followed by The Table would seem to further 
support the possibility of an inside-reference here. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../pomminryon-issues-joint.../) 
includes: 


“tender mercy” 
“conduct in the van” 
“fan up the hot air” 


“breathe the same breath” 
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The Semi-Imaginary Table sees in “tender mercy” a possibly deliberate effort to bring to 
mind the movie in which Robert Duvall acts the part of a country western singer. On 
Easter Sunday 1978 Robert Duvall was on the same airplane as Steinhoff, which 
Steinhoff describes in connection with sitting next to Billy Joel on the same flight, and 
something possibly Lennon related, in his 9.30.14 posted “video of the week” 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/videos/10205143976063553/). (pls 
note- this video posting would be one of the extremely rare instances where Steinhoff 
posted a description of when Billy Joel sat next to him on an airplane without also 
including mention of it having been Easter 1978). 


In this context, the other above excerpts from this new article might also be seen as 
connecting with this. And because the referenced Steinhoff “video of the week” 
specifically includes a discussion of what the airline names for First Class and Second 
Class might have been in 1978, it becomes especially significant that another new article 
from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../anti-dprk-resolution-on.../) several times 
includes: 


“A-class” 


This catches The Table’s notice irrespective of the First Class / Second Class discussion, 
being something slightly out of the ordinary, and therefore of the potentially anomalous 
nature that has in the past been related to possible inside-references. With regard to the 
first new article from North Korea referenced above, It should also be noted that the use 
of “van” for “vanguard” in articles from North Korea have, in various Table Updates in 
the past, been occasionally regarded as Table lexicon, relating to the van in the CalArts 
movie, “Limbo”, and through this possibly connecting to Lennon, the specific origin of 
something “Stand By Me” (Lennon song) related, and other stuff. “Hot air” has likewise 
been connected in Table lexicon with a hot air balloon and a Kinks song about drifting 
away without being responsible to the world. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../meeting-of-co-chairmen- 
of.../) includes: 


“stand in the van” 


As both “stand in the van” and “conduct in the van” are seen in new articles from North 
Korea at this time, one might, if seeking a Lennon connection in this (from "van" 
meaning in Table lexicon), notice that “conduct” is a word that relates to music, and that 
“stand” is part of the above-mentioned title, “Stand By Me”. Additionally, the above- 
mentioned movie, “Limbo”, in having to do with a real gorilla in contrast with someone 
acting a gorilla, might be related to the graphic posted with the March 19th Table Update, 
which is a section of a graphic that contrasts a chess horse / knight with a real horse. As is 
frequently reiterated, graphics posted with recent Table Updates very, very often result in 
possible inside-references. These van excerpts also relate to movement aboard the 
airplane described in the Steinhoff video, wherein Billy Joel is described as leaving his 
seat to speak with Duvall. And the real gorilla / actor gorilla matter can be related to the

Duvall actor issue described in the referenced "video of the week" (pls note-this "video of 
the week" is not among those selected for inclusion in a separate archive.org post of 
Steinhoff "videos of the week"). 


The attached graphic is a variation of the Moses / "Coin That Came In Second" graphic 
included with the 12.22.17 Semi-Imaginary Table Update (where it is described in more 
detail), the TV screen part of the image containing the variation.

Update- The premier episode of a new TV show last night, “Barry”, is very much 
interconnected with an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump 
Un Steinhoff Table, described in the previous (March 25th) Table Update, and a new 
article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../japan-plagued-by-horrific-murders/) 
contains an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“as difficult as plucking a star in the sky...” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included 
with the March 22nd Update shows, within a partially open hand, the image of Steinhoff 
holding the sun (a star) in his hands (though made of paper). The above excerpt therefore 
totally matches the pattern, and is an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi- 
Imaginary Table. 


The March 25th Table Update described an extremely likely inside-reference to The 
Table that very specifically involved the subject of acting as a life choice dilemma for a 
key character. The Robert Duvall movie, “Tender Mercies”, also came up in yesterday’s 
Table Update. Though known in advance that this show would begin with focus on the 
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question of whether to be an actor, as with the extremely likely inside-reference to The 
Table described in the previous Update, the specific mention of the Duvall movie that 
occurred at one point in this TV show's premier episode was not. It should perhaps also 
be mentioned that Steinhoff regards himself as an occasional influence on Bill Hader, the 
SNL alum star of "Barry" (Steinhoff reports out every Sunday on his ongoing SNL 
influences), as well as there being various other SNL alum upon whom Steinhoff is also 
an occasional influence (including Bill Hader friends Andy Samberg, Seth Meyers and 
Fred Armisen). 


The attached graphic makes a new constellation of stars Groucho, Harpo, Saul and David.

Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references. 


New articles from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...; 
https://kcnawatch.co/.../pomminryon-vows-to-lead.../) include: 


“Tt will go deep into the GRASSroots to BREATHE THE SAME BREATH WITH 
THEM...” 


“conducting a range of anti-war activities...” 
“...the CHIEFTAIN of division and HURDLE...” 
The graphic included with the March 20th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, as described 


when posted, contains something that goes back to the graphic included with 11.15.17 
Table Update, that graphic additionally including the image of smoke, and the image of 
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an Indian (chief) head marijuana roach clip (close-up of Indian chief head on roach clip 
visible in graphic included with the Feb. 10th Table Update). Seen a certain way, the first 
excerpt above could relate to this. However, it is in connection with a discussion in the 
March 24th Table Update that the highlighting of this element would particularly be in 
continuity with things. That discussion interconnected bitter herbs as symbolic food at a 
Passover Seder, with Einstein’s special coffee in the graphic included with the March 
21st Table Update, which was introduced as being something to imagine, symbolically, 
as related to the image of George Harrison’s special beverage that appears in graphics 
included with the March 16th and March 8th Table Updates. 


The Feb. 26th Table Update, for a set of reasons, connected usage of the word “chieftain” 
in an article from North Korea with this same Indian (chief) head marijuana roach clip 
image. The above excerpt with the word “chieftain” additionally includes the word 
“hurdle”, which “jumps” off the page a little for The Semi-Imaginary Table (pun partially 
intended), in terms of it relating to the graphic included with the March 19th Table 
Update. That graphic, a section of a larger image, has to do with images of a horse and a 
chess horse / knight divided by a stone wall, with a further implication that the chess 
piece’s freedom of movement in relation to walls differed from the real horse. The word 
“hurdle” therefore jumped off the page for often being part of the vernacular associated 
with horses, particularly in situations such as the one referenced. 


Because the word “conduct” came up in the March 25th Table Update in relation to 
Lennon, who is closely associated with the Peace Movement of the ‘60s (“Give Peace A 
Chance” being but one manifestation), the appearance of "conduct" in the above excerpt 
in connection with “anti-war activities” may therefore bring Lennon to mind as well. It 
should also be noted that the Peace Movement of the ‘60s was also sometimes referred to 
as the Anti-War Movement. 


Because these excerpts can easily be read by The Semi-Imaginary Table as relating to the 
symbolic idea of passing the peace pipe (the combination of the first excerpt, together 
with the Table lexicon connection to "chieftain" re a marijuana roach clip), something 
regarded by American Indians as an important action wherein imbibing of a particular 
substance is part of bonding on both a human and semi-political level, and because this 
would directly relate to the discussion in the March 24th Table Update regarding 
symbolic food at the Passover Seder, with Einstein’s coffee and Harrison’s beverage also 
discussed as perhaps being of a similar such special substance, and because this would 
“thread” through a number of recent Table Update graphics (March 19th, 20th, 21st), and 
because the March 22nd Update graphic specifically had to do with a special image of 
smoke described as being in connection with an important image of a Jewish ritual, the 
above excerpts are regarded by The Semi-Imaginary Table as extremely likely inside- 
references. Separately, this idea may seem one less written in stone, however, in a certain 
conjunction with one another, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees these as very solid, though 
it may require appreciating a number of things in order to keep this smoke from turning 
into smoke. 
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The attached image is a metal chess horse / knight glued to a little metal faucet thing, 

perhaps to express how God sometimes may not always rely on normal channeling of 
water to reach everyone who needs water, metaphorically speaking, though irrigation 

ditches are also good.

Update- “Kim Jong Un’s Speech at Banquet” during his visit to China yesterday includes 
extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


The Jan 30th, Feb 2nd and Feb 5th Semi-Imaginary Table Updates each put the word 
“precious” as “PRECIOUS”, all caps, in regarding it as a Table lexicon word, and in 
relation to the opening lyric of the Lennon song, “Starting Over”. In writing yesterday’s 
Semi-Imaginary Table Update, the thought specifically crossed The Table’s mind, of the 
major giving of a toast moment, the tapping of a glass for attention and then a speech, 
that begins this song, which also starts the first Lennon album after his longest period 
without a release. This thought followed from yesterday’s Update’s going into symbolic 
raising of coffee cups (as if for a toast), Lennon, peace pipes / a marijuana roach clip, and 
so forth that together led to the forming of that Update’s conclusion, of there being 
extremely likely inside-references to The Table in an article from North Korea. 


From “Kim Jong Un’s Speech at Banquet” (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 
“to comprehend the PRECIOUSness...” 
“I PROPOSE A TOAST” 


“through the SACRED JOINT” 
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“... TWO BROTHERLY NEIGHBOURS with RIVERS IN BETWEEN...” 


The above excerpting of “sacred joint” would not simply be the seeing of a marijuana 
connection in every usage of the word “joint” (as some do in jest), in that this additional 
inclusion of the word “sacred” would allow this to be seen as lending itself to the idea of 
the solemn significance attached to the passing of the peace pipe (as described in the 
previous Table Update). 


Additionally, as the Lennon / Nilsson rendering of the song “Many Rivers To Cross” is 
an important element in a collage posting by Steinhoff to show part of his Lennon 
influence (https://archive.org/details/LimboLennonSteinhoff2016), Kim Jong Un’s 
emphasis on “rivers in between” within a speech that is already extremely likely to 
contain an inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table, involving Lennon, would 
therefore seem likely to also exist in this other context. “Two brotherly neighbours” 
would perhaps also relate to the Lennon / Nilsson “Pussycats” album cover, also included 
in Steinhoff’s referenced collage. 


New articles from North Korea regarding Kim Jong Un’s China trip 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...; https://kcnawatch.co/.../kim-jong-un-pays- 
unofficial.../, https://kcnawatch.co/.../kim-jong-un-thanks-x1-jinping/, 
https://kcnawatch.co/.../xi-jinping-hosts-banquet-for.../) also include extremely likely 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


...put it on a new high stage...” 

...onto a new higher stage...” 

...a treasure common to us...” 

...such Korean songs as... The Flower Girl...” 
...to carry forward the precious tradition...” 
...forged in the sacred joint...” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included with the March 
15th Table Update, a variation of the graphic included with the Feb. 20th Update, is 
described as having to do with chairs advancing UPWARDS, and towards each other, “a 
TV studio perhaps materializing around them” (when this graphic later became possibly 
inside-referenced, it was further described in Updates beyond the one in which it was 
originally included). This would relate to the above excerpts, “put it on a new high stage” 
and “onto a new higher stage”, a TV studio being akin to a stage upon which 
performances occur. 
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The above excerpt, “a treasure common to us”, would further relate to Lennon’s “Starting 
Over” lyric, “...our life TOGETHER is so precious, TOGETHER...”, and becomes a 
very likely inside-reference to The Table, for existing within the same context as the 
extremely likely inside-reference / influence regarding “PRECIOUS” from “Starting 
Over”. 


In addition to the Smokey Robinson and The Miracles song, “Flower Girl” being used by 
Steinhoff in his ““Gosk 2” video (see archive.org), a song by Ian Anderson of Jethro Tull, 
“Little Flower Girl”, is regarded by Steinhoff as containing his influence. This song is on 
the Ian Anderson album, “Secret Language of Birds”, which has come up with relation to 
graphics included in various Table Updates. The Semi-Imaginary Table considers it 
somewhat possible that this Korean song, “The Flower Girl”, may have been included as 
an inside-reference, and if so, more likely relating to the Smokey Robinson “Flower Girl” 
in “Gosk” than the Ian Anderson “Little Flower Girl’, as in “Gosk” its usage also 
involves the story’s exciting flowers everywhere in a new land, as with the description of 
Kim Jong Un’s visit to China. 


The attached graphic features Steinhoff’s sculpture, “Maccabee”, and emphasizes a 
special light of the sun flowing through a flag rendered in translucent stone, perhaps 
symbolizing here something known at various times by all nations, and is perhaps an 
experience most recently felt again by both the people of China and North Korea from 
this visit. (The Semi-Imaginary Table should perhaps note that Maccabee is in the story 
of the Jewish holiday, Hanukah, rather than the story of the Jewish holiday, Passover, 
which begins the day after tomorrow. This does not necessarily mean The Table will be 
doing something with Steinhoff’s Moses sculpture when Hanukah comes.)

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Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../xi-jinpings-speech-at- 
banquet/) indicates a very likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table by General Secretary Xi of China: 


“putting the relations between the two parties and two countries on a new stage...” 


This would be very similar to inside-references described in the previous Semi-Imaginary 
Table Update as relating to the graphics included with the Feb. 20th and (second) March 
15th Table Updates, with the significant difference in what is noted today being that the 
above usage is attributed to General Secretary Xi of China. 


The attached graphic, which is a variation of the two above-referenced Table Update 
graphics, carries forward the little known Jewish tradition of building something without 
financial compensation that slightly resembles a pyramid the day before Passover. This 
year’s semi-pyramid goes out to Steinhoff s Pharaoh of the Year, “Mummy” producer 
Sean Daniel, for being particularly influenced by Steinhoff all the time (most recently, 
“The Mummy 2017” - 
https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/posts/10213592720596886), without 
taking Steinhoff’s phone calls, the last time they spoke being a phone conversation in the 
“80s that led to “Jurassic Park”.

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains very likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 


“drawing water to their own mill by harming others...” 


“to get rid of the tight corner...” 
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“..would only invite bitterer denunciation...” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included 
with the March 27th Table Update, “a metal chess horse / knight glued to a little metal 
faucet thing”, is further described in that Update, essentially, as symbolic of the reach of 
God in spite of barriers, the metaphorical directing of the distribution of water 
symbolized in the faucet / knight. The first excerpt above, though it appears in similar 
form with a certain frequency in articles from North Korea, very much relates to this 
same idea in the recent Table Update graphic, containing the same metaphorical idea of 
just water distribution. The next above excerpt, in including “tight corner”, has a possible 
Table lexicon element, in bringing to mind a possible inside-reference described in the 
second Jan. Ist Table Update, where “tight corner” was related, in part, to a graphic 
focused on the corner square on a Monopoly board. Its appearance in this new article 
would therefore lend itself to the idea of a chess board square, to connect with this same 
recent Table graphic involving a chess knight. As with “tight corner”, the above 
“bitterer” also possesses potential Table lexicon value, in that the March 24th Table 
Update, in a discussion that would also be related to this March 27th Update graphic, 
specifically focused on this word (then appearing for the first time in an article from 
North Korea, to the best of The Table’s knowledge), in connection with a possible inside- 
reference to The Table. In conjunction with the frequency of extremely likely inside- 
references to The Table in general, most often occurring in relation to recent Table 
Update graphics, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees these adding up to extremely likely 
inside-references to The Table. 


The attached graphic includes a still image of a saxophone from Steinhoff s 
Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” (see archive.org), which appears in the video within 
several seconds of an image included in the March 24th Table Update, described in that 
update as having to do with Steinhoff’s significant influence on the opening candle- 
lighting in Spielberg’s ““Schindler’s List” that transitions the movie to the past. Also 
included in the graphic is a drawing of a saxophone from the cover of the video cassette 
box for Steinhoff s self-produced “New Game” music video, which has come up in 
previous Table Update graphics. On this, the eve of Passover, these saxophone images 
are perhaps representative here of the shofar, used in early days to communicate far and 
wide the approach of a Jewish religious holiday, perhaps heard as a participant in the far 
reach of God (with all due respect to Vincent Van Gogh and Eric Clapton, whose 
birthdays are celebrated today as well).

Update- Extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table, as well as fairly to somewhat likely inside-references to The Table, are included in 
new articles from North Korea (due to Facebook tech difficulty, the article links will be 
posted separately as an addendum to follow this update/comment): 

“endangered owing to the Samurai descendents” 

“that makes us sleepless” 

“confrontation moves” 

“to hold in check” 


“were totally blocked” 


“like POINTING an accusing finger at others' DOOR through a torn hole on its own 
DOOR...” 


“trying to poke its NOSE into the...” 

...an opportunity to approach the DOOR...” 
... making oxygen-blowing nozzle...” 

...an enclosed water heater...” 


...not an absurd cry but a bitter experience...” 
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“...to put the DPRK-China friendship on a new high stage...” 
“unusually running high...” 
“Japan Should Not Run Amuck” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. 


The graphic included with the March 23rd Table Update focuses on two chess knights 
hand-carved in Japan during the late ‘40s / early ‘50s, in the form of Samuri warriors on 
horseback. Those familiar with articles from North Korea will notice that the word 
“Samuri” rarely if ever appears. A new article from North Korea includes, “‘...endangered 
owing to the Samurai descendents”. The Semi-Imaginary Table sees this as fitting the 
pattern of relating to a recent Table Update graphic, therefore, this is read as an extremely 
likely inside-reference to The Table. 


The graphic included with the March 21st Table Update focuses on Einstein holding a 
cup of coffee, the coffee receiving particular focus in Table Updates that followed as 
well, with regard to possible inside-references. In one such instance the “Match Game” 
(American TV quiz show) test was applied in order to show how the word “bitter” is on a 
relatively short list of words in the vernacular of coffee. If one were to again apply this 
same “Match Game” test regarding the above excerpt, “... THAT makes us sleepless...”, 
The Semi-Imaginary Table again believes the word “coffee” would score big points for 
those who wrote it down as an anticipated match for this sentence. The Table sees this 
also as fitting the pattern of relating to a recent Table Update graphic, and reads it as an 
extremely likely inside-reference to The Table. 


The above chess vernacular type excerpts are all contained in the same article, and 
because of several recent Update graphics involving chess piece images, these seem 
fairly possible inside-references, collectively. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table reads the next set of above excerpts, mostly from the same 
article, as fairly likely inside-references to the graphic included with the March 25th 
Table Update, which features a variation of a Table Update graphic that has come up 
before, involving Steinhoff s semi-novel, “The Coin That Came In Second” (see 
archive.org). The capitalized words in the excerpts, POINTING, NOSE, DOOR, all used 
as part of expressions and so of greater note to The Table (as opposed to when an article 
describes something that can only be expressed one way, therefore, without much room 
for an inside-reference), particularly relate: the referenced recent Table Update graphic 
involves a man POINTING at a screen that shows his own EYE (version posted with 
12.22.17 Update shows image pointed at is his own NOSE, if one looks closely); the 
semi-novel begins with characters facing a crisis from “DOORS” to different artificial 
natural habitat environments / worlds being trespassed, rooms broken into (e.g., 
something from the prehistoristic “world” makes it into the modern world / through the 
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modern world door, as the semi-novel’s title references), thus a metaphorical-like usage 
of “doors” in both instances. 


The next two above excerpts, “...making oxygen-blowing nozzle...”, and “...an enclosed 
water heater...”, from a non-political article from North Korea (sometimes non-political 
articles from North Korea have been found to contain possible inside-references), both do 
not seem very likely to be inside-references to the graphic included with the March 27th 
Table Update, which focused on the image of a mobile water faucet / nozzle. 
Nevertheless, The Semi-Imaginary Table can also imagine someone with metallurgical 
expertise in this area making a better connection between the parts (perhaps soldering 
iron would be needed), causing these excerpts to rise to the level of somewhat possible 
inside-references to this Table Update graphic. 


In specially noting the above excerpt, “...not an absurd cry but a bitter experience...”, in 
that the word “bitterer” had recently taken on possible Table lexicon significance as 
described in the March 24th Table Update, The Semi-Imaginary Table further noticed 
something that more particularly related to a recent Update graphic, that which is 
included with the March 26th Update, of Rembrandt’s David playing the harp, not before 
Saul, but before Harpo and Groucho. This contrast of absurd versus bitter reads as a 
somewhat possible inside-reference to this recent Table Update graphic, the Table’s 
lexicon value of “bitter” (as described in a recent Update) as Jewish tradition related 
(bitter herbs for Passover) perhaps related to the nature of the contrast in this 
juxtaposition of the absurdist Marx Bros. and the Biblical David. 


The “new high stage” excerpt above relates both to the March 28th and March 29th Table 
Update discussions of extremely likely inside-references to Update graphics, on the part 
of Kim Jong Un and (Secretary General of China) Xi. It may more specifically relate to a 
Table Update graphic included with the March 29th Update, which further elevates the 
height of the stage in a variation of the graphic, as compared with previous variations of 
this image (included with the March 15th and Feb. 20th Table Updates), however, 
specific timeline chronology is difficult to determine, as to whether this excerpt appeared 
before or after this new image variation. In either event, The Semi-Imaginary Table 
regards this new excerpt as an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table. 
Parenthetically, should this wording, "high stage" become embedded in the vernacular of 
the situation, The Table will discontinue noting its possible connections to it at some 
point, as when Steinhoff’s SNL influences (reported out every Sunday) would on rare 
occasions extend to recurring SNL bits / characters, such as the piece of influence 
Steinhoff believes he had on their portrayal of Steve Bannon as The Grip Reaper, which 
Steinhoff did not point out the last three or four times this made an appearance, or least 
the last two or three times (though difficult). 


The above excerpt, “unusually running high”, is a fairly likely inside-reference to an 
image, “A Separate Thing”, of which the graphic included with the March 19th Table 
Update is a section, and also the related March 27th Update graphic, both of which are in 
connection with a horse leaping hurdles magically, as described. As is occasionally 
reiterated, such minor errors in wording as that found in this excerpt’s translation have 
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been found to be more likely to both catch The Table’s notice, and to contain possible 
inside-references. If one sees the word “running”, due to its above possible inside- 
reference value, as connoting horse action, then the above quoted article title, “Japan 
should not run amuck”, could possibly be seen as therefore relating to the penned in horse 
in the referenced March 19th Update graphic, where being at liberty to run as a wild 
horse or not is perhaps a part of what one feels from it. (continued in next comment...)

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../s-korean-conservative- 
party.../) contains a very likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table:

As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The Semi-Imaginary 
Table reads the above excerpt as very much fitting this pattern, in relating to the 
distinction between head and eye emphasized in the graphic included with the March 
25th Table Update, and also in connection with the 12.22.17 Update graphic of which the 
March 25th graphic is a variation, as well as the (second) 12.14.17 Update graphic and 
the 12.13.17 Update graphic, each variations of the same original image, each creative 
with distinctions between parts of the same face, beyond simply focusing on parts of the 
same face. 


The attached graphic boxes most of the above-referenced previous Update graphics into 
geometrical universe.

Update- New articles from North Korea include extremely likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, as well as fairly likely to somewhat possible 
inside-references. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references. For various reasons “recent” (/ still relevant to The 
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Table) is usually half a week to a week and a half, though “recent” varies a little beyond 
this at times. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../china-warns-us-against.../) 
includes: 


“...China would not LOOK ON WITH FOLDED ARMS...” 


The graphic included with the March 29th Update is a variation of the graphic included 
with the March 15th and Feb. 20th Updates, and as described in the March 29th Table 
Update, the March 15th graphic is regarded by The Table as having been an extremely 
likely influence when Secretary General Xi of China spoke during Kim Jong Un’s recent 
important visit. In this March 15th version, images of sculpted figures positioned above 
the stage LOOK ON WITH FOLDED ARMS. The Semi-Imaginary Table sees the above 
excerpt as fitting the pattern of relating to a recent Update graphic, and considers this an 
extremely likely inside-reference to The Table. 


This same new article from North Korea also includes: 
“...no man can both sup and blow at once...” 


The graphic included with the March 30th Update is meant to contain relevance to the 
Jewish holiday of Passover, through connecting in the description its saxophone images 
with the idea of the Jewish shofar. The Table had previous to this noted that articles from 
North Korea are believed to occasionally include possible inside-references to upcoming 
birthdays and holidays of note to The Table, such as the week of George Harrison’s 
birthday. Also previous to this, The Table had noted possible inside-references to 
Passover, with related discussions in several recent Updates that specifically connect 
coffee, toasts and Passover seder food (as well as whatever was in George Harrison’s cup 
as seen in the March 16th Update graphic and variations in earlier Update graphics). The 
Semi-Imaginary Table relates the recent graphic’s shofars/saxophones to this excerpt, 
through the word “blow”, and “sip” (““sup” assumed to be a minor mistranslation), which 
is also related, in connection with the toasting with coffee, seder food and/or whatever 
was in George’s cup discussions, possible Passover inside-references as the common link 
in both instances. This excerpt would match the pattern of relating to a recent Update 
graphic, just from the unexpected word “blow” appearing in an article in time proximity 
to the saxophone images, if for no other reason. The Semi-Imaginary Table reads this as a 
very likely inside-reference. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../park%e2%80%99s-fabrication- 
of.../) includes: 


“sparks firestorm of PRETEST” (article title) 


As is occasionally reiterated, apparent minor translation errors in articles from North 
Korea that jump off the page a little and catch the attention have been found as more 
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likely to contain possible inside-references to The Table. This mistranslation of the word 
“Protest” as “Pretest”, by falling into this category, led The Table to consider where it 
might relate to a recent Update graphic in alignment with this previously observed 
pattern. The graphic included with the March 17th Table Update features a variation on 
the conventional idea of reading a book’s cliff notes in advance of a test, by presenting 
the idea of the cliffnotes for the children’s book, “Happiness Is A Warm Puppy”. 
Though “pretest” might more immediately suggest the idea of testing someone or 
something in advance, The Semi-Imaginary Table believes that “pre” seen as “before” 
brings one to a clear recognition of a match with the pattern, by relating to the recent 
Update graphic involving cliff notes. Because further new articles from North Korea also 
contain possible inside-references to this same Update graphic, to be described next, 
collectively The Table sees these adding up to extremely likely inside-references. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../illegal-act-for-introducing.../), 
in relation to March 28th investigation results, is entitled: 


“Illegal Act for Introducing ‘State-Compiled History Textbooks’ Disclosed in S. Korea” 


This recent focus on what goes into students’ textbooks is in close proximity, both time- 
wise and subject-wise, with the above-referenced Table graphic of "Happiness Is A 
Warm Puppy" cliff notes for students, and matches the pattern of relating to a recent 
Table Update. (Parenthetically, the March 10th Update graphic features the image of cliff 
notes for "War And Peace".) 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/newst.../287844/kyongsang- 
kindergarten/) entitled “Juvenile Chopin Piano Contest”, regarding an extraordinary 
kindergarten pianist, may not bring the Peanuts character Snoopy to mind, however, it 
does easily bring to mind the only known instance (pretty much) in American pop culture 
of a child piano prodigy, that being the Peanuts character Schroeder. As is occasionally 
reiterated, articles of a non-political nature sometimes contain possible inside-references 
to The Table (though the article title would first need to catch The Table’s attention in 
these instances). 


If read in the context of the above-described possible inside-references, another new 
article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../now-is-time-to-reject.../) may also 
contain an inside-reference to this same recent Snoopy Update graphic: 


“throwing a wet blanket...” 


This would neither suggest Schroeder nor Snoopy, however, alongside these two, Linus 
and his Security Blanket might possibly in such a context become the anti-warm puppy, 
were one to think of a wet blanket. In any event, “wet”, “blanket”, and “throwing a 
blanket” are seen by the The Table as happening to fit with Peanuts lexicon, if one puts 
the wet blanket next to the warm puppy.

A somewhat possible inside-reference to The Table is contained in another new article 
from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“.. prepared by them with sincerity in a short span of time...” 

Due to recent Table Update discussion of possible inside-references in connection with 
Passover seder food, this excerpt could be seen, in this context, as relating to the Passover 
food matzo. Matzo comes with the Biblical story of having originated from bread 
prepared in great haste (short span of time), without time for yeast, during the escape 
from the Egyptians.

Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains possible inside-references to the Monopoly and hell related images in the 
graphic included with the Jan. 31st Table Update, not at all matching the pattern of being 
a recent Update graphic, yet nevertheless worthy of mention: 


“under the MONOPOLY financial combine's thumb...” 


“Capitalist society is ‘heaven’ for a handful of the privileged classes, but it is a living 
HELL for working people...” 


It is also somewhat possible the “under the... thumb” is meant to relate to the graphic 
included with the March 24th Update, wherein something is inside a hand. An additional 
excerpt from this article would also connect with the “Schindler’s List” element 
described regarding this graphic: 


“leaving no stone untried to violate...” 


This excerpt may suggest the Nazis in “Schindler’s List” more immediately to some than 
to others, however. 


The attached image is the Monopoly puppy surrounded by the fires of hell section of the 
referenced Jan. 31st Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphic.

Update- New articles from North Korea contain extremely likely inside-references to the 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, as well as fairly likely inside-references. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. And as is occasionally reiterated, 
apparent minor translation errors in articles from North Korea that jump off the page a 
little and catch the attention have been found as more likely to contain possible inside- 
references to The Table. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../running-counter-to-trend-of- 
times/) includes: 


“unless a KNITE concealed in clothes is thrown away...” 

“Knite” instead of “knife” jumps off the page as an apparent minor translation error, and 
also matches the other above-described pattern, in that both the March 23rd and March 
27th Table Update graphics focus on chess KNIGHTS. This is an extremely likely inside- 
reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 

Also included in this article: 

“they PLAY A DOUBLE GAME...” 

“...peace and war MOVES...” 


When alongside the word “knight”, these additional excerpts can also be seen as possibly 
lending themselves to chess vernacular. 
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Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../s-korean-authorities- 
urged-to.../) includes: 


“CHIMING IN with those forces...” 


In coming upon “chiming in”, The Semi-Imaginary Table made a note from the 
possibility that there might yet be something further relating to the March 30th Update 
graphic of two saxophones, though by itself “chiming in” would not rate mention in an 
Update as a possible inside-reference. The Table then in the same article came upon: 


“.. TRUMPETING about...” 

“to still BEAT THE DRUM...” 

...dance to the tune...” 

“the PRECIOUS atmosphere...” 
“throwing a stone to the THIN ICE-LIKE...” 


The word “precious”, as reiterated in the March 28th Table Update with regard to Kim 
Jong Un’s speech in China, is occasionally seen as a Table lexicon word, and in 
connection with the opening of Lennon’s song, “(Just Like) Starting Over”. In the context 
of the numerous references to music in this article, “precious” would again be read in this 
same way by The Table. As today is the widely observed 50th anniversary of the death of 
Martin Luther King, Jr., and as The Table finds important occasions are sometimes 
inside-referenced in articles from North Korea in relation to The Table (as is occasionally 
mentioned), The Table believes “THIN ICE” in this article may be a further Lennon 
reference, as “Walking On Thin Ice” is the song Lennon was working on with Yoko 
during the same night Lennon was killed. To bring to mind “thin ice” in the same breath 
as Lennon would cause this association for those aware of the history of that night. The 
Table also notes that the Lennon lyric, “dance to the music”, from the song “Scared”, has 
previously surfaced in Table Updates in connection with possible inside-references to 
The Table. 


As has been noted in Table Updates in connection with the recent Passover holiday, 
recent articles from North Korea have included possible inside-references to Passover 
seder food. In this context, the inclusion in a new article from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../red-herrings-by-park-geun-hye.../) of “cooked up red herring” is 
read by The Table as a fairly likely inside-reference to herring in terms of it being 
popular as Jewish food. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../new-power-free- 
pumping.../) includes: 


“_, water-flow device...” 
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“installed anywhere with flowing water...” 
“...widely applied to various economic sectors including AGRICULTURE.” 


As is occasionally reiterated, articles from North Korea of a non-political nature 
sometimes contain possible inside-references to The Table (though the article title would 
first need to catch The Table’s attention in these instances). The graphic included with 
the March 27th Table Update, a little metal faucet thing glued to a chess knight, was 
described in that update as an idea not simply in relation to water distribution innovation, 
but specifically in contrast with irrigation. As The Table mentioned in the April Ist 
Update in another description of a possible inside-reference to this March 27th graphic, it 
may require soldering iron to visualize how the above excerpts match the pattern, 
nevertheless, these are seen as fairly likely inside-references to The Table. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../1522843.../cement- 
industry-of-dprk/) includes: 


“deposits of quality limestone...” 
“abundant raw materials...” 


As the chess piece used in the graphic included with the March 23rd Table Update is 
described there, and also in the April 1st Update, in relation to it being hand-carved in 
Japan circa 1950, these excerpts may contextualize an “element” in the creating of this 
object. It being that the chess piece is likely made of limestone or something similar (as is 
the sculpture “Maccabee” featured in the March 28th Update graphic), and as this new 
article relates to regional geological resources, including limestone, the above excerpts 
would perhaps bring to mind part of the story of this chess piece’s origin from local 
geological resources, assuming the same geology would apply to both Japan and nearby 
Korea in this instance. The Semi-Imaginary Table reads these as fairly likely inside- 
references. 


The attached graphic features a freeze frame of Steinhoff as an orchestra conductor in his 
self-produced music video, “Restaurant” 
(https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_13), making use of a new element, the 
arm of the Lennon sunglasses featured in the 11.15.17 Update graphic (and its numerous 
variations). This would be Steinhoff’s conducting technique for getting the violin section 
to play “Eleanor Rigby” (having never received any professional orchestra conducting 
training).

detective skills of Sam Spade):

“...water paint highly resistant” 
“...woven with impure and tricky words...” 


Knowledge of Semi-Imaginary Table lexicon causes the above “green street” to appear as 
a possible inside-reference to The Table, in bringing to mind the legendary actor Sydney 
GREENSTREET, who starred with Humphrey Bogart in the classic movie, “The Maltese 
Falcon”. When the world suddenly became highly aware of a Trump tweet containing the 
word “covfefe”, which becomes the word “coffee” simply by removing one letter and 
moving over another letter, the Semi-Imaginary Table became highly aware that this was 
an extremely likely inside-reference to the graphic that had just been posted with a Table 
Update, the image of a coffee cup showing Humphrey Bogart’s face and words beneath, 
which one could not quite read, only identify as letters, unless one took the next step and 
clicked on the image. In so doing one could then clearly read without just guessing at the 
letters, “The stuff that dreams are made of”, from the Bogart / Greenstreet movie, “The 
Maltese Falcon”. Otherwise one might look at the unclear letters in the condensed version 
of the Bogart coffee cup image, and sit around guessing. The Semi-Imaginary Table 
believes “covfefe” most likely resulted from such a moment of guessing at the coffee cup 
letters. 


Once “green street” presented itself to The Table as a possible inside-reference to 
“covfefe”, by bringing Greenstreet and therefore “Maltese Falcon” to mind, it then 
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became significant that the same article includes, “water paint highly resistant”, in that 
the movie’s maltese falcon statuette is significantly coated in black paint so as to cover 
gold. 


The above excerpt describing that which certain words are woven from may be seen as 
similar, in its abstraction of substance, to “the stuff that dreams are made of”, also an 
abstract approach to substance. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table is additionally aware of a very specific reason why The 
Maltese Falcon would be relevant to a recent Table Update, in addition to relating to 
discussion in various updates regarding the Einstein coffee cup graphic included with the 
March 21st Table Update. In the April Ist Table Update, mention was made of 
Steinhoff’s belief that SNL’s portrayal of Steve Bannon as The Grim Reaper contained 
his influence. This has to do with Steinhoff s belief that SNL’s sketch of a human size 
eagle statue in a suit, silently ever-present, related to by the characters as a company 
head, everyone imagining they have something to react to regarding this eagle person, 
had overtones of Trump, as it was their last sketch before the 2016 presidential election, 
and as Trump is a corporate head, and as the eagle is symbolic of The United States; and 
that this led to SNL’s portrayal of Bannon as The Grim Reaper, his ominousness 
accentuated by his silent ever-presence; and that the Eagle Man with Trump overtones 
was influenced by Steinhoff’s Lizard Man from outerspace Trump. Steinhoff’s 11.13.16 
SNL influence report-out collage re the 11.12.16 SNL includes an image of this SNL 
eagle man statue - 
https://www.facebook.com/photo.php?fbid=10211455210760476&set=a.

It is easy to see from Steinhoff’s 11.13.16 posted SNL report-out collage showing the 
eagle man statue that it has much in common with the maltese falcon statuette. And 
whether or not one believes SNL’s Grim Reaper portrayal of then-high level Trump 
advisor Bannon grew out of SNL’s eagle man with Trump overtones, or that the Eagle 
Man with Trump overtones grew out of Steinhoff’s Trump as a Lizard Man from 
outerspace SNL idea, one sees here that the April 1st Table Update mention of Steinhoff 
and the SNL Bannon Grim Reaper contains a further implied reference - regarding an 
Eagle Man statue (which is not the stuff dreams are of).

As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../japan%e2%80%99s- 
modernization.../) includes: 


“like ants BASKING in honey...” 
Definition of “Bask”: lie exposed to warmth and light, typically from the sun 


A lamp upon which a figure is painted, which is the focus of the graphic included with 
the April Ist Table Update, is described in that update as having originally been a set 
decoration (pre-Steinhoff painted figure) for the soap opera, “The Edge of Night”. The 
new article’s usage of “basking” as part of an expression that conveys a very different 
kind of light to bask in, relates to another very different kind of light to bask in, that 
experienced beneath a lamp at the edge of night! (soap operas tend to inspire exclamation 
marks). This is seen by The Semi-Imaginary Table as matching the pattern of relating to a 
recent Update graphic. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../15230090.../dogfight- 
grows-fiercer/) includes: 


“Dogfight grows fiercer” (article title) 


... pushing the party already on the verge off the cliff...” 
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“following in the footsteps...” 


The graphic included with the April 3rd Semi-Imaginary Table Update, an image of a 
Monopoly puppy piece that is a section of the graphic included with the Jan. 31st Table 
Update, was mostly prompted by a possible inside-reference described in the April 3rd 
Update, which related in part to the Jan. 31st. graphic. This Jan. 31st Update graphic 
further shows the dog/puppy in relation to another Monopoly piece that is falling off the 
board into the fires of hell. It is also pronounced in this image that the different 
Monopoly pieces are following in each other’s footsteps, which is why the piece falling 
off the Monopoly board is charged with significance in relation to the other pieces, which 
are not yet at that part of the game, but from following in each other’s footsteps, will be. 
The Semi-Imaginary Table sees the above excerpts from this article as matching the 
pattern of relating to a recent Table Update graphic. 


A new article from North Korea entitled, “New types of pumps developed” 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../new-types-of-pumps-developed/), is to be added to several other 
articles from North Korea described in recent Table Updates that relate to the March 27th 
Table Update graphic, a little metal faucet thing glued to a chess knight, described in 
Updates as having magical water distribution properties. (The Table looks to the 
plumbers among its readership to share their relevant plumbing knowledge with our other 
readers, so that everyone might appreciate exactly how this Table Update water faucet 
connects.) 


The attached graphic is a variation of the graphic included with the Feb. 6th Table 
Update, which is a variation of the above-referenced Jan. 31st Update graphic. As 
described when posted, the purple and the figure in the image come from among 
Steinhoff’s many significant Paul McCartney influences (for numerous complex reasons), 
in this case an album title track, “London Town”. The “sky” in this new version comes 
from the imaginary Lennon sunglass arm seen in the graphic included with the April 4th 
Table Update.

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Update- New articles from North Korea contain extremely likely and somewhat likely 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. 


A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) includes: 
“along the immutable ORBIT...” 


The graphic included with the April 5th Table Update, a section of the graphic included 
with the March 16th Update, has as the predominant background image a freeze frame 
from Steinhoff’s self-produced music video, “New Game”, as described. The referenced 
song is built around the game “Musical Chairs”, the opening lyric being, “It’s musical 
chairs everywhere that I go, whether the music is fast or the music is slow.” This article’s 
out of the ordinary reference to traveling in an “orbit”, abstracted from astronomy 
vernacular, could also be superimposed over musical chairs, where players walk along 
the same circular path around the empty chairs. As with other possible “double entendre” 
inside-references, this may also relate to recent Monopoly board related Table Update 
graphics, though The Table sees this Monopoly board idea as only a somewhat possible 
inside-reference, while the musical chairs orbit connection is seen as an extremely likely 
inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains a somewhat possible inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 
“.,.double and treble mosquito nets...” 


If this article was written prior to yesterday’s Table Update, timeline-wise, which is a 
distinct possibility (yet difficult to determine owing to time zone differences, possible 
time zones of timestamps, etc.), this alone would of course make it impossible for this 
new article to contain an inside-reference to that Update’s graphic. That possible “factor” 
notwithstanding, the graphic included with yesterday’s Update, in terms of its 
description, relates in part to the special pervasiveness of Beatles McCartney and Lennon 
upon culture, as if one could dwell in a world predominated by their cultural influence. 
As this excerpt relates to blocking outside culture of the imperialists’ world, the 
“mosquito nets” may possibly be in connection with the insect name contained in Beatles, 
“beetle”. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
includes: 


“...as foolish as trying to pluck a star from the sky...” 
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This is an occasionally seen expression, the March 26th Table Update being an instance 
where its appearance in an article from North Korea was regarded by The Table as a 
possible inside-reference. A dynamic of the graphic included with the April 4th Table 
Update, which features one sunglass arm piece grasped in hand while the other sunglass 
arm piece appears to be falling through the air, connects with the idea of plucking 
something from the air, as in the above excerpt. Because the caught sunglass arm piece is 
described as being in connection with a previous Update graphic that featured imaginary 
Lennon sunglasses, and as a symbolic aspect of this sunglass arm piece is involved, the 
above expression suggests a somewhat possible inside-reference to The Table. Had this 
expression been something very rarely seen in articles from North Korea, the likelihood 
of its happening to appear in this time proximity would have been different, perhaps 
causing this to appear as a "fairly likely" inside-reference to The Table, rather than 
"somewhat possible". 


The attached image of Sam playing the piano from the Bogart / Greenstreet movie, 
“Casablanca”, is the winner of a Semi-Imaginary Table talent competition, having 
narrowly defeated one in which Victor Laszlo in “Casablanca” instructs the band to play 
The Marseilles to drown out the German’s song. Unlike “The Maltese Falcon”, 
referenced in the April 5th Table Update as a Bogart / Greenstreet movie also, it is 
possible many might wonder why The Semi-Imaginary Table is giving Sydney 
Greenstreet such important billing by The Table for his part in “Casablanca”. This is a 


mystery.

(SNL) contain extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table.

https://kcnawatch.co/.../reconstruction-of-cemetery-of.../): 


“...a shining page” 
“...spaded the ground...” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included 
with the April 5th Table Update is described as a section of the graphic included with the 
March 16th Update. With that image as reference, one sees that the April 5th graphic 
features the SHINING GOLD arm of the sculpture seen, not only in the March 16th 
Update, but initially found in the Jan. 14th Update, where it is indicated that the 
sculpture’s name in all its variations is “PAGE”, after pages of The Bible. Thus, 
“SHINING PAGE” matches the pattern of relating to a recent Update graphic, that 
included with the April 5th Table Update. 


The April 5th Semi-Imaginary Table Update specifically mentions Bogart’s detective 
Sam SPADE from the classic movie, “The Maltese Falcon”, as well as more specifically 
focusing on this movie in connection with an extremely likely inside-reference to The 
Table. As the above excerpt is a very out of the ordinary occurrence of spade / spaded in 
an article from North Korea, its time proximity to a recent Table Update causes The 
Table to read this also as an extremely likely inside-reference, rather than as a 
happenstance. Additionally, yesterday’s Semi-Imaginary Table had as its graphic Bogart 
in an image from “Casablanca”, following the “Maltese Falcon” Table Update 
discussion. 


In Steinhoff s today-posted (non-Table) report-out of his influences on last night’s SNL, 
recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates are once again center stage, which is often the case 
with Steinhoff’s ongoing influences on SNL, as has frequently been described previously. 


The attached image is a variation of the graphic included with the April 2nd Table 
Update, the difference being in the brightness of the image inside the box. This was 
previously considered for the original version posting, however at that time it was 
rejected for too easily lending itself to comparisons with copying machines and / or 
Pandora’s boxes. Nevertheless this version seems to have risen to the surface once again, 
somehow. The Table also notes that in posting this it has avoided choosing an image that 
might reference Steinhoff’s “The Expanse” influencing (non-Sam Spade but film noir- 
esque) detective idea, “The Gumshoe From Alpha 40” (see 
https://archive.org/details/RyanFromJonathan), which has its season premiere on April 
11th, as mentioned in a recent Table Update.

As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included 
with the April 4th Table Update, which features a freeze frame from Steinhoff’s self- 
produced music video, “Restaurant” (https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_13), 
also led to a Steinhoff influence on SNL several days ago. This music video includes a 
sequence in which the white of Steinhoff’s Fender Stratocaster electric guitar is 
juxtaposed in relation to the white of a snow covered mountain. As with the above 
excerpt snow occupies a non-literal role, though this is perhaps less unique an occurrence 
than the uniqueness normally associated with snowflakes. The Semi-Imaginary Table 
sees enough of a possibility of an inside-reference for this to be noteworthy, without it 
rising to the level of extremely likely inside-reference, as is frequently seen. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table wishes to take the opportunity to slightly correct something in 
the previous Update. It was overlooked that the “shining page” phrase in the new article 
was excerpted from a March 28th statement. However, The Table nevertheless connected 
this not only to the April 5th Update graphic, but to the graphic from which that graphic 
was a section, the March 16th Update graphic. Though “shining page” (March 28th) was 
therefore not in relation to a then-very recent Update graphic (March 16th), it was then- 
fairly recent. It has also been noted in previous updates that minor translation errors are 
often seen as containing possible inside-references, which suggests precise wording that 
falls to translators can be part of things. Therefore, the exact words, “shining page”, may 
possibly have been rendered per an April government-approved translation. 
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The attached image is from the white snow / white guitar sequence in Steinhoff’s above- 
referenced self-produced “Restaurant” music video.

“Mallima” in North Korea means “a mythical winged horse that could travel tremendous 
distances at supernatural speed”, and is much like the winged horse “Chollima” of “The 
Chollima Movement” referenced in the Jan. 27th Table Update regarding a possible 
inside-reference. 


As is frequently reiterated (and rarely not reiterated), graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The graphic included with the April 3rdth Table Update was described as “the 
Monopoly puppy surrounded by the fires of hell section of the referenced Jan. 31st Semi- 
Imaginary Table Update graphic.” Though “Mallima” is part of North Korea, The Table 
does not believe it has encountered reference to Mallima up until this new article, where 
the flames with which it is associated are also referenced (for a glossary that includes 
“Mallima” and “Chollima”, see http://www.bbc.com/news/world-asia-41566753). The 
Semi-Imaginary Table relates together a “puppy surrounded by the fires” with a winged 
horse amidst flames (by which The Table does not mean to suggest these hold 
comparable significance to their respective cultures). This excerpt therefore matches the 
pattern of relating to a recent Table Update graphic, and as with yesterday’s Table 
Update, also is in relation to a Semi-Imaginary Table influence on SNL several days ago, 
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as mentioned in Steinhoff’s non-Table Sunday post reporting out on his ongoing SNL 
influences. This excerpt also relates to the graphic included with the March 27th Table 
Update, which features a chess knight horse glued to a little metal faucet nozzle thing, the 
horse described as having magical travel properties in various updates. This may be a 
“double entendre” possible inside-reference, which have been mentioned before, where 
the same thing contains several strong possible inside-reference elements at the same 
time, as with a “double entendre”. 


The attached image is a variation of the graphic included with the Jan. 6th Semi- 
Imaginary Table Update, wherein the image of Lennon from the cover of the “Rock ‘n 
Roll” album / “Stand By Me” single is in relation to a green bird. In this version, Lennon 
stands by the bird more.

“...the DPRK takes CENTRE STAGE...” 

“., LETTING LOOSE A STREAM of invective TO POUR COLD WATER...” 

From the April 8th Table Update: 


“on last night’s SNL, recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates are once again CENTER 
STAGE.” 
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As “center stage” is not a commonly seen expression in articles from North Korea, the 
time proximity of this usage, which is very similar to The Table's, in that it indicates 
DPRK as center stage vs. The Semi-Imaginary Table as center stage, jumps off the page 
for The Table. Additionally, the graphic included with the April 7th Table Update 
features the moment from the classic movie “Casablanca” in which Sam’s center stage 
rendering of “As Time Goes By” takes on an extremely nuanced quality, suspense 
existing around the reaction of Bogart’s character to this very “center stage” piano 
activity. As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, 
very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. In strongly relating to both a 
recent Table Update graphic and recent Table wording, this would likely be a “double 
entendre” inside-reference, as reiterated in the previous Table Update, in which strong 
connections to two separate things from recent Table Updates are contained in the same 
thing. 


The April 1st Table Update graphic includes a lamp described as having once been used 
(then in unpainted form) on the TV soap opera, “The Edge of Night”. The time proximity 
of the above-referenced article title, “EDGE of...” brings to mind for The Table this 
recent Update graphic for this reason. The Semi-Imaginary Table believes this is a very 
likely inside-reference to The Table, however, this read is in part the result of The 
Table’s frequent experience of encountering likely inside-references, leading to an 
increased likelihood that a context in relation to The Semi-Imaginary Table might exist. 


The graphic included with the March 27th Table Update is regarded as somewhat recent, 
particularly as it has continued to come up as a possible inside-reference since being 
posted. This would also include a possible influence on SNL several days ago in 
connection with a fire hose, as mentioned in Steinhoff’ s (non-Table) SNL report-out post 
Sunday. In the March 27th posting of this Update graphic, which features the image of a 
little metal nozzle faucet thing glued to a chess horse knight, the description included the 
idea of a magical innovation on “channeling of water to reach everyone” and “irrigation 
ditches”. The Semi-Imaginary Table finds significant connections between this Update 
graphic and fire hoses, irrigation ditches, magical innovations on water channeling, and 
“letting loose a stream... to pour cold water...” The Semi-Imaginary Table particularly 
sees this chaneling of stream water as fitting with the idea of irrigation ditches (not that 
all water cannot be fit together, theoretically). 


The attached image features a Polaroid photograph of an elephant (from the Prospect 
Park Zoo in Brooklyn approx. thirty years ago) in a room, though it is not always the 
elephant in the room.

Update- New articles from North Korea and a new tweet from Trump contain extremely 
likely and fairly likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table. 


First however, as The Semi-Imaginary Table referenced Steinhoff’s influence on Sean 
Daniel’s TV series “The Expanse” in the April 8th Update, The Table would also wish to 
mention last night’s “Expanse” season premier included more significant Steinhoff 
“Expanse” influences. The very close of the beginning segment before the opening 
credits, punctuating the first moments of the series' return, showed GRAFFITI being 
removed from the EXTERIOR of a SPACECRAFT. As Steinhoff has occasionally posted 
(https://www.facebook.com/photo.php?fbid=10203396088927467&set=a. 154742501009 
7.217571.1369226922&type=3 &theater), the idea of the spray-painted GRAFFITI on the 
SPACECRAFT EXTERIOR indicating the occupants’ name, in the opening of 
Steinhoff’s “Gosk” screenplay (“The Mars Zuns”; “We’re The Street Gang From 
Mars!”’), magically traveled within one week from Steinhoff to “Expanse” producer Sean 
Daniel to his friend Bill Murray and then to David Letterman’s desk, in that Murray 
spray-painted “Dave” onto Letterman’s desk on the first CBS “Late Night With David 
Letterman” show, which is now considered an iconic television moment (this may or may 
not also explain why Steinhoff happened to see someone who was possibly recognizable 
as Letterman without the beard a few weeks ago). Also Steinhoff's influence, the first 
segment of last night’s “Expanse” season premie episode ended with / was punctuated 
with a spacecraft’s broken coffee machine extremely upsetting a character. A spacecraft’s 
broken coffee machine extremely upsetting a character in Steinhoff’s “Gosk 2” video is 
used for the ending of Steinhoff s “Gosk” trailer - 
https://archive.org/details/JonathanDavidSteinhoff. 
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A new tweet from Trump (http://didtrumptweetit.com/984479558765350912-2/) 
includes: 


“Just had an Agricultural Roundtable with memembers...” 


Recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, including the previous one, have referenced the 
graphic included with the March 27th Table Update, which is the image of a little metal 
nozzle faucet thing glued to a chess knight / horse. In that instance and others (including 
the previous Table Update), the nozzle faucet thing has been discussed in relation to 
irrigation ditches, which are used in agriculture. Because this tweet from Trump not only 
includes the words “agricultural” and “roundtable” (as in KNIGHTS of the Roundtable, a 
common association with “roundtable’’), but also “memembers”’, which reads like British 
slang despite appearing as an error, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees an extremely likely 
inside-reference to The Table in Trump’s agricultural-esque KNIGHT. Additionally, as is 
noted in the April 4th Table Update, “...as is occasionally reiterated, apparent minor 
translation errors in articles from North Korea that jump off the page a little and catch the 
attention have been found as more likely to contain possible inside-references to The 
Table.” Trump’s “memembers” matches this pattern in bringing to mind thusly through 
an apparent error, the British association of roundtable knights. 


A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) includes: 
“Japan Should Control Its Tongue” (article title) 

“the lonely island nation...” 

“ignored like foam in the kaleidoscopic...” 


Steinhoff’s influence on SNL alum Andy Samberg (referenced in the March 26th Table 
Update; various non-Table Steinhoff posts), member of the comedy group, “Lonely 
Island”, is brought to mind by the above "lonely island" excerpt. As Samberg is the star 
of the TV show, “BROOKLYN 99” (which Steinhoff sometimes influences), and as the 
previous Table Update specifically mentions “Prospect Park Zoo in BROOKLYN” in 
connection with the graphic included, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees an extremely 
likely inside-reference to The Table in “lonely island”. (This is built on the assumption 
the previous Table Update was published before the new article from North Korea, 
though in this case the nearness of the postings makes this difficult to ascertain, because 
of time zones, time zones of article timestamps, etc.) 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. The referenced “Brooklyn” graphic can 
be seen as relating not just to its Brooklyn elephant standing alone image (the elephant 
area is separated from the public by a small moat), but more specifically to an elephant’s 
trunk as well, in the context of that Update’s reference to a horse that has a faucet nozzle 
as part of it. Control of the tongue indicated in the article title is thus seen by The Table 
as possibly relating to elephant trunk activity. Though articles from North Korea have 
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previously included this vernacular, usage of the word “tongue” not being entirely new, 
the time proximity of this usage is seen by The Table as significant. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees the reference to a kaleidoscope in the above excerpt as 
connecting with a fairly likely inside-reference found in another new article from North 
Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“proud of being Korean women pushing one of the two wheels of revolutionary 
chariot...” 


The graphic included with the April 10th Table Update features a highly immobile image 
of Lennon, in that there are no feet, and is seen in contrast with a bird in flight. It might 
also be said the Lennon image renders standing in a particular spot as a holding time in 
one place (the ‘50s). Despite the feeling of immobility in the Lennon figure, this graphic 
is described in the April 10th Update as Lennon standing “considerably nearer to the 
bird” then in an earlier version, as if it is he who is in motion. For this and other reasons 
the Semi-Imaginary Table sees the above excerpt as relating to Lennon’s “Watching The 
Wheels”. In that song, watching wheels is the action of a somewhat immobile person 
specifically not acting upon the wheels. This directly contrasts with the article excerpt’s 
emphasis on acting upon a wheel. A kaleidoscope (previously indicated article) is seen by 
The Table as also relating to the idea of endlessly watching wheels turn around, in this 
context. The Semi-Imaginary Table further believes it possible the special purple sports 
car Monopoly piece in the graphic included with the April 6th Table Update might also 
be related, as a “revolutionary chariot’, in that the sports car in that image is given 
revolution-level significance, if seen a certain way, as the leader of the other Monopoly 
pieces into a new world. This would perhaps become a “double entendre” (or triple) 
inside-reference therefore, as described in the previous Table Update, wherein a strong 
connection to several Table Update things is contained in one possible inside-reference. 


The attached image is something Steinhoff drew on sandpaper in 1985, which may 
explain why the arms of the chair Steinhoff was making that day lack a smooth finish.

As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. 


The graphic included with the April 7th Table Update, which features the moment in the 
movie “Casablanca” when Bogart intervenes on Sam playing “As Time Goes By”, has in 
its description: 


“...the winner of a Semi-Imaginary Table talent competition, having narrowly defeated 
one in which Victor Laszlo in ‘Casablanca’ instructs the band to play The Marseilles to 
drown out the German’s song.” 


The two above excerpts from the North Korea article can be read as representing each of 
the two finalists in this Table talent competition. Bogart in “Casablanca” frequently 
behaves in a manner that can be characterized as hiding an axe to grind, despite an 
outward smile. This relates to the moment chosen for the April 7th Update graphic, 
though Bogart does not happen to be smiling at this stage. The second above excerpt can 
likewise be read as relating to an entry in the talent competition, the above mentioned 
Victor Lazlo moment. 


The attached image is a freeze frame from Steinhoff’s “Frozen” video in which John and 
Paul argue over what song to do on SNL 
(https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_6), transitioning here out of a scene in 
which Lennon misunderstands why a Beatles SNL appearance is to involve lots and lots 
of strawberries, believing it may regard a Bogart in “Caine Mutiny” sketch.

Update- The April 14th episode of SNL (“Saturday Night Live” TV show), and a new 
article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../papers-call-for-glorifying.../) contain 
extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


Steinhoff’s SNL influences, which have been occurring regularly for years and years 
(often relating to whatever is going on with Steinhoff), frequently include inside- 
reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table — for further on The Semi-Imaginary Table and 
the April 14th SNL pls see Steinhoff's April 15th (non-Table) post - 
https://www.facebook.com/photo.php?fbid=10216460494409439&set=a. 1547425010097

A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../papers-call-for-glorifying.../) 
includes: 


“to shed its bright rays on the world map” 


As is frequently reiterated in Updates (and rarely not reiterated), graphics included with 
recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references 
to / influences of The Table, and are invariably the subject of Table Updates. The graphic 
included with the April 11th Table Update shows a world map in the form of a piggy 
bank world globe, a beam of sunlight very pronounced in the image as well, as it reaches 
a Polaroid of an elephant attached (with a magnet) to the globe of the world. The above 
article excerpt can therefore be seen as matching the pattern of relating very much to a 
recent Table Update graphic. The Semi-Imaginary Table regards this as an extremely 
likely inside-reference to / influence of The Table (this involves a small amount of not 
noticing the elephant in the room / image. 
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The attached graphic is a repost from the March 9th Table Update, and features a very 
weathered piggy bank world globe, mostly similar otherwise to the one included with the 
above-referenced April 11th Update.

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains a somewhat likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 


“created the shining tradition of the peasants' movement in the flames...” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included 
with the April 6th Table Update depicts Monopoly pieces on some kind of journey / 
game board, and is the most recent of several variations on the graphic included with the 
Jan. 31st Table Update, in which the game board is in relation to a surrounding hellish 
fire, a section of which more recently appears in the April 3rd Update graphic. In this 
light the April 6th Update graphic can be seen as relating to the idea of a movement of 
peasants created in flames. 


As the April 12th Update included an extremely likely inside-reference by Trump 
connected with an agriculture meeting, The Semi-Imaginary Table specially read the 
above-referenced article from North Korea, which regards a meeting of agriculture 
workers, in terms of the possibility of it including something that might connect in some 
kind of way with this. Such a possible connection was found. The Trump possible inside- 
reference to The Table described in the April 12th Update is in relation to a graphic 
included with the March 27th Update, which is not entirely dissimilar to a Monopoly 
piece. The Semi-Imaginary Table believes the world will someday find that such a game 
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board exists, in which the March 27th Update graphic’s little metal nozzle faucet thing 
glued to a little metal chess knight horse is on a square next to the little purple race car 
Monopoly piece in the April 6th Table Update graphic. 


To commemorate tomorrow’s one-year anniversary of The Semi-Imaginary Table, the 
first post at the beginning of this chain having occurred April 18, 2017, the attached 
graphic presents a compilation of the past 101 Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphics, 
going back only as far as Dec. 15, 2017, arranged in reverse chronological sequence 
(more or less) by columns. It should be noted that, as one might find with conceptual art 
(not that these are that), wherein the title of the artwork can be particularly integral to the 
work, without which one cannot experience the artist's intent whatsoever, these graphics 
often require the context provided by the possible inside-references described in the 
Table Updates with which they were originally posted, and / or the description of the 
graphics provided in the Table Updates, in order to begin to know what one is seeing. It 
should be additionally noted that an unfortunate loss in the resolution of the graphics in 
this rendering, which can be found intact in the initial Update postings, sometimes 
subtracts substantially on several levels, and in some instances renders the graphic more 
of a means of reference regarding the original work, essential definition being 
occasionally lost.

Update- New statements by Japan’s Prime Minister Abe and President Trump at a joint 
news conference today (https://www.cnbc.com/.../watch-trump-and-japanese-prime...) 
include extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table, and a new (non-Table) posting by Steinhoff today commemorating the one year 
anniversary of The Semi-Imaginary Table also includes an extremely likely inside- 
reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table (more than extremely likely actually, however, 
the “extremely likely inside-reference” rating is the maximum The Table permits itself).

At today’s joint news conference with Abe, Trump described American missiles fired 
upon Syrian chemical weapons locations: 


“They tried to KNOCK 'EM DOWN... they hit — none.” 


Ever on the alert for the possible incorporation of Semi-Imaginary Table lexicon into a 
possible inside-reference to The Table, several things could be heard in Trump’s 
wording. A number of Table Updates have specifically referred to bowling as a symbol 
of peace through Kim Jong Un and Trump getting together as people (the March 17th 
Table Update as the most recent example; additionally the image of a bowling ball 
appears from time to time in Update graphics). These can be directly traced back to THE 
FIRST SEMI-IMAGINARY TABLE ONE YEAR AGO, APRIL 18, 2017 — at the 
beginning of this posting chain. This has to do with a Steinhoff comedy sketch idea link 
with graphic included with that first post, wherein the Trump character expresses 
annoyance with Kim Jong Un for having outdone him, in terms of Un having more 
underground bowling lanes. Without even specifically thinking of a significant bowling 
connection to the first Semi-Imaginary Table post exactly one year ago today, The Table 
heard bowling lexicon in “KNOCK ‘EM DOWN”, and from this, a possible Table 
lexicon usage. The Table saw this enough to write it down, even before seeing the 
connection to April 18, 2017. 


Following this, Abe surprisingly went into extreme detail regarding the special value he 
found from he and Trump golfing together, as building trust, from golf, perhaps to the 
extent that future golf ball commercials would do well to excerpt this Abe moment. As 
The Semi-Imaginary Table was already thinking bowling at this point from “knock ‘em 
down”, and still not connecting it all to April 18, 2017, The Table can look back on its 
thought process and feel confident these connections did not get molded by its over- 
active imagination to fit the preferred result, of being an extremely likely inside- 
reference, which it definitely is. 


Though not more than a fairly possible inside-reference, The Table additionally found in 
Trump’s “they hit — none” a strong similarity to something in one of Steinhoff’s main 
videos, “Gosk 1” (https://archive.org/details/JonathanDavidSteinhoff_5). As the two 
Klugians sit fishing (“smedging”’), one asks the other on the subject of counting (already 
knowing the answer), “Try counting all the smedges we caught,” to which the other 
replies, “None”. 


The attached image is a freeze frame from “Gosk” of friends Vinkalert and Dockert of 
Planet Klug fishing on Planet Earth (unbeknown to them), a moment after the above- 
described conversation. [Though recent events give great hope regarding the situation we 
face, The Semi-Imaginary Table does not yet feel quite ready to post its image of a wall 
of bowling shoes at this time, though retains it for possible future use. ]

Update- A new stamp issued in North Korea to commemorate Kim Jong Un 's unofficial 
visit to China (https://kcnawatch.co/.../stamp-issued-to-commemorate-kim.../) very likely 
contains the influence of The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. Excerpted 
from the wording printed on the stamp: 


“promoted the DPRK-China friendship ONTO A NEW HIGH LEVEL...” 


Several recent Table Updates between March 28th and April Ist describe usage of the 
phrasing by Kim Jong Un and Xi, “a new high stage”, in connection with their 
relationship, and its becoming part of the way it is discussed, as having been influenced 
by then recent Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphics. If one stops to closely follow in 
Table Updates how this was seen to develop (it involves more details than meet the eye), 
it will follow from this that the wording on the stamp is related to this same possible 
inside-reference to The Table (though the word "level" differs from "stage", this could 
have more to do with the translation; and even if not, these are interchangeable words for 
many). As some may notice, The Semi-Imaginary Table is temporarily releasing itself 
from its April Ist Update promise to avoid making reference every time this now oft- 
repeated phrasing appears, as usage on a stamp is of a different nature. 


The attached graphic combines image variations originally posted by Steinhoff on 
4.17.16 and 4.18.16 

(https://www.facebook.com/photo.php?fbid= 102095686921 18689&set=a. 154742501009 
7.217571.1369226922&type=3 &theater; 
https://www.facebook.com/photo.php?fbid=10209576790721 149&set=a. 1547425010097 
.217571.1369226922&type=3 &theater), the 4.17.16 posting including, “There will be 
those who will argue I should have used a better Isaac Newton than this one pound 
English currency note Isaac Newton image.” Immediately following this, on 4.20.16, the 
U.S. Treasury Dept. announced (https://www.treasury.gov/.../press.../Pages/jl10436.aspx) 
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that Harriet Tubman would be appearing on American currency, which Steinhoff 
“counts” among his influences.

As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very often 
result in possible inside-references to The Table. If one can imagine The Table 
influencing an article from North Korea published only a very short time after a Table 
Update is posted (though time zones in relation to timestamps, etc. can confuse the 
which-came-first part of the timeline, causing a certain grey area here), a value in the 
above excerpt becomes apparent, for its Semi-Imaginary Table lexicon reference to 
Steinhoff’s “In Orders We Trust” video. The video’s title is a play on a phrase that 
appears on American currency, “In God We Trust”. That which appears on currency is 
what the previous (April 19th) Table Update graphic and its description focuses on. Its 
description very much involves reference to the initial announcement of Harriet Tubman 
on American currency. “In Orders We Trust”, from which a freeze frame was used for 
the Feb. 27th Table Update graphic, has to do with characters causing negative graffiti to 
be spray-painted on one another, an escalating conflict that ends in a truce. The value of 
the words in the above excerpt possibly should be read in this connection, as a manner of 
making an inside-reference in Table lexicon to what appears on currency, the words at 
the same time containing separate meaning as well. 


The attached image is part of a freeze frame from the classic Spielberg movie, “Raiders 
of the Lost Ark”, of a little gold object that is about to be removed and replaced by 
something of presumably equal weight, in a failed attempt not to trigger a giant bowling 
ball which protects it.

As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included 
with the April 19th Table Update, in both its image and description, emphasized Sir Isaac 
Newton, who is best known in history in connection with his fathering the concept of 
gravity. If one does a search for “UPward spiral”, it is unknown as an expression, while 
“DOWNwatd spiral” is very commonly known. As is occasionally reiterated, minor 
translation errors, or even things that appear not to translate well, jump off the page for 
The Table somewhat, depending, as they often are found to contain possible inside- 
references when The Table is thusly caused to look more closely. In any event, The 
Semi-Imaginary Table sees a fairly likely inside-reference in “upward spiral”, in that it 
contrasts with the conventional “downward spiral”, which fits the pattern of relating to a 
recent Update graphic. The Semi-Imaginary Table further believes Isaac Newton’s 
principles of gravity will not require too serious a revision following this opinion of The 
Table’s. 


The attached turned-on-its-side image is the great Guggenheim Museum in New York 
City, its spiral ramp a somewhat unique attribute, though it may seem impractical when 
seen this way.

As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included 
with the previous (April 21st) Table Update features the image of the Guggenheim 
Museum turned on its side. In the description that went with this image, The Table had 
made a specific point of referring to the museum as the “great” Guggenheim Museum, 
though normally The Table might have only indicated that it was the “good” 
Guggenheim Museum, or perhaps, the “very good” Guggenheim Museum. The word 
“great” was chosen specifically out of apprehension as a counterbalance, it being a 
possible artist such as Steinhoff possibly does not wish to appear to be turning the 
Guggenheim on its side as an expression of having a problem with the entire art world, 
entire artists, etc. The idea of an upside-down Guggenheim had been rejected partly for 
this same reason. Additionally, The Table had concern that it would seem to be wishing 
for the opening of a floodgate or two for those who might dislike Western culture for 
other reasons, as it is not new for an article from North Korea to make rejection of 
Western culture a subject, something that has come up regarding inside-references 
previously (see the Jan. 20th Table Update). The Semi-Imaginary Table considers it fairly 
likely this reiteration of the North Korea state position on Western culture is partly 
influenced by yesterday's Table Update graphic showing the unbelievably great 
Guggenheim Museum on its side. 
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The attached graphic involving dueling paintbrushes is a variation of the one included 
with the 10.12.17 Table Update, the freeze frame taken from Steinhoff’s “American 
Gothic” video that had been part of the original image no longer in the middle of things.

Update- A new episode of the very popular American political humor TV show, “Last 
Week With John Oliver” (which Steinhoff has described influencing at various times, in 
non-Table Steinhoff posts) included a very likely inside-reference to / influence of, and 
influence for The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


The most recent instance of the The Semi-Imaginary Table indicating it received a 
possible inside-reference by Trump was described in the April 18th Update. This possible 
inside-reference had to do, in part, with the number zero in faux-arithmetic / no-real- 
math-involved problems. “Why don’t you try counting how many smedges we caught?” 
as a faux-arithmetic question receiving the response, “None”; a description of how many 
missiles were shot down expressed as, “They hit...”, pause as we wait to learn the 
number, “None.” 


Last night’s “Last Week With John Oliver’ most of all, of everything that occurred on the 
show, emphasized such a faux-arithmetic / no-real-math-involved problem, regarding 
zero and the Iran Nuclear Deal that has been put in serious danger, making his main focus 
of the night that zero is smaller than 10. This is part of a campaign John Oliver is 
launching, to find some way to get Trump’s attention re the Iran Nuclear Deal, how this 
would require someone who has Trump’s ear. This involved John Oliver's analysis of 
who may or may not have Trump’s ear, and how to reach them 

(https://www. washingtonpost.com/.../john-oliver-wants.../...). 


The attached image is a section of the graphic included with the April 19th Semi- 
Imaginary Table Update, and has surfaced before in other Table Update graphics, in 
similar form, any number of times.

Update- New articles from North Korea contain extremely likely to somewhat likely 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is occasionally reiterated, apparent minor translation errors in articles from North 
Korea that jump off the page a little and catch the attention have been found as more 
likely to contain possible inside-references to The Table, when The Table is thusly 
caused to look more closely. A new article from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../new-strategic-line-is-epitome.../) includes: 


“...to FLUTTER the flag of victory...” 


Looking more closely at this phrasing, for the above-described reason, The Semi- 
Imaginary Table finds a significant connection to something from the March 10th Table 
Update: 


“. influenced by this distorted red and white fishing bob image. One sees behind Kelly a 
special rendering of the rippling of the red and white of the American flag...” 


This would match the pattern of The Table’s attention first being specially drawn by an 
error in a description of a flag’s movement, “flutter”, with there at the same time existing 
a Table Update, March 10th, that stops to specifically focus on a backdrop and its 
movement of the stripes in the American flag’s stars and stripes. The Semi-Imaginary 
Table sees this as an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table, particularly as this 
also connects with another new article from North Korea (to be described later in this 
Update), and additionally connects with another criteria, one most often applied by The 
Table. As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Table 
Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic 
included with the April 18th Table Update, a freeze frame from Steinhoff s video, “Gosk 
1”, shows Vinkalert and Dockert sitting by a stream fishing, just seconds after the fishing 
bob shot specifically referenced above from the March 10th Table Update, thus that 
fishing graphic is closely connected to this flag movement discussion. 
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The Semi-Imaginary Table additionally regards the following excerpts from this same 
above article as fairly likely inside-references: 


“...a bright BLUEPRINT for opening up a higher historic phase...” 
“...who climbed the high peak of victory after going through the arduous path...” 
These relate to the description of the graphic included with the April 21st Table Update: 


“The attached turned-on-its-side image is the great Guggenheim Museum in New York 
City, its spiral ramp a somewhat unique attribute, though it may seem impractical when 
seen this way.” 


The implied “impractical” effect on the spiral ramp in this image’s interpretation of the 
Guggenheim building BLUEPRINT would be that, “after going through the... path” of 
the museum’s hallway, there would then be a peak to climb, if one envisions exactly how 
the practical spiral ramp is made impractical from the museum being on its side. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../u-s-must-be-sit-in- 
human-rights.../) contains extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary 
Table: 


“U.S. Must Be Sit in Human Rights Dock” (article title) 
“under the helmet” 


The graphic included with the previous (April 23rd) Table Update is a section of the 
graphic included with the April 19th Update, the bottom edge of the frameline in this 
version showing only the hat worn by Einstein, cutting Einstein from the image 
otherwise. In making this frameline artistic decision, Steinhoff specifically noticed that it 
might possibly lead (based on extensive experience in these matters) to a possible inside- 
reference to a scene in Steinhoff’s “Gosk 2” video, wherein Vinkalert is heard discussing 
Gosk, yet we only see the hat on his head (cutting between several different angles as 
when the face of a speaker is the subject). In this context, “under the helmet” reads to The 
Semi-Imaginary Table as an extremely likely inside-reference, having specifically pre- 
anticipated the possibility of something similar. 


As mentioned above, the graphic included with the April 18th Table Update features 
DOCKert (and Vinkalert) sitting by a stream fishing. The above article title, in addition to 
containing an error, thus causing The Table to give it special consideration as possibly 
being part of an inside-reference (such errors being among one of the above-described 
criteria), has the word DOCK, as in DOCKert. 


As this article title can also suggest the classic song title, “Sittin? On The Dock In The 
Bay”, through the words “Sit In” appearing so near to the word “Dock”, The Table 
followed this element as well, and found a significant connection to the above-referenced 
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graphic included with yesterday’s Update (April 23rd). That image, involving hands of a 
clock, can be seen as possibly relating to a repeated lyric from “Sittin’ On The Dock In 
The Bay”, “wasting time”. This would be a possible “double entendre” inside-reference, 
as has been mentioned in previous Updates, wherein something may be intended to 
simultaneously lend itself to more than one possible inside-reference. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table noticed several very likely inside-references in connection 
with Trump being at Mt. Vernon today, relating to there being paintings at Mt. Vernon by 
the brother of an ancestor of someone Steinhoff once worked with. The very likely 
inside-references were found in something Trump said at Mt. Vernon, and also in the fact 
that the offices where this person was Steinhoff s co-worker can be seen daily as a CNN 
backdrop (15 Columbus Circle), which directly relates to the extremely likely inside- 
references described above involving the stripes of the American flag as a backdrop 
image (“one sees behind Kelly...”). Additionally, possible inside-references and 
discussion relating to the idea of whose image appears on currency have been specifically 
part of recent Table Updates, and in connection with the graphic included with the April 
19th Update. This would come back to this same co-worker’s ancestor’s brother, whose 
scandal story has many very differing versions (not to be confused with his also having 
been a respected artist in Washington’s sphere), all related to his forging the Gilbert 
Stuart painting of George Washington that appears on the dollar bill. One version 
describes him asking Gilbert Stuart to touch a copy of the painting with his cane so as to 
permit the assertion that it is by Stuart, as if in place of a signature. This renders 
significant something in another new article from North Korea 
(http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“...a monument to the autograph...” 


With this usage of “autograph” the kind of error The Table would notice, its further 
connection to the painting on the dollar bill story takes on significance at this time. 


This article also contains a somewhat likely inside-reference to The Table: 


“The situation on the Korean peninsula FROZEN due to antagonism and confrontation 
has now entered a phase of thaw...” 


The graphic included with the April 13th Update is a freeze frame from Steinhoff’ s 
“Frozen” video, though The Table does not regard this as an extremely likely inside- 
reference, only somewhat likely, as “frozen” and “thaw” are fairly common to the kind of 
vernacular that might be naturally applied to the subject discussed, is The Table’s guess 
regarding the law of averages here. 


The attached graphic features stars of the constellation, “Hercules”, with Van Gogh’s 
“The Starry Night” as their backdrop.

Update- The closing words of French President Macron's speech before Congress today 
contained extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 


“WHAT WE LOVE IS IN DANGER. We have no choice but to prevail. And together we 
shall prevail.” 


From the April 23rd Semi-Imaginary Table Update: 
“... THE IRAN NUCLEAR DEAL THAT HAS BEEN PUT IN SERIOUS DANGER...” 


The basis for determining this to be an extremely likely inside-reference requires 
knowledge of certain personal inside information that will not be provided in this Update, 
therefore, those familiar with the degree to which The Table has influenced things at this 
level in the past will have the advantage, in terms of knowing to give The Table credit for 
knowing what it’s talking about, without benefit of being provided the basis for its 
conclusion, as normally occurs (e.g., the April 18th Table Update details the specific 
basis used to determine Japan Prime Minister Abe's extremely likely inside-reference to 
The Table). The Semi-Imaginary Table will only mention that this serious, extremely 
likely inside-reference to The Table by Macron at this historic moment relates directly to 
the preceding Table Update, specifically, when it was noted that Trump had said 
something at Mt. Vernon of a secret inside-reference nature. 


The attached image is inspired by serious concern The Semi-Imaginary Table shares with 
President Macron regarding the Iran nuclear deal.

Update- A new articles from North Korea contains an extremely likely inside-reference to 
The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The graphic included with the April 22nd Table Update features the image of two 
figures using paint brushes to essentially duel, particularly if seen in the context of the 
Update with which it is posted, which regards conflict between cultures. A new article 
from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong-sinmun-slams-s-korean.../) includes: 


“...PAINTING a black PICTURE...” 


This usage of this expression in this time proximity, which in its direct literal meaning 
asserts a negative view of the painting being done by another, matches the pattern of 
relating to a recent Table Update graphic, and is read as an extremely likely inside- 
reference to / influence of The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


The attached image, the cover of The Beatles’ “White Album” (as it has come to be 
called, though the official name is “The Beatles”), can perhaps be seen in connection with 
the title of a new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../first-revolutionary- 
armed-force.../), “First Revolutionary Armed Force—Korean People’s 
EVOLUTIONARY Army”, which through its noticeable usage of the word 
“Evolutionary” (which appears to be an error) in relation to “Revolutionary”, may bring 
to mind a song that rhymes “evolution” with “revolution”, The White Album’s 
“Revolution 1”.

Update- Widely circulated words spoken by Kim Jong Un 
(https://www.nytimes.com/.../north-korea-south-kim-jong-un...) at today’s historic 
summit in South Korea are a somewhat likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary 
Trump Un Steinhoff Table (note - as always, those unfamiliar or seeming to be 
unfamiliar with The Table's past significant influences on significant things will show 
great difficulty accepting this possibility): 


“I heard you had your early-morning sleep disturbed many times because you had to 
attend the N.S.C. meetings because of us,” Mr. Kim said with a smile, referring to the 
security council. “’Getting up early in the morning must have become a habit for you. I 
will make sure that your morning sleep won’t be disturbed.’” “’Now I can sleep in 
peace,” Mr. Moon replied. 


In the preceding Semi-Imaginary Table Update (yesterday, April 26th), a tie-in between 
an extremely-likely inside-reference to The Table and The Beatles’ “White Album” was 
described, including reference to a specific song on that album, the cover of the White 
Album also included as the Table Update’s graphic (recent Update graphics often result 
in possible inside-references to The Table, as is frequently reiterated). The Semi- 
Imaginary Table is generally cautious in venturing into the world of conjectures 
regarding possible references to Beatles’ lyrics, for example, a recent Trump tweet 
(https://www.newsday.com/.../trump-north-korea-tweets-1...) included, “maybe things 
will WORK OUT, and maybe they won’t - ONLY TIME WILL TELL.” The Beatles 
song, “We Can WORK IT OUT”, includes thi expression, “ONLY TIME WILL TELL”. 
The Table read this as an inside-reference to The Beatles, without it specifically relating 
to The Table, and so made no mention of this in a Table Update. Nevertheless, in the 
context of the previous Table Update, the above remark by Kim Jong Un possibly 
suggests something from the White Album, “I’m So Tired”. This being among the few 
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songs known to The Table that is all about achieving sleep, it contains the idea, at what 
price peace of mind. To achieve peace of mind without the kind of subjugation of self 
experienced by this song’s first person singular character, this is something that comes 
through in the song, and is also a wisdom through which peace should always be 
scrutinized, if one takes Lennon to that level, or rather, if one is aware of Lennon taking 
us to that level. 


The attached image is a section of the graphic included with the 10.4.17 Semi-Imaginary 
Table Update, and features a photograph of Steinhoff (1988 or 1989) in Raleigh’s Seat, 
among walls, at Sherborne Castle in England. The original work that preceded the Oct. 
2017 Update graphic can always be found in Steinhoff s “Go Eyes Go!” at archive.org, 
while Sir Walter Raleigh’s name can always be found in the Beatles song, “I’m So 
Tired”.

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
includes extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 

“running HELTER-SKELTER...” 

“doomed to sink like a setting sun...” 

“...made up of FORGERY...” 

The past two Semi-Imaginary Table Updates specifically focused on extremely likely 


inside-references to The Table in articles from North Korea in connection with the album 
cover and also songs from The Beatles’ “White Album” - “Revolution 1” and “I’m So 
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Tired”. As “Helter Skelter” is the exact title of a song on the White Album, The Semi- 
Imaginary Table immediately reads the above “helter-skelter” from a new article from 
North Korea as an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table. (The Table also wishes 
to take this moment to reiterate that it is not Charles Manson.) 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Updates very, very often result 
in possible inside-references to The Table. The graphic included with the April 23rd 
Update has to do with a way to hold back the hands of a clock showing five past 
midnight, using wooden sticks outside the clock angled to resemble hands of the clock, 
pre-midnight. As “the setting sun” symbolism, above, very much correlates with the 
symbolic idea regarding the approach of midnight in this image (it was actually 
photographed around 2pm Pacific Time, most likely), in that both are ways of expressing 
the end to a day, this matches the pattern of relating to a recent Semi-Imaginary Table 
Update graphic. 


The April 24th Update included, “...related to his FORGING the Gilbert Stuart painting 
of George Washington that appears on the dollar bill...” The strong likeness between 
“forgery” in the above-referenced article from North Korea and “forging” in the recent 
update renders the two very nearly indistinguishable, in terms of Semi-Imaginary Table 
possible inside-reference value. 


The attached image is a reworking of a Sept. 1990 poster by Steinhoff, described in a 
12.1.16 non-Table post 

(https://www.facebook.com/photo.php?fbid=102 1 1625536938524 &set=a. 154742501009 
7.217571.1369226922&type=3 &theater) as having led to Sinead O’Connor’s historic 
Oct. 1990 ripping up of a photograph of The Pope on SNL, springing from Steinhoff's 
poster’s shocking desecration of Washington’s face on the dollar bill shortly before. In 
the attached rendering of the poster, Beethoven gets treatment similar to that previously 
given Lennon in various other Table Update graphics, though he is made to smoke from a 
different weed pipe. (Trivia: The weed pipe in this image was created from part of 
Steinhoff’s “Gosk” videos’ spacecraft steering wheel - see archive.org - and can be 
purchased for only one million dollars. It is partly used.)

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 


“turn their different and SEPARATED THINGS into the same and single ones...” 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references. The words excerpted above, 
“separated things”, jump off the page as likely Semi-Imaginary-Table lexicon, it being 
that the (non-recent) graphic included with the March 19th Table Update is described as 
being a section of Steinhoff s artwork, “A Separate Thing” (see “Go Eyes Go” at 
archive.org), reiterated as recently as the April 1st Table Update. From this, if one then 
looks at this “SEPARATE THING” March 19th Table Update graphic, its unmistakable 
connection to a recent Update graphic immediately becomes apparent, that included with 
the April 27th Table Update. Both graphics do not merely include but focus on special 
old walls in England, some sort of vantage point regarding the walls also being 
something the images share. “Separated Things” in this article would thusly be read by 
The Semi-Imaginary Table as matching the frequently reiterated pattern of relating to a 
recent Table Update graphic. 


As Van Gogh’s “The Starry Night” was part of the graphic included with the April 24th 
Table Update, The Table considers it fairly possible a statement by Trump’s new 
National Security Advisor, John Bolton (https://www.nytimes.com/.../north-korea-trump- 
nuclear.html), contains an inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“Mr. Bolton told Fox News on Sunday, but his administration is not 'STARRY eyed 
about what may happen here.” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table additionally notes a painting in the Peace House in South 
Korea, used as the backdrop for widely circulated Summit photographs of Kim Jong Un 
together with Moon Jai-in, also shares certain elements with this Van Gogh painting. 
However, The Table is unable to ascertain whether or not this Peace House painting has 
been there for some time, thus making it considerably more of a conjecture to consider 
that its presence could be the influence of The Semi-Imaginary Table’s recent Van Gogh 
graphic. 


The attached image is a freeze frame from Julian Lennon’s music video, “Too Late For 
Goodbyes”. The Beatle song “Hey Jude” has been described by McCartney as being 
about Julian, therefore, the shoulder depicted in this image would be the one referenced 
in McCartney’s lyric, “Don’t carry the world upon your shoulders,” and John Lennon’s 
“The movement you need is on your shoulder”.

Update- New articles from North Korea contain extremely likely inside references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, as well as things with varying degrees of 
likelihood of being inside-references to The Table. 


As is frequently reiterated (almost invariably), graphics included with recent Table 
Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary 
Table. The main part of the graphic posted with the April 28th Update features a Sept. 
1992 (erroneously indicated in the Update as Sept. 1990, though not in the included link) 
poster by Steinhoff, which is described as having led to the Oct. 1992 (erroneously 
indicated in the Update as Oct. 1990, though not in the included link) tearing up of a 
photograph of Pope John Paul II on SNL by Sinead O’Connor that caused so much 
excitement (and terror, etc.) at the time. This April 28th graphic / 1992 poster shows 
George Washington on the dollar, with the face part of Washington removed and attached 
elsewhere on the poster. A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../article- 
world-progressives.../) includes: 


“...who have no face to talk...” 
“the road of independence...” 


In addition to seeing the above excerpt, “who have no face to talk”, as an extremely likely 
inside-reference to The Table, matching the pattern of relating to a recent Table Update 
graphic, The Table also sees the other above excerpt regarding independence as a 
possible inside-reference, as “independence” is among the words one more frequently 
associates with Washington. 
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Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../article-socialism-is- 
common.../) also contains an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary 
Table: 


“against all HUES of counter-REVOLUTIONARY forces...” 


The graphic included with the April 26th Table Update is the cover of The Beatles’ 
“White Album”, and its posting with this Update was in connection with an extremely 
likely inside-reference to The Table involving, among other things, the convergence of 
“painting a black picture” and the Beatles song, “Revolution 1” from the “White Album”. 
The word “hues” in connection with the word “revolutionary” is in this context seen by 
The Semi-Imaginary Table as matching the pattern of relating to a recent Update graphic. 


Familiarity with details / trivia regarding The Beatles is generally regarded more as 
common knowledge than obscure knowledge. The graphic included with the April 27th 
Table Update, in connection with references to the Beatles song, “I’m So Tired”, 
regarding a possible inside reference involving that song, depicts “Raleigh’s Seat” in 
England, named for Sir Walter Raleigh, in that Raleigh is specifically named in that song. 
Some may have noticed at that time that there also happens to exist one other Sir Walter 
Raleigh reference in connection with The Beatles, that which occurs in the Beatles 
movie, “A Hard Day’s Night”. From that movie’s screenplay 
(http://www.aellea.com/script/ahdn.htm): 


“RINGO has an idea and does a SIR WALTER RALEIGH with his large Mac spreading 
it over one of the puddles. The girl walks across it smiling graciously. RINGO proceeds 
with the coat to the next puddle... The girl steps onto the coat and disappears sharply. 
RINGO looks down the hole...” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees an extremely likely inside-reference to the “Raleigh’s 
Seat” graphic included with the April 27th Table Update in the title of a new article from 
North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../illusion-and-hope-on-u-s.../): 


“Illusion and Hope on U.S. ‘Assistance’ Lead to Death” (article title) 


There were several other things in new articles from North Korea, including a possible 
inside-reference involving Steinhoff's video about Putin, Iran, Kasparov, King Arthur and 
Merlin ("Bishop and Pawn Forfeit Rule", see archive.org), however, these did not quite 
rise to the level of prompting The Table to include as possible inside-references. 


The attached image is comprised of drawings from Steinhoff’s “Go Eyes Go!” (see 
archive.org) of three of the four Beatles, however, John’s face is on the body of Paul, and 
George’s toes are doing something they didn’t know how to do in the original drawing. 
Sinead O’Connor should in no way be held responsible.

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) 
contains extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 


“trick...” 
< Sleight” 


As is frequently reiterated (almost invariably), graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. In the description for the graphic included with the April 30th Update, a reference 
was made to the Beatles lyric, “The movement you need is on your shoulder”. The Table 
reads the above excerpted word “sleight” as possibly suggesting the expression most 
commonly associated, “sleight of hand” used in connection with magician tricks. As the 
word “trick” is also included in the same article, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees it 
extremely likely that “sleight of HAND” is deliberately brought to mind, in relation to 
“the movement you need is on your SHOULDER”. 


Additionally, the graphic included with yesterday’s Table Update (May 2nd) also relates 
to the referenced April 30th Update graphic, in connection with the same thing in the 
April 30th graphic that is related here to “sleight of hand” (George Harrison's foot / Julian 
Lennon's shoulder). However, due to gray areas re time zones and timestamps, The Table 
is uncertain as to whether the posting of yesterday’s (May 2nd) Update preceded this 
article, to have possibly influenced it. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table also found in this article the words “DOCK” and “REEL”, 
which bring to mind in terms of Table lexicon the graphic included with the April 18th 
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Update, which depicts DOCKert from Steinhoff s “Gosk 1” video, with fishing REEL, 
though usually “recent graphic” being possibly inside-referenced refers to one included 
within the past two weeks, while the April 18th graphic was two weeks and a day, or two. 
The Table has not been particularly strict on this, however, especially when the possible 
inside-reference is a strong one in terms of being easy to connect, as in this instance. 


A less likely inside-reference to The Table may be contained in this article’s usage of the 
word “matchless”, it being that the pipe Beethoven is smoking in the graphic included 
with the April 28th Update graphic is unlit. 


The attached image includes the graphic attached with the April 28th Semi-Imaginary 
Table Update of Beethoven and pipe, the graphic included with the 11.15.17 Update (and 
reposted in the Jan. 25th Update) of Lennon and pipe, as well as Steinhoff with lighter 
and Merlin hat as worn in his “Bishop and Pawn Forfeit Rule” video (see archive.org).

Update- A new statement by Trump and new articles from North Korea contain 
extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, as 
well as less likely but nevertheless very possible inside-references. 


The Table’s read of certain things described in this Table Update is specially informed by 
past experience, of there having previously been a considerable number of extremely 
likely inside-references which began with non-Table posts and comments by Steinhoff. 


Steinhoff made a more important non-Table post on May Ist, a link to his latest 
Gofundme Update detailing his significant influence on Spielberg’s somewhat recent 
movie, “The Post”, Steinhoff regarding himself a Spielberg influence for decades (this 
history also included in the Gofundme). As Steinhoff pre-anticipated at that time a certain 
possibility of this important May 1st post later coming to mind in connection with The 
Semi-Imaginary Table, and as the work of Steinhoff’s that most influenced “The Post” is 
Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” video 
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(https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_10), something included in a statement to 
reporters by Trump this morning is seen as significant: 


“In some cases they went to the Hillary Clinton celebration that turned out to be a 
funeral.” 


In Steinhoff s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream”, a character describes going to what he 
thought would be a birthday party for someone, however, it turned out to be his wake. 
This part of Steinhoff s Dostoyevsky has also influenced the theme song for the TV 
show, “Frasier”, a TV show described in the 9.18.17 Table Update as having likely 
influenced Trump in connection with The Table. 


A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) contains an 
extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table, as well as a somewhat 
likely inside-reference: 


“ROUND-TABLE Talks of Koreans in China Supports Panmunjom Declaration” (article 
title) 


“pooling minds...” 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Table 
Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references. The graphic included with 
the May 2nd Table Update includes a drawing in which “John’s face is on the body of 
Paul”, the result of fusing together separate drawings of Lennon and McCartney. The 
Semi-Imaginary Table sees this excerpt as matching the pattern of relating to a recent 
Update graphic, and regards it as an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table. 


The graphic included with yesterday’s (May 3rd) Table Update includes Steinhoff 
wearing what is described as his Merlin hat from a Steinhoff video, which involves a 
scene between Merlin and King Arthur, who headed the legendary ROUND-TABLE. 
However, it is difficult to be certain the article from North Korea containing “ROUND- 
TABLE” wasn’t published before the Table Update, due to time zone and timestamp 
issues related to the referenced graphic being so recent (one imagines that Putin, Trump 
and / or Spielberg would have better resources for fact-checking this timeline). 


As with the above instance of it being pre-anticipated that Steinhoff s (non-Table) post re 
“The Post” might come up in a Table Update, a May 3rd, 6:49 am (Pacific time) 
comment by Steinhoff to a Facebook post by NY Times reporter Peter Baker 
(https://www.facebook.com/peter.../posts/102 15363 108407568...) in relation to 
Netanyahu, Trump and the Iran Nuclear Deal, also came with the possibility of later 
surfacing in a Semi-Imaginary Table Update (based on numerous previous instances 
similar in nature): 


Steinhoff: “I recall when cease-fire truces within Israel, protecting vast numbers of lives, 
would end the moment just one Palestinian killed just one Israeli Jew. It was apparently

supposed to project a high and NOBLE principle along the lines of, you harm one of us, 
then all of us must turn our lives upside down to stand against it. Now we watch as 
Netanyahu pushes Trump to tear up the Iran nuclear deal over things that do not begin to 
rise to the level of triggering all out military conflict, Russia on Iran's side, the U.S. on 
the side of blowing up the world for this high and NOBLE principle.” 


It being that the word “noble” is particularly emphasized by Steinhoff here, occurring 
twice, and being used as the second to last word in the comment, it is therefore significant 
that a new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) includes: 


“NOBLE Traits of Korean Working People Loving Their Jobs” (article title) 

“every job is considered to be noble and becomes worthwhile...” 

“This is the demonstration of the noble thought and spirit...” 

The very fact that it was specifically pre-anticipated that this Steinhoff comment 
regarding the Iran Nuclear Deal might later tie-in with something enough for mention in 
an Update, as a possible inside-reference, becomes itself a factor worth considering in 
The Table’s view (unless The Table is just really, really good at making wild guesses). 
The Table additionally sees the different “noble” usages excerpted above as also possibly 
tying in with elements in Steinhoff s May 3rd comment. 

This article also includes: 


“work with devotion at their POSTS...” 


Having already been on the lookout for a possible inside-reference to Steinhoff s “The 
Post” post, The Table sees this usage of the word “posts” as a somewhat likely inside- 
reference. 


The attached image is a variation of the dominoes images that have appeared in various 
Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphics, including the first post at the beginning of this 
chain, 4.18.17.

Update- A new tweet by Trump (http://www.trumptwitterarchive.com/archive) and a new 
article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../minju-joson-ridicules-u-s-for.../) 
include extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 


“Tt reminds one of the guilty party filing the suit first.” (North Korea) 
“very successful businessman...” (May 4th Trump tweet) 


As Trump’s tweet occurred on the same day as an extremely likely inside-reference to 
The Table described in yesterday’s (May 4th) Table Update, involving Trump in relation 
to Steinhoff’s video, “Uncle’s Dream” (see archive.org), it is significant that the phrase “I 
am a successful businessman!” also occurs in this video, the graphic included with the 
March 3rd Table Update including a freeze frame from "Uncle's Dream" just seconds 
after this line. In and of itself this would not be regarded by The Table as an extremely 
likely inside-reference, as it is not entirely uncommon for Trump to refer to someone as a 
“successful businessman”. However, this additionally ties in with other things. 


At the recent historic summit in South Korea between Kim Jong Un and Moon Jai In, 
Kim Jong Un’s coat happened to be a near identical match for one commonly worn by 
Steinhoff. It has been noted previously by Steinhoff (e.g., 
https://www.facebook.com/photo.php?fbid=1020150602503705 | &set=a. 1547425010097 
.217571.1369226922&type=3&theater) when others happen to wear this same coat. It is 
even possible its being worn by Fred Armisen when part of Seth Meyers’ show’s band 
their first year was an influence of Steinhoff’s, who was an influence on every Meyers 
and / or Fallon show their first year (https://archive.org/details/LennonGroupshotNo.5). 


As it would not be unlikely for Kim Jong Un to wear a coat such as this, despite the 
distinct similarity to Steinhoff's, The Table has previously made no specific note. 


Then in a Steinhoff (non-Table) post May 2nd, attention is drawn to a November 2014 
video with song of Steinhoff s 
(https://ia800307.us.archive.org/.../Nephew%27s%20Dream.mov), wherein Steinhoff can 
be seen wearing this same coat. Following this, the May 3rd Table Update described the 
hat Steinhoff wears in the graphic included as being the same Merlin HAT worn in a 
previous Steinhoff video involving Merlin and King Arthur. The May 4th Table Update 
then described a possible inside-reference involving a King Arthur / Merlin HAT / 
Roundtable connection. 
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As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. The above excerpt from 
North Korea, regarding who had the suit first, matches this pattern of relating to a recent 
Update graphic and its emphasis on Merlin’s hat (attire), with there additionally being the 
Steinhoff / Kim Jong Un suit (attire) similarity matter, which perhaps raises the question 
that comes up whenever two people have the same clothing — whose suit was first, as in 
the above whose-suit-was-first excerpt from North Korea. 


If one returns to the Trump tweet and its tie-in with Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s 
Dream” when contextualized by yesterday’s extremely likely inside-reference, one finds 
it is part of a scene in which a coat is being selected for a character, as in the above- 
referenced March 3rd Update graphic. Seen in the same context as an extremely likely 
inside-reference to The Table by North Korea regarding coats, The Semi-Imaginary 
Table regards the Trump tweet as an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table as 
well. 


The attached image is a freeze frame from the above-referenced November 2014 video 
(which led to the McCartney / Kanye West song for New Year’s Eve that year, as 
described in the referenced May 2nd Steinhoff non-Table post).

Update- The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table is mentioned in Steinhoff’s 
(non-Table) post today regarding his influence on last night’s SNL 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/videos/10216622155250859/), as has 
frequently been the case as described in Steinhoff’s Sunday report-outs re his SNL 
influences. Additionally, a new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../dprk- 
fm-spokesman-flays-u-s.../) includes a very likely inside-reference to The Semi- 
Imaginary Table: 


“bring the situation back to square one.” 
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As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. In posting the graphic included with the May 2nd Table Update, The Table was 
not unaware that the image lends itself to being correlated with the part of baseball where 
one makes a special effort to get one’s foot on the base in time. In that being situated on a 
base, in a game of baseball, easily correlates with being on a square in a board game, the 
origin of the expression referenced in this excerpt from North Korea, and as the graphic 
additionally has something to do with the idea of a Beatle positioning himself in relation 
to the very beginning of The Beatles, a square one, specifically going from one rectangle 
to another in the graphic, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees this matching the pattern of 
relating to a recent Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphic. 


The attached image is a freeze frame from Steinhoff’s “Bishop and Pawn Forfeit Rule” 
video (see archive.org), at the moment when changes to universally agreed upon chess 
rules are more than Chess Master Kasparov can endure.

Update- A new tweet by Trump and new articles from North Korea contain extremely 
likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated (almost invariably), graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../japan-had-better-mind-its- 
own.../) includes: 


“.,.to give a face-lift...” 
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“an opportunity for setting their feet on the land...” 


The graphic included with the May 2nd Table Update is described as containing a 
drawing of McCartney with the head substituted by a drawing of Lennon’s head. In that 
Update's graphic there is also a drawing of Harrison, positioned such that he is 
dramatically attempting to set his foot on a particular spot. The above excerpts relate very 
much to this graphic, and The Semi-Imaginary Table regards these as extremely likely 
inside-references to The Table 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../representative-of-lkp- 
condemned.../) includes: 


“kicked off a COLORING offensive...” 


As The Semi-Imaginary Table is unfamiliar with usage of the word “coloring” in this 
context, this is regarded by The Table as a likely minor translation error, which The 
Table has had numerous previous occasions to characterize as the kind of thing more 
likely to catch The Table’s notice, and also more likely to contain a possible inside- 
reference to The Table, it has been found. The word “coloring” in its conventionally 
understood meaning relates very much to the graphic included with the May 5th Table 
Update. The Steinhoff video from which that image is a freeze frame 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/posts/10216591851973296) features a 
lithograph from an edition of Dostoyevsky’s “Crime and Punishment”, of Raskolnikov 
and Porfiry, colored in (painted over) by Steinhoff, shown alternately with the non- 
colored original lithograph. The Semi-Imaginary Table regards the unusual appearance of 
the word “coloring” as relating to this recent Table Update graphic, and sees this word as 
containing an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table. 


A particular scene in Steinhoff s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” video 
(https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_10) has recently been referenced in 
several Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, also interrelating with several recent Steinhoff 
non-Table posts involving this same particular scene’s influence on SNL and Spielberg. 
The graphic included with the May 5th Table Update also includes a freeze frame from 
this particular scene in the Dostoyevsky video. The moment shown in the May Sth 
graphic of the Sandra Church character is immediately preceded in the video by her line: 


“Now I perceive very clearly WHOM WE HAVE TO THANK FOR MAKING THIS 
DIRTY MESS of our affairs... it is you who stirred up this mud...” 


This morning Trump tweeted (http://www.trumptwitterarchive.com/archive): 
“The United States does not need John Kerry’s possibly illegal Shadow Diplomacy on 


the very badly negotiated Iran Deal. HE WAS THE ONE THAT CREATED THIS 
MESS IN THE FIRST PLACE!” 
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For a combination of reasons, including Trump’s previous possible inside-reference to 
The Table also relating to this same Steinhoff Dostoyevsky video, as described in the 
May 5th Update (and other possible Trump inside-references described in various prior 
Updates sometimes relating to this same video as well), The Semi-Imaginary Table 
regards this tweet as containing an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table. 


The attached image goes further than the above-referenced “coloring” video in 
interweaving the original lithograph of Raskolnikov and Porfiry with Steinhoff’s colored 
in version. In viewing this depiction of Police Detective Porfiry trying to find how to 
attach blame to Raskolnikov, the mind of The Semi-Imaginary Table boggles at the math 
involved in calculating how much blame would correlatingly go to the person who 
triggered, or risked triggering, the kind of bloodshed that would result from a 
confrontation with major powers that could not be sidestepped, through ending the 
nuclear deal with Iran.

Update- New articles from New Korea contain extremely likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, as well as less than extremely likely inside- 
references. 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The graphic included with the April 30th Table Update, described as featuring a 
freeze frame of the shoulder of Julian Lennon from his music video, “Too Late For 
Goodbyes” (Julian Lennon music video - 
https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=aQs 1 Ynq0rlk), relates very much to this excerpt from 
a new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../commentary-japan-should- 
correct.../): 
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“sleight of hand to cross the doorsill...” 
Doorsill definition: 
The sill or threshold of a doorway. 


A significant, recurring element in the referenced Julian Lennon music video is someone 
dancing in a doorsill. This excerpt regarding doorsill activity, something rarely given this 
particular kind of attention, very much matches the pattern of an article from North Korea 
relating to a recent Table graphic, and is seen by The Semi-Imaginary Table as an 
extremely likely inside-reference. Additionally, a recent (May 3rd) Update described a 
connection between this same Julian Lennon graphic and a phrase found in this excerpt, 
“sleight of hand”. 


Also included in this article from North Korea: 
“step on the sacred land...” 
“cut off nose to spite its own face...” 


For the same reasons that the previous (May 7th) Table Update regarded as extremely 
likely inside-references, in connection with the graphic included with the May 2nd 
Update, the excerpts, “...to give a face-lift...” and “...an opportunity for setting their feet 
on the land...”, The Semi-Imaginary Table also sees these excerpts as extremely likely 
inside-references to The Table in connection with the May 2nd graphic involving a 
special setting foot on land, and a special one head replacing another. An additional, 
somewhat possible inside-reference can be found in connection with “cut off nose to spite 
its own face”, in relation to the graphic attached with the April 28th Update, which 
includes George Washington’s face from the dollar bill, separately from the head, which 
is also included, without the face. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../japans-militarist- 
maniacs.../) includes: 


“the act of pouring cold water on...” 


The graphic included with the May 3rd Update shows someone (Steinhoff in Merlin hat) 
trying to light the pipes of people in separate still images on a computer, by holding a 
lighter up to the screen. This excerpt from North Korea regarding the aiming of water is 
seen by The Semi-Imaginary Table as an extremely likely inside-reference to the recent 
Update graphic's approach to the aiming of fire. 


As the graphic included with the May 2nd Update involves images of The Beatles in their 
early days Beatle suits, an excerpt from a new article from North Korea 
(https://kcnawatch.co/.../article-national-independence.../), for its similarity to one of their 
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classics that embodies this Beatles period, “I Wanna Hold Your Hand”, is seen by The 
Table as significant: 


“hold their hands...” 


The record single jacket graphic included with the original release of this Beatles song 
may also have been the first introduction of the early days Beatle suits, which appear in 
the May 2nd Update graphic. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../152.../liberal-korea-party- 
blasted/) contains a fairly likely inside-reference: 


“like a living corpse...” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table relates this excerpt to the graphic included with the May 3rd 
Update, in which Steinhoff in a Merlin hat is trying to light images of pipes in the mouths 
of Lennon and Beethoven, put there by Steinhoff as surrealistically representative of how 
one might approach bringing dead legends to life, in the metaphorical everyman approach 
sense (rather than as something proven scientifically to work more than two out of ten 
times). 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../japanese-reactionaries- 
slashed.../) also includes possible inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“Japanese Reactionaries Slashed for Trying to Play down Summit and Talks at 
Panmunjom” (article title) 


“to throw cold water on...” 
“an axe to grind...” 


If it can be assumed this article was published following the posting of the May 7th Table 
Update (there may be a grey area in this instance on this aspect of timeline), “axe to 
grind” can be read as relating to that Update’s graphic, which regards Dostoyevsky’s 
Raskolnikov, perhaps the most well known axe wielder in literature. In terms of this one 
word, “axe”, being what most emerges as a possible inside-reference to The Table in this 
article, it is therefore significant that the article title includes “slashed” as a likely minor 
mistranslation, a word often found in the same vernacular as “axe”. Therefore, the one 
word in the article that The Table most particularly picked up on, axe, also happens to 
relate to an apparent mistranslation in the article, slash. As is occasionally reiterated, such 
apparent errors that tend to catch The Table’s attention are generally more likely to relate 
to possible inside-references. 


The “throw cold water” is similar to the above-described “pouring cold water” excerpt as 
a possible inside-reference, though less water precision is involved with throwing than 
with pouring, in terms of a correlation to lighters. 
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It is somewhat possible another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../s- 
korea-floor-leader-of-lkp.../) also includes an inside-reference to The Table: 


“the beaten had been served right...” 


This appearance of the word “beaten” in an unusual way causes The Table to consider 
several possibilities, such as, the lighter applied to the image of a pipe in Lennon’s mouth 
in the graphic included with the May 3rd Update, serves The Beatle correctly, and so, 
The Beatle “had been served right.” The Table is not necessarily leaning towards this 
interpretation, except now and then perhaps. 


The attached graphic includes an image from the May 7th Update’s Dostoyevsky’s 
“Crime and Punishment” graphic, of a pure sky in the doorsill of a darkened bar, 
separated from the rest of the "Crime and Punishment" graphic in this version, so as to be 
part of the world of Dostoyevsky’s “The Gambler”, specifically, the number 24 on a 
roulette table part.

Update- A new article from North Korea (http://www.pyongyangtimes.com.kp/, then 
search “Prudence”) includes a very likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump 
Un Steinhoff Table: 


“Prudence is needed more than ever” (article title) 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The graphic included with the April 26th Update, which is comprised of the cover 
of The Beatles White Album, was described in the April 28th Update as an extremely 
likely influence on an article from North Korea in relation to the title of a song on that 
Beatles album. This article title’s connection to the title of the White Album song “Dear 
Prudence” is part of the reason The Table sees this as an extremely likely inside- 
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reference. This song, perhaps brought to mind through this connection to the April 26th 
graphic, further relates to the graphic included with the previous (May 9th) Table Update. 
The song’s key refrain, “Dear Prudence, won’t you come out to play?”, combined with 
descriptions of the sky, interconnect with this May 9th graphic’s presentation of a roulette 
table and the sky. 


More importantly, however, The Semi-Imaginary Table has, since the first post at the 
beginning of this chain, found / devised various occasions to involve the idea of Trump 
and Kim Jong Un with the idea of their bowling together in peace. The official 
announcement of the specific date and place of the upcoming meeting between Trump 
and Kim Jong Un was made since the previous Table Update (May 9th), therefore, the 
idea of getting together to play, as found in the song, “Dear Prudence”, would be an 
especially apt thought, in terms of an element in The Semi-Imaginary Table’s way of 
approaching this moment. 


The attached graphic is a reworking of the graphic included with the March 29th Table 
Update, which is itself a reworking of previous Update graphics.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong-sinmun- 
praises-panmunjom.../) contains extremely likely inside-references to The Semi- 
Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“connecting the broken vein...” 


“...a dramatic diastrophic change...” 
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As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. 


The graphic attached with the May 2nd Table Update contains a drawing of George 
Harrison juxtaposed in relation to a separate drawing of a foot and leg, such that 
Harrison’s foot and leg appear to continue into it so that it makes one foot / leg. However, 
all of Harrison’s foot / leg do not quite connect with it, such that one is aware of a partial 
break in the continuous foot / leg anatomically, as with a broken vein. 


The graphic included with the May 6th Table Update is a freeze frame from Steinhoff’s 
“Bishop and Pawn Forfeit Rule” video 
(https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_9), and depicts the moment after Chess 
Master Kasparov slams his clenched fist down on a chessboard, sending the pieces flying. 
The chessboard becomes the ground itself in this video moment, so that it’s being 
smashed is like the Earth quaking to send the pieces into chaos. This relates to the second 
excerpt above, the word “diastrophic” having to do with “...Sudden movements, caused 
by sudden endogenetic forces coming from deep within the earth, cause such sudden and 
rapid events that these cause massive destructions AT and below THE EARTH’S 
SURFACE.” (http://www.geographynotes.com/.../forces-affecting.../2172) 


The attached graphic includes the image of an incomplete Steinhoff sculpture, 
discontinued decades ago, of a man clinging to the ground, though Steinhoff never 
officially let go of it.

Update- New articles from North Korea and the May 12th SNL contain extremely likely 
inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 
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The May 4th Semi-Imaginary Table Update: 


“...what he thought would be a birthday party for someone, however, it turned out to be 
his wake”. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../japan-should-clear-its-dirty.../): 
“Tt seems that Japan is speaking of funerals when the talk is of marriage.” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table considers this an extremely likely inside-reference to The 
Table. Additionally, as has previously come up in Table Updates, Steinhoff occasionally 
influences SNL alum Andy Samberg and his TV show, “Brooklyn 99”, therefore this 
same idea coming up on the May 13th “Brooklyn 99”, regarding a new motto tried out by 
Samberg’s character, is also seen as containing this same influence. Though this idea is 
not entirely uncommon, the time proximity regarding these instances, and the sources 
being seen as having made inside-references on other occasions, cause The Table to see 
the alignment of such factors in a particular way. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) also 
contains an extremely likely influence of The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“...the bright sun shining the land of the south and the north of Korea.” 


As is almost invariably reiterated, graphics included with recent Table Updates very, very 
often result in possible inside-references to / influences of The Table. The May 3rd Table 
Update graphic features pipes propped up in the mouths of images of Beethoven and 
Lennon, both being lit by a single flame, as if a bonding is connected with this action. If 
one overlooks that a single flame is not the sun, the two ideas very much correlate. 


The opening sentence of a new article from North Korea, entitled “Janggu, National 
Musical Instrument” (https://kcnawatch.co/.../janggu-national-musical-instrument/), 
contains an extremely likely inside-reference to a non-Table Steinhoff post (as is not 
uncommon regarding non-Table Steinhoff posts): 


“Janggu is one of traditional PERCUSSION instruments...” 


This relates very much to a May 6th Steinhoff post 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/posts/10216619246378139) all about 
making percussive sounds. 


As frequently occurs, Steinhoff s influences on the May 12th SNL included The Semi- 
Imaginary Table, as described in Steinhoff’s May 13th (non-Table) SNL weekly report- 
out post (https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/videos/10216680857598381/), 
specifically, the graphic included with the May 2nd Table Update. 
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The attached image shows a child’s drum kit that Steinhoff has used on some of his self- 
produced songs, though not for some time, which explains how it was possible to write 
“The Beatles” on it in dust.

Update- New articles from North Korea include extremely likely inside-references to The 
Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table, as well as things in a grayer area. 


As is almost invariably reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table 
Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kcna-commentary-on-u-s- 
human.../) includes: 


“Human rights are not a political bargaining chip...” 
“...have its nose bitten off...” 


The graphic included with the May 9th Table Update contains an image of the sky from a 
painting that has been taken from the rest of the painting, and put on a roulette table as a 
playing chip. The first excerpt above, as a near-precise rendering of a basic idea in this 
graphic, fits this pattern of relating to a recent Update graphic. 


Additionally, because climate change can be related to this graphic’s specific idea of sky 
taken from where it belongs, so as to be transformed into a gambling chip elsewhere, it 
might be further related to something that came up in a number of Semi-Imaginary Table 
Updates, which started with this excerpt from the Feb. 28th Table Update: 
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“EVEN Ray Liotta eating his own brains in ‘Hannibal’ would have been able to figure it 
out - Trump's way of getting things to happen with industry invariably comes at the 
expense of desperately needed environmental protections against corporate greed, as we 
move towards the climate change point of no return.” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table therefore reads the above excerpt, “have its nose bitten off’, 
as relating to Table lexicon, as references to Hannibal, who likes to bite off noses, have 
come up a number of times in Table Updates beyond this Feb. 28th Update excerpt (these 
have included descriptions of extremely likely inside-references to The Table by North 
Korea and Putin). A reference to this Table lexicon from a few months ago would be 
made particularly relevant by its connection to the May 9th graphic, as both specifically 
involve the idea of cutting out the sky for foolish immediate possible gain, with climate 
change related significance. 


And just for the sake of diversion, The Semi-Imaginary Table is also willing to consider 
the possibility that “a wanton violation” from this same article has to do with wontons. 
(The Table provides this only because the idea of this “Hannibal” scene may perhaps 
scream for a diversion of some kind.) 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) also 
contains very likely inside-references to The Tabe: 


... the power to carve out it...” 
“hew out it by themselves can become the final victors...” 
“giving full play...” 


The painting used in the May 9th Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphic referenced 
above, is also used in various forms in other Update graphics, and described in the 
variation posted with the May 7th Update (and elsewhere) as originating from a 
lithograph. The word “carve”, found in the excerpt above, is very much in the vernacular 
associated with lithographs, and the idea of carving OUT might additionally be related to 
the piece removed from the lithograph in the May 9th Update. The second excerpt above, 
in putting “hew out” in connection with becoming a "victor", can be related to becoming 
a winner at the roulette table through that which is carved out, as in the May 9th Update 
graphic. The third excerpt above, taken by itself, does not suggest itself to The Table as 
an extremely likely inside-reference, however, in the context of this article that, like the 
other article from North Korea excerpted above, contains other extremely likely inside- 
references to The Table in connection with the May 9th Update graphic, the idea of 
“giving full play” aligns more significantly, and is also perhaps an extremely likely 
inside-reference, for these reasons. 


Another new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) also 
contains an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table: 
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“Let's swim with...” 


The graphic included with the May 12th Semi-Imaginary Table Update lends itself to the 
idea of someone swimming (possibly the breast stroke, if The Table is not mistaken), or 
else, the idea of an Atlas wannabe holding up the world perhaps, and other possibilities 
(it is not unusual that the graphic should lend itself to more than one read). The non-Atlas 
connection to the image particularly relates to this excerpt. 


A somewhat possible inside-reference (not to be confused with an extremely likely 
inside-reference) to The Table is contained in the title of another new article from North 
Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...): 


“Immortal Program LIGHTENING Way Ahead of National Reunification” (article title) 


As is occasionally reiterated, minor errors that might jump off the page for The Table are 
often found to contain possible inside-references. In this instance, the word “lightening” 
used incorrectly in place of “lighting” might be seen as relating to the graphic included 
with the May 3rd Update, wherein a lighter is applied to marijuana pipes, and so, lighting 
and lightening interconnect with each other and with an Update graphic, and with a new 
article from North Korea, thus connecting to this oft-seen pattern. 


The attached image includes the sports car Monopoly piece from the April 6th Update 
graphic, and a traffic light key chain limited to red and green, in celebration of the 
birthday of L. Frank Baum, who gave us “The Wizard of Oz”, which gave us 
“Somewhere Over The Rainbow”, a song often brought to mind when stuck at a red 
traffic light, less often brought to mind when the light is green or yellow.

“it will only face the cold shoulder, shame and doom no matter how desperately it may 
struggle...” 


Steinhoff’s (non-Table) May 13th weekly report-out of SNL influences 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/videos/10216680857598381/): 


“...there’s tragedy, for A FATE MAY HAVE PERHAPS BEEN SEALED...” 


Steinhoff’s SNL influences often relate to things that regard The Semi-Imaginary Table, 
and in the case of this influence, which threads through Steinhoff s Dostoyevsky’s 
“Uncle’s Dream” video (see archive.org) and Steinhoff's May 6th SNL Influences report- 
out video montage, the May 5th Table Update graphic is interrelated to this Steinhoff 
(non-Table) post excerpt. In addition to the first above excerpt from North Korea relating 
for self-explanatory reasons, being within a close time proximity to the very similar 
phrasing, the second above excerpt from North Korea also very much relates to this same 
referenced May 6th Steinhoff SNL influences video montage, particularly in the context 
of the other excerpt's aligning with it. 


The attached image depicts the Janguu, a Korean drum of ancient origin referenced in the 
May 16th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, in relation to an extremely likely inside- 
reference to The Table. This further interrelated with the May 6th Steinhoff SNL 
influences report-out montage 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/videos/10216622155250859/) that the 
above Steinhoff excerpt regards. 
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Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../press-statement-by- 
first-vice.../) includes extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump 
Un Steinhoff Table: 


“is A RIDICULOUS COMEDY...” 
“he will be recorded as more TRAGIC and unsuccessful...” 


The previous (May 16th) Semi-Imaginary Table Update, which was published following 
the statement referenced in the above article, included a quote from a May 13th Steinhoff 
(non-Table) post, published prior to the referenced statement: 


“...there’s TRAGEDY, for a fate may have perhaps been sealed...” 


This regarded an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table that connected, in part, 
with Steinhoff’s Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” video 
(https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_10). Also in “Uncle’s Dream”: 


“Here is A NICE COMEDY.” 


Though the word “tragedy” did not receive focus in a Table Update until after the above 
related excerpts from North Korea, it had received focus in a post shortly before the 
excerpts from North Korea. From the correlating usages of the word “comedy” in both 
the referenced “Uncle’s Dream” and this statement from North Korea, and from 
“comedy” and “tragedy” being interwoven as words generally, and also surfacing at the 
same time in this manner, causes The Semi-Imaginary Table to read these excerpts from 
North Korea as extremely likely inside-references to The Table. 


The attached graphic is a variation of the one attached with the 10.30.17 Table Update 
(there also being other variations of this basic image appearing in other Table Update 
graphics as well). In this version, the image of Dostoyevsky is no longer simply 
considering the image of an actor who plays a central character in Steinhoff s 
Dostoyevsky’s “Uncle’s Dream” (a comedy by the classic author more associated with 
tragic developments), but famous faces taken from the classic album cover of The 
Beatles’ “Sgt. Pepper” as well (not necessarily included for their acting ability).

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong-sinmun-calls- 
for.../) contains an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table:

“The Duke of Saxony... wore a coat which was blue on one side (Saxony) and white on 
the other (France) and the colour he displayed depended on who he was talking to.” 
(https://www.sheffieldtelegraph.co.uk/news/turncoat-1-441510) 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The graphic included with the May 7th Table Update combines two versions of 
the same image, one “painted in” and the other not, such that certain elements are 
partially in color and partially black and white, instead being one or the other. Its focus is 
on two characters, one of whom has this pigment division line manifest across his coat, 
perhaps giving the character a more transcendent, not-locked-into-time-and-space 
presence, or as it’s Dostoyevsky’s Raskolnikov, perhaps giving the character an artificial 
front in the face of Police Detective Porfiry. In this light, the above excerpt from North 
Korea matches the pattern of relating to a recent Semi-Imaginary Table Update graphic. 


The attached graphic can also be found as a Steinhoff collage post 
(https://archive.org/details/LimboLennon2016), and can be seen in terms of different 
attire on the same person as dividing, and other terms.

Update- A new article from North Korea, new SNL related occurrences, and something 
that occurred at the royal wedding of Harry and Meghan, all contain possible inside- 
references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi-Imaginary Table Updates 
very, very often result in possible inside-references to The Table. Additionally, minor 
errors that appear to occur through mistranslation, and which therefore tend to 
particularly catch the notice of The Table, have been found more likely to contain 
possible inside-references to The Table. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../spring-land-management- 
campaign.../) contains: 


“raising the effect of dust collection...” 


In addition to this wording being a possible minor error through mistranslation, it is also 
an apt description in a certain way, no mistranslation about it, of the graphic included 
with the May 14th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, in which “The Beatles” is written in 
DUST COLLECTED on a drum. The Table reads this excerpt from North Korea as an 
extremely likely inside-reference, matching the pattern of relating to a recent Table 
Update graphic. 


The previous Semi-Imaginary Table Update, Fri., May 18th, had as its graphic something 
that directly regarded Lennon’s version of the classic song, “Stand By Me”. A rendering 
of this very same song took on importance at yesterday’s royal wedding of Harry and 
Meghan. It is possible that the mother of the bride’s being a friend of a friend of 
Steinhoff’s is somehow involved, or perhaps it's Steinhoff being an influence on SNL or 
Spielberg or McCartney that won them to want to do this song, though it is quite the song 
without Steinhoff s push. The Semi-Imaginary Table sees this as at least a somewhat 
possible influence of The Table. This could also possibly have to do with the time 
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Steinhoff walked by Prince Charles and Camilla in New York City in the ‘80s or early 
“90s... and then there was the time Steinhoff played King Arthur in his “Bishop and 
Pawn Forfeit Rule” video that could have won them to wanting to be influenced by 
Steinhoff through using a song highlighted in a Table graphic the day before... 


The season finale of SNL last night also contained Steinhoff’s influence, some instances 
being in connection with things that have been described and referenced in Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates, such as drum / percussion related material. These are described 
in Steinhoff’s (non-Table) report-out post re his weekly SNL influences 
(https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/posts/10216732132920232). 


The attached graphic relates to the one posted with the May 2nd Table Update, in that it 
also includes a drawing of a Beatle taken from Steinhoff’s “Go Eyes Go” (see 
archive.org), Ringo in this instance, in something entitled, “Ringo Turned Away From 
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Drum”.

Update- New articles from North Korea contain extremely likely and fairly likely inside- 
references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table. 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../red-herring-is-u-s-trite- 
method.../) includes: 


“,..master at plot-breeding...” 
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“pronounced in plot-breeding...” 
“selling everything of human being for a petty amount of money...” 


The first two excerpts above very much relate to the graphic included with the May 17th 
Table Update, wherein the image of the legendary Russian master of involved plots, 
author Fyodor Dostoyevsky, is juxtaposed in relation to other faces, such as to possibly 
suggest he is at that moment being newly tasked to develop a story plot. This matches the 
pattern of relating to a recent Update graphic, and the Semi-Imaginary Table sees these 
excerpts as extremely likely inside-references to The Table. 


The third excerpt above relates to the graphics included with both the May 7th and May 
9th Table Updates. The May 7th graphic highlights Dostoyevsky’s Raskolnikov character 
who, in "Crime and Punishment", has among his “nemeses” a pawnbroker woman, being 
in a situation where the things most dear and precious to his heart and soul are rated by 
the pawnbroker as worthy of only a small amount of needed money (she becomes his 
murder victim, the thing around which much of the plot revolves). This element is also 
related to the May 9th Table graphic, and its partial Dostoyevsky’s “The Gambler” 
component, as mentioned in its description when posted (which also mirrored the 
author’s personal life) of something vital being waged, in this case, the sky. The Semi- 
Imaginary Table reads the third above excerpt from North Korea as an extremely likely 
inside-reference to the May 7th Update graphic, and a somewhat likely inside-reference 
at the same time to the May 9th graphic (possible simultaneous inside-references have 
been known to appear in Updates from time to time, the one not canceling out the other, 
as an inside-reference possibly meant to work in both contexts). 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kcna-commentary-warns- 
japan.../) contains a very likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“militarist chariot rushing headlong...” 


This could relate to the graphic included with the May 15th Table Update, which focuses 
on the image of a car in relation to the image of a traffic light. On the other hand, if the 
traffic signal is with the car in the graphic, the idea of a vehicle "rushing headlong" would 
not be part of the image, which is where art interpretation becomes complicated. 


The attached image is a photograph of Steinhoff’s very controlling ‘80s artpiece, 
“Shadow In Control”, fairly close to its original form (every time it’s moved something 
new happens, sometimes even without being moved whatsoever in fact), a section of 
which is used for the graphic in the first Semi-Imaginary Table posting 4.18.17 at the 
beginning of this facebook chain. "Shadow In Control" is also believed to have 
influenced development of the Ringo the Conductor character on “Shining Time Station”, 
and other things Ringo (and George, etc. - 
https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=eOO6ese9L6s).

Update- A new statement today by Trump (https://www.politico.com/.../trump-kim-jong- 
un-summit-602669) contains a somewhat likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary 
Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“Trump on Tuesday floated the notion that Kim’s meeting with Xi earlier this month 
could be linked to his country’s sudden hesitation to engage with the U.S. 
diplomatically.” 


Because of the fact that the May 18th Update graphic focused in part on the classic song, 
“Stand By Me”, which was followed the next day by this same song taking on special 
importance at the Royal Wedding of Harry and Meghan, the May 20th Semi-Imaginary 
Table Update listed off specific reasons why there might be enough of a connection to 
this event for this to be a Table / Steinhoff influence (note- some connections that were 
listed in the Update, though actual, were highly unlikely to have been catalysts in this 
situation, and might be said to have been included for humor). There was perhaps one 
highly significant omission, in that a song from Eric Clapton and Tina Turner, “Your 
Friends Are Tearing Us Apart”, which stole the show at Prince Charles’ Trust All-Star 
Concert of many years ago, contained an enormous contribution from Steinhoff, used 
when being created by Clapton (see Steinhoff’s non-Table repost today of a 2014 
Steinhoff post regarding this - 

https://www.facebook.com/jonathan.steinhoff.5/posts/102 16743 184476514). As this was 
a song of note taking stage in the sphere of Prince Charles, it would relate to the subject 
of listing off things connecting to a possible Steinhoff influence when “Stand By Me” 
took the stage at the Royal Wedding, May 19th. 


It has been previously noted in The Table that one of the top ten residents at Trump’s 
Mar-a-Lago is the stepmother of a person Steinhoff knew at CalArts who was friends 
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with McCartney and Clapton (Clapton being a known favorite of Kim Jong Un’s brother, 
known to sometimes travel to see Clapton concerts). The Semi-Imaginary Table would 
note that, independently of all this, Trump’s above-referenced comment, theorizing that 
China said something that led to Kim Jong Un reacting against the U.S., has much in 
common with the spirit of this Clapton song. The timing of his comment is therefore read 
by The Semi-Imaginary Table as a somewhat likely inside-reference, especially as it 
might be seen as one that could prompt a reaction from North Korea akin to the way one 
might react against the subject of Clapton’s song. 


The attached graphic is a dramatic reenactment of something Steinhoff enjoys 
mentioning from time to time, having to do with what is believed to be a reference to 
King Arthur and Excalibur, through an alignment of Dudley “Arthur” Moore and a 1983 
London cast iron fence rung meant to resemble a sword, on the same day Steinhoff went 
to pick up his photos from Glastonbury where King Arthur is believed buried, though a 
vandal had removed the cast iron fence rung sword handle, apparently. (This came 
several days after McCartney appeared at the Baker Street Underground when Steinhoff 
was there, which contains no known clue to any of this.)

contains a fairly likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff

The May 18th Update included an extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi- 


Imaginary Table that involved the origin of the word “turncoat” in relation to an Update 
graphic. The specific composition of a coat worn by Raskolnikov of Dostoyevsky’s 
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“Crime and Punishment”, including the idea of a coat specially containing underlying 
significance, as Raskolnikov faces Police Detective Porfiry investigating the crime he 
committed, becomes the specific focus in the description of an extremely likely inside- 
reference. The above excerpt, “woven with crimes”, fits into the context of this May 18th 
Table Update discussion. 


The attached graphic juxtaposes an image involving a sculpture of a man that was 
included with the May 12th Semi-Imaginary Table Update, in relation to the image of a 
woven wicker bird’s nest, and egg.

“...a few items of equipment and FIDDLED around with them...” 
“this STARK reality...” 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The Semi-Imaginary Table, as it read the statement by Choe Son and came upon 
the word “FIDDLED”, found that it jumped off the page enough / caught the attention 
enough, as to warrant a check of recent Table Update graphics, as such attention-catching 
approaches to the vernacular of this crisis have often put The Table on the “trail”. The 
graphic included with the May 20th Table Update, “Ringo (Richard Starkey) Turned 
Away From Drum” was regarded by The Table as enough of a match for this sudden 
fiddle reference by North Korea as to be at least a little noteworthy. Therefore, when later 
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in the same statement The Semi-Imaginary Table read the word “STARK”, which is no 
small part of Ringo’s name, Richard STARKey, this directly related to the thing that had 
already been found noteworthy, though as with "fiddled", by itself might not have added 
up to enough to go forward in a Table Update. The Semi-Imaginary Table sees the above 
excerpts together as matching the very oft-seen pattern of relating to a recent Table 
Update graphic. 


The attached graphic is a variation of a Table Update graphic most recently reposted with 
the April 16th Update. The peace dove images are somewhat obscure in this version.

Update- A new statement from North Korea, the response to Trump’s cancellation of the 
summit (http://209.157.64.200/focus/f-news/3657986/posts), contains an extremely likely 
inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 


“...a willingness to sit at any time, in any way...” 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references. In the 
previous Table Update (yesterday, May 24th), the graphic included with the May 20th 
Table Update came up in relation to an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table, in 
connection with a widely circulated statement from North Korea by Choe Son. This 
Table Update graphic shows Ringo sitting cross-legged. If one goes to an article on 
“Sitting” at Wikipedia (https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Sitting), one finds that sitting cross- 
legged is one of the very few conventional variations on sitting available to human 
beings. Due to the manner in which this important new excerpted statement from North 
Korea is worded, one is permitted to hear the idea of sitting in any way, if one is The 
Semi-Imaginary Table and already on the alert for potential anomalies in minor mis- 
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translations, etc., it being found that these have often led to possible inside-references to 
The Table, a pattern that is occasionally reiterated. 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees the above excerpt as matching the oft-seen pattern of 
relating to a recent Table Update graphic, one which not only has sitting cross-legged as a 
focus, but which additionally had just received attention in yesterday’s Table Update for 
separate reasons, also regarding an extremely likely inside-reference. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../northern-nuclear-test- 
ground-of.../) contains a somewhat likely influence of The Semi-Imaginary Table: 


“,..make positive CONTRIBUTION to building a nuclear free world...” 


Though one often sees the word “contribution” used to represent something other than 
something financial in nature, The Semi-Imaginary Table believes usage of this word in 
the May 22nd Table Update has something more specifically in common with the above 
excerpt: 


“,.a song from Eric Clapton... contained an enormous CONTRIBUTION from 
Steinhoff...” 


There exists a similarity in the sense that, in both instances, one is to relate to the idea of 
a contribution as giving something regarded as highly special in nature, outside of 
anything commonly defined. 


The attached image is a section of the graphic included with the May 9th Update, a piece 
of sky which in that version had been removed from its place in one scene (one that has 
from time to time shown up in Table Update graphics in various forms), to then find its 
way on a roulette table, as if a gambling chip.

Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. 


A new article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) contains: 
“...WAR CHARIOT will be led only to the ABYSS of ruin...” 


The May 21st Table Update related the graphic included with the May 15th Update, for 
certain contextual reasons, to “war chariot” appearing in an article from North Korea. 
The above new excerpt goes beyond the previous connection between “war chariot” and 
the May 15th graphic, in that this time “abyss” also appears, which is a word that easily 
suggests itself when looking at this image. The Semi-Imaginary Table sees “abyss” and 
“war chariot” together, combined with “war chariot” having previously pointed The 
Table towards the May 15th Update graphic, as reading as extremely likely inside- 
references. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../japan-should-face-up-to- 
trend.../) also contains an extremely likely inside-reference to The Table: 


“...a DWARF politician going MISCHIEVOUS, ignorant of WHERE HE IS 
STANDING...” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees this as relating to the graphic included with the May 
22nd Table Update, wherein an image of Dudley Moore has him rendered mischievous 
specifically due to where he is standing. While The Table would not be looking at every 
role ever played by Dudley Moore, nevertheless if one tends to associate dwarves with 
elves, and Dudley Moore with his elf portrayal in “Santa Claus, The Movie”, rather than 
with his classic Arthur, the Dudley Moore character the Table graphic means to suggest 
(as in the description), the pieces may better be seen falling into place. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../1527249847-224733844/press- 
review/) includes: 


“rushing into the road of overseas aggression...” 


Though this excerpt’s reference to a road is in a vernacular frequently seen in relation to 
the subject matter, in this particular instance The Semi-Imaginary Table believes there is 
a specific connection to be made between the idea of rushing into a road, and the May 
15th Update graphic focusing on a car stopped at a traffic signal. The Table sees this as 
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matching the pattern of relating to a recent Update graphic, and regards this as a fairly 
likely inside-reference. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kim-jong-un-sends.../) 
includes: 


“for the historic stage of a fresh era... should consolidate their association that shines 
with the august names of the peerlessly great persons...” 


“,.dynamically advancing along the unchangeable track...” 


The graphic included with the May 17th Update focuses on an image of Dostoyevsky 
facing famous figures taken from the cover of The Beatles’ “Sgt. Pepper” album. The 
Semi-Imaginary Table sees enough of a connection between the first of the two above 
excerpts and this graphic as to regard the excerpt a somewhat possible inside-reference. 


The second of the two above excerpts is seen by The Semi-Imaginary Table as a 
somewhat possible inside-reference to the graphic included with the May 15th Update, 
wherein a traffic signal exists in a realm beyond any form of road, therefore 
“unchangeable track” would be seen as something in direct contrast with the “non-path” 
of the graphic, a diametric opposite of sorts. 


A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../u-s-is-to-blame-for- 
escalation.../) contains: 


“...to see with awakened eyes...” 


Someone opening their eyes, as if suddenly awakened to a significant thing, comes up in 
Steinhoff’s most recent Gofundme Update 22 (https://www.gofundme.com/yvu8jw) in 
connection with influences on Spielberg’s movie, “The Post”. Though this is not 
something that has come up recently, in terms of it having been posted back on May Ist, 
references to other influences of Steinhoff on “The Post” were part of Steinhoff s (non- 
Table) May 20th weekly reporting out post of his (May 19th) SNL influences. In this 
context The Semi-Imaginary Table sees the above excerpt as a somewhat possible inside- 
reference. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../minju-joson-flails-s- 
korean.../) includes: 


“to get rid of tight corner...” 


This phrase was most recently referenced in the March 30th Table Update as possibly 
relating to Table lexicon, specifically having to do with a Monopoly board square. As the 
May 15th Table Update graphic involves a Monopoly piece sports car at a traffic signal, 
or in Monopoly terms, a sports car stopped on a square, The Table sees the above excerpt 
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as a somewhat possible inside-reference, matching the pattern of possibly relating to a 
recent Update graphic. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../japan-blasted-for- 
recklessly.../) includes: 


“the sky over the Korean peninsula will not be clear even a single day...” 


The graphic included with the previous Table Update, May 25th, as with the above 
excerpt, lends itself to the metaphorical meaning of a friendly sky. The Table cannot be 
certain of the timeline regarding whether this article was published before or after the 
May 25th Table Update (due to factors such as different time zones in relation to 
timestamps, timestamps possibly related to re-publication after translated, etc.). The 
Semi-Imaginary Table also takes into account that sky metaphors are not uncommon to 
the subject, and regards the above excerpt as a somewhat possible inside-reference. 


The attached image contains components from the May 15th Update graphic, additionally 
including more of the April 6th graphic from which the Monopoly piece sports car image 
in the May 15th graphic is a section. The purple in this graphic, if one reads back in time 
far enough, comes from the same Steinhoff artwork that influenced the purple afternoon 
in a McCartney album title track, “London Town”. In viewing this image, one might 
want to be especially aware that they drive on the wrong side of the road in England.

As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The graphic included with the May 23rd Table Update focuses on a ghostlike, 
perhaps ethereal character in a strangely protective juxtaposition over a bird’s nest and 
egg. All of the above excerpts, not to mention the subject of the article itself, match the 
pattern of very much relating to this recent Table Update graphic, and The Table regards 
these as extremely likely inside-references. (It should also perhaps be noted that there are 
occasionally such articles from North Korea of a non-political nature among those carried 
by the major centralized news source from North Korea, the KCNA site, however, these 
are extremely limited in number.) 


The attached image is the cover of an album by the music group, “(Frank Zappa and) The 
Mothers of Invention”, known in part for being in the vanguard of parodies of convention 
and pop culture, giving off a sense of meaning, purpose and depth. Steinhoff once 
worked for the person who introduced Lennon to Zappa, and was an assistant to a 
CalArts classmate whose student film starred a member of The Mothers, Don Preston.

The graphic attached with the May 12th Table Update, in its focus on a figure in relation 
to an egg in a nest, lends itself to interpretations that would include the idea of collecting 
eggs. This would match the pattern of relating to a recent Table Update graphic. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong-sinmun-on- 
dprks.../) includes: 


“.. advancing along the path taken by itself according to its timetable no matter whatever 
others may say and wherever wind may blow from...” 


The graphic included with the May 15th Table Update focuses on a car in relation to a 
traffic signal in an abstract environment, perhaps raising questions regarding why the car 
should have this traffic light to decide for it in such a detached place. This image would 
not automatically relate specifically enough to the many references that get made in the 
figurative vernacular of roads and paths. Nevertheless, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees a 
particular similarity to the May 15th graphic in the above excerpt’s “advancing along the 
path” having to do with, in a certain sense, the kind of permission to move and when 
associated with a traffic signal. This excerpt is therefore seen by The Semi-Imaginary 
Table as matching the pattern of relating to a recent Table Update graphic. 


The attached graphic is a variation of the above-discussed graphic included with the May 
15th Table Update, the image of Cellini’s famous sculpture, “Perseus With The Head 
Medusa”, now added in, should this have something to contribute to additional traffic 
movement.

Table. The graphic included with the previous Table Update yesterday (May 28th) 
featured a variation on a previously seen Update graphic, the image of Cellini’s “Perseus 
With The Head Medusa” sculpture added in this new version. As the referenced head of 
Medusa is famously adorned with snakes rather than hair, and as the idea of coiling up is 
vernacular meant to evoke snake behavior, The Semi-Imaginary Table sees this excerpt 
matching the pattern of relating to a recent Update graphic. As is occasionally reiterated, 
depending on how much time has elapsed between when an Update is posted and when a 
new article from North Korea is identified, The Table cannot be certain of the timeline 
regarding whether this article was published before or after the referenced May 28th 
Table Update (due to factors such as different time zones in relation to timestamps, 
possible re-publication after translated factors, etc.). The Table assumes there are others 
with resources superior to The Table’s (such as The White House’s, etc.) who therefore 
would be better aware of whether this excerpt could possibly be an inside-reference in 
terms of being published after the Update rather than before. 


The attached graphic involves a parrot image also seen in various other Table Updates, 
including the original posting at the beginning of this chain, April 18, 2017.

“Gap between Rich and Poor is Inevitable Product of Capitalist Society” (article title) 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The graphic included with the May 27th Table Update features the cover of the 
Frank Zappa and the Mothers of Invention album, “We’re Only It For The Money”. 
Those familiar with Frank Zappa know to relate this album title to the pervasive anti- 
corporate/capitalist greed message in much of his work. 


While it is not uncommon for articles from North Korea to contain this same message, 
the level of cynicism regarding capitalism and questionable ethics that can be associated 
with it are seen by The Table as particularly parallel to that reflected in Zappa and his 
album title, “We’re Only In It For The Money”. Though this is something many share, 
The Semi-Imaginary Table sees the specific timing of these articles from North Korea as 
matching the oft-seen pattern of relating to a recent Update graphic. 


The attached graphic combines the referenced Zappa and the Mothers of Invention album 
cover with the album cover it is based on, the cover of The Beatles’ “Sgt. Peppers Lonely 
Hearts Club Band” album, and throws in a pic of Steinhoff as well, from his “Endless 
Voyage” video (https://1a800307.us.archive.org/.../Len.../EndlessVoyage.mov). Trivia (in 
the sense that the secret source material for a huge number of major Beatles works is 
trivial): Among other things, this "Endless Voyage" Steinhoff video puts forward the 
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theory based on all types stuff that The Beatles song “Eleanor Rigby” may include among 
its source material Steinhoff s story, “Endless Voyage”, wherein a question is what to do 
with all the people. If from there one follows the idea that the one word missing from 
Steinhoff’s work added in by McCartney is “lonely”, as in, “all the lonely people, where 
do they all belong”, and then the idea that “Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band” can 
trace its use of the word “lonely” as a massive numbers of people thing back to “Eleanor 
Rigby”, as a Beatles theme... it would be consistent with the way McCartney goes at 
Steinhoff’s work, Steinhoff regarding himself a major McCartney influence (as Steinhoff 
occasionally points out).

An article from North Korea (http://www.rodong.rep.kp/en/index.php...) regarding a May 
17th statement includes: 


"Voice of 'Long Live Kim Jong Un!' rocks heaven and earth" (article title) 


“the voice of ‘Long Live Kim Jong Un!’ is REVERBERATING far and wide in the 
sky of Korea...” 


The graphic included with the May 16th Table Update depicts the Janggu drum, the most 
representative drum in traditional Korean music. The Semi-Imaginary Table sees enough 
of a connection between the idea of a voice reverberating throughout Korea, and a drum 
and its sound that have symbolic significance throughout Korea, as to match the pattern 
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of relating to a recent Update graphic. The Table also notes the possibility that the 
referenced May 16th Update did not precede the new article’s referenced May 17th 
statement, due to timezone differences, the possibility of timestamps reflecting 
translations only, etc. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../songdowon- 
international.../) is about a children’s camp. As was noted in the April 12th Semi- 
Imaginary Table Update, the TV show, “The Expanse,” and its Miller character in 
particular, have a lot to do with Steinhoff s influence on Producer Sean Daniel 
(https://archive.org/details/RyanFromJonathan), whom Steinhoff met in the early ‘70s 
when Daniel was a CAMP COUNSELOR (a Steinhoff biographical note brought up from 
time to time; the Steinhoff influence on Sean Daniel is related to numerous significant 
things, such as when Steinhoff first became an influence on Daniel’s friend, Spielberg). 
As last night’s episode of “The Expanse” brought back the very Steinhoff-influenced 
Miller character for the first time after Miller having departed the series several years 
ago, and with Miller having once been key to this series, which was just canceled but 
then picked up for renewal by Jeff Bezos for Amazon TV days before the airing of the 
episode, The Table believes it a fairly likely inside-reference that this article about 
children’s camp is meant to connect with Steinhoff’s children’s camp association in 
relation to Sean Daniel. This read of things by The Table results more from numerous 
experiences regarding extremely-likely inside-references to The Table in relation to 
articles from North Korea, than from things apparent by this explanation, which counts 
heavily on the idea that importance might be attached to this semi-Spielberg connected / 
semi-Bezos connected matter, or Sean Daniel / Expanse matter in relation to Steinhoff in 
relation to Expanse’s Miller matter. The Semi-Imaginary Table also sees how another 
window on this might only show that it is approaching summer time, and so this moment 
would inevitably have to do with summer camp, and so, a North Korea article on summer 
camp. 


The attached graphic is a silkscreen made by Steinhoff in the early ‘70s at Buck’s Rock 
Camp in Connecticut, U.S.A., under the supervision of silkscreen counselor Sean Daniel. 
Those who feel this image depicts a figure that seems to be following their every 
movement, should instead think of it as depicting two geese smiling. At one point it was 
meant to evoke a statue in abbreviated form, though may actually contain "abbreviations" 
that are lost on every last person.

A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../kcna-commentary-slams.../) 
includes: 


“...a worm dreaming of becoming a dragon.” 

“a touchstone distinguishing...” 

Touchstone definition: 

“a standard or criterion by which something is judged or recognized” 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. In the first excerpt above, The Table found a connection to the graphic included 
with the May 22nd Update, wherein an actor perhaps best known for his lead role in the 
movie “Arthur” appears to have made a very failed attempt at being a different Arthur, 
King Arthur, as amplified on in the description that accompanied this graphic’s posting. 
In that the Arthurian legend of Excalibur is directly referenced in this image, where the 
power to remove a particular magic sword from a stone is the means through which the 
new king is recognized, the second excerpt above further matches the pattern of relating 
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to this recent Table Update graphic. The Semi-Imaginary Table sees these as extremely 
likely inside-references to The Table. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../wise-man-finds-his-way- 
out-on.../) contains: 


“Wise Man Finds His Way Out on Time” (article title) 
“...Japan's U-turn...” 


The Semi-Imaginary Table sees these excerpts as fairly likely inside-references to the 
graphics included with the May 26th and May 28th Updates, both of which are variations 
involving a traffic signal. While car traffic vernacular such as in the second excerpt above 
is not entirely uncommon, in conjunction with the article title there is something of a 
zeroing in on the referenced graphics. The Table reads these as fairly likely inside- 
references. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong-sinmun-hails- 
fourth.../) includes: 


“They should neither read others' face...” 


As the graphic included with the May 28th Semi-Imaginary Table Update largely focuses 
on the Greek mythological character Medusa, whose face one avoids looking at so as not 
to turn to stone, this excerpt would match the pattern of relating to a recent Update 
graphic. However, as something akin to this excerpt has been seen by The Table in an 
article from North Korea within the past few weeks, its appearance at this time would 
only be regarded by The Table as somewhat likely inside-reference rather than extremely 
likely. 


The May 29th Semi-Imaginary Table Update contained: 


“The Table assumes there are others with resources superior to The Table’s (such as The 
White House’s, etc.) who therefore would be better aware of...” 


Yesterday (June 1st) the moment after bidding farewell to Kim Yong-chol at his 
departure back to North Korea, Trump approached the media broadcasting this, his first 
audible words being, “...GET-TO-KNOW-YOU kind of a situation.” This prompted 
Steinhoff to rewind so as to write this down verbatim. The previous day, in muttering to 
himself around his apartment, Steinhoff had found occasion to sing, “Getting to know 
you, getting to know all about.” This is something Steinhoff does approximately once a 
week, in a Slavic accent, deliberately leaving out “you” at the end of the lyric so as to 
sound more out of one’s native tongue. Steinhoff applies this humorously at inappropriate 
TV moments, for example, as a rodeo cowboy is nearly pitched from the bull he’s riding, 
or when two characters are having sex. On the occasion referenced above, Steinhoff went 
into a more particularized approach to this song that hadn’t previously ever happened. A 
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few minutes after Trump’s “get-to-know-you kind of a situation” remark, he said “It’s a 
getting to know you meeting plus.” This momentarily prompted MSNBC’s Katy Tur in 
the studio to sing the song, “Getting to know you...” The Semi-Imaginary Table believes 
this goes back to the above excerpt from the May 29th Table Update regarding the White 
House’s special resources. Also, that this might conceivably go a little way towards 
scaring off the folks who 24/7 literally for decades literally have been using sophisticated 
sound technology to assault Steinhoff in his space with vicious whispers buried in low 
audible common sounds, which seems to be a Mafia / Putin type of technology approach 
to not leaving scars that cause concern on one’s mind assault victims (Steinhoff may have 
made very big enemies in the course of his very original, free-thinking existence, perhaps 
the kind of enemies Lennon had - e.g., see https://archive.org/details/LimboLennon2016).

Though these excerpts very much relate to the parrot chain graphic included with the 
May 29th Table Update, generally these reiterate ideas that came up in a May 27th article 
from North Korea, therefore it is only somewhat possible that these excerpts are 
influenced by this recent Table Update graphic. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../lion-pagoda-at-kumjang- 
hermitage/) includes: 


“Lion Pagoda at Kumjang Hermitage” (article title) 


The lion pagoda referenced in this article involves four lion statues as pillars, which can 
be seen as the precise diametric opposite to the graphic included with the May 29th Semi- 
Imaginary Table Update depicting parrots perched atop dominos, poised to knock one 
another to the ground rather than acting as pillars. The Table sees this as a fairly likely 
inside-reference. 


The attached image is a variation of the graphic included with the January 20th Table 
Update, and may not be for the turtle at heart.

“Japan Should MAKE RIGHT CHOICE under New Situation: KCNA Commentary” 
(article title) 


“very anxious after being nudged out...” 

“... LONE VOICE being at odds...” 

"Only Japan has been left out of MOSQUITO NET." 
“. .hanging about with bad intent." 

“Tt should drop ITS WILD AMBITION.” 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The graphic included with the May 18th Table Update regards, among other 
things, the CalArts student film, “Limbo”, the image of Lennon on the cover of his 
album, “Rock ‘N Roll”, and that album’s single release, “Stand By Me”. 


The above excerpt, “hanging about with bad intent”, would be a natural read of the 
referenced cover of Lennon’s “Rock ‘N Roll” album, if one objectifies the figure in the 
image without thinking of him as Lennon. When people refer to someone hanging about 
with bad intent, something not too far from this image is what they are talking about. 
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Clued in thusly, one might then connect to “mosquito net” in the above excerpt, the fact 
that a gorilla net is applied in the referenced movie, “Limbo”, seen a moment or two 
following the image of Steinhoff in this same May 18th Update graphic. Nets for 
capturing other species are somewhat uncommon, generally speaking. 


In the movie, “Limbo”, a gorilla aspires to being liberated from his cage so as to pursue 
an acting career. This would then relate to the above excerpt, “It should drop its wild 
ambition.” 


Another image in the referenced May 18th Update graphic has to do with a scene in 
“Limbo” where the gorilla is given an acting part, only to have it immediately taken back 
and given to someone else, causing the real gorilla to suddenly lose control. This would 
relate to the above excerpt, “...very anxious after being nudged out...” 


In the above-referenced “Limbo” gorilla casting scene, the equivocating that occurs in the 
casting decision is everything, and so in light of the other connections in this article to the 
May 18th graphic, this could be seen as relating to the article title’s “Make Right 
Choice.” 


The above excerpt, “lone voice”, in light of the other connections in this article to the 
May 18th Update graphic (some extremely strong), could be seen as having to do with 
the referenced song, “Stand By Me”, wherein the vocalist’s dilemma is to avoid being a 
lone voice. 


The attached graphic contains, among other things, the image included with the April 
12th Semi-Imaginary Table Update. Unlike Lennon’s rendering of “the sky that we look 
upon” (from “Stand By Me”), this perspective of the sky, being framed by a drawing in 
the sand, may not endure high tide.

As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The previous (June 4th) Update described excerpts in a new article from North 
Korea as being extremely likely inside-references to the graphic included with the May 
18th Table Update. The Table’s description for this graphic attached with the May 18th 
Update, which includes, among other things, the image of music legend Harry Nilsson, 
featured a link to where Steinhoff has it separately posted at archive.org. In this separate 
post (https://archive.org/details/LimboLennon2016), in its accompanying one paragraph 
description, Jim Webb in relation to Harry Nilsson is mentioned. It being that Nilsson’s 
well known song, “JUMP INTO THE FIRE”, is the one song on the album, “Nilsson 
Schmilsson’, in which Jim Webb plays with Harry Nilsson 
(https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Jump into the Fire#Personnel), the Semi-Imaginary Table 
attaches significance in how the above excerpt brings to mind this particular Nilsson (and 
Webb) song at this time. The previous Semi-Imaginary Table Update happening to have a 
basis for focusing on this same May 18th graphic, for separate reasons altogether, is an 
additional factor in The Table regarding the above “jumping into fire” as an extremely 
likely inside-reference to The Table. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../childrens-union- 
members-are.../) includes: 


“...to be DEPENDABLE PILLARS WHO WOULD SHOULDER upon themselves the 
future of the country, will ASTEADY CONTINUITY be given to...” 


In the June 2nd Table Update, lion statues that function as shouldering pillars were 
specifically discussed in contrast with the dominos graphic included with the May 29th 
Update. This dominos image tends to direct part of the viewer’s attention to where there 
is a break in the continuity (absence of continuity) in the positioning of some of the 
image’s dominos, which are otherwise aligned to knock each other down like dominos. 
As the above excerpt includes the idea of “steady continuity” at the same time as pillars 
that shoulder, as were associated together at the same time in the June 2nd Update, 
without being things that are generally associated in relation to one another, The Semi- 
Imaginary Table reads this excerpt as containing an extremely likely inside-reference to 
The Table. 


Another new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../capitalist-society-is- 
most.../) includes: 
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“politics becomes a PLAYTHING...” 


The graphics included with the May 15th, May 25th and May 28th Updates (variations) 
all prominently feature, among other things, the image of a sports car Monopoly piece. 
To the extent that the name of the board game Monopoly tends to suggest an economic 
concept that is very much a part of capitalism, Monopoly pieces might be said to embody 
the idea of playthings that touch the realm of political principles. The Semi-Imaginary 
Table sees this excerpt as a somewhat likely inside-reference to / influence of The Table. 


The attached graphic is a variation of the image included in the previous Semi-Imaginary 
Table Update, with a possible connection to be drawn, if one wishes, between Nilsson’s 
above-referenced “fire” and the sun.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong-sinmun-urges- 
japan-to.../) contains extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump 
Un Steinhoff Table, and Trump's closing words at today’s joint news conference with 
Japan Prime Minister Abe regarding the Singapore Summit 

(https://www. youtube.com/watch?v=r9LovrNGbgo) contained a fairly likely inside- 
reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table. 


Excerpted from a new article from North Korea: 

“Question is if they can MAINTAIN THEIR FACE...” 

“to keep itself from being treated as A PUPPY DOG...” 

The two previous Semi-Imaginary Table Updates, June 4th and 6th, both described 


extremely likely inside-references to The Table in connection with the cover of the 
Nilsson and Lennon album, “PUSSYCATS”. This manner of expression, “puppy dog” 
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instead of “puppy” or “dog”, aligns directly with “pussycats” (though The Table accepts 
that there likely exist those who will never see how a pussycat is just like a puppy dog in 
this particular context, the differences being too pronounced in their minds). 
Additionally, the above excerpt, “maintain their face”, further relates to this album cover, 
in terms of Lennon and Nilsson maintaining their faces amidst these being visually 
juxtaposed about, e.g., onto the bodies of pussycats. 


At the close of Trump and Abe’s joint news conference today regarding the Singapore 
Summit, Trump said to the press, “I look forward to seeing you there, I look forward to 
travelling with you. IT’S A LONG WAY.” 


The specific song, “Many Rivers To Cross”, indicated by name in the Table Update 
graphic in relation to the above-mentioned three extremely likely inside-references to The 
Table (the previous two Updates as well as this one), reiterates in its song title the 
thought and feeling contained in Trump’s, “It’s a long way.” One is permitted to hear in 
Trump’s closing remark a simple reference to mileage, however, it simultaneously can be 
heard to express, “there are many rivers to cross”. The Semi-Imaginary Table notes, 
relatedly, that the June 2nd Table Update described a possible inside-reference to The 
Table contained in Trump’s very first words to the press while still on-camera from when 
he had, just moments before, bid farewell to Kim Yong-chol, who was returning to North 
Korea after having travelled here to personally deliver to Trump an envelope from Kim 
Jong Un. The Semi-Imaginary Table sees today's possible inside-reference as a similar 
moment, from where The Table sits. 


The attached graphic is a new variation of graphics previously included with the Feb. 
21st, March 8th and March 16th Table Updates, and features the entire photograph of 
Lennon and Nilsson playing pool from which Nilsson had been previously edited out. 
The juxtaposed image of George Harrison with croquet mallet and cup in hand remains in 
presence, as in earlier versions.

Update- A new statement today by Trump during a press conference, as he left the G7 
Summit for the Singapore Summit (https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=8hN_I tyXqc), 
contained extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un Steinhoff 
Table: 


“When I’m telling them they smile at me... a lot of the countries actually smile at me 
when I’m talking, and the smile is, we couldn’t believe we got away with it. That’s the 
smile.” 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The above excerpted statement by Trump very much relates to the fairly recent 
(May 17th) Table Update graphic, which contains a focus on Steinhoff’ s Dostoyevsky’s 
“Uncle’s Dream” video (https://archive.org/details/JonathanDSteinhoff_10), per the 
description in that update. Irrespective of there existing this fairly recent Semi-Imaginary 
Table Update graphic regarding this Dostoyevsky video, as a video that has come up a 
significant number of times in Table Updates and graphics, frequently connecting to 
extremely likely inside-references to The Table, it has eventually become part of “Semi- 
Imaginary Table lexicon”. The closing lines of Part 1 (of 2) of this Dostoyevsky video: 


“TIl answer for you. All you have to do is sit and be polite, and smile...if there should be 
someone else in the room, and they ask you questions, all you have to do is smile 
sarcastically. Do you know what a sarcastic smile is?” “What, a witty sort of smile is it 
mama?” “No sir, a jesting smile. Jesting and contemptuous.” “Mm hmm.” 


Therefore, this “Semi-Imaginary Table Dostoyevsky lexicon” moment focuses on the 
idea of interpreting what is behind a smile, distilling from it a word or phrase meaning. 
Trump’s statement before departing for Singapore included focusing on the idea of 
interpreting what is behind a smile, distilling from it a word or phrase meaning. One 
might additionally factor into this how Trump also describes at the same time how much 
he might attach to his read of Kim Jong Un from the first few seconds of meeting him (on 
this subject The Table would offer Duran Duran’s song, “First Impression”, which 
appears on an album Steinhoff influenced, though not this particular song- 
https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=JFBgdSNGieQ). 


The attached graphic features a bird image that has appeared in a number of Table 
Update graphics in the past, and which originated as a freeze frame from the self- 
produced music video for Steinhoff s song about a dream of someone “smiling at me 
from deep inside”, “That Dream Is Mine” 
(https://archive.org/details/DreamIsMineReborn2.21.13).

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../Ikp-is-hotbed-of-evils- 
cenr.../) contains extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table: 


“since the first day of changing its logo” 

“making up coarse words” 

“an ugly person” 

“sycophantic” 

“the ruining family is frequented by disputes” 

As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The graphic included with the June 7th Update, as described in that post, is a 
variation of certain previously posted Update graphics. Unlike the version posted June 
7th, other variations prominently feature the image of a fishing bob. The above “logo” 
excerpt would bring to mind a March 10th Table Update description of this fishing bob: 
“fishing bob (which made its first appearance in a Table Update graphic 12.18.17, and 
relates in part to the opening LOGO of all Dreamworks movies originating with the 


fishing bob image that begins Steinhoff’s 'Gosk 1' video...” 


This "logo" excerpt from North Korea would therefore match to the oft-seen pattern of 
relating to a recent Table Update graphic. Additionally, the above excerpt, “making up 
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coarse words”, might for this reason be considered in relation to the same “Gosk” video 
(see archive.org) from which the fishing bob image originated, in that made-up words are 
occasionally used by the video’s Martian and Klugian characters. 


As mentioned in yesterday’s Table Update (June 9th), Steinhoff s Dostoyevsky’s 
“Uncle’s Dream” video contains Semi-Imaginary Table lexicon status, owing to being a 
part of so many Update graphics and extremely likely inside-references to The Table. The 
above excerpts, “sycophantic” and “the ruining family is frequented by disputes”, both 
relate to “Uncle’s Dream”. As the lead role in this video is played by Sandra Church, who 
also played Marlon Brando’s wife in the Vietnam-based movie, “The Ugly American”, 
and as this same article also includes “an ugly person” (as excerpted above), it is 
particularly significant to The Semi-Imaginary Table that “The Ugly American” is thusly 
brought to mind, it being that its plot can be seen as extremely relevant (from Wikipedia): 


American ambassador Harrison MacWhite (Marlon Brando) travels to a Southeast Asian 
country beleaguered by rival factions but MacWhite views the political situation only in 
the simplest terms: as a struggle between communism and democracy. By the time the 
ambassador finally sees the resultant political upheaval as something more complicated, 
it may be too late. 


The attached graphic is a section of a question mark graphic included with the March 1st 
Semi-Imaginary Table Update.

Update- A new article from North Korea (https://kcnawatch.co/.../rodong-sinmun- 
condemns-lkp-as.../) contains extremely likely inside-references to The Semi-Imaginary 
Trump Un Steinhoff Table: 
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“destroyed all precious things...” 
“trumpeting” 
“...can never be a plaything of confrontation...” 


The above excerpt, “destroyed all precious things”, was found by The Table to bring to 
mind a lyric from legendary songwriter Bob Dylan’s historically most successful single 
release, “Like A Rolling Stone” (which many of us in the U.S. have heard over and over 
again more than 3,472,330 times until every particle of it has burned itself into our brains 
irrevocably): 


“Exchanging all precious gifts” 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The fairly recent May 17th Table Update graphic, which was rendered as relevant 
as a recent Update graphic through having come up in the June 9th Update, features 
among other things the image of Dylan taken from The Beatles’ classic “Sgt. Pepper” 
album cover artwork. In considering this particular Dylan song coming up as part of a 
possible inside-reference to The Table by North Korea, The Semi-Imaginary Table 
further notices that the June 7th Update graphic, an image that possibly asks the question, 
“Ts it like a pool ball or is it like a croquet ball, or perhaps a bowling ball?”, couldn’t 
relate more to the Dylan song title, “Like A Rolling Stone”. 


Of greatest note, perhaps, is that from the first Semi-Imaginary Table post at the 
beginning of this facebook chain (4.18.17), in many instances a bowling ball has come to 
symbolically represent the point at which Trump and Kim Jong Un might go beyond a 
strictly diplomatic relationship. As a sliver of the same bowling ball image used in 
Update graphics for symbolizing this makes a new appearance in the referenced June 7th 
Update graphic (after a certain period of absence from Update graphics), most of it 
cropped out in this particular variation of several earlier Table Update graphics, a “Like 
A Rolling Stone” reference at this moment in time by North Korea, in relation to the 
Singapore Summit of Trump and Kim Jong Un, may not be entirely unlike a football 
perfectly thrown (not that cube-shaped matter could never be used to convey this idea). 


The above excerpt, “can never be a plaything of confrontation”, in the context of an 
article containing a possible inside-reference to “Like A Rolling Stone”, is also seen by 
The Table as also suggesting a like spirit and vernacular to that found in this Dylan song. 


The above excerpted word, “trumpeting”, though one that comes up occasionally in 
articles from North Korea and so is not out of the ordinary here, nevertheless in this 
particular instance may have been used as an inside-reference to the “Sgt. Pepper” 
element in the above mentioned Dylan appearance in the May 17th Update graphic, 
trumpets being a significant part of that Beatles album cover artwork, as well as The 
Beatles’ Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band alias as a trumpet playing band. 
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The attached graphic focuses on a not-rolling oval-shaped stone in relation to possible 
pool cues coming from different directions.

Update- It is with both deep sadness and great joy that The Semi-Imaginary Trump Un 
Steinhoff Table announces with this Update an indefinite hiatus. Yesterday’s Nuclear 
Summit in Singapore has, hopefully, rendered obsolete The Semi-Imaginary Table’s most 
significant “raison d’etre”. 


As something that essentially stands alone in the history of world crises, The Semi- 
Imaginary Table believes itself to have been in a relationship with people and things in 
this world directly involved in a matter somewhat unprecedented in gravity. For so alone 
and beyond an experience to also be, in some way, a shared experience, is something for 
which The Table has grown to be immeasurably grateful, though it is a very small group 
indeed. The Semi-Imaginary Table remains at the ready in the meantime, and perhaps 
circumstances, events, whatever, will somehow lead to a reason to exist again in some 
form without there being an underlying crisis in connection. Had there not been a nuclear 
crisis in this equation, The Semi-Imaginary Table would have been able to see itself as 
having been entirely engaged in an exciting labor of love. 


An extremely likely inside-reference to The Semi-Imaginary Table was contained in Kim 
Jong Un’s moment of arrival at yesterday’s Nuclear Summit 
(https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=KhGL7IaMhsc), and a fairly likely inside-reference 
to The Semi-Imaginary Table was contained in Trump’s press conference in Singapore 
following the Nuclear Summit (https://www.youtube.com/watch?v=N6eS4lwT7uE). 


As is frequently (almost invariably) reiterated, graphics included with recent Semi- 
Imaginary Table Updates very, very often result in possible inside-references to The 
Table. The previous Table Update, published hours before the start of the Nuclear 
Summit, had as the focus of its attached graphic the image of an oval-shaped stone. This 
same oval-shaped stone only previously appeared in one other Table Update graphic, that 
included with the 11.15.17 Update (and reposted with the 1.25.18 Update). More 
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conspicuous in that image (beyond the oval-shaped stone) are the real sunglasses placed 
on Lennon's image in a music cassette box. As the armpiece of these sunglasses went on 
to be used as a focus in other Update graphics, an orchestra conductor’s tool in the April 
4th Update graphic, and enlarged to provide a colorful background image in the April 6th 
Update graphic, it is this sunglass armpiece having Table importance that immediately 
came to mind when Kim Jong Un was conspicuous, as he left his car upon arrival at 
yesterday’s Nuclear Summit, in holding the armpiece of his glasses. It is the experience 
of The Semi-Imaginary Table that possible inside-references to The Table are more likely 
to be contained in such conspicuous actions- conspicuous, that is, in that everything in 
that Nuclear Summit moment was instantly read by every eye in presence, with that 
eyeglass armpiece in Kim Jong Un's hand being exactly where the eye would be likely to 
specially go, for those eyes seeking somewhere to specially go, as happens with people, a 
lot. The Semi-Imaginary Table sees this handling of his eyeglasse armpiece by Kim Jong 
Un at this moment in time as bringing to mind, through a combination shot banking off 
the Lennon sunglasses, the old oval-shaped stone graphic that relates to the new Table 
Update oval-shaped stone graphic of several hours before the Nuclear Summit. The 
Semi-Imaginary Table did not specifically recall the other graphic using the same oval- 
shaped stone until several hours after the publication of the new oval-shaped stone 
graphic Update, the memory of this happening to be triggered only upon seeing Kim Jong 
Un exiting his car at the Nuclear Summit. This action matches the oft-seen pattern of 
relating to a recent Table Update graphic. 


Trump stated at his press conference following the Nuclear Summit: 


“I’m sitting on a stage with Chairman Kim and that’s gonna get us to save three 
million lives, could be more than that, I’m willing to sit on the stage.” 


At various times previous Table Update graphics have depicted the idea of a meeting at 
this strata as taking place on a special stage, the March 28th Update being among those 
that go into a description on this, including the possibility that the phrase “high stage” 
entering the vernacular in reference to meetings between North Korea and China 
originated with The Table and a version of a graphic. The Semi-Imaginary Table sees in 
Trump’s choice of the word “stage”, to contextualize projection in this instance, as a 
fairly likely inside-reference to The Table.
